A New Era in 
Cymbidium Hybridizing

he 1992 flowering season in 

Victoria is now over but will prob- 

ably not be forgotten for some years 
because Cymbidium hybridizing rose a 
further step up the evolutionary ladder. 

We saw substantial advances in colour 
breeding but the most significant advance 
came from the flowering of seedlings from 
the cross of Valley Zenith ‘‘Green Orb”’ 
with Green Glass ‘‘Magnum’’ and Green 
Glass ‘‘Panorama’’. 

To appreciate what has been achieved I 
refer readers firstly to the accompanying 
photograph of OVENS VALLEY 
‘“‘Miranda Joy’’ and then to the parents 
used to created it. See a photo of the pod 
(female parent) in A.O.R. Dec. 1984 
(page 285) and to the A.O.R. Feb. 1984 
(page 3) for a photo of a Green Glass 
similar to the pollen (male) parent. 
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I made several versions of the OVENS 
VALLEY crossing for Glenwood Orchids 
in 1983 (who sold them all unfortunately 
for me) with the expectation that some 
award quality clones would be produced 
considering the quality and genetic back- 
ground of the parents. What has resulted 
so far is still causing some disbelief in 
some circles. 

While Valley Zenith ‘‘Green Orb’’ was 
adjudged Champion Orchid in show on its 
first and only showing, the Green Glass 
clones were totally ignored by various 
judges, presumably because the colour 
was not clear enough, although they were 
rated higher than the likes of the Jean 
Slatterys which were at that time con- 
sidered to be the most advanced of the 
green cymbidiums. 

The crossing of Valley Zenith and 





Green Glass was first flowered by Max 
and Jean Fruend of Willandra Orchids who 
are situated at Oxley in the Ovens Valley, 
north east Victoria and one of three or so 
of those plants which flowered appeared in 
the A.O.R. 1990 (page 36). I knew then 
that the potential results from the crossing 
were likely to be excellent so, being a very 
beautiful area of Victoria, Max and I 
considered OVENS VALLEY a worthy 
name for a very fine Cymbidium cross and 
the crossing was immediately registered as 
OVENS VALLEY. 

Between August 1990 and August 1992 
more seedlings flowered and were shown, 
with many winning best seedling prizes at 
shows (including the Perth Conference 
Show). By the end of August 1992 many 
more were on the verge of flowering and a 
few excited owners were suddenly on the 
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telephone announcing the arrival of more 
good results. 

But on the last day of last August a 
client phoned to ask if it was OK to bring 
down a couple of seedlings which he 
thought I might wish to see and that I 
might be impressed with them. Although I 
detected a note in his voice that suggested 
I just might be impressed it was none the 
less the understatement of the year! 

On the Sunday morning Alan Skerman 
arrived with two OVENS VALLEY seed- 
lings in flower and after our euphoria 
began to wear off it was decided the best 
of the two should be placed before the 
judging panel for assessment, but first a 
variety name had to be provided. 

The best of the two clones was named 
“Miranda Joy’’ after Alan’s grand- 
daughter. The other clone was almost as 
good but it was spoilt by the lip rolling 
under, a legacy from the Fanfare grand- 
parent. 

The clone was judged next day and the 
result was an AM with 83 points. The 
seedling had 10 flowers on its first flowet- 
ing, which means it received only 7 points 
out of 10 for flower count, or, just 3 
flowers short of receiving an FCC on its 
first flowering. 

When I telephoned Alan Skerman with 
the news of the award, I thought he was 
about to have a heart attack he was so 
excited, and I don’t blame him, because 
everyone who saw his plant was almost as 
excited too.

But that wasn’t the end of it, in 
December 1992, Alan Skerman received a 
second award. ‘‘Miranda Joy’’ was selec- 
ted as the Victorian Cymbidium of the 
Year by the Orchid Society’s Council of 
Victoria (OSCV). 

No photograph ever does justice to an 
orchid. The colour is rarely accurate and 
size means nothing without some form of 
comparison so some vital statistics might 
help in appreciating just what has been 
achieved. 

The colour is a bright, soft green set off 
by a magenta verged lip. The flower is 
almost 150mm across (6 inches). Con- 
sider this, the full width of the page in this 
magazine is 210mm (8.25 inches) so the 
flower would fit across the full width with 
a margin of 60mm on either side. 

The lip is approx. 50mm (2 inches) 
across. 

When placed side by side with either 
parent they are dwarfed by ‘‘Miranda 
Joy’’, and this is the case with a number of 
other seedlings from the cross which have 
flowered. 

The sight of 10 such flowers on a 
raceme is something to behold, believe 
me! 

So, after the excitement began to ebb 
away, I began to assess the results and 
sought an explanation of why such a large 
flower and such a filled in shape was 
produced. Most of the seedlings so far 
have flowers larger than either parent. 

From a genetic aspect, I am not sur-

prised because history indicated that 
Miretta was a top quality parent as a 
diploid, and Fanfare “‘St. Francis’’ 4n was 
no slouch either, and both have produced 
larger flowers before. As the genetic chart 
for Ovens Valley shows (Fig. 1) Miretta 
appears on boths sides, so when I made the 
cross I was inbreeding towards Miretta. 

I was only mildly surprised about the 
flower size, but then other crossings have 
been producing flowers for me which are 
over six across and it is a genetic fact of 
life that ever since the first Cymbidium 
hybrids were made the flower size has 
been steadily increasing. If I am correct, 
this will continue. 

Research during the 1970’s indicated to 
me that seedlings from Miretta were worth 
buying and if they were from 4n Mirettas 
they were an even better buy. 
Subsequently I was proven to be correct 
because I flowered excellent Valley Zen- 
iths, Operettas and Green Glasses, all of 
which which had Miretta as one parent. 

The Green Glass cross produced so 
many good shaped clones that I expect it 
was the major force in producing the 
results this time, not the Valley Zenith, but 
it’s too early to be adamant. 

In the seedlings from each of the above 
Miretta crossings I noted a very interesting 
characteristic — even in Melbourne’s cold 
winter climate the entire spike of flowers 
opened in unison, not over a period of 
weeks like so many other crossings that I 
bought. On checking, I noticed that the 
flowers of Miretta ‘Mem, A.A. 
McBean’’ opened at the tip of the spike 
first and then progressed downwards. The 
opposite to most other clones. 

The importance of this habit to show 
bench growers became apparent when 
show time came around because for the 
first time I had no trouble flowering my 
plants for show. That exasperating prob- 
lem of having half the flowers open and 
the rest at various stages with the flowers 
all different colours disappeared. 

About 50% of the Ovens Valleys I have 
so far seen, have this characteristic, but the 
rest should carry it in their genes. This, 
factcz, and the marvellous flower quality 
that is emerging suggest that the Ovens 
Valleys will be excellent parents. 

Many of the clones which have 
flowered have the Miretta red lip, others 
do not but the chances are that this gene 
will be present for future use. 

I, and others, have been hinting for 
some years that there would soon be a 
revolutionary change in the quality of our 
standard Cymbidiums, but as usual the 
“‘experts’’ said we were at the end of the 
line. 

Well, OVENS VALLEY ‘‘Miranda 
Joy’’ is irrefutable evidence that we are 
not and to confirm it is not an ‘‘accident’’ 
I have flowered other standard 
Cymbidiums which exceed 150mm across 
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on their first flowering in whites, yellows 
and pinks, and reds too will follow very 
soon. And what is more the lips on some 
are outstanding. Full round shape also will 
soon be commonplace. 

At the other end of the scale I recently 
flowered standards which are barely 
250mm tall, which are producing two 
spikes to a bulb in a 125mm (5 inch) pot 
and which have a flower size of 125mm. 

I was recently handed a promotional 
leaflet from a fertilizer company which 
featured a commercial orchid grower who 
claimed that his ‘‘from flask to flower’ 
cycle had been reduced from FIVE years 
to FOUR by using their magnificent 
product. 

They may be surprised to learn that new 
1992 seedlings have flowered on the 
FIRST bulb and between TWO and TWO 
and a HALF years from flask. Genetic 
selection, not fertilizer was the cause. 

You guessed it, Miretta is the grand- 
parent! 

So, are we at last at the end of the line 
for Cymbidiums? 

Never, there is a lot to be done and a lot 
to do. Wait and see . . . Cymbidiums for 
all seasons are with us already, new 
colours are on the way, and what about 
spikes that will need no staking. And what 
about standard cymbidiums which have 
foliage half the size of most intermedi- 
ates? 

Most importantly, how many otherwise 
top quality clones have you seen which 
were spoilt by nothing more than a poor 
labellum? That problem will soon be a 
thing of the past. 

We will only reach the end of the line 
when we run out of imagination. 

A final comment, the arrival of OVENS 
VALLEY ‘‘Miranda Joy’’ meant enor- 
mous pleasure to Alan Skerman something 
which would not have occurred if he was 
not ‘‘gently persuaded’’ by my to buy and 
try a flask or two of seedlings. 

Seedling crossings such as OVENS 
VALLEY are rarely, if ever, available as 
small plants because they sell out at the 
flask stage. So, if ever there is a lesson 
here it is learn to handle flasks and study 
genetics. 

Seedlings are always 8 to 10 years 
ahead of mericlone which can never add 
excitement to one’s hobby like flowering 
your very own seedlings. 

Alan Skerman deserves our congratulat- 
ions, not just on his award but for taking 
that ‘‘risk’’ in buying his first flask. 

Will OVENS VALLEY ‘‘Miranda 
Joy’’ be available as mericlones? 

If the answer is yes, then it will be 
announced in the A.O.R.., first, but right 
now Alan and I are preparing it for a try at 
that FCC it just missed. |

ommemorative stamps depicting 
orchids have been issued in con- 
junction with just over half of the 
World Orchid Conferences (WOC). The 
14th World Conference will be held in 
Glasgow Scotland in April 1993 will add 
to the number that issue orchid stamps. 
Orchid stamps were not issued at the 
first 6 conferences with the exception of 
Singapore in 1963, it was after these 
conferences when the Postal Authorities 
started to issue stamps for collectors as a 
money spinner as well as for mail. 
1st. St. Louis Missouri, October 1954. 
2nd. Hawaii Honolulu, September 
1957.

3rd. London, May 1960. 

4th. Singapore Malaysia, October 

1963. 

For the 4th conference, Singapore 
issued 2 stamps“, one with a red back- 
ground, 6 sen, the other with a black 
background, 25 sen, both showing the 
same arrangement of 4 orchids, Arachnis, 
Grammatophyllum speciosum, Vanda Tam 
Chay Yan, and Vanda Miss Joaquim. 

5th. Long Beach California, April 

1966. 

6th. Sydney, 

1969. 

Starting in Medellin all countries, ex- 
cept Germany, hosting a World Orchid

Conference have issued stamps depicting 
their native orchids. 


7th. Medellin Colombia, April 1972. 


At the Medellin WOC, Colombia 
issued a single stamp showing Mormodes 
rolfeanum®. This stamp is a red flower on 
a grey background valued at $C1.30. 


8th. Frankfurt Germany, April 1975. 


9th. Bangkok Thailand, January 1978. 

In 1978 Thailand issued a set of eight 
stamps all depicting orchids native to 
Thailand, Dendrobium heterocarpum 
75st, D. wardianum 5 Baht, D. senile 
1.5B, D. pulchellum 1B, D. hercoglossum 
2B, Doritis pulcherrima 1.5B, Aerides 





odoratum 2.75B, Trichoglottis faciata 
3B). 

10th. Durban South Africa, September 

1981. 

A block of four stamps showing 
Calanthe natalensis Sc, Eulophia speciosa 
15c, Disperis fanniniae 20c and Disa 
uniflora 25c, were produced for the 10th 
WOC in Durban. The first and last are 
labelled in Afrikaans ‘““TIENDE 
WERELDORCHIDEEKONFERNSIE’”’ 
while the other 2 are in English. 

11th. Miami Florida, April 1984. 

The American orchids on the stamps 
issued in a block of four for the Miami 
WOC were Arethusa bulbosa, Cypri- 
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pedium calceolus, Cleistes divaricata, and 
Calypso bulbosa. 

The US Mail organised a special Postal 
Ceremony to dedicate the stamps as a part 
of the conference to formally issue these 
stamps. 

12th. Tokyo Japan, March 1987. 

Orchids, native to Japan, Calanthe 
izuirisularis and Neofinetia falcata are 
illustrated on the stamps which appeared at 
the 12th WOC. 

13th. Auckland New Zealand, Septem- 
ber 1990. 
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The New Zealand Post used five native 
orchids in a strip of five stamps. These 
stamps were only issued in the commem- 
orative strip and lost much of their visual 
impact when separated for use. 

The orchids all native to New Zealand 
are Thelymitra  pulchella, Corrybas 
macranthus, Dendrobium cunninghamii, 
Pterostylis banhsii and  Aporostylis 
bifolia. 

14th. Glasgow UK, March 1993. 

In association with the 14th WOC in 
Scotland the Great Britain Postal Authorit- 
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ies are issuing 5 orchid stamps which will 
be on sale from the 16th of March 1993 
and will show Dendrobium hellwigianum, 
Paphiopedium, Cymbidium lowianum, 
Vanda Rothschildiana and Dendrobium 
vexillarius var albivirida. 


Also commemorating the 14th WOC, 
Jersey is issuing 5 orchid stamps in 
January 1993. These five orchid stamps 
illustrate orchids used in the Jersey stamps 
have been highly awarded in major shows, 
these are Miltonia Saint  Hellier 
‘Colomberie’ and Calanthe Grouville 
‘Gorey’. The other three orchids used are 
Phragmipedium Eric young ‘Jessey’, 
Odontoglossum Augres ‘Trinity’ and 
Phragmipedium pearcei’®), 


The Jersey stamps are a continuation of 
the series of stamps depicting the fine 
orchids grown by the Eric Young Foun- 
dation which is a living monument to one 
man’s passion for these exotic and beauti- 
ful plants. Many of the delegates at the 
14th WOC will I am sure take the 
opportunity to visit this world famous 
collection. QO

on the smaller flowered Phalaenopsis 

generally refered to as the botanicals. 
Most of the discussion will relate to the 
species which have shown wide horticul- 
tural merit. Sweet’? in his review of the 
genus Phalaenopsis divided the genus into 
nine sections with the most horticulturally 
important section naturally enough being 
the ‘PHALAENOPSIS’ section. From P. 
amabilis and P. aphrodite the large whites 
have been developed. Adding in P. 
schilleriana and P. sanderana the large 
pinks came along. P. stuartiana was 
brought in to introduce us to the group 
now known as the ‘French Spots’. 

The remaining eight sections of the 
genus Phalaenopsis comprise the true 
botanicals known for their colours and 
markings rather than for their size and 
shape. Breeding in this area has opened 
new horizons for unusual markings. It is 
quite surprising that though these species 
look quite different there appears to be 
only three major colour classes: indigo/ 
blue which is very common, yellow/ 
brown and yellow. Researchers in 
Hawaii” studying carotenoid pigments in 
the genus Dendrobium found in the 
‘Spatulate’ dendrobes only ten pigments 
were responsible for all the colour vari- 
ations. Our own D. canaliculatum which 
to the eye appears to have just yellow and 
purple pigments has in fact the full array of

pigments It is amusing that they are all 
found in spinach leaves. To the scientist 
this is not unusual as spinach is often the 
referee for such studies. I have done a 
cursory spectrophotometric study of 
Phalaenopsis pigments and there would 
appear to be few in this genus also. The 
major colour absorbance peaks in the 
spectrum are 506, 543, 585 nanometres 
for the violet and blue region. There is a 
weak peak in the orange region. In the red 
to yellow region the spectrums are not as 
clearly resolved. There appears to be a 
yellow/orange pigment/s with peaks 
round 440 and 467. P. manii has strong 
peaks round 452 and 485 as well suggest- 
ing one or more pigments could be added 
to the list. The 485 is very interesting as 
this is in the red region and since a red 
form of a close relative has been found (P. 
cornu-cervi) | presume this pigment has 
dominated. P. violacea has been found 
with indigo/blue, violet, orange blue and 
white forms. These can be constructed 
from the spectra above by leaving out 
certain peaks. Excluding the chlorophylls, 
ten pigments will probably cover this 
genus as well. Chromotography will 
answer this question in the future. 

So much for the technical stuff it’s time 
to concentrate on the photographs. You 
may have to consult previous articles°”? to 
see photos of some of the flowers under 
discussion. In the section POLYCHILOS 





two species are common in collections, 
these being P. manii and P. cornu-cervi. 
These are identified by their flattened 
flower spikes and their anchor shaped 
labellum. Their fame lies with their in- 
volvement in the breeding of yellows but 
they are infamous for their poor shape. 
The best yellow known to most growers is 
P. Golden Emperor bred from P. manii, P. 
amboinensis, P. Mambo all of which are 
shown in the photographs. P. amboinensis 
is also a famous parent of yellows. This 
brings us to mother section 
AMBOINENSES. P. venosa is ‘currently 
the popular choice and in vogue 
Phalaenopsis from this section. I have 
scoured the world for a true P. venosa as 
per botanical description® to no avail. A 
very good form of P. amboinensis 
introgressing with P. venosa is shown in 
the photographs. The lip is broad and 
veins are appearing. The red pigment is 
present and the pigment is sharply marked 
— not so with P. venosa. If P. venosa 
does exist might this suggest it is just an 
extreme of P. amboinensis with the 
indigo/violet pigment missing? This new 
species has suddenly turned up all over 
over the world. Too frequently for my 
liking. How many brownish P. 
amboinensis now carry the label P. 
venosa? While on controversial species 
there is a form of P. amboinensis around 
imported from Indonesia. The literature 
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P. violacea

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refers to a form special to Indonesia. I 
have never seen it botanically described 
but the imported plant does look a lot like 
Schlecters drawings of P. psilantha®). The 
form grown locally I have studied in detail 
and I would say it is a hybrid. I believe it 
to be P. Princess Kiaulani and I have 
labelled it such in the photograph. Breed- 
ing with this plant has produced some near 
greens in Townsville. I seem to be in a 
controversial frame of mind so in keeping 
with this I will go on to the section 
“ZEBRINAE’. This is a big section and 
many famous species used in breeding 
come from here. I would labour on 
outlining the future of such interesting 
species as P. maculata and P. mariae but 
without photos I should strike with the 
more common species. Here I go again. 
It’s a pain for the breeder and the amateur 
for that matter that Sanders will not 
recognise the botanical differences of 
some of this section, what hope is there for 
the unskilled breeder wishing to reproduce 
some of the beautiful crosses with P. 
lueddemanniana, P. pulchra, P. pallens 
and P. heiroglyphica when they are all 
lumped together under P. 
lueddemanniana. 1 have supplied photos 
of all these though the quality of P. 
pulchra may not have been good enough 
to print. See the differences, they range 
from yellow to purple from bars to 
concolour. P. pallens has reasonable shape 
while P. pulchra stands with its legs apart 
and unfortunately conveys this character- 
istic to its progeny (see P. Spica = P. 
Jfasciata x p. pulchra) (leuddemanniana). 


To us they are very different; to the 
botanist they are very different not because 
of the colours but because of the lip shapes 
and the arrangement and nature of calluses 
on the lip. Why therefore can’t they be 
registered as separate species? One of the 
oldest and best known yellows comes 
from P. Spica. Some of its progeny usually 
splashed yellows are for example P. 
Robert Cick, P. Barbara Moler, P. Golden 
Buddha. How could anyone expect to 
breed a yellow from the correctly named 
P. Spica I have photographed. Even know- 
ing about recessive genes one would not 
try with this. The P. Spica one would use 
would be P. fasciata x P. pallens still P. 
Spica as far as Sanders is concerned but 
this is a cross with two yellows and would 
provide some hope as a parent for yellows. 


Let me get my feet back on the ground and 
look at another interesting species within 
this group. P. violacea, known to all, has a 
striking flower but is a sequential 
flowerer. This bad habit is dominant with 
other botanicals but with the 
PHALAENOPSIS section is recessive. It 
imparts good substance to these flowers 
and the purple vee appears in the progeny, 
making very attractive flowers, especially 
when crossed with pinks. The background 
colour of this species grades down from 
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the yellow of the variety ‘MUN- 
TONIANA’ through to white of the type 
form ‘BORNEO FORM’. There is also 
the ‘MALAYAN’ form which has the 
purple colour spread over the flower and is 
not as striking or as large as the type form. 

When P. violacea is crossed with P. 
lueddemanniana we get P. luedde- 
violacea and one might expect bright 
indigo/blue to violet flowers like the best 
known form Bonsal. Unfortunately our 
previously mentioned problem of registra- 
tion occurs as you may have the cross 
made using P. pallens and the flower can 
be almost colourless to having a few fine 
bars. I guess if you crossed P. pulchra 
with the Malay form of P. violacea you 
most likely would get the concolour purple 
but what about the shape? No good I 
would expect. The Borneo Form of P. 
violacea has by far the most beautiful lip 
probably of all the Phalaenopsis and this 
is the parent of choice. The lower sepals 
and lip have such intensity of colour and 
one of the prime objectives of breeders 
today is to spread this lip colour. P. 
George Vasquez which goes one step 
further being the cross of P. 
lueddemanniana with P. violacea has at 
least in one case var ‘Eureka’ done just 
that. Watch these crosses in the future. The 
P. George Vasquez in this article has the 
more standard P. violacea colourings. 
There are some concolour ones on the

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market but the poor shape and size 
suggests to me that the Malayan form has 
been used in the breeding. Taking breeding 
one step further and crossing P. George 
Vasquez with P. violacea again one might 
expect the progeny to be almost indis- 
tinguishable from P.  violacea. P. 
Grossbeach® is just such a cross. The 
photo shows what line breeding can do. 
The breeder has based the breeding 
towards the P. lueddemanniana, way 
back, producing a very nice flower with 
the P. violacea purple deposited in the 
enlarged bars coming from the P. 
lueddemanniana. Once we get away from 
the primary crosses the name tells us very 
little. With the P. Jueddemanniana crosses 
even the primary cross is unpredictable 
unless we see the parents. 

Now for a quick 


look at the 


STAUROGLOTTIS section. This section 
is used to miniaturize flowers and plants 
and to increase branching. The natural

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cross P. Intermedia a fine flat form with 
yellow lip is shown. The ‘starburst’ group 
mentioned in an earlier article® are bred 
from P. equestris . What a surprise a good 
friend of mine, Peter Sourrys got when he 
played around with an P. equestris cross. 
Crossing with a white he expected some- 
thing like the P. Intermedia shown. See 
the family portrait photo of his cross 
showing both parents and the sibling. He 
produced what to all intents and purposes 
is a giant P. equestris. Horns on the end of 
the lip, size and the fact it doesn’t branch 
appear to be the only features, inherited 
from the white parent. Peter wasn’t as 
amused as I was after waiting two years. 
After picking up a handful of seedlings 
and saying, ‘‘stick them on your trees’’ he 
has had his faith, or lack thereof, rewarded 
with some of the desirable shapes turning 
up from the cross. 

Some beautiful primary crosses have 
been made between species of 





Phalaenopsis and Phalaenopsis cross with 
P. Doritis. Some of these if not shown in 
this article are shown in _ previous 
articles? Some examples are Dops. 
Purple Passion and P. Bronze Maiden. 

Crossing the botanicals on the whites 
have produced an array of yellows and 
spotted and flecked yellows. Others are 
white with markings. P. Paifang’s Queen 
is such a cross and is now a much used 
parent. These can be “‘stars’’ or fairly full 
shaped depending or the ploidy of the 
white. These stars have been intercrossed 
with P. Budi Linuhung being such an 
example. They can be further crossed onto 
whites and pinks producing such beauties 
as P. Wu Jiang®. 

I have concentrated on lineage so far but 
something should be said about the species 
in their own right. 

P. schilleriana: A beautiful branching mass 
flower. Pink flowers. Likes slab culture. 
P. x Leucorrhoda: A very fine form of this 
natural cross is found in Townsville col 
lections. Large white with striking yellow 
lip. The yellow is very strong on the 
underlobes. 

P. x Intermedia: Another natural cross, 
flowers nearly all year around, branching. 
The yellow lipped form with the flatter 
forms the most desirable. 

P. stuartiana: Very showy multiple 
branches. Superior variety is P. 
stuartiana Var having spots all over the 
flower. I have seen up to 400 flowers on 
one plant in this species. Slab culture 
preferred. Strange plant as it keikes from 
the roots. 

P. sanderana: I put this in only because 
it’s large. I have never seen a good 
flowering of this species. Insipid pink-few 
flowers can and often in white. 

P. amabilis: Large white, needs no intro- 
duction. The superior form in my eyes is 
variety ‘aurea’. 

P. manii: A well grown plant catches the 
eye when in flower. Many spikes, beauti- 
ful brown and yellow, tones well together. 
P. equestris: The small flowered form is 
the one to get. Many flowered pink and 
white. Quaint and desirable. 

P. lindenii: Lovely but too cool growing 
for Townsville, striped form, very nice. 

P. gigantea: Very large plant, thick 
flowers. Do you have the room or patience 
to grow and flower it? 

P. pulchra: Common, beautiful and taken 
for granted. 

P. lueddemanniana: So common, no one 
notices it, but there are some fine forms, 
‘Woodlauen’ for starters. Variety 
is very dull on the other hand. P. violacea: 
The Borneo form is a must for all orchid 
growers. 

P. mariae: Hard to get, attractive, but 
looks downward. 

P. amboionensis: Needs to have the spike 
supported, gives a lot of pleasure when in 
flower. Good shape and nice colour and 
bars. 
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P. venosa: Does it exist? Or is everyone 
calling chocolate forms of P. 
amboionensis, P. venosa? Is it just an 
extreme form of P. amboionensis? Time 
will tell.

ORCHID HYBRID OF 1992 


Gold Trophy won by Sid Batchelor 
for Sarcochilus Jewell ‘Dungog’ 
H.C.C./A.D./ANOS. 

This won the Champion Australian 
Native Hybrid Section of the A.N.O.S. 
Sydney Group’s Sarcanthinae Show. It 
was a very fine plant, with flowers beauti- 
fully round in shape, very even and 
symmetrical, with the labellum nicely 
centred in the flower. The colour was 
exceptional and very striking. They were 
of good substance and very well dis- 
played. 

This year there were 26 nominations, all 
eligible for judging which was very pleas- 
ing. The standard of both plants and 
photography has improved markedly. It 
must be stressed that judging is based on 
the image as seen on the screen, from the 
transparencies provided, plus the descrip- 
tion of the plant and flower as given on the 
nomination form by the Registrar.

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n 1938 the sesqui-centenary of 

European settlement in Australia 
was celebrated. The March 1938 issue 
of the A.O.R., Volume 3 No. 1, 
included an Editorial entitled ‘“We 
enter our Third Year!’’ While readers 
who endured the media onslaught of 
1988 can be forgiven for doubting, 
those who remember the sober, re- 
flective and indeed happier mood of 
the earlier occasion can well under- 
stand that the A.O.R. also should 
have chosen to reflect on its progress 
then. 

The editorial gives us an insight 
into the hopes and fears of the found- 
ing fathers of the Orchid Society of 
New South Wales and the A.O.R. 
Here we read of the “‘great enthusi- 
asm’’ with which the Society mem- 
bers greeted the proposal to publish a 
journal, along with “‘grave misgiv- 
ings’? of those who undertook its 
publication — would there be “‘suf- 
ficient readers to pay the cost? From 
fifty-five years on we now know how 
successful the A.O.R. was to be- 
come, and how it was to take its place 
among the prestigious orchid journals 
of the world. None-the-less it is good 
to read the then Editor’s final sen- 
tence: ‘‘We enter this third year with 
confidence for the future — a great 
confidence born of success’’. 

In cataloguing the achievements of 
the A.O.R. the editorial rightly 
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stressed its role in boosting member- 
ship in orchid societies. Readers were 
informed that membership of the Or- 
chid Societies of both N.S.W. and 
Queensland had more than doubled in 
the two years of the A.O.R.’s exist- 
ence and that membership enquiries 
were running at an even higher rate. 
There had been a growing demand for 
subscriptions from overseas and this 
increasing volume had caused agen- 
cies to be established in several coun- 
tries. Another important function of 
the journal was to publish articles 
detailing methods of raising orchids 
from seed, thus encouraging growers 
to perfect these techniques. 

In discussing the content of the 
journal, the editorial stressed the 
maintenance of a high standard of text 
and illustrations. Also mentioned 
were the emphasis on the ease of 
orchid growing for the hobbyist, the 
introduction of some scientific 
articles, and the prominence being 
accorded to native species. Alas, the 
Editor’s expressed wish that, by the 
end of the year (1938), ‘‘protection 
will have been afforded them’’ was 
not granted. It is to our eternal shame 
that, fifty-five years on, we still do 
not have adequate protection for our 
native orchids. 

The high standard of contributions 
to the A.O.R. is demonstrated again 
by the increasing number of larger 


articles which appear in parts. I have 
already mentioned two such and now 
I note three more which commenced 
in volume 2 and conclude in volume 
3h. 

“Some Notes on Nomenclature”’ 
by Rev. H. Rupp contains an eloquent 
plea for the use of botanical names 
and the discarding of meaningless 
common names. To enable under- 
standing of botanical names he lists 
the origins of the names of 62 genera 
found in Australia. 

“Orchids and the Man’’ by J. 
Murray Cox was a lecture series given 
to the Queensland Orchid Society, 
which appears in three parts each of 
two sections. The first two parts 
contain a host of valuable advice on 
pursuing our hobby, liberally laced 
with home-spun philosophy. The 
third part, entitled ““Romance’’, de- 
tails several legends and tales which 
have become part of orchid lore. 

“The Orchid House and Cultural 
Conditions’ by A.B. Tanner of Bris- 
bane treats the cultural requirements 
of orchids grown in a glasshouse and 
goes on to describe the construction 
of a glasshouse. While the basic 
design features have not altered, his 
description makes one realise how 
fortunate we are today to have avail- 
able the range of material and acces- 
sories that we do. |

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Sir, 

Ref. articles by Alan Merriman 
Cymbidiums — The Basics; A.O.R. 
August 1992 and Commercial Orchid 
Growing A.O.R. October 1992. 

In his article(s) Alan Merriman 
discusses my old Aquasol/Magnesium/ 
Iron fertilizer system and gives the reader 
an analysis of that system. Somehow Alan 
has quoted figures on the analysis (ppm 
levels) which are incorrect. 

So that your readers are in no doubt as 
to the correct content I have provided 
some accurate computer calculated figures 
(see Table 1) for the three dilution rates I 
proposed in my original article (see 
A.O.R. “A Simple Liquid Nutritional 
Program’’ Sept. 1984). 

My original paper provided three differ- 
ent dilution rates whereas Alan has pro- 
vided the figures for HALF STRENGTH 
Aquasol but FULL STRENGTH Mag- 
nesium sulphate and Chelated Iron. 


Alan’s error is exacerbated by the fact 
that, since my article was published, 
Aquasol has apparently undergone a 
change or two. If your readers check the 
analysis on the current Aquasol container 
they will note that Magnesium (Mg) is 
now missing. 

If Aquasol contains no magnesium then 
my original figures and recommendations 
will now be slightly awry. This would 
manifest itself in the foliage colour being a 
paler shade of green. If this happened, 
your readers should increase the amount of 
Magnesium Sulphate solution by 10%. 

Some of Alan’s other comments and 
recommendations (August issue) also in- 
vite some comment. 

The Makin formulation (AOR August, 
Page 12). 

I wonder whether or not a decimal point 
or two have been misplaced during the 
preparation of the article because the 
figures quote are excessively high. 

While Alan has made no suggestion that 
we should use this formulation, once 
figures such as these appear in a reputable 
magazine they are accepted by inexperi- 
enced readers as gospel and I therefore 
suggest that the use of any product con- 
taining the trace elements levels specified 
by Alan should be avoided at all costs. 


If the figures were correctly quoted then 
be aware that PHOSPHOROUS, ZINC, 
MANGANESE, COPPER and BORON, 
if oversupplied, are ALL toxic to plants. 
Also if the potting mixture is very acid 
(pH 5.0 and lower) then IRON and AM- 
MONIUM also become toxic to plants. 

The level of Zinc supplied in a fertilizer 
is usually between 0.002% and 0.02%. A 
level of 0.2% in a product at a dilution rate 
of one gram of a product in one litre of 
water would translate to 0.2 ppm. Depend- 
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ing upon the total formulation the Makin 
figures quoted translate to 2% to 4% or 
100 to 200 times the usual rate. 

The Manganese, Iron and Boron levels 
quoted are also near the 100 times greater 
than accepted as normal by EVERY com- 
petent authority I know. 

I would also refer readers, especially 
those who know little about fertilizers, to 
an EXCELLENT handbook on fertilizers 
and potting mixtures written by Kevin 
Handrek (CSIRO Soil Science Div.) and 
Neil Black entitled GROWING MEDIA 
for ORNAMENTAL PLANTS | and 
TURE. The book currently sells for around 
a reasonable $39.00 and it contains the 
best, and most reliable information on 
fertilizers and potting mixes that I have so 
far found. It also discusses fertilizer in- 
gredients and fertilizer toxicities in detail. 

As a cheaper alternative, I would rec- 
ommend to readers they locate a copy of 
‘Food for Plants’’ published by CSIRO 
and also written by Kevin Handrek, price 
about $6.50. 

I would also refer readers to an article 
by (Mrs) Susan Walter (B.Ag.Sc.Hons.) 
on preparing pine bark for potting mixes 
(refer December 1992, AOR) which will 
also contradict Alan’s suggested treatment 
but I feel I should warn readers now about 
the use of excessive UREA, IBDU and 
any other form of AMMONIUM in the 
treatment of pine bark before they do any 
harm. 

Alan also gives conflicting formulae for 
treating pinebark ‘‘composts’’ without 
discussion. The first, on page 14, suggests 
grossly excessive amounts of calcium be 
used. The chemicals he suggests are ex- 
pensive and can be replaced by others 
which are far cheaper and more readily 
available. 

Before anyone uses such high levels of 
calcium to treat their pine bark I suggest 
they collect 4 samples of one litre of raw 
pine bark, add water to it to make up 1.5 





litres, and let them stand for an hour, then 
gradually add Hydrated Lime (Calcium 
Hydroxide or ‘‘bricklayer’s lime’’) to each 
sample starting at one gram for Sample 
No. 1. and incrementing the amount in 
each of the other four samples by 0.5 gms 
so that you have a range of lime volumes 
ranging from 1 to 2.5 grams in the 
samples. 

Allow the samples stand for 24 hours, 
drain off the water from each sample then 
take off sufficient bark from each sample 
to do a pH test. A cup of bark is enough. 
To that add distilled (or boiled) water equal 
to 1.5 cups. Let the samples stand for a 
few minutes and then take your pH 
readings. 

If you find sample 1 has a pH between 
5.6 and 6.5, then you will require 1000 
grams (1 kg) of lime per cubic metre of 
bark. A cubic metre is 1000 litres. 

If sample No. 1 has a pH lower than pH 
5.6 then test the other samples until you 
find the correct pH reading and then 
multiply the amount of lime used in that 
test by 1000 to find the number of grams 
of lime per cubic metre of bark. 

There are other factors involved. 

By mixing hydrated lime with an am- 
monium based compound, such as UREA, 
a rapid chemical reaction occurs which 
will release ammonium gas into the air 
and have no effect on the bark. In other 
words you have wasted your money. 
Nitrate based nitrogen compounds (or a 
mixture of both nitrate and ammonium) 
are therefore more suitable for the inex- 
perienced. 

Excessive liming will also cause a 
deficiency in Iron, Manganese, Zinc, 
Copper, Boron and Cobalt. 

In his second treatment method, page 
15, Alan also suggests 7 kgs of UREA per 
cubic metre of bark. That is equal to 7 
grams of UREA to EACH litre of bark, 
OR, a massive 3262 ppm of nitrogen per 
litre of bark.

Urea and/or Ammonium both tend to 
further ACIDIFY the bark, whereas NI- 
TRATE will make it less acid (See 
Handrek, A. Hort. Aug. 1986 page 56). 

I would suggest that 1 kg of UREA per 
cubic metre (2 kg at the VERY extreme) is 
more suitable and less likely to induce 
ammonium toxicity but even that amount 
can cause problems. Better still, before 
anyone tries treating their own pine bark, 
read Susan Walter’s article. 

Susan is the Technical and Research 
Manager for Pinegro Products Pty. Ltd. — 
one of Australia’s largest soilless potting 
mixture manufacturers and pine bark pro- 
cessors and her field is plant nutrition and 
pine bark based potting mix and the results 
of her tests that I have seen suggests her 
figures on levels of nitrogen used for 
treating pine bark are more accurate and 
safer for the inexperienced grower. 

Ammonium toxicity is induced in a 
medium which has a pH of 4.5 or less and 
line bark, and indeed any waste matter 
which is decomposing, will become very 
acid if it is not treated at the same time 
with calcium (e.g. the family compost 
bin). 

Both UREA, and IBDU, are synthetic 
forms of ammonium and both need to be 
understood to be used safely in potting 
mixes, especially in cold weather. What 
may suit Sydney, New South Wales, may 
not suit Hobart, Tasmania. 

Kevin Handrek (CSIRO Soil Science 
Division. ADELAIDE), David Nicholls 
(DEBCO Pty. Ltd), and other scientists 
have been warning the nursery trade of the 
effects of ammonium toxicity caused by a 
potting medium which has an acid pH and 
we orchid growers should take note of 
their warnings. (See Australian Horticul- 
ture 1991 to 1992 — various issues). 

Whereas the nursery trade has had 
Australian Horticulture. magazine and 
Kevin Handrek et al to inform it on up-to- 
date potting mix preparation, this informa- 
tion has not filtered through to orchid 
growers. 

If anyone wishes to know precisely 
what is in the various brands of soluble 
fertilizer on the market I would suggest 
they locate copies of Australian Horticul- 
ture (Aug/Sept 1986 issues) which contain 
two articles by Kevin Handrek in which he 
lists both the manufacturer’s stated 
fertilizer contents AND the results of a 
laboratory analysis of their products. Each 
State Library should have copies, as would 
any nearby University or Horticultural 
College Library. 

If Australian Horticulture was contacted 
I am sure, for a couple of dollars plus 
postage they would photocopy the articles 
for readers (I approached the editor two 
years ago on that point and she indicated 
they would, but that was two years ago!). 
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The A.H. magazine is published by Rural 
Press (03) 287 0900. 

Better still, maybe the two articles 
could be made to appear in A.O.R. in 
some future issue. 

In his articles Handrek discusses 
Aquasol and warns readers of the very 
high level of CHLORINE in that product. 
At just one gram of Aquasol per litre of 
water the chlorine content is 97 ppm, in 
Alan’s LATE SUMMER formula (Page 
14) the level of chlorine is 237 ppm per 
litre — 2.5 times greater than Aquasol’s. 
In view of Handrek’s comment on 
Aquasol I would suggest extreme caution 
using Alan’s formula, especially if the 
local water supply also contains chlorine. 

I also had some difficulty with Alan’s 
logic in his note on Phosophorous (P) on 
page 12, (i.e. “‘phosphorus does not make 
an orchid flower. It has been found that if 
a Cymbidium has a lower percentage of 
phosphorous within the plant, very few 
flowers are produced. In other words the 
plants need more phosphorous to produce 
flower spikes’’.). The statement implies 
we should feed more P. 

Plants DON’T need MORE phosphor- 
ous (P) to produce flower spikes as Alan 
said, they simply need ADEQUATE phos- 
phorous, the only time they will need 
more is if a deficiency of phosphorous 
exists within the plant’s tissue and that is 
caused by using a defective feeding pro- 
gram. If a good fertilizer is used more P 
will not be required. 

Without phosphorous a plant cannot 
create and STORE adequate energy to 
produce flowers, but not very much is 
required. If all else is correct and the 
phosphorous levels are too low then the 
feeding program is defective. So, I would 
suggest that more phosphorous should not 
be given just for the heck of it. 

If anyone wishes to view a very graphi- 
cal series on the effects of phosphorous in 
a plant’s system watch the ABC’s daytime 
T.V. Open Learning Science/Biology 
series, if and when this excellent series is 
repeated. 

Finally, could I refer to Alan’s com- 
ment on dark green foliage being caused 
by high levels of nitrogen. 

I have been trying to prove this state- 
ment correct for 15 years and can’t. I have 
even published a method of proving or 
disproving it (A.O.R. 1984) and no one 
has ever contradicted me with hard evi- 
dence (or any evidence for that matter). 

High nitrogen, in the absence of pro- 
portionate amounts of IRON and MAG- 
NESIUM will not produce dark green 
foliage, instead the foliage will turn a pale 
whitish green. A high level of Nitrogen in 
the presence of excessive levels of Mag- 
nesium and Iron will produce very deep 
green foliage. 


A plant which has good green foliage is 
a healthy plant and one which is usually 
free of foliage damage. The darker shade 
of green also means it will absorb more 
light energy whereas a bright yellow leaf 
will reflect light to prevent damage occur- 
ing to the leaves. 

Strong light levels have the effect of 
reducing the utilization of nitrogen and 
softer light increases it. Hence in strong 
light we get yellowing foliage, but then 
strong light also damages the chloroplasts 
which create chlorophyll and it ruins 
Cymbidium flowers by producing 
“‘sunstripe’’ discolouration. 

After many years of studying fertilizer 
and flasking media formulation I dis- 
covered that it was essential to know 
precisely what ppm levels are provided by 
a formula and, on reading Alan’s article, I 
could see some potential problems, so I 
checked his figures using a series of 
computer programs which were developed 
for Glenwood Orchids. 

While it is simple for me to do so, it is 
not so simple for the average reader who 
hasn’t a clue what makes potassium nitrate 
let alone know where to buy it. 

I would suggest to your readers that they 
too check thoroughly before they rush in 
and mix their own ‘‘brews’’, especially if 
they are using pine bark as their potting 
material. Again, I suggest that your 
readers carefully read Susan Walter’s 
article and those that may follow on the 
same subject in 1993 issues of Australian 
Orchid Review. 

My experience tells me that one should 
be very careful when selecting a fertilizer, 
and all of them should be used WEAKLY 
and WEEKLY, and that those who do not 
have the scientific knowledge (or the 
computer facilities that I do) to enable 
them to distinguish between a good 
fertilizer formula and a bad one should 
adhere to a tried and tested system. 

I would also suggest to those readers 
who have been using what now seems to 
be known as the ‘““JOHNSON Formula’’ 
that they watch the pages of the A.O.R. 
for some further interesting information in 
1993. |

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INTRODUCTION 


Over the past 10 years I have been 
growing Phalaenopsis and I must have 
heard the same story over one thousand 
times. I cannot grow Phalaenopsis be- 
cause I have not got a heated glasshouse. 

I grew Phalaenopsis before building a 
glasshouse. At the time I _ grew 
Cymbidiums in a shade house. I purchased 
a small Phalaenopsis plant from a nursery 
when on holidays. (I cannot remember the 
name of the nursery) and I grew it on the 
window sill with some African violets and 
to my surprise 8 months later it flowered, 
two beautiful pink flowers. They lasted 
over two months and this got me inter- 
ested. A bunch of carnations cost the same 
and only lasted for two weeks and it made 
sense to grow some Phalaenopsis plants. 

The difficulty at the beginning was 
obtaining information on how to grow 
them. Few orchid nurseries grew them and 
in books only scant reference was made to 
Phalaenopsis. 

This article is about rectifying the lack 
of information on the culture of this 
beautiful orchid, my experience in pur- 
chasing, growing and flowering in the 
hope that others may become successful 
Phalaenopsis growers. 

GENERAL 
Phalaenopsis have grown in popularity 
over the last ten years: 

(1) as an indoor plant. 
(2) as a plant to produce flowers 
commercially. 
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Top: Phal. Chigli Stripes x Matau ‘Freed’. A 
heavy textured 3’ flower and long lasting.

Expect up to 12 flowers on a long arching spike- 





They are well suited to the inexperi- 
enced grower. They are hardy, flower 
twice a year and grow in relatively small 
pots. Sharing your house with 
Phalaenopsis brings rewards. The require- 
ments of this genus of plants is similar to 
ours, not too cold, not too hot, not too wet 
not too dry and not too much direct 
sunlight. Aren’t these the conditions you 
live under? Since you have these con- 
ditions, grow Phalaenopsis. 

When you purchase your plants, buy 
between 5 and 10, and like me some will 
die but you learn from your mistakes. 
Purchase a selection of medium size plants 
(near flowering size), reasons being 

(1) They are not too expensive. 

(2) Younger plants aclimatise better 
than larger plants. 

(3) Plants that are too small need 
special requirements and can easily 
be killed. 

Purchase your plants from a reputable 
orchid nursery, be selective and they 
should be well established. The leaves 
should be shiny, be a lustreous green 
colour and be rigid. Select plants with. 
broad thick leaves. 

Seedling growing is most rewarding 
and an incredible variety can result. 

I recently flowered a Flask of 
Phalaenopsis Odoriko (white with red 
labellum) X Phalaenopsis Mount Koala 
(white with yellow labellum) and from 
this cross it has produced:- 

Red stripes on white flower. 
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Phal. Chigli Stripes x Mount Kaala ‘Elegence’. Purple strips on a white background with up to 15 
flowers on a long arching spike. 
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Purple labellum on pink flowers. 
Pale yellow flower with red la- 
bellum and red striped petals. 
The same hybrid can produce variation 
on flowering, and this is what makes 
orchid growing interesting. 


CARE 

When you have purchased your healthy 
plant it should not require repotting, it is 
important however to ask the seller what 
mixture is used as a growing medium eg. 
bark, Sphagnum, bark and charcoal, bark 
and styrene or any of the above combina- 
tions. 

If your plants are growing in straight 
bark they should not be placed in a saucer 
of water, but in one with pebbles on it to 
keep the base of the pot out of the water. If 
growing in a bark-styrene mixture it can 
be grown in a saucer with water and no 
pebbles. 

When you find which medium and 
method gives best results use it, but be 
uniform in your approach. 

It is important to remember that 
Phalaenopsis, unlike Cymbidiums, have 
no water storage bulbs and that water must 
be available at all times. Keep them moist. 

What is the definition of moist:- 

(1) when you can squeeze a piece of 
bark and water comes out, this is too 
wet. 

(2) when the bark shows patches of 
light and dark bark, this is moist. 

(3) when the bark looks dry and 
leaves are not rigid, this is dry. 

The remedies are, if too wet withhold 
water until bark dries out. If too dry 
immerse in water overnight and increase 
watering frequency. 

Humidity is important in Phalaenopsis 
and growing in saucers of water increases 
the humidity around the plant. 


FEEDING 

If watering and light conditions are 
correct, the plant will need feeding. 

Food storage occurs in the leaves and 
some fertilizer is absorbed through the 
leaves. Fertilizer at “4 strength is used 
regularly. 

I always feed when watering, it be- 
comes an automatic function, which 
makes fertilizing impossible to forget. 
Phalaenopsis appreciate variety in 
fertilizer so with each watering rotate the 
fertilizer used. All fertilizers contain dif- 
ferent N.P.K. ratios and different trace 
elements and pH. Rotation of fertilizer, 
organic, inorganic will supply all the 
plants requirements of nutrients. 

Over a long period salt buildup can 
occur, if this happens the pot should be 
thoroughly flushed with fresh water. This 
also removes any dust, debris and broken 
down bark from the pot. 


POTTING 
I start in a 145mm community pot. 
When plants attain a 30-40mm leaf span 
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they are placed individually into an 80mm 
tube. 

When placing plants into individual 
pots make sure it is the correct size for the 
plant. Place about % of volume of styrene 
in the bottom. Hold the plant up near the 
rim and fill with bark. Make sure the plant 
is not buried. Sprinkle the surface with 
selgrit (crushed limestone). Pinus radiata 
bark used dry gives successful results. The 
selgrit reduces acidity and supplies cal- 
cium. 

What ever you use for potting be 
consistent and always use the same mix. 

Phalaenopsis produce two types of 
roots, those that anchor and absorb water 
and food, and air roots which absorb water 
and food. It is important not to cover the 
air roots with potting medium as these will 
only die and rot in the potting medium. 

In general the ways in which a 
Phalaenopsis can be killed are:- 

(1) Too much kindness. 
(2) Too much water, fertilizer and 
direct sun. 
(3) Not enough water, fertilizer or 
sunlight. 
Remember, what ever happens, note the 
conditions which killed the plant and don’t 
make the same mistake twice. 


PESTS AND DISEASES 

The garlic snail is the main pest that I 
have trouble with in growing 
Phalaenopsis. They are only about half a 
match head in size and they live in the 
compost during daylight. They emerge at 
night and eat the young new leaves and 
can kill a plant in a couple of days. I have 
not been able to find a spray or bait that 
will control them. The best method is at 
night using a torch to search for them and 
kill them manually. I have not been able to 
find where they come from, but I have a 
theory that they could be in larval form in 
the water supply. 

Mealy bug under the right conditions 
multiply rapidly and can be controlled 
with Malathion or white oil over a couple 
of weeks with the watering. Lastly 
cockroaches eat the green tips from your 
roots, these are controlled by following 
the instructions on cockroach killer. 

Virus does not seem to be a problem in 
Phalaenopsis growing under clean con- 
ditions. 

Fungal disease can attack individual 
plants in a group. The leaves have yellow 
blotches and eventually the leaf will rot. If 
found early the infected part can be 
removed, Otherwise all leaves cv ild be- 
come infected. 

The solution is to use a systemic 
fungicide such as Fongarid or Ridomil and 
give the infected plant a good soaking. 
LETS TAKE STOCK 

Originally 5 to 8 plants are purchased 
and about half of them have flowered. If 
you organise your plants and growing 
conditions flowers can be produced all of 
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Phal. Taipai Gold. A heavy textured flower and produces 8 to 10 flowers on a mature plant. 
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the year. 

The plants in flower can be brought into 
the house to enhance a mantelpiece or 
hallway and removed to a growing area 
when flowering is finished. 

I began growing my Phalaenopsis on an 
enclosed back verandah. The plants grew 
on a wire frame on the western wall. The 
plants in flower were removed to the 
house to show them off and it is a cheap 
and easy way of decorating the house. If 
you do not want the plant in the house the 
flower spike can be cut and arranged in a 
vase with some greenery. Another method 
of gaining pleasure from your flowers is to 
give them as gifts to friends and relatives. 

The most important part is the pleasure 
derived from growing and flowering your 
plants. 

Now lets talk about the semi- 
professional grower, if you have the room, 
the time and the enthusiasm to grow

Phalaenopsis and sell them to the florist, 
you will not become rich but some com- 
pensation for your outlay on plants, pots, 
fertilizers etc can be gained. The profes- 
sional grower should obtain his plants by 
the flask. These are available containing 
from 5 to 60 plants. 

Don’t be afraid to deflask. They should 
be taken out late winter/early spring and 
they should be 2.5 to 5cm high. 

Using a piece of bent wire to remove 
the plants from the agar. Wash in luke- 
warm water with just a pinch of fungicide. 
Always plant into a community pot of at 
least 5 plants. Small plants seem to like 
the company of others. Even as mature 
plants they grow better with company. 
Leave in community pot for at least 12 
months or until large enough to go into 
80mm pots. Use your growing mix, 
Styrene, bark, selgrit and remember be 
uniform. Feed and treat them gently in the 


first 4 weeks, after that no special treat- 
ment is required except patience. 

After all of this I have not told you why 
I grow orchids. Why not pidgeon breed- 
ing, lawn bowling, sailing or car racing. 
You cannot describe the joy and 
achievment in seeing your hard work come 
to fruition at first flowering. The ‘‘Orchid 
Bug”’ has struck. 

In my case, from verandah to one 
glasshouse, then a second, with a third and 
fourth housing plants. Fortunately I have 
no more room to grow any further. 


CONCLUSION 
If you follow and adapt my suggestions 
you should have no trouble in growing and 
flowering Phalaenopsis — the Moth 
Orchid. |

PESTS AND DISEASES 
Insect Pests 

There are many pests that attack 

Cymbidium orchids. Some of these do 
little damage to the plant, until the plant 
comes into spike, when some of these 
pests can produce an economic disaster to 
the orchid grower. 
MITES. The main pest to the intensive 
Cymbidium grower would undoubtedly be 
Tetranychus urticae (red spider mite). In a 
mono-cultural situation with high inten- 
sity feeding, they do untold damage to the 
plants in the bush house and also to the 
flowers when the plants are in the heated 
glass houses. 

In the bush house the main damage is 
rupturing the epidermis of the leaves and 
suck sap from the underlying cells, caus- 
ing a mottled appearance. In severe infec- 
tions the leaves may turn yellow and fall 
prematurely. This in turn causes the 
growth of the plant to be set back and the 
mature bulbs go to “‘back bulbs’’ prema- 
turely. As the plant starts to lose mature 
bulbs that are capable of producing flower 
spikes, the plant can no longer produce its 
full quota of flower spikes. This is a 
serious economic loss to the grower. Also 
it has been noticed that plants badly 
infected with mites during the growing 
season only produce mediocre blooms. 
Sometimes they are sub-standard in size, 
i.e. too small to be exported, also the 
number of flowers on the spike could be 
reduced and the flowers sometimes lack 
texture and substance. 

When the plants are brought into the 
glass house it is extremely important to 
make sure that they are free of all signs of 
adult mites, their nymphs and eggs. As 
mites like warm dry conditions, heated 
glass houses are the ideal breeding ground 
for mite outbreaks on orchids, even during 
the winter period when their development 
is arrested outside. As the flower spikes 
mature and the buds emerge from the 
sheath, the mites migrate from the leaves 
of the plant to the buds. Here they pierce 
the cells of the flower buds and suck the 
cells dry. When the flower eventually 
opens, dark mottled spots appear on the 
inside of the segments of the flower. 
Sometimes translucent spots appear also. 
This of course causes the flower to be unfit

for sale. Tolerance of mite populations in 
this type of culture is therefore very low. 

SCALES. There are many scales that 
attack Cymbidium orchids. Most of these 
are not of economic importance as out- 
breaks only occur at irregular intervals. 
The most important scale species attacking 


cymbidiums is Diaspis  boisduvalli 
(Boisdauval scale). 

It congregates inside the axis of the 
leaves where they attach to the mature 
bulb. They never attack a young shoot. 
Here they breed prolifically and before 
long, the plant is a mass of white scale. 

Very little study has been done on the 
life cycle of this scale which has larval, 
nymphal, and adult stages. The females 
are sub-circular and the males look like 
white cotton cocoons and have 3 ridges 
down their backs. Bad infestation of this 
scale cause the leaves to yellow off very 
quickly and before long, the plant is just a 
mass of back bulbs. These scales must 
suck an enormous amount of nutrient from 
the plant as no other pest can retard a plant 
so easily. The control of this scale is also 


extremely hard. 
Another scale that can be troublesome is 
the Lepifosaphes machili (common 


Cymbidium scale). This species attacks the 
top side of the leaf and congregates along 
the main vein of the leaf. The adult scales 
are very small, about 2mm long and look 
like small mussel shells. They are blackish 
grey on the main wide part of the shield, 
and on the narrow part are bright red. 
These scales are easily detected as they are 
usually on the upper side of the leaf, so 
detection is usually quick, so control 
measures can be taken before the insect 
takes a hold. 

Some of the other scales are seen 
periodically but are usually only seen 
when plants are introduced to the nursery. 


These include the following: 

Coccus hesperidum — brown soft scale 

Cossus pseudo hesperidum — orchid 
soft scale / 

Saissetia hemisphairica — hemispheri- 
atsale 

Saissetia oleae — black scale 

Aspidiotus hederae — oleander or ivy 
scale 

Parlatoria proteus — orchid parlatoria 
scale 
THRIPS. Thrip are a seasonal hazard as 
they only cause damage to the late flower- 
ing varieties when in flower. They attack 
only the flower buds and flowers and 
usually come into the glasshouses from 
late September until the flowering season 
is finished. 

Infestations usually occur after hot 
westerly winds. If an infestation occurs 
while the plants are in bud, the damage is 
not seen until the flowers open, when 
minute translucent spots are seen in the 
tissue of the flowers. These spots are more 
pronounced on the inside of the flower 
even though the buds had been attacked 
from the outside. 

APHIDS. Aphids do little damage to 
plants in the bush house, but commonly 
swarm on the plants once they are placed 
in the flowering houses. They tend to 
congregate around the junction of the 
pedicel and the bud as sometimes the buds 
produce a honey like secretion which 
attract aphids and subsequently ants. 
Aphids can cause considerable damage to 
the buds by sucking into the flower cells 
causing blemishes on the flower once it 
opens. 

SNAIL and SLUGS. Snails and Slugs 
usually do not cause much damage to 
growing plants, but it is essential to keep 
them under control for once the plant 
sends its flower spike up, a single snail or 
slug can quickly destroy the whole flower 
crop of the plant in a single evening. The 
small bush snail, (Zonitiodes arboreus): 
can be a nuisance to newly potted plants as 
it tends to attack the new growing ends of 
the roots, causing the roots to die. 
LEPIDOPTERA. Caterpillars of many 
types attack the flowers once open. The 
worst offender would be the green looper 
(possibly the false-looper, (Plusia 
chalcites). They only attack the flowers in 
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the autumn, that is the very early flower- 
ing varieties, (March, April, May). 
GRASSHOPPERS. Grasshoppers of 
many varieties are seen in the early 
Spring, and have been seen eating the 
flower spikes but not the flowers or the 
plants. They are not a serious threat as 
very few seem to get into the glasshouse. 
GREEN VEGETABLE BUG. The 
green vegetable bug (Nezara virdula) often 
invades the glasshouse during March, 
April, May when the early varieties are 
first brought into flower. They attack the 
flowers and can result in considerable 
damage by producing small brownish 
spots on the flowers. 
DENDROBE BEETLE. The Dendrobe 
Beetle (Stehopachys formosa) can cause 
considerable damage to flower spikes and 
flowers. They attack the flowers and try to 
eat into the flower spikes. These beetles 
seem to inhabit certain areas, for in some 
nurseries they are not known. They are a 
major pest to orchid growers who grow 
native Dendrobiums as they bore down the 
inside of the pseudo bulb, causing the bulb 
not to flower. 
MEALY BUGS. Mealy Bugs have been 
known to attack Cymbidium flowers, but 
are rare in most Cymbidium collections. 
They are mainly a serious pest to orchid 
growers who grow Phalaenopsis and 
Paphiopedilums. 
Controls 

In a Cymbidium nursery, spraying must 
be kept to a minimum. It is also a good 
policy to try and use a specific spray to kill 
a certain pest without upsetting the ecol- 
ogy of the nursery environment. One must 
remember that not all insects are harmful, 
for there are many beneficial insects living 
amongst the plants assisting in the control 
of other insects. One should only spray 
when the insect pests start to increase 
beyond economically acceptable levels. 
This can be watched for. Every few days it 
is a good policy to walk around amongst 
the plants inspecting them for insect build 
up. 
The most important pest to a 
Cymbidium grower is  Tetranychus 
urticae, so most control measures are 
towards dry weather and are checked by 
high humidity. Optimum development of 
mite populations can be expected at 
27-29°C. This means that mite build-up 
starts in Spring and goes through until the 
following Autumn, but if the flowering 
houses are heated, you have a mite prob- 
lem twelve months of the year. If the 
leaves of the plants are kept moist this 
could also suppress the development of the 
mites but too much moisture can lead to 
increased disease problems. 

Most spraying programmes start in the 
Spring using one of the recognised acari- 
cide sprays. In most situations spraying

will have to be carried out every three to 
four weeks until the following March. Just 
before moving the plants into the glass 
house, it is a good policy to give the plants 
two or three sprays seven days apart using 
SUPRACIDE® 40 EC, which is a broad 
spectrum insecticide (40% methidathion) 
or use NUVACRON® 40 (40% 
moncrotophos) that is a systemic broad 
spectrum insecticide, to reduce pest levels 
to a minimum. 

Before moving plants into glass houses, 
make sure there is no trash on the floor 
from the previous season, as these old 
leaves could harbour pests or their eggs. It 
is also good policy to use a flame thrower 
and burn all the soil under benches includ- 
ing the few weeds that seem to spring up 
over the summer while the house is not in 
use. Under the benches could be sprayed 
with an effective knockdown residual 
herbicide e.g., ERADONE® (12.5% w/w 
amitrole, 29.5% w/w 2.2-DPA and 
37.5% w/w karbutilate). This will keep 
the weed situation under control for the 
season and stops the weeds from harbour- 
ing aphids and other pests. Good weed 
control is most important. 

If caterpillars are seen in large numbers 

early in the season, a light misting with 
DIPEL® gives good results. 
SLUGS and SNAILS are easily controlled 
these days using MEASUROL® snail and 
slug bait. Baits are placed on the pots 
during March and again in June. This 
gives complete control for the whole year. 
SUPRACIDE® will also knockdown 
snails even though the treatment applied 
could be for another insect, e.g. mites. 

If scale insects are noticed on the plants 
two or three sprays using SUPRACIDE® 
will control them, but EC formulations 
such as this can not be used on flowers 
which are very sensitive to this type of 
formulation. Keep the plants separate and 
check every three months in case the eggs 
or nymphs have not been killed. 

MEALY BUGS are controlled easily using 
DIAZINON. 

DENDROBE BEETLE. The Dendrobe 
Beetle is very hard to control. The easiest 
way of disposing of them is to catch them 
manually, but remember to place one hand 
underneath the beetle because when you 
reach out to it the beetle drops straight to 
the ground, playing dead. Then the beetle 
gets up and is away. If the beetle becomes 
a serious pest, a systemic insecticide such 
as NUVACRON® would have to be used. 
BUGMASTER and MESUROL 750 WP 
have been used with success. 
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Conclusion 

To control pests in a Cymbidium nur- 
sery, one must observe all the good house 
keeping rules, such as weed control under 
benches, in pots and around the perimeter 
of the houses etc. Never use unnecessary 
insecticides especially broad spectrum 
types. Only spray when the populations 
are building up to a level that could cause 
trouble. Remember, 100 per cent kill is 
impossible. 

However, the tolerance for insect dam- 
age on Cymbidiums particularly in the 
flowering stages is low (virtually nil on 
blooms) and thorough treatment of pests to 
reduce pest incidence to a minimum must 
be the major objective when in the 
glasshouse. 

Care must also be taken in the type of 
- product used during the flowering stages 
as orchid flowers are very easily damaged. 
Thus a fumigant type of treatment is 
preferred. 

Particular attention must be paid to 
control during the forcing period in the 
glasshouse and it is essential that only 
insect and disease-free plants be intro- 
duced into the glasshouse environment. 

Outside the glasshouse a less stringent 
pest control programme can be followed 
and minimum spraying should then be the 
policy, until the time when plants must be 
moved into the glasshouse. 


Diseases 

Orchids are attacked by many fungi. 
Possibly the most common diseases of 
orchid plants are the root rots, 
Phytophthora and Pythium. Other organ- 
ism that can rot the plant are, 
Pseaudomonas_ cattleyae, _ Rhizoctonia 
solani and Fusarium oxysporum. All of 
the above organisms can kill the plant if 
not treated promptly. 

There are many leaf spotting fungi that 
can be of nuisance value. They do little 
harm except make the plant look un- 
sightly. They are usually very easy to 
control. Their presence is usually caused 
by a cultural problem. Flower spotting 
fungi can cause considerable damage to 
flowers. If a bloom has a blemish it then 
becomes unsaleable. Botrytis cinerea is 
most common during cool, wet weather 
especially if ventilation is inadequate. 

Other organisms that can attack orchid 
plants are as follows: Sclerotium rolfsii, 
Erwinia cypripedii, Cercospora_ den- 
drobii, Septoria selenophomoides. 

Orchids are also susceptable to virus 
diseases such as Cymbidium mosaic virus

CULTURAL NOTES . 





February/March 


Cymbidium 

March, April, May this is a very 
exciting time for cymbidium growers. By 
now some of the very earlies have 
flowered or are in flower. This raises 
excitement to the cymbidium grower for 
one now looks forward to the season 
ahead. 

If you have any tempermental plants 
that give trouble after dividing now is the 
time to give that plant the much needed 
attention. Some greens and reds can go 
backwards if they are divided in the 
spring. By doing it in the late summer, 
autumn they do not receive as many over 
hot days after dividing. Therefore there is 
less stress on the plant and no great 
transpiration loss. The plants settle down 
and new roots start to move and the plants 
have very little bulb shrivel. Remember 
when dividing your plants be careful of the 
new emerging spikes. If you knock them 
off you will have to wait another twelve 


months before you see another flower 
spike. 

After dividing you can spray all over the 
plant with a product called ENVY. This is 
an anti transpirant that stops moisture loss 
from the plant. With less moisture loss the 
plant settles down better and you do not 
have to water the plant as often. With less 
watering there is less chance of the plant 
developing root and bulb rot. 

Plants should be checked very carefully 
now for pests and diseases before flower- 
ing. Check under leaves for two-spotted 
mites. If present, give plants a good spray 
under the leaves with a good miticide such 
as OMITE®, KELTHANE® © or 
MAVRIK®. If you have a very bad 
outbreak you still have time to introduce 
predatory mites, but be quick! 

A few pellets of your favourite snail bait 
should be placed in all pots to protect your 
future flowers. A good spraying with a 
fungicide is good insurance against fungi 
infection while plants are in flower. 
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CULTURAL NOTES | 


MANCOZEB® and BRAVO® are good 
general purpose fungicides. If your collec- 
tion is prone to Botrytis spotting one 
should spray the whole collection with the 
fungicide ROVRAL®. Remember, you 
cannot spray ROVRAL® onto the flower 
buds. 

Plants should have plenty of light dur- 
ing autumn. Watering may only have to be 
applied every three or four days depending 
on weather conditions and where you live. 
Fertilizers should still be applied weekly. 
Most growers use PETERS ‘BLOSSOM 
BOOSTER’, CAMPBELLS ‘YELLOW’ 
or PHOSTROGEN. Seedlings should still 
be fertilized with a higher nitrogen 
fertilizer such as PETERS ‘ORCHID 
SPECIAL: AQUASOL or CAMPBELLS 
‘BLUE’. These fertilizers should be alter- 
nated with that excellent organic fertilizer 
‘GARDEN PARTY’® use it at the rate of 
3mls per litre of water. B 


Lycaste 


Dividing and repotting of your adult 
Lycaste should now be finished. However, 
if you have some small seedling plants 
that need to be moved into a larger pot, 
this can be carried out. Take care for a few 
weeks until they have established them- 
selves in the new pot. 

You will have to watch out for those hot 
days, and give extra shade if necessary, or 
else you will end up with burnt leaves 
which will spoil the appearance of your 
plant. 

Another important chore is watering. 
Check your plant for moisture, depending 
on your mix, you can usually tell by the 
weight of the pot, if it is heavy, its wet, if 
light, its dry. This depends on whether I 
usually give good watering once or twice a 
week, but mist spray daily to retain 
moisture. This is carried out until the cold 
weather starts. Watering is carried out late 
afternoon, not in the hottest part of the 
day. 

Watch our for scale, this can be a 
problem if left unchecked. If you see ants, 
you’re sure to have scale. Control this with 
a recommended insecticide. 

Fertilize weekly with your favourite 
liquid fertilizer. I like to use it at about 
half strength. Make sure your plant is 
moist or your fertilizer could damage the 
roots. 

You could soon be rewarded with the 
odd flower, but your main flowering 
season will be from June to September. Ml 


Masdevallia 
Dracula 


Unless you have an expert and dedi- 
cated keeper, this may not be the best time 
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to be away from your Pleurothallids. 

The Southernmost states can experience 
the hottest and driest weather of the year at 
this time. Northerly winds accompanying 
high temperatures combined with zero 
humidity will prove beyond any doubt, 
that the Pleurothallidinae are, in general, 
orchids of the cooler rain forests. 


The discarding of leaves as well as the 
rotting off of new growths is once more, a 
signal to the observant grower that some- 
thing is lacking regarding the cultural 
requirements of these plants. Particularly 
at risk are all those Masdevallia species 
within the Coccineae section. Masdevallia 
coccinea itself, at this time, develops ugly 
blackened leaf tips and even that most 
resilient and robust species Masd. 
veitchiana can be stressed to the limit. 
Many within the Coriaceae section are 
also stressed, a typical sufferer being 
Masd. angulata which in the habitat, 
grows under dull, cool and humid con- 
ditions. Make sure all discarded leaves are 
promptly removed to prevent the build up 
of fungal/bacterial spores as these leaves 
break down. Draculas can still try to 
flower at this time, most blooms will be 
disappointing as the lack of natural hu- 
midity will cause the flowers to collapse as 
soon as a temperature of 25 Deg. C. 
combined with a low humidity occurs. 
Most Dracula flowers are at their best at 
around 14/15 Deg. C. with a humidity of 
65 to 80%. In the habitat it can be as high 
as 100% R.H. Most hybrids of course, 
show much more tolerance than either 
parent and it will be noticed that certain 
species as well, are also at home in the 
warmer than usual temperatures, none 
however will take exposure to the rays of 
the sun during the hottest part of the day 
unless humidity is maintained at the high- 
est level. 


Many Masdevallia within the section 
Caudatae will be happy in the increased 
warmth, e.g. Masd. prodigeosa, Masd. 
xanthina and Masd. klabochorum, but, be 
careful as many in this group are also from 
cooler, higher altitudes. Masd. caudata, as 
well as the closely related Masds. 
wurdackii, discolor, expanse and setacea, 
will not like the summer heat. Consider as 
well the fact that the Andes habitat of 
many of these species rises so acutely, 
that, any one species may have a range of 
habitat, that is not interchangeable. One 
square kilometre of growing space in these 
areas may have a vertical variation of 
hundreds of metres altitude. This in turn, 
translates to as much as 5 Deg. C. 
variation in preferred growing tempera- 
ture. 

I am at this time still growing many of 
the plants outside under 70% shade cloth, 
down low and amongst the foliage of other 


plants. Many of these plants will stay in 
this position until the cold, dull, wet days 
of the southern winter arrives. Around the 
beginning of July is a good time to move 
the plants under solid cover, W.A. S.A. 
TAS. A.C.T. and N.S.W. in the southern 
areas and including Sydney, can follow 
this advice. Q’land in the cooler areas, 
such as Toowoomba and the Tablelands, 
may even stage the plants permanently in 
an outdoor situation but, bearing in mind 
that the family is not frost tolerant and thus 
needs protection from sub zero temper- 
atures. 

At Mooroolbark, I grow only the larger 
mature plants in this outdoor shadehouse 
fashion, preferring to keep the seedlings 
under solid cover. All solid cover enclos- 
ures may need a reapplication of glass 
house paint at this time, as Summer 
thunder storms, will have by now, reduced 
much of the effectiveness. Ventilation at 
this point in time should be at its best, if 
not, hot humid conditions will result, 
causing a rapid deterioration of the plants 
health. Keep an eye on those fans and 
water coolers as they have a habit of 
“packing it in’’ at this time. Frequent 
misting and damping down will be necess- 
ary to reduce temperatures and when this is 
done, humidity will automatically be in- 
creased. 

The cooler it is, the more water vapour 
the air can hold. As in Winter, foliage 
should be dry before the onset of the 
cooler night temperatures. Those growers 
leaving their plants all day long, should 
have some type of misting arrangement 
operating. The most northerly growers 
will still be operating refridgerative air 
conditioners in conjunction with some 
type of humidifying of the dry air. 

Until the Autumn break occurs, growth, 
although noticeable, will be slow. Feeding 
should therefore be infrequent, if at all, 
until the surge of growth occurs in April 
through June. Watering may be advised on 
a daily basis, even moss dries out quickly 
when the air is dry. Mounted genera such 
as Restrepia and Pleurothallis may need 
watering or heavy misting a few times per 
day. Have the slabs on an angle from the 
verticle, to ensure water remains on the 
mount and root area, for as long as 
possible. The temptation to divide should 
still be resisted at this time and as well, 
establishing seedlings from the flask is a 
risky business until the softer Autumn 
weather arrives. Control for pests should 
be continued as in previous notes. In the 
next cultural notes, the Autumn edition of 
the magazine, we can look at the Autumn 
deflasking and establishing seedlings from 
the flask, as well as dividing the onset of 
cold wet winter weather, thus, many of the 
divisions will flower the following spring. 
Most seedlings taken from the growth 
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flask at this time will bloom within 18 
months. This advice is good for all genera 
within the Pleurothallidinae and includes 
Dracula. | 


Natives 

Looking out on yet another cool, cloudy 
afternoon when it should be the sunny, hot 
weather of mid-summer one wonders how 
the orchids are coping. Aside from the 
reduced flowering of some species they 
seem to be appreciating the cooler 
weather. The new growths started a bit late 
but they are now taller than last year’s 
ones. This is expected due to the decreased 
light but they are not thin and weedy as 
expected. Rather the cooler weather seems 
to have allowed active growth to continue 
when it would normally have stopped. If 
these growths mature quickly there is a 
good chance that a second lot will appear 
anytime as often happens in the tropical 
climates with the cooler growing natives. 

Keep up the feed and water, particularly 
if there are more growths, but be ready to 
change to your favourite flowering food in 
the hope that we will get a normal, cold 
winter this year. Extra care may be needed 
to mature any late new growths. 

With all the lush greenery around the 
snails and slugs have been running ram- 
pant so keep up the baits. One advantage 
is that the tropical weather seems to have 
reduced the number of dry weather pests 
such as red spider and mealy bug. 

Another advantage of the cooler 
weather is that the repotting season has 
been extended. Keep an eye on those 
plants which are a bit crowded as the 
larger new growths may just overfill the 
pot. If the weather is still mild and growth 
is active repotting this late should be OK 
this year. Always remember to look for 
those plants not doing well and try to find 
out why. Is your new wonder mix or 
fertilizer not agreeing with them? Are they 
shaded by larger plants or getting too 
much light? Are they getting enough 
water? Have they been overlooked in 
repotting and the mix gone stale? 

Deflasking can be continued now. 
Autumn is a good time to deflask as the 
seedlings will have time to harden any 
new growths before winter and be ready to 
grow as soon as the warmer weather 
arrives. Also fungi and other pests are less 
active during the cold months so the 
seedlings are not as likely to be bothered 
by them. _ 

* Plants in flower or bud will include 
early flowering plants of D. bigibbum and 
its hybrids such as D. Peewee, D. 
Suzanne, D. Elegant Heart and D. David 
Baver as well as some D. Ellen, D. 
Sunglow, D. Sofala and D. Carawah. 
Other warm growing species in flower will 
include D. affine, D._ trilamellatum,

Phalaenopsis rosenstromii and __ the 
Sarconopsis hybrids as well as some 
Bulbophyllum species. For those plants 
coming into flower make sure the light 
levels and warmth are kept up as bud drop 
is a common problem in southern regions 
when cool, cloudy days set in during 
autumn. 

Terrestrials. Repotting should be well out 
of the way by now and some early 
flowering species of Prterostylis, 
Prasophyllum, Chiloglottis will be start- 
ing to produce flowers now. For the rest, 
make sure you keep up the water to ensure 
maximum growth for rosettes or leaves 
which will in turn produce large tubers to 
flower next year. Watch out for snails and 
be wary of overwatering or having pots 
wet in wet weather as rots are quite 
common. Many growers keep their terres- 
trials under fibreglass or similar covering 
so they have control over the amount of 
water pots get. This is a good idea 
particularly in areas where high autumn 
rainfall is common. It also prevents 
flowers being flattened by a heavy down- 
pour just as they are reaching perfection. 
Now is the time to repot summer flower- 
ing species such as Spiranthes and 
Cryptostylis but only if they need it as 
these species prefer to remain undisturbed 
for several years. 

As southeastern Australia moves out of 
the uncharacteristic summer with cool 
days interspersed with some to remind us 
that summer is lurking behind the clouds 
we hope normality will be returned for 
winter so our plants can flower at their 
best this spring. i 


Paphiopedilum 

The weather is normally hot and, par- 
ticularly during February, quite humid. If 
you haven’t taken precautions against 
mealy bug and scale, keep an eye out. 
Scale usually only becomes a problem in 
collections which have been neglected and 
can usually be traced to host plants, often 
ferns. Mealy bug, on the other hand, can 
appear almost out of the blue and you can 
have a major infestation before you notice 
it. Both these pests can be controlled with 
“Malascale’; repeat spraying may be 
necessary. 

Care of Paphs. during this period of the 
year consists mainly of routine watering 
and the regular application of soluble 
fertiliser as advised previously, still taking 
care to avoid overwatering. When the 
nights are hot it is better to water during 
the evening to induce a temperature drop 
about nightfall; this will assist promote 
flowering and, in my experience, help 
avoid deformed flowers. 

Excessively high temperatures should 
be avoided by whatever means you have at 
your disposal. In the bush house shading 


and simple misting of the plants is all that 
can practically be done; natural air move- 
ment usually avoids problems under these 
conditions. 

Glass houses can present problems with 
excessive heat during summer, particularly 
if they are small. An adequately sized 
evaporative cooler is a very useful, albeit 
costly, device for creating good summer 
growing conditions in the glasshouse. The 
cooler must be so installed that it draws 
fresh air from outside — recirculation is 
useless. Sufficient ventilation should be 
provided at the top of the house to ensure 
that the cooler operates without back 
pressure. A simple thermostat, set at about 
28 degrees Celcius, is sufficient control; 
this may need to be wired through a relay. 

In the absence of an evaporative cooler, 
summer temperature control is best 
achieved by a combination of ventilation, 
shading and misting. Whilst shadecloth 
over, and some distance away from, the 
glass helps with cooling — and can 
conveniently be removed during the cooler 
months — a thin coat of white paint in 
addition is almost always necessary. A 
vinyl water base paint, thinned with three 
or four times its volume of water, is very 
suitable. Don’t use an Acrylic paint, it is 
almost impossible to remove. 


Phalaenopsis 
Potting: All repotting of flowering size 
plants should have been completed (and all 
old flower spikes removed) by December. 
Small plants can still be potted on and 
compots potted out. 

Watering: Water daily — preferably in 
early mornings. If heavy to flood rains 
occur, keep plants under a solid roof. 
Light: Plants still require about 90% 
shade at this time of year. 

Fertiliser: Do not fertilise dry plants — 
always water beforehand. Fertilise weekly 
alternating over a 4 weekly period as 
follows: 

Wk.1. Inorganic — Campbells A®, 
Aqua K®, etc. 

2. Foliar/Trace Elements — Wuxall® or 
Field Pak®. 

3. Inorganic — as for Wk. 1. 

4. Organic — Fish Emulsion, Nitrosol® 
or Maxicrop®. 

The change to lower nitrogen/higher 

potash inorganic fertilisers is to harden up 
the plants for winter and promote better 
flowering. 
Pest Control: Watch for fungus and rot 
problems. Spray with Mancozeb and 
Benlate every 4 weeks or alternatively use 
Ridomil MZ WP. which is both surface 
and systemic fungacide. Spray with 
Diazanon or Pyrethrum every 4 weeks to 
control scale and insects. 

Keep a close watch for mites and spray 
with a miticide as necessary. | 
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CULTURAL NOTES 


Vandaceous 


Watering: Don’t allow to dry out. Water 
thoroughly every day. In very hot dry 
conditions water in early mornings and 
mist again late afternoons. 


Light: Strap leaf vandas, ascocendas and 
other vandaceous genera with wide leaves 
require 50% to 70% shade although semi- 


terete and other narrow leafed types will 


be quite okay with 30%. 
Fertiliser: Do not fertilise dry plants. 
Always water beforehand.  Fertilise 


weekly, alternating over a 4 weekly 
period: 

Wk.1. Inorganic — Campbells A®, 
Flowfeed HP8® or Aqua K®. 

2. Foliar/Trace Element — Wuxall® or 
Field Pak®. 


3. Inorganic - as for Wk.1. 

4. Organic — Fish Emulsion, Nitrosol® 
or Maxicrop®. 

A small handful of Dynamic Lifter can 
be placed in each pot at approx. 4 monthly 
intervals. 

Pest Control: Fungacide every 6 weeks 
(e.g. Daconil, Ridomil MZ WP or Benlate 
plus Mancozeb. Use Diazanon or Py- 
rethrum to control insects. a

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n the December 1992 issue of the 

A.O.R., Susan Walter described a 

simple method of composting “‘raw’’ 
pine bark which most growers should 
understand. 

Rather than repeat what she has said, I 
will presume that the reader has read her 
article and understands the bark prep- 
aration process so I propose to restrict my 
discussion to using pinebark to the best 
advantage after it has been composted or 
aged. 

As Susan rightly stated there are many 
myths circulating about pine bark and it’s 
usage and hopefully together we will 
finally lay those myths to rest. 

Susan and IJ have been conducting tests 
on pine bark for several years now to 
find: — 

*the suitability of pine bark for 
orchid culture, 

* the best bark particle size, 

* the minimum/maximum particle 
size related to pot size, 

* the minimum/maximum particle 
size for various genera, 

* the best nutritional program, and, 

* the best pH level. 

As a result a far better understanding of 
pinebark is finally beginning to emerge, 
but one factor above all others was obvi- 
ous and that is if the aim is to produce well 
grown orchids, with blemish free foliage a 
perfect and vigorous root system is 
absolutely essential. 

To produce such a root system requires 
the correct bark size, the correct bark pH 
and suitable supplementary feeding 
system. ; 

Although not the perfect potting mater- 
ial, pine bark in now basically the only 
material that is available at a reasonable 
price. Yes, in spite of the what some may 
say to that statement, pine bark can be 
purchased at very reasonable prices, if you 
shop around. 

And, by the way, a highly priced bark 
does not necessairly mean it is the best, far 
from it. 


BUYING PINE BARK 

Pine bark is derived from two sources, 
younger paper pulp trees, or, more mature 
timber trees. The bark from each is 
different. The former is used for garden 
mulching because it is younger and softer, 
whereas, the latter is usually from an older 
tree and the bark is mature, harder and 
longer lasting which makes it more suit- 
able for orchid culture. 

The first step therefore is to make sure 
you are getting the right type of bark for 
the right orchid genus. 

The size (grading) of the bark may be 
different from what you, the grower, may

specify so see a sample of the bark first if 
you are buying a bulk lot. What a bulk 
supplier may call ‘‘one inch’’ (25mm) 
bark may be in fact as large as three inches 
(75mm) so if you are buying bulk loads of 
pine bark get a sample first. 

If the bag is designed so that you cannot 
see the contents before you buy it either 
ask to see a sample, or try one bag only 
and then buy more if you are satisfied. 

As Susan Walter stated, the bark will 
usually contain wood chips which some 
regard as ‘‘junk’ and they refuse to buy 
such bark. That is the wrong decision. 
Wood chips do not decompose as fast as 
the bark, and they will act as a long lasting 
aerating medium. The wood particles con- 
tain no harmful substances so are very safe 
to keep in the mix. 

I decided to test this fact some years ago 
and actually grew cymbidiums in nothing 
but the pinus wood chips which came in 
the bark. 

I also found that Brassia, Cattleya and 
other epiphyes roots freely attached them- 
selves to the wood in preference to the 
pine bark. 

If you believe that the bark must be pre- 
treated, pre-sterilized, and be presented to 
you in a ‘‘dressed up’’ manner then you 
will pay double or treble the price just for 
that privilege — quite unnecessarily. 

Bulk loads of pine bark ex-mill costs 
(in Victoria) around $36 per cubic metre 
(1000 litres) depending upon the quality. 
That equals $1.80 per 50 litre bag. At 
$20.00 per 50 litre bag the equivalent 
retail price per cubic metre is $400.00. 

It is not unreasonable to expect a 10 to 
15% wastage factor during processing and 
grading, which will naturally affect the 
final cost, however at $20.00 a bag our 
hobby will fast become a luxury. 


Part 1 


Bulk graded and pre-treated pine bark 
suitable for orchids can be purchased 
(Melbourne) anywhere from $75.00 to 
(a rather high) $115 per cubic metre ex- 
yard but prices may vary in other localities 
due to cartage costs. 

It makes sense for clubs and or a group 
of individuals to buy a bulk lot of bark and 
share it amongst themselves. And with my 
encouragement some local clubs are now 
doing just that. 

Our hobby has to be affordable. If it 
isn’t then the way our national economy is 
shaping up we may find a lot of growers 
will depart from the orchid growing scene 
and that will seriously reduce sales and 
therefore damage our industry. 


WHICH SIZE BARK TO BUY 

The size (grade) of the bark needed will 
depend entirely on the plant size, the 
orchid genera the pot size and _ local 
growing conditions. 

Obviously a hot, dry summer will mean 
extra water and if that is not readily 
available then the bark must be selected to 
retain more water, whereas a cold wet 
winter climate requires a bark size which 
retains less water. 

Table 1 describes the various bark 
grade/particle sizes my grading system 
produces. I use a rotary cylindrical sieve 
which has five bins to hold the various 
bark sizes. 

Table 2. is a guide to which bark size 
will suit various climatic conditions. 
These are suggestions only as somewhere 
to start because testing may indicate a 
different requirement. 

While I have quoted one dimension 
only for the bark size in that table, that 
size can vary by plus or minus 3mm, 
making a total variation of 6mm. So

where if I have stated 12mm this can 
actually be 9mm to 15mm bark. Any 
GREATER variation than this will lead to 
problems with a reduction in Air Filled 
Porosity (AFP); that is the air space 
between the bark particles in the pot. 

Pine bark will decay fairly quickly if the 
particles are too small. Very small bark 
particles will break down in just a matter 
of months and cause the pH of the bark to 
drop to harmful levels. The AFP will also 
decrease with decomposition. 

Acidity is created when wet organic 
matter decays in the absence of air. Fine 
pine bark reduces the air space in between 
the particles. Add an acid fertilizer and we 
create harmful acidity levels. 

As a tule of thumb, the bigger the pot, 
the bigger the bark and the smaller the pot 
the smaller the bark particle size, and, the 
bigger the bark the less frequently it need 
be changed AND the smaller the bark the 
more frequently it must be changed. 

It is most important to remember that 
both chemical reactions and micro- 
organisms are active only within certain 
temperature tolerances. 

There should always be variance in the 
bark size so that its AFP will be main- 
tained until the next repotting, whenever 
that may be. 

Do not be afraid to experiment with 
bark size, a lot can be learnt. 


STERILIZING BARK 
Should the bark be sterilised before use? 
NO... not unless it is thought the bark

has been contaminated in someway with 
harmful organisms. Plants do not grow 
well in sterile soil and orchids in particular 
grow naturally in association with certain 
fungi. 

Sterilisation kills not only harmful or- 
ganisms but also the beneficial ones. For 
instance, the destruction of micro- 
organisms which convert ammonium to 
nitrate can cause problems should the 
fertilizer applied onto sterile bark contain 
high a proportion of UREA and/or 
AMMONIUM. 

Ammonium toxicity can occur in fresh 
sterile potting mix, simply because there is 
no bacteria present which can convert 
ammonium into nitrate. 

In the past ammonium toxicity was 
experienced by many growers (without 








their knowing it) who used fresh peanut 
shells in their potting mix. The result was 
severe root damage which was simply 
classified as ‘‘root burn’’. 

Those who composted their shells be- 
fore using it eliminated the ammonium, 
and avoided this problem, again, without 
knowing why. 

It is safer to have beneficial organisms 
alive and well in our potting mixes. 

For instance nitrifying bacteria which 
convert ammonium N into nitrite N and 
thence into nitrate N are essential in 
potting mixtures. 

Furthermore, providing actinomycetes 
(which produce chemicals similar to 
Aureomycin and Streptomycin) are in suf- 
ficient numbers in a potting mixture then 
they can help control plant diseases. 








Actinomycetes are defined as an order of 
gram-positive bacteria which form fila- 
ments but not mycelia. 

Nitrobacteria are defined as gram- 
negative nitrifying bacteria which derive 
energy from the nitrification of am- 
monium (NH,) salts to nitrites (NO,) and 
the oxidation of nitrites to nitrates (NO,). 

Quite obviously, one must make up 
ones own mind about the value of sterilis- 
ing bark. My preference is to have the 
beneficial organisms established in the pot 
as soon as possible because my plants will 
rapidly gain a measure of protection 
against other harmful pathogenic infec- 
tions and recover quickly from repotting. 

Beside, sterile bark is virtually unsterile 
as soon as a plant is placed in it and/or it is 
watered and exposed to the open air 
anyway so the whole exercise does seem 
pointless. 

It’s a bit like sterilising plants coming 
from a sterile flask and not the potting 
mixture. The former should be sterile so it 
is the potting mix which should be steril- 
ised, if anything. 

A completely sterile potting mixture 
can seriously delay a plant’s recovery after 
repotting and in cold weather, when bac- 
terial activity is at its lowest, there can be 
a problem if ammonium and/or urea is 
applied to the bark. 

If sterilised bark is important then it can 
be done simply and at no cost. High 
temperatures are not required because most 
harmful contaminants can be killed off at 
fairly low temperatures. 

If the bark is not already in a plastic bag 
then to sterilize it place it in a sealed bag 
(tied at the neck will do) and place the bag 
in the sun for about 2 hours (1 hour each 
side). If the bark is fine (less than 10mm) 
make that 2 hours per side. 

The temperature inside the bag will 
soon exceed that needed to kill any organ- 
ism. That’s all you need to do. But all 
micro-organisms may be killed off. 

Most harmful plant pathogens, seeds or 
insects will not survive 57 deg C for more 
than 30 minutes and the temperaturte 
inside a clear polythene bag will soon 
exceed that. 

It will take several months for sterile 
bark to become colonised with beneficial 
micro-organisms. 


WHAT IS THE LIFE OF 
COMPOSTING TREATMENT? 

The initial bark treatment is intended to 
make the bark suitable for use immediately 
and for only a short time thereafter. It 
cannot and will not last forever. 

Any added nutrients will soon be used 
up by micro-organisms and the continuing 
decomposition and must therefore be re- 
placed quickly. 

The pH of the treated bark will not

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remain static and must be monitored. 

Tests that I have conducted on some 
well known brands of pine bark indicate 
that the pH will drop to circa pH 4.5 if just 
two applications tap water, without any 
fertilizer added, are applied to the bark. 

It is therefore safe to presume that the 
treatment given to those samples is only 
superficial. 

Which is basically what I would have 
expected because to treat bark so that any 
chemicals penetrate deeply into the bark 
particles would not be cost effective and it 
is not a simple process. 

It should therefore be normal practice to 
apply fertilizer to the pots immediately 
after plants are potted into the bark, and to 
monitor the pot pH regularly. 

My recommendation would be to use a 
soluble fertilizer, not slow release one, so 
that some nutrients are immediately avail- 
able to the newly potted plant and a 
precise level of nutrients can be main- 
tained. 

Using this method I can usually produce 
new root activity within two weeks of 
repotting into fresh composted bark. 

Under no circumstances should we be- 
lieve composting treatment is anything but 
a temporary factor designed simply to get 
you started, and we should not expect any 
more than that from any bark processor. 


WHAT WILL GROW IN PINE 
BARK? 
So far Disa seems to be the only orchid 
genera which will not grow in pine bark. 
I would add that the spent pine bark 
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grows excellent vegetables and I have 
successfully grown many other plants in 
pure pine bark fines so old bark has a 
further use in the garden and need not be 
discarded. 

The main criteria seems to be that the 
bark particle size, ferilizer formula and 
watering volume combination must be 
correct. 

Sarcochilus grow beautifully in the 
softer, young bark if it is 50mm or larger 
and I have been successfully growing our 
terrestrial orchids in well aged pine bark 
fines over a coarser size bark. 

My native dendrobiums grow extremely 
well in pure pine bark, and all specimen 
plants are now grown in 50mm (plus) 
bark. 

The fact that I can virtually grow 
anything in it means I need buy one 
material only and there is no mixing time 
required. 

Glenwood Orchids has adopted the bark 
sizes found to be the best in tests conduc- 
ted by both Susan Walter and myself and 
on request any visitor to Glenwood Or- 
chids may see this for themselves. 

In the natural state plants establish 
themselves where the environmental con- 
ditions suit them, and that means the right 
nutrient proportions. So to grow plants in 
an environment foreign to them we simply 
need to change that environment to match 
the natural conditions. 

That may be as simple as increasing or 
decreasing just one chemical element in 
the feeding program.

POTTING MIX TEMPERATURE 

Many years ago, I, like most growers of 
that era, used a smaller potting mix 
particle size because it was considered 
ideal. However, in those days it was also 
considered normal for the plant to lose its 
roots each year too, but, when repotting 
plants during one particularly cold Mel- 
bourne winter I found that even in the 
afternoon of a sunny day after a cold night 
the potting mix was so cold my hands 
were always freezing cold. 

I noted that the air temperature had risen 
to perhaps 12 deg. C. but it had not 
penetrated the potting mixture. 

Tests were immediately started to find 
how large the potting mix particles could 
be before it affected plant growth rates and 
still allow the pot temperature to rise. The 
tests were made on pots up to 600mm. 

A stem thermometer was placed perma- 
nently in the pots and the results noted. 

It was found that on increasing the bark 
size so that the AFP was greater, the 
potting mix temperature rose rapidly and 
was barely one hour behind the air tem- 
perature even after a heavy frost. 

Since this was discovered I have used a 
larger bark particle size and I no longer 
have frozen hands when repotting in the 
winter, but more importantly my 
Cymbidium plants produce both active root 
AND foliar growth right through winter. 

Micro-organisms like human beings are 
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intolerant of cold temperatures. They are 
inactive at temperatures below 10 deg. C. 
so if we can raise the potting mix temper- 
atures above that our plants will benefit 
from it. 

Simply using a larger bark particle size 
produced TWO growth cycles a year on 
small Cymbidium plants and growth right 
through winter. 


EFFECT OF WATER ON PINE BARK 

Watering is a critical factor in managing 
pine bark. 

Pine bark will hold excess water once it 
becomes saturated and begins to decay and 
it is then that problems can and will occur. 

Excess water retention causes acidity, 
especially in a poorly aerated bark. 

Those who believe that adding gravel to 
their mix improves drainage and aeration 
should think again because it will block 
the path of drainage. Gravel, being virtu- 
ally insoluble, will remain in the air space 
created by grading the bark, hence if we 
have graded the bark to gain an air space 
advantage the gravel negates it. 

The gravel particles will prevent the 
flushing of fine decomposed bark particles 
from the pot thus reducing the AFP. 

Some suggest we should withhold water 
from our cymbidiums in winter and I 
would recommend that suggestion to inex- 
perienced growers, but, a lot of plants at 
Glenwood Orchids are now grown under 
shade cloth all year, and for the past four 
years we have had an average of 450mm 
of rain during the winter months and/or 
spring, and January 1993 has been our 
wettest yet. Those plants were drenched 
regularly and yet they did not suffer 
damage from excess watering 

But some grown in enclosed houses did. 

The reasons became obvious after some 
checking and comparing growing con- 
ditions. 

Those in the sheds received fertilizer 
containing urea and ammomium all winter 
whereas those under shade cloth received 
none during the winter — it was simply 
too wet to do so. 

The pH of the pine bark in the sheds 
was as low as pH 3.9 and we were getting 
root damage, but there was no root dam- 
age in the shade house plants. 

The root damage was obviously the 
result of acidity and/or ammonium toxicity 
— the low pot temperature prevented the 
conversion of ammonium to nitrate and 
the associated pH drop induced other 
toxicities which collectively killed the 
roots. 

The wetness of the potting mixture 
alone did not induce the problem in the 
shade-house grown plants so that was not 
the problem. 

We found the fine bark was the worst 
because it became too acid too quickly. 
Too much water, too little air space, the 
wrong fertilizer for cold conditions and we 
produced a very acid potting material in 
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this material. 

Excess acidity causes havoc. It releases 
excessive levels of certain elements which 
are toxic to plants and/or prevents others 
from being available to plants. Manganese 
toxicity will cause havoc with orchids and 
most growers would diagnose the symp- 
toms as virus or rot. 

Susan Walter and I hope to discuss that 
factor in more detail in the future. 

Every orchid grower should have a pH 
meter and regular tests should, be made on 
pots. The days when a good pH meter was 
an expensive tool have gone, we can now 
buy simple, accurate and reliable pocket- 
sized pH meters from $75.00 to $125.00. 


There was one outstanding fact to 
emerge. The larger Cymbidium plants in 
the shade-house (10 inch pots) were in 
50mm (plus) bark. They would have 
received an average of six liquid feed 
applications per annum during 1990-92 
and yet they flowered well and the pseudo 
bulbs were huge. 

The pseudo bulb size produced proved 
one point, it illustrated how much growth 
can be produced with so little supplemen- 
tary feeding. So, do we overfeed our 
plants? It would seem so, but I will 
discuss that later on. 

The larger bark caused some problems 
with dryness during especially dry weather 
but its benefits became apparent in the 
heavy winter rain. 

During 1992 summer a modified water- 
ing program was tested. 

Water was applied heavily once per 
week when the plants were fed, and no 
water was applied the following day, 
although the foliage was misted on hot 
days. This forced the plants to take up any 
water and available nutrient from the bark. 

Further heavy waterings were withheld 
for at least three days unless very hot 
conditions demanded otherwise. 

On demand, the foliage was misted and 
the surface of the pine bark was 
moistened. 

The pH was adjusted to above pH 6.5. 
and maintained at this — plus or minus 
pH 0.3. 

Using this method commencing January 
1992 by 30th November 1992 we began to 
see plants which were in flower in August 
1992 producing new spikes by the end of 
November and some were producing two 
growth cycles in the same year. 

Other growers who also had some 
problems with pine bark during 1989-91 
adopted the same practices and their re- 
sults were also improved. 

One of these was (Willandra Orchids at 
Oxley, North East Victoria) and the plant 
quality they produce is excellent. I would 
recommend a visit to that nursery and let 
Max Fruend show you what can be done 
with Cymbidiums. 

Max exercised greater control over his 
watering and feeding routines than I was 


able from 1988 until 1992. He used pine 
bark from two sources. His bark which is 
less than 12mm is purchased locally but 
his 12mm plus bark was purchased from 
Glenwood Orchids and we both used the 
same soluble liquid fertilizer — an im- 
proved version of my formula (commonly 
referred to in these pages since 1984 as the 
“Johnson formula’’. See A.O.R. Feb. 
1993) which was modified for use with 
pine bark. 

See photos. 

In general, many growers tend to blame 
the first thing that comes to mind when a 
problem occurs with their plants, and pine 
bark tends to be the most maligned, with 
fertilizers being next, but never them- 
selves for using the wrong cultural 
methods for pine bark. 

We must understand that ones feeding 
program has to take into consideration the 
potting mix used, and not the reverse. If 
we could buy a fertilizer and then a potting 
mix to suit it that may be a different 
matter. 


FINDING THE CAUSE OF DAMAGE 


How do we locate the cause of a 
problem. 

Simple! Look at your plant. 

The most likely cause of 90% of all 
problems with orchids is root damage. 
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Healthy roots mean healthy plants, so 
check your plant’s roots first. 

If the roots have been killed (or re- 
moved) or are in the process of dying 
chances are the bark size is at fault and that 
should be obvious. In actual fact it will 
more than likely be that pH, lack of 
aeration and excess moisture is the cause, 
but then bark size contributes to all three. 
The wrong choice of fertilizer can also 
contribute to acidity, especially if it con- 
tains high UREA/AMMONIUM levels. 

On the other hand if the bark is well 
aerated and the roots appear dry then it 
may be a lack of water, but that to will be 
obvious if one lifts the plant from the pot 
and inspects the roots. 

If the roots are healthy and watering is 
not a problem, check the plants foliage. If 
the colour is dull and lifeless and/or the 
tips of the foliage are damaged then check 
your fertilizer, the bark pH and your bark 
size. 

It may also be that the plants simply 
receive too much light. 

Remember this ... if a Cymbidium loses 
a single leaf, OR, even the outer leaves at 
the base of a pseudo bulb are drying out, 
you have a cultural problem so at the first 
sign of this suspect something is wrong 
and correct it then, not a year or so later. 
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HUMIDITY 

Many growers forget about providing 
adequate moisture inside a growing house. 
If we grow epiphytic orchids in larger bark 
particles then the surface of that bark will 
dry quickly and any young roots which 
have not penetrated into the bark run the 
risk of being killed by dry air. 

The roots are dehydrated by the dry air 
whereas they should be collecting moist- 
ure from humid air. 

I have heard growers blame this damage 
on everything from gas escaping from the 
bark to fertilizer but never on a lack of 
humidity. 

Gas escaping! Really? Where do these 
ideas originate. 

If the plant’s normal method of collect- 
ing water is by the roots absorbing moist- 
ure from very humid air then a dry house 
interior will not help. Next time an 
epiphytic plant is found with the dead root 
tips check back on the humidity levels of 
the previous few days, and if that was 
correct check the strength and acidity of 
the fertilizer used! 

A number of reasonably priced, simple

battery operated computer controls are 
available now to provide automatic water- 
ing systems. These can be installed to 
simple misting systems which will main- 
tain humidity. Anyone can now easily 
install plastic water piping and misting 
heads are just a few dollars each. 

I would urge everyone to consider 
humidity as a very important environ- 
mental factor in achieving the best from 
their hobby. 


SUMMARY 
Testing has so far indicated that:— 

@ the bark size is a very important 
factor. 

@ the bark should be graded so that 
size of the bark within each grade 
varies less than 6mm. 

@ the size of the bark should be 
increased with an increase in pot 
size. 

@ very fine bark can be used Pro- 
viding the size is very even, pH is 
controlled and plants ar repotted 
within six months or less. 

@ excess watering is undesirable. 

© pH should be maintained between 
pH 6.0 and pH 6.5. 

The most important outcome from the 
larger bark tests where pH was maintained 
above pH 6.0 and below pH 7.0 was the 


following; 
© The plants no longer defoliated in 
autumn. 
@ The root systems were 
magnificently healthy and vigor- 
ous. 


© One small four bulb test plant 
produced eight new growths but 
up to 18 has been produced 
(1993). 

© Two spikes per bulb, and two 
new growths per bulb was com- 
mon. 

© Healthy pseudobulbs, FIVE years 
old were producing NEW ROOT 
NODES FROM THEIR MATURE 
ROOTS. This applied to CAT- 
TLEYAS and CYMBIDIUMS. 

© Leaf tip dieback was not evident 
in those plants grown in the 
harshest conditions where pH was 
controlled. 

@ It is possible to grow 
Cymbidiums which do NOT drop 
a single leaf from old bulbs. 

Pine bark is made up of most of the 
nutritional elements needed to sustain 
plants, but not in suitable proportions. 
This is a very important aspect of using 
pine bark and merits a complete discussion 
on its own so that will be dealt with in Part 
2 |

Australian Orchid Foundation Chairman Honoured 


nce again a worker in the field of orchidology has been awarded an 

Australian honour. The Award of Member of the General Division of the 
Order of Australia is a high one. It recognises Gerald McCraith’s life time 
devotion to orchidology; it also indicates that the orc 
important part of our social structure. 

Gerald joined the Victorian Orchid Club in 1931. After war service he was 
elected to the VOC committee and ever since has worked in One or another 
administrative capacity in orchids. As President of the VOC he helped Sir John 
Hall Best form the Australian Orchid Council. As President of the AOC he was 
very much involved with the success of the Sixth World Orchid Conference. 

With Hermon Slade he founded the Australian Orchid Foundation in 1970, 
and has been its very active Chairman ever since. The Foundation has funded a 
wide range of activities including orchid nutrition and pest control research, 
botanical field work, established an orchid species seed bank, and sponsored 
workshops and seminars. Important orchid papers and books are published. 
Reports on activities are sent to orchid societies several time a year. 

Mr McCraith has helped finance the Foundation by his hybridising of plants in 
the Odontoglossum alliance, and promotion of rare species, and has shown how 
to grow them successfully. Many of his plants have received awards. He has 
registered over a hundred of his hybrids. 

One of his significant achievements was the initiation of the AOC Slide 
Program Library of which he is still Program Director. This is a service in 
frequent use by orchid societies all over Australia, especially isolated ones which 
find it difficult to get guest speakers. 

Donations to the AOF go to a Trust Fund and only the interest is used to 
finance research. Anyone can apply to the AOF for financial support but must 
put up a good case to the Board of seven members, and to the Scientific 
Committee. 

Thanks to the hard work of Gerald McCraith the orchid growers of Australia 
have had the benefit of active research on orchids for over twenty years. It has 
been organised to continue for ever. Thank you Gerald McCraith AM. 


hid hobby is now an 
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Happy Birthday 
Vanda Miss Joaquim 


e birth of Vanda Miss Joaquim in 
Agnes Joaquim’s garden in 1893 
caused a great sensation. The then 
Director of The Botanic Gardens, Singa- 
pore, H.N. Ridley declared it was the first 
orchid hybrid of Singapore and he person- 
ally undertook the registration of the plant 
in honour of Agnes. 

From this single plant, 
propagations 
quickly multi- 
plied and 
very 
soon 
every 
garden 
in 
Singa- 
pore had 
cuttings of 
Vanda Miss 
Joaquim. Soon it 
popularity spread over- 
seas and Hawaii became a 
big purchaser of its 
propagations and it was 
not long before hun- 
dreds of acres were 
under cultivation with 
this new hybrid. The 
Hawaiins __ originally 
used the blooms in their 
lei industry and then as a part 
of their cut flower trade to decorate 
the foyers of their hotels, Mother’s 
Day, Christmas and any other 
occasion that demanded flowers. 

Agnes Joaquim was _ the 
second of twelve children and 
her father a wealthy diamond 
merchant in the colony. Agnes 
was a renowned horticulturist. If 
Agnes had intentionally made the crossing 
of Vanda hookerana and Vanda teres it is 
believed that it would have been difficult 
for her to sow the seed successfully and 
raise the plants for Knudsens formulation 
was not known till 1922. However, she 
could have well dusted the seeds on a bed 
of plants and very fortunately for Miss 
Joaquim germination took place. There is 
also a school of thought that Vanda Miss 
Joaquim is a natural hybrid as both species 
grow freely in Singapore and in the 
Malayan Peninsula. 

Since about 1940 not much was heard 
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of Vanda Miss Joaquim. Other hybrids 
from the genus Dendrobium (phalaenanthe 
types), Arachnis, Aranda etc took her 
place. However in 1941 she came into 
prominence again when the Singaporean 
government proclaimed Vanda Miss 
Joaquim as the National Flower of that 
country. 

Singapore is internationally famous for 
orchids and it is fitting that an orchid 
should be chosen as the country’s National 


Flower. In selecting Vanda Miss Joaquim 
the country has gained unique distinction 
of being the only Nation to have a 
National flower with its original natural 
distribution confined to its own boundries. 
Queensland has the Cooktown Orchid 
(Den. bigibbum) which is 
natural also to 
Indonesia and 
Papua-New 
Guinea, 
Costa 
Rica’s 
Cattleya 
Skinneri first 
appeared in 
Guatemala and 
is widely distrib- 
uted through 
Central America. 
Guatemala’s Lycaste 
vigrinalis is found in Honduras, 
Mexico and El Salvador. The 
State of Minnesota 
(U.S.A.) has Cypri- 
pedium reginae is en- 
demic to China. Visi- 
tors to Thailand, es- 
pecially those who fly 
Thai International Air- 
ways may well conclude that 
the country’s national flower may well 
be the large exotic family of 
Orchidaceae. Inquiries will reveal 
that this supposition to be untrue for 
that honour, for reasons not known 
to the local plant enthusiasts, falls 
to Cassia fistula commonly known 
as the ‘‘Golden Shower Tree’’ and 
is not endemic to Thailand. The 
confusion is understandable in view 
of the extraordinary large number of 
orchids that dazzle the eye where ever one 
looks. Thai International flights are lav- 
ishly provided with the delicate purple 
Den. Pompadour (D. Louis Bleroit x 
Phalaenopsis) commonly referred to by 
the locals as ‘‘Madame’’ which are given 
to passengers on boarding. The logo on 
Thai aircraft is that of Den. Pompadour. 
However most Thais acknowledge 
Cattleya Queen Sirikhit (C. Bow Bells x 
C. Obrienana) as their unofficial National 
Flower. The Orchid Society of South East 
Asia founded 1929 chose Vanda Miss 
Joaquim as its logo. 
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I would like to reproduce an extract 
form the Malayan Orchid Review of 1981 
in which H.N. Ridley described Vanda 
Miss Joaquim for The Gardener’s Chron- 
icle of 24th June 1893. ‘‘Stem and foliage 
exactly that of V. teres, but rather more 
slender, raceme of several flowers over 2 
inches across; dorsal sepal obvate, 
rounded, shorter and broader than V. teres; 
lateral sepals oblong, obovate; sepals 
broad, rounded, blunter and broader than 
those V. teres; petals obovate, spatulate, 





broad, not twisted at the base; all the 
sepals and petals have the waved edges of 
V. hookeriana, the dorsal sepals and petals 
are rosy-violet, the laterals paler, the lip is 
very large and broad, and widely expanded 
as in V. hookeriana, the spur being much 
shorter than in V. teres; lateral lobes 
oblong, one inch long, violet-rose at the 
margin, passing into a fiery orange with a 
yellow disc; median lobe fan shaped, 
notched with a shorter claw and a broader 
blade than in V. teres; it is 1% inch across

and 1% inch long in the hybrid, as 
opposed to % across and 1% inch long in 
V. teres, the margin is waved in V. 
hookeriana, and the base orange, thickly 
spotted with red, the rest of the blade 
violet-rose; the column is glabrous; the 
anther cap narrower and crested; the loculi 
smaller and hardly distinct; the pollen 
masses are bigger and rounder; the pedicel 
broader and not narrowed to a point, and 
the disc is broader and more triangular. 
Summing up the whole plant, it seems to 
have taken the form of V. hookeriana, and 
the colouring of V. teres. It is a very lovely 
plant, and is, I think, a great improvement 
on both the parents, beautiful as they are. 
The plant is now in the Botanic Gardens, 
Singapore, where it is being propogated by 
cuttings.”’ 

Vanda Miss Joaquim has not been used 
very extensively in hybridising and ap- 
pears to have not attained much success. 
Her first mating in 1963 with Asctm. 
curvifolium produced Ascda. Pink Elf 
which was not appealing. The plant car- 
ried about twelve flowers and the shape 
left much to be desired. Vanda Intan (x V. 
Pikul) produced a well overlapped and 
rounded flowers. Ascda. Maui Beauty (V. 
Miss Joaquim x Ascda. Yip Sum Wah) 
registered in 1985 produced a flat, well 
rounded and overlapped flower with excel- 
lent substance. Colour — Apricot with 
brick red labellum. 

For nearly fifty years Vanda Miss 
Joaquim reigned supreme in the cut flower 
trade. With the modern trends in hybridis- 
ing she has faded into oblivion. However 
in her time she did indeed bring much joy 
and happiness to many who received her 
as gifts on very special occasions or had 
the pleasure of admiring her beauty wher- 
ever we met her. 

On this her one hundredth anniversary 
of her registration we wish Vanda Miss 
Joaquim a VERY HAPPY BIRTHDAY 
and thank you for the many pleasures we 
have enjoyed.

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e in Australia were fortunate 
with our first Koolena cross 
(Lyc. Auburn x Lyc. skinneri) as 


this produced many beautiful pinks and 
reds. This cross was first made by the late 
John Ezzy and repeated by the late Leo 
Giles of Wondabah Orchids, then fol- 
lowed Shoalhaven made by John 
Apperley. The late Athol Bell made many 
crosses using mainly Koolenas and 
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Text and Photography ae Alcorn 


Shoalhavens; he made the John Ezzy cross 
(Shoalhaven x Koolena) in memory of his 
great friend. Robert Bell, Athol’s son, 
made the cross Karina (Shoalhaven x 
Macama “Doris May’ HCC/AOC). During 
1969 I made a Macama cross (Koolena x 
Sunrise); these hybrids have won many 
awards and championships and are known 
world wide. 

As an established hybridiser of 25 
years’ experience and after making over 
200 Lycaste crosses I have proved that the 
most important factor in hybridising is 
dominant parents, be it animal, plant or 
species. During 1969 when I began exper- 
imenting with pollination I had little or no 
information of any potential Lycaste 
clones. After years of trial and error I 
found Lyc. Koolena or Lyc. Macama 
clones crossed with an ordinary hybrid or 
species proved to have the most dominant 
influence on breeding. When returning to 
species for new genes in your pool, 
endeavour to get the best possible as I 
have found a great variation in many 
species. After flowering a few, select the 
best for your programme of line breeding;

progress is slow as it takes five years from 
pollination to flowering and this requires 
patience and perseverence. Although a 
cross is successful it does not mean one 
can use parents of the same name and gain 
similar results. Each parent has a certain 
quality that has blended to make the 
success. The Koolena cross was the begin- 
ning of our progress in hybridising fol- 
lowed by the famous Macama cross. This 











W"his beautifully grown and presented 
plant was benched by Mr Bob 
Crossman (from the condition of the plant 
is was obvious that Bob had paid great 
attention to detail when growing the 
plant.) The plant had a lush crown of 
unblemished dark green leaves. 

The plant had 62 racemes of fully open 
flowers, each raceme having an average of 
40 flowers. The flowers were 3cm across 
and green/yellow offset by purple to red 
markings towards the back of the la- 
bellum; as well as the 62 racemes of open 
flowers the plant sported 22 spikes of 
unopened buds. That is a total of around 
2,500 open flowers in total. 

Bob grows the plant in an unheated 
glass house that he has suspended fly wire 
(for shade) about 150mm under the glass, 
the plant is suspended about | metre under 
that. Bob has adapted 2 x 200mm black 
plastic pots by cutting the bottom out of 
the top pot and riveting the two pots 
together to form an elongated pot about 








Macama cross which has proved so out- 
standing has produced many shades of 
pink to dark reds such as Macama 
‘Jocelyn’ AM/AOC, Macama ‘Doris 
May’ HCC/AOC, Macama ‘Princess’ 
HCC./AOC, Macama ‘Radiance’ AM/ 
AOC. The Koolena and Macama crosses 
have also gained awards and many cham- 
pionships. I believe these two crosses are 
some of the best made in Australia — a 
few have proved excellent parents. 


During the last few years we have 
proved the Kiama cross (Macama x 
Koolena) to be the equal to the famous 
Macama cross. Followed by Wyong 
(Macama x skinneri Snow Flakes), Karina 
(Shoalhaven x Macama), Sunset (John 
Ezzy x Koolena Sunset), Silver Medal 
10th W.O.C.

450mm long, Bob has drilled holes along 
the side of the pot to assist air circulation 
and drainage. 

Bobs potting mix consists of 4 parts 
Pine bark, 1 part peanut shells, 1 part 
bracken fern, 1 part shell grit and 1 part 
sheep manure. The plant is fertilized twice 
monthly with ‘‘Phostrogen.’’ Bob waters 
twice weekly in the morning in winter and 
every second evening in summer. The 
temperature ranges from 37deg C in sum- 
mer to down to 4 deg C in winter. 

Bob is a quiet achiever of the Orchid 
World and it is good to see one of the true 
gentlemen of the Victorian Orchid scene 
presenting a plant and being awarded. Bob 
is a member of many Victorian Orchid 
Clubs and is always keen to help out in 
any way he can, often doing things behind 
the scene. Well done Bob.

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n July 1992, my wife Dorothy and I 
decided to visit Townsville, for a seven 
day holiday. What prompted the de- 
cision, was the close liaison between 
the South Coast Orchid Club of S.A. Inc.

Dorothy and I have 
always fancied ourselves as Cattleya 
growers, but after seeing Ray Smiths 
collection, we are not even close.

We 
then received a phone call from a gentle- 
man who introduced himself as Alan 
Jones. He heard that we were in 
Townsville and offered to show us his 
Orchids and some of the sights of 
Townsville. 

The next morning Alan picked us up 
and took us to his home in Belgain 
Gardens. There we met his wife Fan.

Alan’s collection was quite a varied as- 
sortment of Species, Cattleyas and 
Phalaenopsis. 

We saw fine specimens of Dendrobium 
mortii from New Guinea, Den. discolour 
var broomfieldii and quite a number of 
Spathoglottis. Some of Allan’s Cattleyas 
were also spectacular and a couple that 
come to mind are Lc.

went all too quickly and we had to return 
to Adelaide.

Sydney 
Garden Festival 

April’s annual Sydney Garden Festival 
is well on target for yet another sell-out 
exhibition. The show created by Total 
concept Exhibitions in 1990 for garden 
lovers will have in the order of 150 
participating companies and organisations 
— compared to 80 in its inaugural year. 
The five-day event will again be at the 
Sydney Convention & Exhibition Centre 
Darling Harbour in two halls (April 14-18) 
and will cover 10,000 square metres of 
space. 

Gardening appears to be one of those 
industries destined to wheather the econ- 


omic recession better than many others 
judging from the demand for space at the 
festival. A factor in the festival’s success 
has been its ability to generate business. 
Many previous exhibitors are back with 
many new names exhibiting. 

In common with other hobbies success- 
ful gardening requires expertise and the 
festival has the added appeal of providing 
visitors with a variety of experts among 
whom are Graham and Sandra Ross, 
authors and broadcasters, with their 
theartre/gardening clinic to answer visi- 
tors’ problems. Many exhibitors are 
specialist growers and provide ideal 
sources of information. 

The big breakthrough for the organisers 
in recent shows has been the increasing 
recognition by the florist industry of the 
show’s marketing value. The Prefessional 
Florists Assn. of NSW has a major 
demonstration exhibit to promote mem- 
ber’s expertise. this year the florists’ 
exhibit will be adjacent to a major display 
by the NSW Flower Growers’ Assn. 
These will provide a massive splash of 
colour. Another demonstration exhibit 
will be that of the Workskill Foundation 
using the festival for their National Land- 
scape Competition. 

The element of the unexpected has been 
a hallmark of the festival’s appeal.

George McKerow 


Orchid grower extraordinaire 


George McKerow was an orchid grower with that natural flair of growing things 
— a green thumb! George spent his first 45 years at Lismore, on the NSW north 
coast, before moving to Bexley in 1961. Here he set up his orchid houses. A glass 
house for his Cattleyas and a bush house for his Cymbidiums. He grew his plants 
to perfection — large bulbs and numerous spikes. He was a member of the St 
George and Parramatta Societies. For a while he was Vice-President and assistant 


editor of the Parramatta Orchid Society. 


George was always ready for a chat and a cup of tea. As time went on his 
interest waned a little on his Cymbidiums, but then devoted more attention to his 
Cattleyas. C. Portea ‘Canizarro’ was one of his favourites. In fact he bought the 


first piece from Frank Slattery. 


In 1974 George packed up his orchids and headed for Old Bar. He found that 
Cymbidiums would not grow so well close to the sea, so they were transported 
around to Ted Gregory’s at Taree. Cattleyas were now his favourites. He searched 
the world for the best divisions and mericlones. Many growers dropped in for a 
chat while passing through. While at Old Bar he became a member of the local 


society. 


In his later years he was troubled by a 
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dicky heart and bad hips. He then decided 
to give Cattleyas up and grow Paphiopedilums. Again he grew them to perfection. 
He produced flowers in the shortest possible time. 

In November ’91 he decided to give orchids up and retire to Tweed Heads. He 
said no more orchids! — maybe just a couple! 

George is now looking after all those orchids up in heaven with all of those 
other fine orchid growers. Orchid growers have indeed lost a friend.

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The Victorian Orchid Club 
70th Anniversary 


he Victorian Orchid Club, the oldest 
orchid club in Australia, celebrates its 
Seventieth Anniversary this year. 

On a May evening (the 7th) in 1923 
thirteen people met in East Malvern to 
discuss the formation of an Orchid Club. 
The outcome of that meeting was the 
formation of the Premier Orchid club in 
Australia . . . THE VICTORIAN OR- 
CHID CLUB. 

Since that meeting seventy years ago at 
Mr David Chandlers house (Mr Chandler 
was the V.O.C.’s first Secretary), the 
V.O.C. has been one of the prime movers 
in Orchid Promotion in Australia. The 
V.O.C. was one of the first State Govern- 
ing Orchid Bodies to establish an Affili- 
ated Societies Forum (to offer the Affili- 
ated Societies a path to The A.O.C. for the 


tabling of agenda items at A.O.C. Annual 
Conferences.) The V.O.C. continues to 
encourage its Affiliated Societies to be 
involved in-A.O.C. matters. 

The V.O.C. (inc) has been very active 
since its inception, and only suspended 
activities briefly during the War Years. 
Meetings and full club activities resumed 
in 1944 and club membership grew stead- 
ily from this time. Membership of the 
V.O.C. (inc) now numbers in the hun- 
dreds. 

Since inception the V.O.C. (inc) has 
been involved in staging many outstand- 
ing Orchid Shows, Workshops, Confer- 
ences and Australian Orchid Conferences. 
Over the years the V.O.C. (inc) has 
donated large sums of money to various 
charities, given away thousands of Or- 


chids and has contributed greatly to the 
cultural edification of Victorian Orchid 
growers. 

In 1960 all State Orchid Bodies met 
with a view to forming a National Auth- 
ority to set National Judging standards and 
a National system of Awards. As the result 
of that meeting the Australian Orchid 
Council was formed. 

The V.O.C (inc) plans to have an 
Anniversary Dinner later in the year, 
(further details shall be advised.) In the

The Origin of Nightcliff 
Orchid Society 


he Nightcliff Orchid Society was orig- 
inally masterminded by _ three 
Nightcliff ladies — Nancy O’Hara, 

Eileen Buhr and Mary Wake and to the 

best of my knowledge the Society was 

founded for the following reasons:— 

1. To provide a meeting place in the 
Northern suburbs for people interested 
in becoming orchid growers — we were 
to be a fledgling club — using the 
expertise of people like Eileen to ar- 
range the purchase of suitable orchids 
from Queensland. 

2. To provide a venue where people could 
learn all about orchids without develop- 
ing an acute inferiority complex! 
Darwin members, including Nancy (our 
first President) Eileen, Mary, Ev 
Wilson and later Jean Walsh joined us 
and brought their knowledge and ex- 
perience to our ranks. They were happy 
to discuss our problems and answer all 
questions. In other words if you were a 
long term orchid grower, knew what 
you were talking about and up to the 
standard of judging and comparing 
well-grown blooms Darwin Orchid 
Society (as the N.T. Group was then 
titled) and thought it was Christmas 
when an orchid actually bloomed (even 
it the flowers were a bit scruffy) well — 
you joined the beginners. There defi- 
nitely was room and need for the two 
groups — which, incidentally, have 
both prospered. 
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3. Thirdly — provision had to be made for 
members to actually see where and how 
to grow their orchids. As members 
become established we visited each 
other’s gardens — meetings were held 
at a different venue each month. Some- 
times we were invited to visit the 
established garden of a Darwin grower 
and came away much enlightened. 
When Hans and Pat Sacshe joined the 
club we had another lovely established 
collection to visit. 

We all took along everything we 
could produce to meetings and really 
staged some beautiful displays. 

We even graced the original Fred’s

IMPORTANT NOTICE TO REGISTRANTS 


1. Application forms 

From 1 January 1994 no applications will 
be accepted on forms printed before July 
1990 (the date concerned is printed at the 
base of the reverse side of the form). This 
is necessitated by recent changes in the 
procedures and requirements for registra- 
tion, which leaves earlier versions contain- 
ing too much inaccurate information. If 
new applications are not to be delayed then 
it is in a registrant’s interests to ensure 
they are using an up-to-date form. 


2. Photocopied forms 

Other than in the most exceptional circum- 
stances applications using photocopies of 
the official form are not acceptable. Any 
such copies must be complete, double- 
sided, trimmed to the exact (A4) size of 
the official form and should always be 
made from a blank of current printing.

3. Photographs 
Please remember NOT to staple any 
photograph to the application but to write 
on the back either the proposed grex name 
or the parentage. 


4. Mailing applications. 

Applicants may like to note that Express 
Mail and similar premium air-mail ser- 
vices tend to be delayed in the post for two 
reasons: (a) they are delayed for inspection 
by customs (b) they are not delivered to 
the Registration Office with the ordinary 
mail, but arrive separately several hours 
(or even days) later. 


5. Credit Notes 

The Registrar would like to remind appli- 
cants to use their credit notes! More than 
200 are currently outstanding. In future 
credit notes will be marked as valid for a 
maximum of 5 years. 


6. Report from the International 
Registrar 

a) At the ORAC Meeting held on 8 
December 1992 the International Registrar 
reported that applications were now nor- 
mally processed within 3 days of receipt 
and returned to the applicant within a week 
of the processing date. This was being 
achieved despite an increase of c1000 
applications a year over the 1990 level. 


The Committee congratulated the 


Registrars on this very positive and wel- 
come achievement, which did much to 
justify the considerable time and expense 
the society has spent in computerising the 
Orchid Register. 


The Society intends that the registration 
process should be maintained at or near 
these levels of response (always allowing, 
of course, for staff holidays!) 

b) The database continues to be amended 
and up-dated, removing past errors, up- 
dating nomenclature and adding to the lists 
of applicant names and addresses. Users of 
the forthcoming version two of the Regis- 
ter on compact disc will see notable 
improvements in this latter respect. 

c) Double length lists of new registrations 
(ie c425 entries) were published in all 
editions of The Orchid Review in the latter 
half of 1992. Under its new RHS manage- 
ment this publication is to appear bi- 
monthly in future, so all lists will now be 
of at least this length. In addition it will be 
possible to have some longer lists (600 or 
more entries) when this is required to clear 
a back-log in publication. 


7. Starting point for publication of grex 
names 

As International Registration Authority for 
Orchid Hybrids the Society has designated 
the original volume of Sander’s List of 
Orchid Hybrids (Sander, 1947) as the 
starting point for the valid publication of 
Orchid grex names. 


8. Synonyms 

Following further discussion by ORAC it 
was acknowledged that the system of 
horticultural equivalents remained of con- 
siderable value in promoting stability in 
the nomenclature of cultivated orchids. 
Their use would be continued but the 
Registrar would be free to judge each 
individual case on its merits. 


9. The Handbook on Orchid Nomencla- 

ture and Registration 

The completely revised 4th edition of the 

Orchid Handbook is scheduled for publi- 

cation in April and copies will be available 

at the 14th World Conference in Glasgow.

This is the book that cymbidium 
growers all over the world have been 
waiting for. The 98 pages are packed full 
of information for the beginner grower as 
well as the commercial grower. 

Basically the book is divided into three 
sections. A. Your Cymbidium: For the 
beginner or grower who would like to 
maximise their plants flowering potential. 
This section is divided into ten chapters. 
B. Getting interested. This section has 
three chapters. 

C. For the enthusiast. For the serious 
enthusiast and commercial growers, this 
third section introduces the world of breed- 
ing and genetics, predicts what treats are 
in store for the future, and concludes with 
a statement suggesting the need for a code 
of Ethics within the Cymbidium industry. 
This section has five interesting chapters. 

Graham and Sue Guest are prominent 
South Australian Cymbidium growers. 
They have been growing this wonderful 
genus for 15 years and are the proprietors 
of ‘‘Guests Orchids’’. 

Once you open the first page you are 
confronted with a wonderful sketch of a 
mad orchid grower watering his pet 
Cymbidium with the exclamation. What is 
a Cymbidium?? This chapter romps 
through the botany of a Cymbidium. 1 
liked chapter two. The sketch to start the 
chapter is a chap holding his pet cymbid in 
one arm and a smart dog on a lead being 
held with the other hand. The heading is 
What Cymbidiums Really Want — A 
home away from home. The information 
is well set out in an easy to read fashion. 
Every chapter is extremely well set out. 
There are many B&W sketches and photos 
of plants throughtout the book. There are 
also many colour plates of excellent qual- 
ity blooms throughout the book. 

This is a book that once you start to read 
it you can’t put it down. The summary at 
the end of chapter 16 should be read by all 
commercial growers. 

‘‘Many a hobbyist orchid grower has 
developed a small business/cottage indus- 
try from the sale of cymbidiums. With the 
emergence of the pot plant industry, 
coupled with the recession of the early 
1990’s the viability of these small con- 
cerns is threatened. It would appear that 
the need for a Cymbidium growers associ- 
ation is timely, in particular to support and 
promote the development of increased 
local interest in orchids, and to promote 
opportunities in export trade.”’

Australian Indigenous Orchids — 
Volume I (Second Edition) 


Published by Surrey Beatty and Sons

The Sixth World Orchid Conference in 
Sydney in 1969 was memorable for any 
number of reasons, but to me the outstand- 
ing memory was my first look at two 
landmark books in the history of Austra- 
lian Orchids. These were the Complete 
Edition of Orchids of Australia by W. H. 
Nicholls and Australian Indigenous Or- 
chids by A. W. Dockrill. I was a poor 
university student with an interest in the 
classification of orchids who could really 
not afford a copy of either book, but 
despite this I soon ended up the proud 
owner of both. I paid the princely sum of 
$18 for Australian Indigenous Orchids 
and have never for one moment regretted 
it. Since then copies of this book have 
become impossible to obtain except at a 
price tag in the hundreds of dollars and I 
have often thought what a pity it was that 
this gold mine of information was not 
available again and I would strongly 
advise all orchid lovers obtain a copy. 

The second edition of Australian Indi- 
genous Orchids has proved such a mam- 
moth publishing task that it has been 
divided into two volumes and this review 
concerns itself with Volume 1. It covers 
the Subfamilies Apostasioideae, 
Spiranthoideae, Orchidoideae, and half of 
Epidendroideae including genera such as 
Habenaria, Anoectochilus, Pterostylis, 
Phaius, Malaxis, Cadetia and about half 





of Dendrobium. The second volume will 
include the remainder of Epidendroideae 
including Dendrobium, Bulbophyllum, 
Cymbidium and the Tribe Vandeae 
(Sarcochilus, Phalaenopsis etc). 

I am assured by the publishers, Surrey 
Beatty and Sons, that Volume 2 will 
appear later in the year, thus giving orchid 
lovers a chance to stage the purchase. I am 
also told that Volume 2 will include even 
more than Volume 1 and as the page 
numbering in the index runs up to at least 
page 1036 it will be a volume of similar 
size to Volume 1 which has 524 pages plus 
Appendix, Index, Preface etc. 

The scope of the book is the epiphytic 
orchids of Australia and the terrestrial 
orchids of the tropics — so that all orchids 
occurring north of the tropic (about half of 
the land mass of Australia) are included 
along with all epiphytic orchids. The first 
edition described over 300 species and 
other taxa and a further 50 have been 
discovered since then. In addition there 
have been some 59 of name changes to the

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BOOK REVIEWS 


orchids covered by this book. 

I presume that I do not need to detail the 
layout of Australian Indigenous Orchids 
— it is well known to most people with an 
interest in orchids, and the second edition 
follows exactly the format of the first 
edition with a full page drawing of each 
species. In a few cases (eg Didymoplexis 
pallens) new drawings have been provided 
to replace the 1969 versions. The draw- 
ings are not artistic masterpieces, but are 
careful, competent illustrations which help 
in identification. For those botanically- 
minded, a full botanical description and 
synonymy are given and, for those with a 
more general interest, the notes on distri- 
bution and habitat and the short non- 
technical descriptions are most useful. A 
series of ‘‘comments’’ have been added to 
many of the descriptions concerning latest 
ideas in taxonomy and other matters. Keys 
are provided to all levels of the classifica- 
tion and, in addition, the author has 
provided a ‘‘General Key to the Australian 
genera of Orchidaceae (disregarding clas- 
sification)’’ as an Appendix. One can only 
marvel at the patience and long hours that 
must have gone into producing these aids 
to identification which seem to be so often 
omitted from recent literature. The author 
has chosen to follow the system proposed 
by R.L. Dressler (The Orchids, Natural 
History and Classification; 1981) which 
remains the most up to date complete 
classification and as a result the arrange- 
ment of the second edition is more ‘‘natu- 
ral’’ than the first edition. 

The book is liberally sprinkled with 47 
pages of colour plates illustrating 66 
different species or varieties. In a few 
cases plates have been printed sideways or 
upside down and in one or two places they 
have been credited incorrectly. Most of the 
photographs are of good quality but a few 





are less than perfect. It is a little annoying 
to see the author’s careful botanical illus- 
trations referred to as “‘sketches’’ in the 
captions to the colour plates. While we are 
on these minor blemishes, there has been 
an unfortunate misspelling of Gerald 
McCraith’s name in the List of Colour 
Plates and in the individual photo credits. 
However it is correct in the text and, in 
fact, typographical errors are hard to find 
in the text which is where it really counts. 
All in all, these small errors are insignifi- 
cant in a monumental work of 524 pages. 

The author has taken a stance on the 
recent proliferation of names. With the 
classic examples of Dendrobium 
speciosum and D. tetragonum he has 
chosen to retain the concept of a single 
species and a series of varieties. With the 
terrestrial species such as Arthrochilus, 
where five new species have recently been 
described, he comments ‘‘The first five 
species ... closely resemble Arthrochilus 
irritabilis F. Muell. They all have a 
similar arrangement of organs and a rather 
general similarity of shape of them, differ- 
ing only in minor details of these organs. 
As a consequence, it is likely that some 
orchidologists will prefer to look upon the 
five as forms or variants of A. irritabilis.”’ 
Similar comments appear elsewhere in the 
book and provide a contrary view on the 
concept of a species in the Orchidaceae to 
that being commonly espoused elsewhere, 
but one which is likely to be met with 
support by many of the orchid fraternity. 

As with the first edition this is a 
milestone in orchid publishing. It is 
strongly recommended for all orchid 
lovers, be they professional botanists, 
hobby growers or field naturalists. It 
represents a lifetime’s dedication by the 
author and will reward the purchaser with 
a lifetime’s pleasure.

One must adapt to his or her climatic 
conditions if living in another country 
other than the U.S.A. Most of the main 
genera are described in the book. Usually 
a few notes on their habitat and who 
described the genus. At the end of the 
chapter is usually a basic check list on the 
genus such as light, temperature, hu- 
midity, fertilizer, water, compost and rest! 
Temperatures are given in the old scale, so 
you will have to convert to Celcius. 

I enjoyed the book as it was different. It 
is worth reading just to bring up your 
knowledge on our beautiful species — 
relaxing.

The medium in which 
orchids grow does however have a pro- 
found influence on the way an orchid 
develops genetically. 

The Scottsdale Orchid Club has grown 
orchids in pure horse manure for many 
years with magnificent results. I have 
grown orchids in horse manure “‘the natu- 
ral way’’ for fifteen years and have noticed 
significant improvement to all aspects of 
the plant. The most notable of the im- 
provements are; larger bulbs, more spikes 
with a greater number of flowers, flowers 
are bigger. It is common to have spikes on 
back bulbs and I have had three back bulbs 
with two growths that have produced two 
spikes long before a new bulb was grown. 

I believe horse manure is a perfectly 
balanced medium with a diet of hormones, 
bacteria and fungi a bonus. I also believe 
that to grow Bill Johnsons Cym. Ovens 
Valley ‘‘Miranda Joy’’ in horse manure 
will help it get an R.C.C. 

For readers who have doubts, you have 
the unique opportunity of proving the 
above information at the Scottdale Confer- 
ence Show in September where there will 
be speakers discussing Cymbidiums 
grown “‘The natural way’’ and how to get 
a Virus free collection. |

chid Society of NSW), was held over 
eight days from the 7th to 14th September 
1992 at the Coffs Harbour Civic Centre. 

It was a very wise move on the part of 
the conference committee to allow plenty 
of time for the set up of the displays. It 
certainly paid off, as the finished result 
was a credit to the various exhibitors who 
put a lot of time and thought into their 
design and construction. The theme of 
each display was to represent their various 
districts. 

The best display was won by the Tweed 
District Orchid Society. The background 
theme was a mock up of Mt. Warning and 
was used to best advantage by having a 
gully in the centre with a very good 
display of natives and mixed genera, that 
blended into the background. On the left 
was a mass of well grown and equally well 
flowered soft cane Dendrobiums display- 
ing a mass of blending colours. Imitation 
rock face was used to show off 
Phalaenopsis trailing down, as if they had 
grown there. Next came Cattleyas and 
other miscellaneous plants that finished 
off the display down to floor level. 

For one who watched the displays go 
together it makes you realize why growing 
orchids is such a pleasure with all the 
banter and good fellowship that went on 
during their construction. 

Second place went to Macleay Valley 
Orchid Society who had a very good 
display of quality Phalaenopsis, Cattleyas, 
Dendrobiums and miscellaneous, with one 
outstanding first flowering Cattleya that 
caught my eye. 

Third place went to Woolgoolga Orchid 
Society with an outstanding painted back 
drop of a typical forest that blended into 
bush, with an Indian Temple on the right 
side of the display, giving you the im- 
pression that you were driving into 
Woolgoolga. They also had a stream that 
emerged from under a log and ran down 
through ferns to a pond. The exhibit 
mainly consisted of natural moss coated 
logs with the flowers placed in a way to 
give the impression that they actually grew 
there. Some good quality orchids were on 
show. 

The best display by a Commercial 
Grower went to Banana Coast Orchids. 
This was an outstanding exhibit, made up 
of nearly all soft cane Dendrobiums, with

all the brightest colours mixed in with 
other genera to add more colour. 

Second place went to Robertsons Or- 
chids. This was a small display of quality 
and colourful = Phalaenopsis —_ and 


Paphiopedilums, with some very good 
primary hybrids of dark Paphiopedilums. 
Third place went to Harbour Orchids 
who also had an outstanding display,but 
lacked the colour of the exotic orchids. 
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Best Display was won by the Tweed District Orchid Society.

The display was set in a comer and was 
very well put together with a back drop of 
a bush setting that finished right to the 
floor with moss. It was a credit to Craig 
for a very fine effort. 

Casino Orchid Society had a back drop 
depicting the Casino meatworks, the beef 
capital of Australia from 1864 — 1992. 
Cattleyas, Dendrobiums, Phalaenopsis, 
species and miscellaneous natives dressed 
with moss coated logs to floor level. 

Buck Harris gave us a lesson on well 
grown Cymbidiums which were bigger 
than anything else we have ever seen 
before. 

Some of the bulbs looked more like 
palm bases because of the way the leaves 
grew from the bulbs which were, at least, 
twice as big again as any bulbs I have ever 
seen on well grown plants. 

Northern Rivers Species Society had 
prepared their exhibit with a minimum 
amount of work to set up. Their display 
consisted of species that flowered this time 
of year in the Northern Rivers, and was 
finished off with Tillansea. 

Port Macquarie & Camden Haven Or- 
chids Society had Lea Acres Native Re- 
serve as their theme. The display was 
nicely put together and consisted of 
Cymbidiums, Paphiopedilums, Cattleyas, 
mixed genera and Natives. 

Coffs Harbour Orchid Society had a 
painted back drop depicting Coffs Har- 
bour, with many soft cane 
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Dendrobiums,Phalaenopsis, Equitant, 
Oncidiums, Ascocendas, Cattleya and 
mixed genera. Water was used to best 
advantage in a well displayed pool. 

Maclean Orchid Society which was 
only established 18 months ago, put on a 
very fine effort with some very well 
grown Phalaenopsis, Cattleyas, 
Oncidiums, Paphiopedilums and natives. 

Grafton Orchid Society used a base 
frame, with holes cut into it, to hold the 
plants of mixed genera, Phalaenopsis, 
Cattleyas, Cymbidiums, Dendrobiums 
and Terrestrials. 

Nambucca Valley Orchid Society had 
imitation grass, with logs, right along the 
front of their exhibit. The back drop had 
their name painted on a white background 
dressed with Tillansea, as was the rest of 
the exhibit down to floor level. 
Paphiopedilums, Cattleyas, | Odonto- 
glossums, Oncidiums, Lycastes, Natives 
and miscellaneous adorned the display. 
These exhibits took up the main floor of 
the hall with the stage made up of table top 
exhibits. 

Stuart Hayden had a very full table of 
top quality Phalaenopsis including the 
Reserve Champion of show. Phal. 
Orglade’s Springview ‘Queenslander’. 
Champion Native Phal. amabalis. Cham- 
pion hard cane Dendrobium: Den. 
Queensland Gold ‘Queenslander’ and 
Paph. rothschildiania. Stuart received 3 
H.C.C.’s plus many other prizes for his 
small exhibit. 

Don and Enid Amey had a 2 metre table 
top of Papiopedilums, mainly species with 
some hybrids with a centre piece of Paph. 
armeniacum, well displayed. 

Neville Anderson had 2 table top dis- 
plays of 2 metres, one of species with a 
speciman plant of Dendrochilum tenellum 
‘Kerrie’ as centre piece and a table top of 
Native Orchids. 

Warmambool Orchids had a very fine 
exhibit of Odontoglossums which were all 
very well displayed. They had been tied to 
the top of the spike so they could be

carried from Victoria some 2000km away. 

The Grand Champion of the show came 
out of this display: Oda. Kaleidoscope 
“Hopkins Purple’. This plant also received 
aH.C.C. 

R. Bathersby had a table top of mixed 
genera which was very well displayed, 
being the winner in the section. It was his 
first effort to stage an exhibit. Well done. 

There was also a table top of cut 
Cymbidiums from South Australia. 

Norm Mitchell had a small table top of 
Natives that was a real credit to him. He 
took out Champion Native plus several 
other prizes. 

There was a very good range of 
speakers at the conference held next door, 
in the R.S.L. hall. 

Ray Clements spoke on natives, show- 
ing his shade house and how he gets 
maximum air circulation by having only 
shade cloth from bench to ground level. 
He has nothing at all growing on the floor. 
The shade house is in an open paddock 
with his bull as watch dog. 

Harry Akagi from H & R Orchids of 
Hawaii spoke on Negro _ Hirsute 
Dendrobiums. These new hybrids are 
going to be the Dendrobiums of the future 
as they last up to 5 to 10 weeks with a 
wide range of colours and flower sizes. 
One outstanding slide showed green/ yel- 
low flower that caught my eye. There is a 
wide range of plant sizes from a few 
inches to 3 feet tall. This family have 
black hairs on the bulbs and some plants, 
on the leaves. The D. cruenatum crosses 
often flower more than twice a year and 
last up to 8 weeks. 

Terry Morrissey spoke on organic 
fertilizer and sprays, which was illustrated 
with some very well grown Catasetums in 
his organic mixture. The more Terry 
talked, the more we got bogged down with 
his science. 

Phil Altman spoke an Odontoglossums, 
etc. Phil’s first words of advice were: ‘‘If 
you want to grow a new genus you must 
be prepared to put a lot of work into 

















them’’. The most important thing he 
stressed was never overpot' or 
overfertilize. Phil takes them out of the 
flask and puts them in pure Sphagnum and 
does not mind if it grows up around the 
plant. They are then planted into a slightly 
large pot using Sphagnum and polystyrene 
and often sees the first flower 2 years out 
of the flask. 

Sheldon Takasaki from Carmela Orchids 
of Hawaii spoke on Phalaenopsis. 
Sheldon gave us some very interesting 
opening remarks on his nursery, then 
proceeded to show his slides on 
Phalaenopsis and what a magnificant dis- 
play of colour. From deep pinks to nearly 
red then through the yellows and whites. 
Phalaenopsis must have perfect conditions 
to grow as they are warm growing orchids. 

Harold Koopowitz from Paphanatics 
Unlimited of the U.S.A. spoke on 
Paphiopedilums and was very good, es- 
pecially on their vinicolors and breeding 
programme. One thing he mentioned was 
that they are not having much success in 
selfing or crossing the Chinese 
Paphiopedilums. 

Buck Harris spoke on Cymbidiums and 
what a lesson he gave those of us who are 
Cymbidiums growers. Buck told us how 
he grows them up to five feet off the 
ground and how they are watered and 
fertilized. When he waters the plants he 
uses a container fitted to his hose that 
contains magamp and he swears by it. 
Buck had the biggest bulbs I have ever 
seen on Cymbidiums and the most flowers 
per spike. The spikes were up to twice as 
long as we usually see them. A woman 
from South Australia remarked his bulbs 
put her in mind of travellers palms because 
of the way the leaves grow from the bulb. 
The bulbs were at least 10 inches high. 
One of his slides showed a bulb that had 6 
spikes coming from it, including one from 
the top of the bulb. Buck only allows 2 
spikes to come from any bulb and breaks 
off the extras. 

Lew De Phillips, a Genetics Engineer 
gave a very interesting lecture on where 
we will be heading in the future, as we 
will be able to grow any colour we desire. 

Ken Hipkins gave a most interesting 
talk on Cattleyas and he sure knew his 
subject and where we are going in future 
breeding. 

We then finished up with all speakers on 
stage to answer questions for about 1 hour. 
It all went too quickly and was very well 
received by everybody. The speakers were 
then presented with a token gift. 

I am sure people attending the Confer- 
ence went home with more knowledge 
about growing their plants and should 
have had a most enjoyable time. For those 
who missed out, there is talk of another 
Conference in a couple of years, so watch 
your A.O.R. for notification and avoid 
missing out. |

STOCKING THE NURSERY 

Most orchid growers who intend to go 
commercial do so over a period of time. 
Usually they have been growing orchids as 
a hobby and then they find that they have a 
surplus of flowers that usually stay on the 
plant till the flowers die. So to save this 
waste of flowers they look around for 
markets. This often means the local florist 
then an exporter of orchid blooms. By 
then they have a large collection of 
approximately one or two thousand plants, 
which is not enough to supply an overseas 
customer or make a living out of locally. — 

To increase stock there are four ways of 
doing so: 

1. Buy flasks of seedlings. 

2. Buy seedlings, usually 100mm, pot 
size. 

3. Buy mericlones. 

4. Buy mature flowering size plants... 


WHAT IS THE BEST WAY? 

If you have an exclusive importer it is 
very good for him if he can supply his 
customer with exclusive blooms, i.e. 
blooms that no one else has. To do this, 
seedlings are the way to go. This is a long 
range plan for it takes from three to five 
years to get seedlings into flower. One 
“must remember, that not all seedlings will 
be of the colour or quality that you will 


want. ie Ds 


Mericlones have been very popular over 
the last few years. With mericlones you 
know the colour, the size of flower, time 
of flowering and of course, the quality. 
The problem of this method is that most 
growers will have the same collection as 


you. But remember, mericlones have their 


place in a collection. They can be used to 
fill in gaps in the collection. 

Buying mature plants is expensive, but 
at least you will get plants that will flower 
the next flowering season. Most commer- 
cial nurseries have mature plants for sale, 


and the other alternative is the orchid 


auctions. 
_ When buying seedlings one wonders 
what would be the best plants to buy. One

reasonable percentage of quality plants. 
Experience is the best teacher of what 
hybrids to purchase. Sometimes a more 
experienced grower may be asked regard- 
ing the track record of certain parents. 

To list certain plants as desirables is 
very questionable as flowers come in and 
out of fashion just like clothes. Below is a 
list of clones that should stay in fashion 
for some considerable time. It is very 
important to remember, that certain clones 
may do better in areas that are close to the 
coast, than an area thirty kilometres in- 
land.

Remember, when setting up your col- 
lection try and decide what market you 
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intend supplying. If you intend to only 
supply the local market you will need 
flowers from Mothers’ Day through to the 
end of October if possible. The most 
favourable colour will be white followed 
by light pink, mid pinks, yellow, cream 
and then green. 

On the export market good quality 
whites are always required. Quality yel- 
lows, mid dark pinks and mid to dark 
greens are also very scarce. So remember 
when setting up your collection keep this 
in mind.

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CULTURAL NOTES 


Cattleyas 


They are certainly the Queen of Or- 
chids. Some of the best catts are now in 
flower. Some of the whites and purples 
through their breeding are now a lot easier 
to grow and flower compared to a decade 
ago. The main thing that we have learned 
is to give the plants plenty of air and do 
not overwater. 

Only water when the plants have dried. 
Do it only in the morning. After watering 
is a good time to apply your favourite 
fertilizer. Some growers give their plants 
an extra application of K.D.L. as soon as 
the flowering sheath appears. Those 
growers who used K.D.L. last year re- 
ported larger — firmer flowers. 

Check your plants for scale ANTI- 
SCALE has been used successfully on 
catts last season. Don’t forget to stake 
your flowering canes. As the buds emerge 
from the sheath, train them up the cane 
and point them in the right direction so as 
the buds do not bunch up. Watch for grubs 
and snails. Many growers have now gone 
over to the B.T.’s such as DIPEL. Re- 
member light breaks down the B.T.’s so 
you will have to keep reapplying the 
product to keep the pest away. (More on 
this in a later issue of A.O.R.) a 


Cymbidiums 

Now that summer has disappeared our 
cymbidiums have settled down to their 
flowering mode. If your plants have 
grown well since last year you should be 
able to see those new spikes appearing. 
Those people who have been lucky enough 
to have some of those ultra early inter- 
mediate or that quaint little golden yellow 
called Cym. Golden Elf ‘Sundust’ should 
now have a few flowers to look at. 

Some growers like to divide their hard 
to grow plants this time of the year. Many 
commercial growers do their reds and 
greens this time of the year as they get less 
bulb shrivel. Those seedlings that are in 
150mm pots and are showing spikes, now 
is a good time to pot them on. After 
potting on give plants a good soaking with 
water and then drench with GARDEN 
PARTY® or WUXAL. Some growers use 
a product called AGROBEST 
KICKSTART. This is used at the rate of 
100ml in 5 litres of water. Those growers 
who use it believe that it gives their plants 
a quick boost after the dividing or potting 
on process. 

Watering is very important this time of 
year. Do not overwater. Keep plants just 
moist. Fertilize weekly with any high 
potassium low nitrogen fertilizer such as 
PETERS BLOSSOM BOOSTER or the 
world famous PHOSTROGEN. Seedlings 
should be kept moving with a weekly 
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April/May 

application of GARDEN PARTY®. 

Watch out for two-spotted mites. These 
must be cleaned up before the flowering 
buds leave their sheaths. This season I 
have been using a mixture of 
NATRASOAP and CODACIDE OIL. 
This worked very well for me after the 
second application. When using these 
products thorough application is essential. 
So far I have not seen any effects of 
phytotoxicity on cymbidiums from seed- 
ling stage to adult. Remember do not 
apply in the heat of the day as the 
overspray can burn the tender foliage. 

I used it in October and again in 
February. Watch for snails, place a few 
pellets in each pot. | 


Lycaste 

With all your repotting behind you, you 
can now sit back and enjoy the flowering 
season, with only a few chores to carry 
out. 

Watering: As the cold weather is now 
with us, check your plants for moisture 
before watering. Only water on sunny 
deys, early in the morning, so as your 
plant will dry before night. 

Fertilizing: This can now be reduced, 
as your bulbs should now be matured, and 
the flower buds will be showing, say half 
strength once a month. 

Insects: Watch out for scale and ants, 
these are easily controlled with a recom- 
mended insecticide, but don’t let the spray 
come in contact with the flower buds, also 
a few snail pellets to each pot will help to 
keep the snails and slugs at bay. 

Flowering: Once your Lycaste starts to 
produce flowers, if you have to move a 
plant, make sure it faces the same way 
from where it came from. Once the buds 
are about to open they should be staked. 
Moving them can damage the flower, also 
when watering don’t wet the flowers as 
this can also damage them, and spoil your 
success at the monthly meeting or show. Hl 


Masdevallia/Dracula 


With cooler, damper weather, now ap- 
proaching, it is time to think about getting 
those Masdevallia and their alliance out of 
flask and established before the onset of 
the winter cold. Mooroolbark is on the 
foothills of the Dandenong ranges around 
40 Km from Melbourne and the climate 
allows us to de-flask all during the winter 
period, with the assistance of a little 
bottom heat and with the plants enclosed 
within a cutting frame, which has pro- 
vision for controlling ventilation as well 
as maintaining the temperature. As there is 
no psuedobulb, best results with the 
Pleurothallidinae, are always obtained, 
with large plants ex flask. 


It has been found to be preferable to 
loosen the top of the flask for a week, or 
even longer, before removing the seed- 
lings, I like to actually remove the top then 
loosely drape a little ‘‘Glad Wrap’’ over 
the top to prevent the ingress of harmful 
plant pathogens. This exposure to the 
normal atmosphere, assists the small 
plants in beginning the hardening process 
and in particular, cuticular developement. 
The flasks must be observed DAILY at 
this stage and at the first sign of any 
infection, the small plants MUST be 
removed and planted up. 

Remove the seedlings by tapping the 
base of the flask on the palm of the hand, 
this will loosen the gel, upend the flask 
and allow the contents to fall into a bowl 
of water, GENTLY! The gel may be 
removed by directing a gentle stream of 
tepid water form the tap over the seedling/ 
gel mass. Any stubborn agar may be 
removed with a camel hair brush, it must 
all come off, moulds, fungi and bacteria, 
love it! Although I no longer recommend 
it, at this point, you may elect to soak the 
seedlings for ten minutes or so, in a 
systemic fungicide, such as Fongarid or 
Alliette, not too strong, delicate 
unhardened tissues will burn, IF I USE IT, 
it is at around 4 of recommended strength. 
RECENTLY, I HAVE ACHIEVED 
STARTLING RESULTS BY NOT 
USING ANY FUNGICIDE, I believe 
fungicides suppress the mycorthizal re- 
lationships and in fact, initially retard 
growth, however, the growing on environ- 
ment MUST be horiculturally clean. For 
my regime, I now only use a fungicide, if 
I feel there is the threat of loosing a batch 
of seedlings. 

Drain the seedlings on a piece of news 
paper then plant up LOOSELY as a 
community pot, into a good quality finely 
chopped Sphagnum which was previously 
microwaved, then, wrung out to a barely 
damp state. This is important. NOT TOO 
WET! Before microwaving on full power 
for 8/10 minutes, I wet the finely chopped 
moss with a weak solution of Maxicrop® 
or other seaweed fertiliser. I do not like the 
chemical fertilisers for this work, as the 
moss can be soured. The seedlings should 
be generously spaced to allow all import- 
ant air movement around the leaf/root 
junction. Take care never to bury this area, 
with your mature plants as well. Spacing 
6/8 seedlings, ina 6 cm. or 2 2 inch squat 
pot is about right. If you do not have an 
enclosure with the correct humidity and 
temperature for the work, say 75% R.H 
with a temperature constantly around the 
18/20 deg. C. mark. Enclose the seedlings 
in a converted Coke bottle or small pot in 
a plastic bag. Bean shoot punnets, cheese 
containers or strawberry containers are 
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other possibilities, the container need not 
be air tight, as the exchange of normal air 
will hasten the hardening process. I have 
never achieved satisfactory results by 
growing the ex flask seedlings inside the 
home. 

Take care the Sphagnum does not dry 
out completely but DO NOT have it 
saturated either. 

A little gentle bottom heat at this stage 
is most beneficial. Observe the seedlings 
regularly for infection or dead leaves, 
remove this material immediately as it is a 
site for the development fungi. The death 
of a few seedlings is natures way of 
weeding out the weaklings which are 
normal in any new batch. After a week, 
new growth of leaf and root tip should be 
observed, 6 weeks should see the little 
plants large enough to be individually 
potted, there is no hurry for this however. 

If you prefer to leave the seedlings 
longer, the introduction of a little weak 
fertiliser to which has been added a few 
drops of ‘‘Formula 20’’, will hasten the 
growth. As the seedlings are enclosed, 





they may be grown in the glass house, find 
a spot where it is neither too hot or cold 
and make sure NO direct sun falls on the 
little plants. Do NOT over water. Con- 
stantly wet will kill! A fine sprayer/ 
atomiser is the preferred method of apply- 
ing just enough water to prevent dehy- 
dration at this critical time. If you can 
collect rain water and it is not acid, use it, 
otherwise, using a fish tank/aquarium 
oxgenator/aerator in a larger bucket, or 
rubbish bin of tap water for a few days, 
will see most of the unwanted additives 
provided for you, by your ever caring 
council, such as chlorine, evaporate. With 
the water near pure and saturated with 
oxygen, as is normal in situ. growth by 
using this oxygen rich water will astound 
you! 

You have carried out this process during 
the Autumn or Spring deflasking seasons, 
the work was done inside, possibly in the 
kitchen, so the opportunity for plant infec- 
tion will have been greatly reduced. Do 
not carry out this work on hot dry days as 
dehydration can occur before the plants are 
in their ‘‘Humidicrib’’. I am also serious 
when I advise the grower to carry out this 
work during or just after rainy weather, the 
extra humidity in the air at this time, will 
assist the plants in establishing during the 
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first few days. All should go well so it is 
possible, with Masdevallia, that your first 
flowers may be seen in as little as 12 to 18 
months time. When the seedlings are 50 to 
60 mm. high, we finally pot into SMALL 
pots with good quality Sphagnum, % 
Sphagnum with 4, at the bottom, of stone, 
crock or bark for drainage, which must be 
excellent and the Sphagnum loose, as air 
MUST reach the roots for best result. An 
excellent additive, is rubbed polystyrene 
granules, which may be added at up to 
20% of the volume of the Sphagnum. The 
polystyrene assists in keeping the Sphag- 
num open and does not, like other addi- 
tives, absorb water. Care should be exer- 
cised in the fertilising of small plants, 
dilute your favorite proven product by at 
least a third of the recommended strength 
before application. Dividing the mature 
plant as well as preparing for the Winter, 
will be looked at in the next notes. | 


Natives 


This is the time of year when prep- 
arations for winter are underway. By now 
dendrobiums should have well and truly 
finished active growth and be starting to 
put out flower spikes. However, it appears 
as if this year there are many new growths 
which are simply not going to have 
finished growing before the end of May 
when the cold weather normally starts. 
There are plants of Dendrobium speciosum 
which are still starting new growths now 
(March) and there are new growths in all 
stages on one plant. One wonders if there 
is going to be a very mild winter or are 
these growths going to be stunted? The 
best move is probably to give the plants as 
much light as possible — without burning 
— to try to harden the new growths and 
get them to put out roots. Growths pro- 
duced earlier appear to be taller and thicker 
than usual and we can hope that they 
flower to match. 

Sarcs seem to have been little affected 
by the weather and at least they are not 
suffering from heatstroke. The milder 
conditions of normally warm areas will 
have suited them well. 

For regular winter maintenance look for 
plants which are not doing well and repot 
if necessary. It is better that they are 
disturbed now rather than left in a large 
pot of potentially wet media with a poor 
root system over winter. Fertilizer with a 
high nitrogen content should have been 
stopped by now and flowering formulas 
well in use. Continue this until the really 
cold weather starts or even occasionally 
over winter if you wish. Do not have 
plants wet on cold nights — water in the 
morning. Watering in general should be 
reduced to dry pots out a little. Now is a 


good time to check for any fungal, bac- 
terial or similar problems and treat them. 
Other pests should be on the decline as the 
weather cools. 

Flowers start to develop over winter for 
most of the cool growing natives so keep 
this in mind when reducing water for the 
cool weather as they can dehydrate and 
result in poor flower quality. Keep the 
humidity up by misting lightly or wetting 
the floor. This is important for the 
Sarcanthinae as they have little to no food 
reserves and will suffer under drought 
conditions. It is also important to watch 
for pests such as snails, slugs, scale and 
mealy bugs. 

In flower now will be some of the 
tropical species such as D. bigibbum and 
its hybrids. That is, if you were able to 
keep the buds from dropping in the cold 
spells of the southern states. Some 
flowered early with very poor, small 
flowers so if your seedlings were a disap- 
pointment give them another chance. Also 
in flower will be that reliable, if smelly, 


Liparis reflexa along with some 
Sarcanthinae hybrids, Dendrobium 
captisyork, D. schneiderae and D. 
bowmannii. There will also be 


Bulbophyllum weinthallii in flower along 
with any confused plants which may be 
flowering for a second or even third time 
this season. 

In the hothouse, remove the shade at the 
end of April and check that the heating is 
working. Now is also a good time to 
remove any dead leaves and old growths 
and generally tidy up before winter as 
decaying material can harbour problems 
over winter — or at any time. Do any 
repairs that are needed as this will help 
reduce the heating bill. Remember to 
move if necessary any plants which like to 
dry out over winter and don’t forget to 
keep watering those that do not. 

Winter is the peak flowering for many 
of the terrestrial species and hybrids, 
particularly Pterostylis, so if you grow 
them you will have flowers now and many 
just starting. Keep plants out of the rain to 
avoid the flowers being flattened and 
tubers rotting from excess water in 
cultivation. | 

Paphiopedilum 

The days are drawing in, the weather is 
cooler and the buds are beginning to 
appear in quantity in the Paph. Collection. 

Regular — but not too frequent — 
watering and fertilising should be con- 
tinued as before. The idea is to prevent the 
plants from drying out whilst avoiding an 
almost sodden condition. Fortunately the 
open nature of bark mixtures allows a fair 
degree of latitude with watering, but the 
potting material is breaking down by now 
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and it will hold moisture for longer than it 
did when fresh. All watering should, by 
now, be done as early in the day as 
practicable. Avoid, if possible, watering 
when the weather is wet — even in the 
glasshouse. 

Shading should be reduced for the 
winter, this is best done shortly after 
Anzac Day. 

As a general rule the white Paphs. begin 
to flower around late April, followed by 
the greens, the reds, the autumn shades 
and finally the spotted varieties late in the 
season. Modern Hybrids, with their very 
mixed ancestry, often depart radically 
from this rule. Many whites, incidentally, 
do not do well under cold conditions. 

If you grow Paphs, for the show bench 
it is important to avoid crooked or asym- 
metrical flowers. This is best done by 
keeping the stems upright and in good 
light from the beginning. Keep an eye out 
for buds caught under leaves and take the 
appropriate action. Whilst the growing 
Stems are too soft to stake within about 50 
mm of the bud, they can be staked when 
they are somewhat longer than this. Stak- 
ing is seldom necessary if the emerging 
buds are kept in good, even light. It is a 
good idea to shift plants, as buds are 


found, to a bright, evenly lit spot where 
they can be well spaced and, preferably, 
faced to the north. This area should be 
well baited for snails and slugs, which 
seldom damage Paph. plants but have no 
such compunction concerning the buds 
and flowers. 

A good Paph. is more likely to catch the 
judge’s eye if the flower looks at him 
rather than at the floor. You can train the 
flower to look slightly upward by allowing 
it to open with the stem leaning foreward 
about fifteen degrees or so. The pot should 
be put in this position when the bud is 
about to open and kept there for about a 
week after the flower has fully opened. 
The bud and stem must always be vertical 
when viewed from the front, otherwise the 
lip will lean to one side. 

I do not advocate any kind of manipu- 
lation using cardboard, tissues, paper clips 
or the like. This invariably produces an 
unnatural looking flower which an experi- 
enced judge can spot at a glance. |

a solid roof and reduce watering. As 
nights become cooler do NOT water in 
afternoon. 


Light: Phalaenopsis will still require up to 
90% shade particularly in tropics. 


Fertiliser: Continue as for February/ 
March. Do not fertilise dry plants — 
always water beforehand. Fertilise weekly 
alternating over a 4 weekly period as 
follows- 
Wk.1. Inorganic low _ nitrogen — 
Campbells A, Aqua-K, etc. 
2. Foliar/Trace elements — Wuxall 
or Field Pak. 
3. Inorganic low nitrogen — as 
above for Wk. 1. 
4. Organic — 
Nitrosol, etc. 


Fish Emulsion, 


Pest Control: Spray with Mancozeb and 
Benlate every 4 weeks or alternatively use 
Ridomil MZ WP which is both a surface 
and systematic fungacide. Use a bacteri- 
cide such as Physan 20 weekly to control 
soft rot. 

Use Pyrethrum or Diazanon every 4 
weeks to control scale and insects. If ants 
are a problem a dose of Lorsban should get 
rid of them. Keep a close watch for mites 
and spray with a miticide as necessary. 


Vandaceous 


Watering: Don’t allow to dry out. If 
orchids are in teak baskets or in pots 
without potting mix, then water 
thoroughly every morning. In hot dry 
conditions, a late afternoon misting is also 
beneficial. If orchids are in fine potting 
mix then watering every second day will 
probably be sufficient. 


Light: Strap leaf vandas, ascocendas and 
other genera with wide leaves require at 
least 50% shade. If you wish to grow 
terete and semi-terete vandas, mokaras, 
arandas, etc.. in full sunlight, then the end 
of May is a good time to start easing them 
out of the shade. 


Fertiliser: Continue as for February/ 
March. Fertilise weekly, alternating over a 
4 weekly period as follows— 

Wk.1. Inorganic low nitrogen — 
Campbells A, Flowfeed HP8, or 
Aqua-k. 

2. Foliar/Trace Element — Wuxall or 
Field Pak. 

3. Inorganic low nitrogen — as for 
Wk.1. 

4. Organic — 
Nitrosol, etc.

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ast flowering season was very excit- 
ing for many reasons, however the 
Hmm highlight of it all, was the number 
and variety of spotted Cymbidium seed- 
lings that were flowered. Spots have 
fascinated me since I first saw Cym. 
Leopard Lady ‘Mary Smith’ in 1982 or 
1983. Since then I have made special 
efforts to select a number of crosses that I 
considered may produce spots. Good 
thinking by a certain other hybridizers, 
careful selection by myself, and a little 
“‘Lady Luck’’, paid off in 1992. 
Somewhere in the background of most 
of these seedlings, either as a parent or a 
grandparent were Cym. Doris Aurea or 
Cym. Tethys. The exception to these were 
the beautifully shaped blooms of the 
seedlings produced from Cym. Culpaulin 
‘Goldmine’ x Cym. Wallara ‘Gold Nug- 
get’, some of which were pure colours, 
and Cym. Culpaulin ‘Goldmine’ x (Cym. 
Miretta x Cym. Wyanga) which were 
either a little on the oblong side or very 
starry. Both the Cym. Culpaulin crosses, 
with the exception of one bright pink one 
were in shades of yellow or green. 





Cym. Doris Aurea x Cym. Kurun 
produced many free flowering, multispik- 
ing pink seedlings, many with spots, but 
the flower size in most cases were very 
small for standards. When Dean Roesler 
and Peter Chiles crossed Cym. Claude 
Pepper “Tawny Port’ (Cym. Rincon x 
Cym. Doris Aurea) with Cym. Tethys 
‘Black Magic’, Dean said to me that he 
anticipated flowering many beautiful 
pinks with spots and lovely colourful 
labellums for the pot plant market. This 
was good thinking, as the vigour and 
spotted genes of Cym. Doris Aurea mixed 
with the spotted genes from Cym. Tethys, 
made the odds of achieving his dream very 
probable. Since that time I have flowered 
over thirty of this cross, some with a few 
spots, a wide variety of colours from 
insipid yellow to dark reds, but it was not 
until the very last one to flower last year, 
that I saw ‘“‘Deans Dream’’ fulfilled. Dean 
and Peter also remade Cym. Mission Park 
(Cym. Tethys x Cym. Vieux Rose), which

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so far has produced many pastel pinks with 
darker spots. Unfortunately, so far, these 
have all been in the pot plant category as 
the shape leaves a lot to be desired. 
Having said that, the everyday person off 
the street does find them very attractive. 


By far the most exciting crosses that 
were flowered at Cymbidium City Orchids 
last year came from across the Tasman. 
Cym. James Wattie “Black Midnight’ 
(Cym. Doris Aurea x Cym. Solana Beach) 
x Cym. Huckleberry Mountain “‘Magic 
Mushroom’? (Cym. Claudona x Cym. 
Scaramouche), produced numerous vibrant 
colours. Most with dark lips and many 
with beautiful spots as well. The colours 
ranged from sand, through pink, yellow, 
orange, bronze to tan, all were free 
flowering, most with strong upright spikes 
of fairly well shaped blooms. Cym. Robin 
‘Freckles’ (Cym. Khyber Pass x Cym. 
Doris Aurea) crossed with Cym. James 
Wattie was responsible for some real

stunners, restricted to shades of green with 
brown spots and lovely colourful la- 
bellums. I am anxiously looking forward 
to the seedlings that have yet to flower. 
(Cym. Robin x Cym. James Wattie) 
‘Banksia Park’ is the best of this cross so 
far. Cym. Claude Pepper ‘Compact’ x 
Cym. Red Beauty also produced some 
beautiful spotted Cymbidiums. Variety 
‘August Leopard’ whilst not award shape, 
has a large amount of what I call ‘“‘Eye 
Appeal’’ and it brought many fabulous 
comments by those who saw it. It 
multispikes and has good presentation on 
arching spikes. 


In all, Cymbidium City Orchids 
flowered over fifty spotted Cymbidium 
seedlings in 1992. I am sure that there are 
many other spotted seedlings being 
flowered throughout Australasia and, 
judging from the customers response to 
those spectacular spots, there is a huge 
demand for more. Many of ours will be 
cloned and hybridized with to meet this 
demand. 


Considering the popularity of spotted 


Cymbidiums, perhaps it is time to ask the 
Australian Orchid Council to create a 
separate, new class for Spotted 
Cymbidiums. Currently, “‘Any Other 
Colour’? would be where they would go, 
but I find this inadequate as they have a 
whole range of colours all of their own. 
Some feedback by way of letters to the 
AOC, either via your affiliated club or 
society, or direct to them, may encourage 
them to become a little more progressive 
and look at creating new classes. 


I hope you all enjoy your spotted 
Cymbidiums and look forward to sharing 
the beauty of mine with you at our nursery 
or at your Orchid Club or Society. Good 
flowering 1993. ia

DACTYLORCHIS LATIFOUA KNABENKRAUT 
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Orchid Stamps

ith the European map being 
redrawn with the amalgamation 
of East and West Germany and 


many other countries breaking up, changes 
will take place in the stamps issued by 
these countries. 

The German Democratic Republic 
(DRP) issued stamps from 1949 and 
issued a total of 16 orchid stamps up to the 
time of the union with the German Federal 
Republic. 

The USSR first issued stamps in 1923 
with 9 orchid stamps in the period up to 
1992. 

Yugoslavia issued stamps in 1921 and 
2 orchid stamps up to date. 

Czechoslovakia started issuing stamps 
in 1918 and has issued 7 orchid stamps. 

A large number of terrestrial orchids 
occur throughout Europe and a few of 
these are depicted on stamps. These are in 
the DDR, Anacamptis pyrmidalis 1, which 
is distributed through Europe except 
Norway and Sweden. 

Dactylorchis sampucina 2 is distributed 
through Southern Europe and the southern 
part of Norway and Sweden. 

Dactylorchis latifolia 3 is distributed 
through Europe 

Dactylorchis incarnata 4 is distributed 
through Great Britain, Norway, Sweden, 
Finland, Russia but not southern tips of 
Spain, Italy or Greece. 

Himantoglossum hircinum 5 is distrib- 
uted through Spain, Germany, England 
and southern Italy. 

Cephalanthera rubra 6 is distributed 
through Europe but not northern Norway, 
Sweden or Finland. 
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Orchis militaris 7 is distributed through 
the southern tip of Sweden and England 
but not the south of Spain, Italy or Greece. 


From the USSR we have Orchis 
purpurea 8 which is distributed through 
Europe, Southern England and Sweden, 
but not southern parts of Spain, Italy or 
Greece. 


Orchis maculata 9 is distributed 
through the whole of Europe. 


From Yugoslavia we have Orchis 
morio 10 which is distributed through 
Europe but not Portugal and only the 
Southern tips of Sweden. 


From Czechoslovakia we have Cypri- 
pedium calceolus 11 which is distributed 
through parts of Central Europe up to the 
Artic Circle but not in Spain or western 
Europe. 


Some stamp issuing authorities portray 
hybrid orchids on their stamps and also 
species which are not native to their 
country. 


Czechoslovakia has Paph. callosum 12 
which is distributed through Thailand and 
Cambodia. 


As a result of the changes mentioned 
earlier, one country Lietuva (Lithuania) 
issued an orchid stamp in 1992 showing a 
Cypripedium calceolus 13. |

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A Growers Guide to 
Using Pine Bark

NUTRITION FOR PINE BARK 


hen I first began to use pine bark 
as my sole potting material an 
initial promising growth re- 


sponse was not sustained and I realised 
that its nutritional value might not suit the 
feeding program I was using. Not know- 
ing precisely what was available from the 
pine bark I arranged for it to be analysed. 

This analysis provided an important 
basis for calculating a suitable fertilizer 
formulation. The results of that analysis 
are provided in Table 1. 

This analysis must be considered only 
as a guide because bark from trees grown 
in another area could produce an entirely 
different analysis. 

Earlier studies had shown that a precise 
balancing of any supplementary feeding 
program was essential! and within six 
months after changing to pine bark I began 
making adjustments to the Nitrogen, Pot- 
assium, Magnesium and Calcium levels 
until a satisfactory result was produced. 


BASIC NUTRITIONAL 
REQUIREMENTS 

Researchers have recently been stress- 
ing that plant nutrition must be balanced 
as I have been suggesting for many years. 
But what does balanced mean? 

Plants need somewhere between 16 and 
19 different natural elements to grow well, 
but the proportions required of each of 
those elements will vary greatly depending 
upon the plant genus grown. Furthermore 
some of those elements if oversupplied are 
antagonistic. That is, they will cancel out 
the effect of other elements. Therefore to 
ensure that all the nutritional elements are 
available the correct proportion of each 
must be provided. 

As an example, Potassium (K) is an- 
tagonistic to both Calcium (Ca) and Mag- 
nesium (Mg) an excess of K will cause a 
reduction in the amount of both Ca and 
Mg taken up by plants. 

However other factors such as pH can 
also upset the balance. 

To balance a feeding program we need 
to know the formulation of that program, 
the proportions of each element it uses, 
what the plant genus requires, what is 
missing from the formula (if it is a 
commercial product) and what proportion 
of the missing element(s) must be pro- 
vided. 
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When deciding what we need to feed 
plants we must take into consideration the 
ultimate aim of the feeding program. 
Basically we need to consider which of the 
following we require: 


© Plant foliage size — less or more of 
it. 

© Number of flower spikes — is higher 
production required. 

@ Number of flowers — more profit, a 
higher award maybe. 

© Size of flower — more points for 
award, better price. 

© Reliability — predictable flowering 
time and/or age. 

© More robust plant — to withstand 
rugged handling/shipment. 

@ More attractive, healthy foliage — 
improved chance of selling. 


Nutrition can substantially affect each 
item listed but everyone’s idea of what is 
required can differ. We therefore need to 
make a decision on what it is we require 
from the feeding formulation. 

One thing we do not need is excess 
foliage. 

The equation for calculating any sup- 
plementary feeding program is this: 

Total available nutrition equals nu- 
trition derived collectively from: 


Potting Medium + Water Supply + 
Fertilizer + Air. 

Thus, if the growing medium supplies 
10% of the total, the water supply 2% and 
the air 4% then supplementary feeding 
should supply 74% of the TOTAL re- 
quired, but, to this we must provide 
additional quantities of nitrogen and cal- 
cium to compensate for the process of 
decomposition and maintenance of a suit- 
able pH level. 

Some regions of Australia have a high 
Ca level in their water supply, others have 
none. This makes it difficult for some 
fertilizer manufacturers to include Ca in 
their product. 

The fact that I have included air as a 
source of nutrients may seem a little odd to 
some, but the atmosphere contains a high 
percentage of nitrogen as well as oxygen, 
carbon and hydrogen all of which are 
necessary. to plants. 

What about carbon dioxide (CO,)? 
Plants take up CO, from the air surround- 
ing them. 

If sufficient air space is provided in our 
potting medium the oxygen will permeate 
through it and assist in balancing pH 
levels, and if we have a healthy colony of 
bacteria the atmospheric nitrogen may be 
used as well.

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Sphagnum is a good example of a 
highly aerated potting medium, and the 
effect of that on roots is fairly well known. 

So do not overlook the importance of 
fresh air both in the pot and around plant’s 
foliage. 

The amount of nutrient actually re- 
quired will be governed by the size of the 
pot (which governs the volume of bark we 
have to treat), the size of the plant and the 
potential plant size at the end of its term in 
the pot, and of course, the orchid genus. 

Not all orchid genera will tolerate the 
same proportions of the nutritional 
elements and plants which are producing 
multiple new growths will require more 
food than a plant which is producing just 
one. 

To maximise fertilizer uptake we must 
have a healthy root system — no plant can 
absorb nutrients if the roots are dead. 

Approximately 85% to 90% of an 
orchid’s mass is water, and the remaining 
15% (or so) is other matter which consists 
mainly of the gases Oxygen, Nitrogen, 
Hydrogen and Carbon. 

We must also realise that the volume of 
fertilizer used is extremely important. 

There are five degrees of nutritional 
element application: 


INSUFFICIENT, SUFFICIENT, 
LUXURY, TOXIC and POLLUTING. 

If a feeding program provided insuffici- 
ent of just one of the chemical elements, 
growth can be impeded, so the formulation 
must be complete. 

If sufficient of every element is pro- 
vided and the proportions of each element 
are correct then we have the ultimate 
feeding program. 

If more than sufficient for the plants 
needs (luxury) is provided then the plant 
will use it all and we would see lush, 
oversized foliage and no increase in flower 
count. 

If too much, of even just one of the 
elements is applied then toxicity can occur 
but if an excess of everthing is applied 
regularly we can produce a polluted pott- 
ing medium. 

Pollution is simply a state where there 
is more of a substance than can be 
degraded by natural processors. for in- 
stance animal manures in excess quantities 
are strong pollutants. 

If you consider it is not possible to 
pollute a pot plant with fertilizer — think 
again. An excess of Manganese can kill 
beneficial bacteria, as well as plant roots. 

If we consider Table 2 (which is a 
computer generated calculation based on a 
known analysis of plant material by 
Epstein2), it can be seen that after deduct- 
ing all the gaseous elements (C,H,O,N) 
only a very small amount of the mineral 
elements is needed to produce one kilo of 
plant mass — and one kilo of orchid plant 
mass is a lot of orchid. 

A similar analysis appears in “‘What is 
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Wrong with My Soil’’ by Kevin Handreck? 
which also confirms how little of the 
mineral elements are actually needed to 
produce a large plant mass. 

The method used to determine tissue 
mineral element content is to completely 
dehydrate a sample of fresh, live plant 
tissue and then analyse the remaining dry 
tissue. In compiling Table 2, I have used 
as my basis an average moisture content 
value of 14% because no accurate figures 
are available for orchids that I am aware 
of. 

If it takes a year for a Cymbidium 
orchid to create its root system, pseudo- 
bulb(s) and flower raceme(s) and then 
fruit, then the amount of the mineral 
elements needed per week is infinitesimal, 
and some of that will be provided by ones 
water supply, even if rain water is used. 

I discovered just how little is necessary 
during this year when I found four Peter 
Pan seedlings with advanced flower ra- 
cemes in March. 

One of these plants had been placed in 
our ‘‘morgue’’ — that’s an area in full 
sunlight where we place plants which we 
suspect are diseased — where they are 
dried out prior to incinerating — well that 
is what was supposed to happen but they

have kept on growing and flowering! 
These plants received no water (except 
rain) or fertilizer for more than a year. 

Of the other three plants one was 
growing in our main growing house under 
80% shadecloth for the summer and fed 
weak fertilizer regularly, the second under 
a shadecloth receiving summer sun but 
100% winter shade and very little feeding, 
the fourth was grown under 80% shade all 
year and fed about 6 times during the year. 

All FOUR plants flowered at the same 
time! The healthiest plant, by just a small 
margin from the one grown in the main 
house, was the one grown under 85% 
shade all year round. 

From a flowering point of view those 
grown under full sun flowered — but the 
condition and appearance of those plants 
was dreadful. Those that were in the best 
condition had no fewer flowers, and they 
were much healthier in appearance. 

So much for heavy applications of 
supplementary feeding, variation in 
formulae and strong light to induce 
flowering. It seems our orchids will adjust 
to whatever conditions are prevailing pro- 
viding we adjust our feeding to suit those 
conditions. 

A decrease in light intensity will re-

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quire a reduction in the volume of N a 
plant requires. 

Why should the plants which receive no 
fertilizer flower? Probably because they 
had re-adjusted to receiving none and 
grew on what ever the wind, rain and 
natural bacteria in the pots provided. In 
other words the growth was relative to the 
amount of nutrients available. 


NUTRITIONAL CONSIDERATIONS 

As stressed by Susan Walter in her 
article’ (A.O.R. Dec. 1992), the prep- 
aration of pine bark for use as a growing 
medium requires the application of certain 
chemical compounds as opposed to chemi- 
cal compounds for plant nutritional pur- 


poses. 
Thus we may need to provide ad- 


ditional chemical elements simply to con- 
trol the state of the potting material as well 
as plant growth. 

Other factors which affect our decisions 
are LIGHT, TEMPERATURE, GROWING 
MEDIUM and pH. 

The analysis of bark (Table /) indicates 
a low volume of nitrogen was available 
from the pine bark itself so supplementary 
N must be provided to overcome nitrogen 
drawdown. 

The level of K indicated suggested it 
was a potential source of trouble. The ratio 
of Nitrogen (N) to Potassium (K) was 
found to be an important factor in several 
scientific studies and we now know that 
the effect of excess K can induce both 
Magnesium (Mg) and Calcium (Ca) de- 
ficiencies. 
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In view of existing scientific research, 
the level of K in pine bark could be a 
problem if the fertilizer used also con- 
tained high levels of that element. My 
feeding program was therefore modified to 
allow for that. The N to K ratio was 
readjusted to a ratio of 2 to 1.5 (e.g. 15% 
to 7.5%) 

Subsequent tests indicated that it was 
necessary to use a modified fertilizing 
program which provided higher NV and Ca 
but less K. The Iron (Fe) levels were not 
altered. My water supply contributes no 
Ca. 

Several major scientific studies have 
now indicated that excess K is actually 
harmful to plants. The first by Poole and 
Seeley” highlighted the effect of K on Mg 
as well as Ca, but a recent report just 
published is perhaps of even greater im- 
portance. 

A study released in Phytopathology 
Vol. 81, pps. 1390-1394 (1991)? by 
Israeli scientists confirms that high K 
levels reduces the uptake of Ca which 
increased the severity of fungal infection 
in roses and an increase in Ca produced a 
reduction in fungal infections. 

The effect of K on Ca is not new. Poole 
and Seeley? confirmed that twelve years 
ago. What has now been established is that 
a Ca deficiency is caused by excess K. 

We now have evidence of a link 
between high K and fungal infection. 

What is also very important to cut 
flower growers is this same study found 
that when adequate Ca was fed to roses 
less ethylene was produced. Ethylene re- 
duces the longevity of cut flowers and 
answer has been sought for this problem 
for many years. 

The recommended practice of supply- 
ing high K during spike initiation of 
Cymbidiums may have been self 
defeating. 

I first advocated the use of less K 
around 1982 but others continued to 
promote its use. It now appears my 
concern was vindicated. 

I refer the reader to Tables 3.1 to 3.3. 
Thses are modified versions of the Tables 
which appeared in the Poole and Seeley? 
study. Their data is unchanged but I have 
added an extra column which is the sum of 
the element percentages. By adding this 
extra detail I hope their figures may be 
more obvious to inexperienced readers. 

I would recommend that Tables 3.1 to 
3.3. be considered very carefully and the 
effect on the various genera noted. 

During one study in which I was testing 
poultry manure pellets on Cymbidiums all 
the test plants, but one, died and I have 
recently (Jan 1993) received reports from 
other growers whose plants have died soon 
after using poultry manure pellets on their 
plants. 

Later testing suggested the cause was a 
MANGANESE (Mn) TOXICITY. If this is 
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so then obviously the Mn levels in the 
pellets was high and when combined with 
that supplied by the pine bark and my 
normal feeding program | may have sup- 
plied a toxic dose to those plants. 

Which only goes to show, if we use 
products which do not provide a precise 
and consistent analysis we can lose control 
overnight with fatal consequences. 

The effect of excess Mn is a Fe 
deficiency, and the symptoms which ap- 
peared in the foliage were not unlike virus 
at first but quickly turned to symptoms 
resembling foliar rot. These symptoms 
occurred in all plants tested after applying 
the pellets as well as the test plants fed 
excess Mn and no poultry manure pellets. 

My opinion of animal manures was 
reinforced after that test, namely, the 
content is impossible to predict and cannot 
have a consistent and known analysis. 

The use of excessive AMMONIUM as a 
N source will be a problem (as pointed out 
by my daughter, Susan Walter' and others) 
especially if the pH is allowed to drop 
below pH 5.6., and/or the ambient tem- 
perature is cold. 


During the period 1989 to 1990, it 
became obvious that pH levels had to be 
monitored very carefully otherwise the 
acidity would drop to circa pH 3.5 and I 
would get root damage, leaf tip die back, 
defoliation of the back bulbs and serious 
infertility in stud plants. 

Because of the high K contact in bark, I 
also found that the level of Mg had to be 
monitored because as is now well docu- 
mented; K inhibits the uptake of Mg which 
is so essential for chlorophyll production. 

The knowledge gained from testing 
pine bark with various fertilizers suggests 
that some commercially prepared products 
may be unsuitable for use on orchids 
grown in pine bark, especially in cold 
weather, and we should re-think the whole 
subject of fertilizers for plants grown in 
pine bark. 

We must remember that most 
commerical fertilizers used by orchid 
growers were designed well before pine 
bark was promoted for orchid culture, 
therefore few, if any, take into consider- 
ation the idiosyncrasies of pine bark. 

I would suggest that growers carefully 
read the analysis on the container of their 
favourite brand of fertilizer. If it contains 
high K levels and low N levels, be warned 
that it may not be suitable for orchids 
grown in pine bark. The same applies if it 
contains high levels of UREA, Manganese 
or Phosphorous. 

The preferred level of N should be 
between 18% and 23% and the ratio of the 
Nitrate to Ammonium form of N should be 
at least 3 to 2 (which is the same as 1.5 to 
1) but preferably less. 

In very cold conditions the fertilizer 
formula should contain neither UREA or 
AMMONIUM for preference but, at worst, 
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it should contain a much lower level of 
either/or both. 

A good guide to the UREA content in a 
fertilizer is it’s price. A cheap fertilizer is 
usually very high in UREA. Urea is a very 
cheap ingredient compared to all other 
compounds used in fertilizers, and it 
creates the illusion of growth. We want 
“quality growth’’. 

As they say ‘‘you only get what you 
pay for’’, and we may all need to realise 
that a good fertilizer will cost us more. 

It must also be remembered that chemi- 
cal fertilizers are highly concentrated, that 
is they are 95% to 99% pure, and as such 
must be used at very diluted rates. 

Human beings can and do ingest certain 
poisonous substances for medical purposes 
which in very weak doses are beneficial 
but if taken even in moderate amounts can 
kill. Chemical fertilizers for plants should 
be used in the same manner, that is, 
WEAK and WEEKLY. 

A potting medium which is 
oversupplied with pure chemicals may in 
fact become toxic to beneficial bacteria 
and fungi. 


EVIDENCE OF NUTRITIONAL 
DAMAGE 


The plant will quickly indicate if there 
is a problem with pH and/or nutrition. 
Both a lack of fertilizer or an oversupply 
can affect plants and pH can also contrib- 
ute to an over or under supply of nutrients. 

Certain of the essential elements are 
mobile within plant’s tissue, others are 
partly mobile and some are fixed, e.g. Ca. 
If a plant is suffering a deficiency of, say,

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Mg then it will absorb this from the older 
leaves to supply the newest growth. The 
result is the old leaf will turn yellow and 
drop off. 

Other elements will have the same 
effect. For details of element mobility see 
Table 4. 

The state of the older foilage then is an 
excellent clue to the effectiveness of your 
nutritional program so be observant and 
seek out the cause of the problem. 

Many cases of plant rot my in fact be 
caused by ones feeding program, e.g. 
because of a lack of Ca, but we can cause 
the problem by simply using to much 
fertilizer or by using it incorrectly. 

If you want proof of that, try sprinkling 
undissolved Calcium Nitrate or even 
Potasium Nitrate onto the surface of the 
potting mixture of a pot containing an 
unwanted Cymbidium and then water it 
in. Use about one teaspoonful on a 
150mm pot. The plant should begin to die 
from what appears to be rot within 7 days 
— especially if the test is conducted in 
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warm weather and the growing medium is 
rather dry. 

If plants suddenly commence dying at 
the leaf tips, check the roots for damage 
and test the pot mix pH. If the pH is below 
pH 5.6 add some calcium quickly. Also 
check for Ca deficiency. Pests in pots can 
also eat the live tips to roots, causing the 
root to die, so don’t overlook that. 

During a study in which we were 
seeking the cause of root damage, Susan 
Walter and I found samples in which the 
bark pH had dropped to pH 3.9. and 
thereabouts. It was obvious that before 
any other nutritional factor is altered the 
PH has to be brought under control. 

If the leaves on the old bulbs are 
turning yellow then this may be caused by 
too much sunlight, but if the leaves are 
dropping off enmasse then most likely 
severe root damage has occurred. 

The cure is to correct the cause which 
will usually be to repot into fresh, more 
open mix but first try supplying some 
extra Ca (if pH level is low), N, Mg and/ 
or some Fe either individiually or collec- 
tively. Just which it is must be determined 
by testing. 

To supply Ca quickly, add one level 
teaspoonful of Calcium Hydroxide (a.k.a. 
“Limil’’, hydrated lime or bricklayer’s 
lime) to 5 litres of water and after it has 
settled pour the water onto the surface of 
the growing medium. Remember, always 
test with a small amount first. 

If you have a pH meter you will soon 
learn how alkaline your solutions are and 
how much can be applied per pot, but 
without one you are guessing. 

If it is available and there is no 
urgency, my preference would be to use 
Calcum Carbonate (Ca C: O,) (not ground 
limestone sold as Calcium Carbonate), 
because this soaks up more free Hydrogen 
(H*) atoms which contribute to acidity. 


Dolomite is a mix of Calcium Carbon- 
ate and Magnesium Carbonate (Mg C O,) 
and is very slow to dissolve so the 
correction process may not take effect for 
some weeks. If you sprinkle Dolomite on 
the growing medium surface you can 
overdo it and raise the pH level too high. 
And please remember too much calcium or 
bi-carbonate can cause an Fe deficiency. 

Mg can be supplied by Magnesium 
Sulphate (a.k.a. Epsom salts) and Fe using 
either Jron Sulphate or Chelated Iron, but 
both are ACID, hence we may need to use 
Calcium to raise the pH. 

The proper treatment is to treat the 
CAUSE and not the EFFECT but some- 
times we may be forced to do both. 

Sulphur (S) is an important element in 
plant nutrition but if one checks the labels 
of most fertilizers it will be noted they are 
nearly devoid of sulphur. S helps plants 
fight diseases. Sulphur and Sulphates are 
acidifying compounds. If rot appears 
suspect a deficiency of S (as well as Ca). 
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What is a good cure for fungal attack? 
Bordeaux mixture! And what is that. It’s a 
mix of Calcium and Sulphur. If you check 
the label of your favourite fertilizer you 
may find it is nearly devoid of both! 

Epsom salts (Magnesium sulphate) 
supplies both Magnesium and Sulphur, 
hence my “‘old’’ system was beneficial 
from this aspect. 

A deficiency of N will be rare, but 
should it happen, the additional N should 
be supplied as Ammonium Nitrate or 
Calcium Nitrate (preferably not Potassium 
Nitrate unless the main fertilizer is low in 
K) and beware of using Urea, IBDU or 
Ammonium Sulphate in winter (the latter is 
acid). 


Incidentally, one should be careful 
using Urea based fertilizers as a foliar 
feeding because urea may cause damage to 
the foliage. There was some suggestion 
during 1992 that a warning of such was, 
by law, to be specified on fertilizer 
containers in the near future but that may 
not have been adopted yet. 

The best basis for a decision on select- 
ing the source of N is the bark pH. If it is 
acid (below pH 5.8) then use Calcium 
Nitrate, if alkaline (above pH 7.0) use 
Ammonium Sulphate. Don’t use the wrong 
one! 

The best pH level for Cymbidiums 
grown in pine bark appears to be between 
pH 6.0 and pH 6.5. A steady rise and fall 
within this range is better than a constant 
level. 

PH is a major factor in controlling plant 
nutrition, and as I have previously stated 
on these pages, providing one uses a well 
balanced fertilizer pH will not be a prob- 
lem. That especially applies to pine bark. 

During 1990 other growers who were 
unhappy with their pine bark results joined 
me in large scale tests and in those tests 
we found that a low pH was a common 
factor, and providing that was corrected to 
around pH 6.3 (+/- pH 0.3) the plant 
quality and growth rates were improved 
immensely. 

One of these growers was Max Fruend 
(Willandra Orchids) and in 1990 we found 
his water supply had a pH level of 5.6 
(both from the sky and the town supply) 
and minor adjustments were made to his 
growing technique which produced the 
correct result. 

However in summer 1992 (after the 
drought) some plants began to exhibit 
symptoms which additional Mg and Fe 
would not correct, indicating there was 
another factor involved. Max found the 
town water supply pH had changed to pH 
7.2 which now required a re-adjustment 
downwards. 

In recent months (1993) I have had two 
commercial growers from two different 
states inform me that they report a similar 
water supply pH problem where the pH 
was as high as pH 8.5. 





The cause of this was not known and it 
highlights the need for constant testing to 
detect any sudden changes. It also pro- 
vides an important lesson, namely, that we 
should take nothing for granted and that 
we must select the correct fertilizer for the 
prevailing conditions. 

What was found to be extremely im- 
portant is the CONSTANT use of a simple 
nutritional system all year round, which 
includes not just the correct fertilizer 
ingredients but the correct pH, watering 
and potting medium AFP. 

If one is not aware of the contents of a 
fertilizer formula and/or one does not fully 
understand the affect of its formulation 
then chopping and changing from one 
product to another is not the answer and 
this practice can seriously reduce one’s 
chances of controlling the situation. 

I would strongly recommend that prac- 
tice should cease. If two or more different 
products are required, then neither is 
suitable. 

The best solution is to use one and then 
supply whatever is missing. 

Table 6 provides an outline of what is 
included in some common products used 
by orchid growers. It also lists the chemi- 
cal compounds presumed to be in them 
according to the information provided on 
the container. If I have listed any ingredi- 
ent incorrectly it is because the details on 
the container are vague. I would be happy 
to have the correct information. 

Table 6 also includes my suggestions 
on which other compounds could be added 
to each of the products listed to make them 
suitable for use with pine bark, according 
to my findings. The proportions of those 
additional compounds required will de- 
pend upon the volumes used and the 
frequency of application. 

Just which product is the best to use is 
entirely up to the reader. If further details 
of an analysis for the majority of commer- 
cial fertilizers is required, I would refer 
readers to Australian Horticulture maga- 
zine Aug. and Sept. 1986 in which Kevin 
Handreck covers the subject superbly. 

Unless local conditions prevent it, it is 
imperative that one adopt a SINGLE, 
SIMPLE nutritional program so that one 
can know precisely what it includes and 
then make any necessary adjustments for 
individual deficiencies or excesses. The 
more complex the program the more errors 
one will create and control becomes im- 
possible. 

Absolute control comes with absolute 
knowledge of ones environmental factors. 

Various orchid genera may require 
slight differences in their nutritional pro- 
grams as Poole and Seeley proved (See 
Tables 3.1 to 3.3), however, I have found 
most will respond fairly well to the use of 
a singe complete formula all year round, 
with minor, occasional corrections. 

If we check the labels of the various 
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commercial fertilizer products it will be 
noted that they all use similar ingredients 
but in different proportions, so if we use 
two or more products then all we may be 
doing is using different volumes of the 
same ingredients. 

For instance I know of at least four 
products sold which are almost identical to 
Aquasol but the users of them are not 
aware of it. If a grower switched between 
two of them then they would be only using 
the same product. 


PHOSPHOROUS TOXICITY 

Phosphorous (P) is an essential nu- 
tritional element as well as a poisonous 
substance, but if oversupplied it will harm 
plants. Some of the genera we grow may 
be intolerant to phosphorous, and yet some 
products sold as being suitable for orchids 
contain very high amounts of phosphor- 
ous. Further research into this is needed. 

An excessive amount of P will cause an 
Fe deficiency and the cure for excess P is 
to supply extra Fe, but we should avoid 
the cause of that deficiency. 

Calcium can react with excess P to 
form insoluble Calcium Phosphate and 
while that can prevent a P toxicity, excess 
Ca can also cause a Fe deficiency. 





So long as a small amount is applied 
regularly a deficiency. of P will never 
occur. A level of between 3.0% to 4.0% 
of P in a fertilizer product will be fairly 
safe, but even that will kill some of our 
native shrubs and plants. 


Some recommend Phosphoric Acid as a 
pesticide and as a means of lowering pH. 
If you follow that advise then be careful 
because you may suddenly have a Phos- 
phate toxicity and a dead orchid collection 
on your hands. 


Pine park provides P as Table J indi- 
cates. 


Some of the natural elements are cata- 
lysts. That is they are not actually used as 
“building blocks’’ instead they allow a 
chemical reaction to occur with less en- 
ergy and the catalyst can be used over and 
over again. 


The best analogy I can offer is the use 
of knitting needles. One must have them 
to knit a pullover but they are not part of 
the final garment. Phosphorus is one such 
element and providing it is present in plant 
tissue and sufficient levels are maintained 
regular heavy supplementary applications 
are unnecessary. 











TRACE ELEMENT TOXICITIES 
AND DEFICIENCIES 

Variation in pH levels and the volume 
of the various elements can cause prob- 
lems. See Table 5. 

In the hands of inexperienced users 
trace elements can be easily over supplied 
in which case they can be toxic to plants 
and the damage may be wrongly attributed 
to disease. Certain of the major elements 
can cause a deficiency or excess of some 
trace elements. 

Trace elements are required in minute 
amounts, and their principal use seems to 
be in the production of hormones, vit- 
amins and chemical reactions within the 
plant’s cells. 

If we supply a complete spectrum of 
the nutritional elements required by a plant 
then that plant will produce it’s own 
hormones, and vitamins. For instance 
Vitamin B,, cannot be produced without 
Cobalt (Co) and Zinc (Zn) is extremely 
important element for the production of 
hormones. 

I use several trace elements in my 
feeding program not provided by any 
commercial product (See A.O.R. 1984) 
and I seem to get some benefit from doing 
so.

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An interesting comment was raised by 
Nic van Den Bosch in a recent conver- 
sation we had. He regularly has an analy- 
sis performed on the leaves of his 
cymbidiums (grown in horse manure) and 
one such analysis indicated a high level of 
Zinc was present. On checking he was 
using galvanized wire for stakes and the 
acid was leaching the Zn from the wire. 


Zinc toxicity has also been detected in’ 


collections owned by those who water 
their plants with rain water collected from 
galvanised iron roofing. 

As stated above I recently observed the 
effects of what appears to be excess 
Manganese on Cymbidiums. In sup- 
plementary testing to prove my diagnosis I 
used 4 times the usual level of Manganese 
(8 ppm) and that was enough to seriously 
damage the test plants. 

I have not yet experience toxicity 
caused by excess Copper (Cu), but it is 
now on my lists of items to check. 

In the February (1993) issue of the 
A.O.R. I discussed figures on trace el- 
ement levels which appeared in an article 
by Alan Merriman. I must reiterate what I 
said there — trace elements can be danger- 
ous if over supplied so be very careful with 
them. 

If you use a good commercial fertilizer 
product you sould have no problems with 
trace elements. 


CAUSE AND EFFECT 
If we do something to a plant (the 
cause) then the result of doing that some- 
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thing (the effect) will eventually appear as 
a change (for better or worse) in the plants 
appearance. 

There is always a period of time 
between cause and effect. The elapsed 
time can range from being almost instan- 
taneous to many months. 


The appearance of visual evidence of 
nutritional deficiencies or toxicities is 
ALWAYS delayed, our common. sense 
should tell us that, and therefore if we 
have a problem in autumn we must look 
for the cause in the past, e.g. late spring or 
early summer, NEVER at the present time. 

Because pine bark contains a very high 
proportion of K we can expect to see an 


_ antagonistic reaction between K and Mg 


but the effect will not be immediate. 


Excess K will CAUSE a POTASSIUM 
induced MAGNESIUM deficiency. The 
EFFECT will be leaf drop in Cymbidiums 
at worst, or at least, yellowing of the 
foliage. 

The cure of that EFFECT is extra 
Magnesium BUT the treatment of the 
CAUSE is in fact less Potassium — 
providing the correct level of Mg is being 
used. 

If the correction is made with Mag- 
nesium Sulphate then the sulphur will 
increase the post acidity and so we have 
another problem, or problems. 

It becomes a chain reaction. If the pot 
pH is acid, then the EFFECT will be a 
Magnesium deficiency (and possibly other 
toxicities). The cure again is more Mag- 





nesium, but the propper treatment is to 
eradicate the CAUSE, namely, raise the 
potting mixture pH. 

And, that is how simple it is to create 
havoc, or prevent it. 

If the reader considers Table 5 (in 
which I have endeavoured to cross refer- 
ence a few examples of element(s) and 
their effects on others), it will be noted 
that many adverse effects can be caused by 
excesses. 

If readers refer to the illustration on 
Page 9 of the April issue of the A.O.R., 
note the whitish-green tissue of the plants, 
this is a good example of a plant which is 
deficient in iron (and possibly a mag- 
nesium as well). 

More and more reports published on the 
subject these days provide a warning that 
the Potassium/Magnesium and Calcium/ 
Magnesium ratios should be precisely 
balanced, but note the lack of both Ca and 
Mg in most fertilizers sold on the retail 
market. 


The weight of evidence now supports a 
balance between N, P, K, Mg, Fe, and Ca, 
and a pH level ranging from pH 6.0 to pH 
6.5. Because of the nature of the elements 
present in pine bark the need to understand 
this balance, and how to select a suitable 
fertilizer, is critical. 

A very common problem to come from 
the use of pine bark will be the excessive 
release of some elements which will 
become toxic in an acid growing medium 
environment. 
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The ammonium form of Nitrogen 
(NH,) will quickly become toxic if the 
bark pH drops below pH 4.5, as will Fe, 
Mn, Zn and Cu. 

The answer is to monitor pH regularly 
and eliminate potential problems before 
they happen. If pH can be controlled and a 
good fertilizer program can be sustained 
then few problems will occur. 

With a little knowledge of nutritional 
deficiencies one can then make minor 
corrections now and then, and growing 
orchids will become a pleasure, not a 
chore. 


ORCHID ROOT SYSTEMS 

It is logical to presume that a plant’s 
root system is designed to sustain a given 
plant mass, and in abnormal conditions 
the plant will naturally defoliate (reduce its 
plant mass) to match the sustenance and 
water provided by the root systems. 

If however the plants root system is 
damaged (decreased), thereby reducing the 
supply of nutrients to the plant mass, it 
must react accordingly by either not grow- 
ing or decreasing its mass. 

The answer then is to monitor ones root 
systems. If damage is occurring, check the 
bark size, bark pH and/or your feeding 
program and the condition of the bark in 
the pot. 

The easiest path to successful orchid 
growing is to produce a vigorous, healthy 
root system — No roots — no flowers. 


In order to determine the most suitable 
fertilizer formulation, I calculated a for- 
mula similar to my old Aquasol system, 
but with extra Mg and Fe incorporated and 
using less UREA and CHLORINE (Cl). 
The results being reported by those testing 
the formula are very promising. This 
coupled with good AFP and a suitable pH 
is producing good, healthy roots. 


DETECTING NUTRITIONAL 
PROBLEMS WITH PLANTS 
GROWING IN BARK 

There will not be many problems that 
are truly bark related, instead, they will be 
caused by a combination of factors. 

Leaf Tip Die Back: This can be traced 
to the bark size being too small. The 
problem is lack of aeration and drainage 
and the growing medium being too wet 
and most likely too acid which causes a 
slow deterioration in the root system and a 
subsequent starvation of the foliage. 

In effect the plant is slowly responding 
to an imbalance between a reduced root 
area and a given leaf area. 

Of course, if ones water supply is 
loaded with salt (Sodium), or, there is an 
oversupply of certain trace elements then 
that too could be a contributing factor. 

Leaf Drop: a nutritional problem, and a 
root problem. Just because you are feeding 
your plants does not mean that the plant 
can absorb that fertilizer. 
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If the root system is damaged then it 
cannot possibly absorb sufficient food. If 
the root system is inadequate then the 
whole plant will receive a reduced nutrient 
supply and the plant must therefore shed 
leaves to correct the situation. 

The cause can be a deficiency of just 
one (or more) of Mg, Fe and/or N, or 
simply an acid pH which causes the 
deficiency. 

Plants not growing: One cause of this 
is a plant with a poor root system in a pot 
which is too small (or even too big). If the 
plant is pot bound then it cannot possibly 
grow and fiower correctly. Do NOT allow 
your plants to become pot bound, and 
NEVER chop off the old roots UNLESS 
they are rotten. 

The pot size should be matched to the 
root condition and the likely future root 
mass, and this is very important for plants 
being divided and planted into bark for the 
first time. 

Another cause is light. My tests have 
shown that if light levels are too high 
cymbidiums will not grow, or, flower at 
their best. Try about 80% true shade for 
the peak summer months. Be aware that 
shade cloth ratings are not true shade 
reduction ratings. (Note: In the near future 
I hope to publish details of a simple, 
standard method of measuring light.) 


Strong light damages plant tissue, and 
can cause a nitrogen deficiency, and 
damage the chloroplasts which are so 
important for energy absorption. When the 
leaf tissue turns yellow it is trying to 
reflect light away from the leaf as a 
protective measure. 

An odd thing about orchid growers, it 
seems they are about the only ones pre- 
pared to accept that yellow foliage is a 
normal state for a plant. Guess what the 
comment would be to a fruiterer who tried 
to sell yellow leaf vegetables! 

In case you are not aware of it, dark 
colours absorb more light and black ab- 
sorbs nearly 100%. 

A further problem could be Potassium 
levels. Don’t forget the possibility of high 
potassium level in the bark. 

Check your water/fertilizer pH and 
adjust it to pH 6.5. The growing medium 
should be allowed to fluctuate between pH 
6.0 and pH 6.5. 

One suitable substance for raising pH 
and supplying Mg is Magnesium Carbon- 
ate, but it is not readily available, and it is 
mildly insoluble, but an acid fertilizer will 
soon correct that. It should not be over 
used because it is likely that bi-carbonate 
can be formed, which will cause other 
problems. 

While all I have discussed may sound 
difficult, it isn’t. Learning the rules for 
driving a car is not easy at first but I expect 
most readers can drive a car! It is just a 
case of learn the rules and then it becomes 
sO easy. 


ADDENDUM 

Since the first part of this series, and 
my “‘letter’’ in the February issue were 
published correspondence and commun- 
ications I have received indicate that some 
were not aware that my original feeding 
program included sulphur and _ chlorine 
and I have been asked to describe how 
these could be added. 

Chlorine is already in the Aquasol via 
the ingredient Potassuim Chloride (chlor- 
ide is a form of chlorine). The Magnesium 
Sulphate (Epsom salts) provides sulphur 
as well as Magnesium (see above), and it 
also provides oxygen. 

It is obvious that many others do not 
understand what is supplied by the various 
chemicals so if readers are patient and our 
editor is co-operative I will endeavour to 
explain that later on. 

If I can’t find the time then I will see if 
I can ‘‘persuade my daughter, Susan 
Walter (who began this series) to do it. 

Perhaps a ‘‘User’s Guide to Fertilizer 
Chemicals’’ is the answer? 

Also, those who are contemplating 
writing to me to clarify some aspect of this 
article, keep in mind that I am long on 
work and short on time to give detailed 
answers (I am being forced to keep some 
rash promises made to Barry Badger at 
A.O.R. some two years ago, plus I have a 
long list of very pressing commitments).

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Micropropagation

ince the beginning of agriculture, 

it has always been mankind’s aim 

to multiply selected plants either 

be seeds or by vegetative tech- 
niques. Recently, during the 1940’s, a 
new technique, in vitro vegetative propa- 
gation (called micropropagation because of 
the small size of the cuttings), ensured 
unlimited multiplication of a single plant. 
All the plants produced by this method are 
identical to the mother plant (true-to- 
type). Using the micropropagation tech- 
niques, market demand can be met with 
millions of copies of an improved variety, 
within one or two years. 


Historical Background 

The first attempt to culture in vitro 
plants was carried out by Haberland in 
1902. He was just able to maintain alive 
isolated cells, but he pointed out the 
interest of such a technique to analyse the 
relations between tissues and the corre- 
lations between organs. He also predicted 
the possibility of artificial induction of 
somatic embryos. 


About 40 years later, Gautheret using 
carrot produced the first plant tissue cul- 
ture. That same year (1939), two other 
scientists, Nobecourt and White, pub- 
lished similar results on carrot and 
tobacco. In contrast, Carrel carried out the 
first unlimited animal cell cultures in 
1912. Plant tissue culture lagged behind 
animal tissue culture because of the late 
discovery of plant hormones. Auxin was 
first studied by Went and Thiman in the 
1930’s. Later, many works on plant hor- 
mones (auxins, cytokinins and gibber- 
ellins) allowed a better understanding of 
plant growth. Skoog and Miller in 1957 
revealed that the cytokinin to auxin ratio 
could influence the morphogenetic activity 
of the cells: caulogenists (stem), callo- 
genesis (callus) or rhizogenesis (root). 


Another important discovery for agri- 
culture was the possibility of virus eradi- 
cation in contaminated plants by 
‘meristem’ culture. That was obtained by 
Limasset and Cornuet with tobacco in 
1949 and by Morel and Martin with dahlia 
in 1952. Those successes were confirmed 
later by Morel on many other plants 
including potato and orchid. 


The abovementioned results led to in- 
dustrial micropropagation of plants in the 
1970’s. The first production of in vitro 
plants was established in France by Morel 
with tropical orchids. Then many others 
followed. A very rapid growth has been 
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recorded for the micropropagation indus- 
try. For example, in Holland, 7 million 
plants were produced in 1980, 36 million 
in 1985 and 61 million in 1988. In 
Australia, a survey completed in 1988 
indicates that the in vitro plant production 
was 22 to 29 million per year. 

For the orchids, the first break through 
was the in vitro germination of seeds. This 
was achieved by Knudson in 1921 and it 
led to large scale hybridization and seed- 
ling production in the 1950’s. The next 
major discoveries were the in vitro culture 
of shoot-tip meristem by Morel in 1960 
and later the tissue culture methods for 
clonal propagation in the late 1960’s and 
1970’s. 


Micropropagation methods 

Micropropagation generally refers to an 
in vitro vegetative propagation system, but 
in commercial laboratories propagation by 
seeds can also be used, as in the case of 
orchids or by spores in the case of fern 
species. 

The first step is the ‘initiation’ of the 
cultures. It consists of sterilization of the 
initial explant which is generally obtained 
by treatment with alcohol and calcium 
hypochlorite solutions. The success of the 
sterilization and the subsequent growth of 
the explant is greatly dependent of the 
quality of the mother plants. The rate of 
success cannot be predicted before the end 
of the work. 


Then comes the multiplication stage. 
There are three main ways of increasing 
the number of microcuttings; growth of a 
single shoot, induction of axillary branch- 
ing and direct regeneration of shoots. The 
single shoot growth is usually obtained 
with simple medium formulation. Nodal 
segments are regularly subcultured. For 
many plants, that technique is not efficient 
enough. The induction of axillary branch- 
ing is then achieved with the addition of 
cytokinins into the culture medium. The 
cytokinins inhibit the apical dominance 
and allow the axillary buds to develop into 
fresh medium. 


The mean proliferation rate varies de- 
pending mainly on the species, the culture 
conditions and the number of subcultures. 
An average rate of 4 per month is usually 
obtained with most of the plants. This 
means that from one initial plant, 16 
million microcuttings could be produced 
within a year. 

When sufficient number of plants is 
achieved, the microcuttings are generally 


transplanted onto a rooting medium (low 
mineral, low cytokinin and high auxin 
concentrations). 

The last stage is the transfer to soil. The 
in vitro plants are characterized by an 
absence of epicuticular wax and a modi- 
fied epidermis due to the saturated water 
atmosphere in the flask. So, in vitro plants 
must be gradually acclimatized to 
glasshouse conditions. A fog system ap- 
pears to be the most efficient. The use of 
appropriate soil mix, depending on the 
plant’s requirements, is essentual to the 
successful establishment of micro- 
propagated plants. 

For orchids, the in vitro germination of 
seeds is now a well known technique for 
most species. The success is mainly re- 
lated to the degree of ripeness of the seed 
pod and to the variety of orchid. 

Clonal propagation of orchids, using 
buds from the side shoots, is a well 
established technique for some species 
(Cymbidium, Dendrobium and Odonto- 
glossum) but not for others (Paphio- 
pedilum). The main difficulty consists of 
the very limited number of initial shoots 
available for the initiation of the cultures. 

Alternatively, dormant flower buds can 
be used as initial plant material. This 
technique does not damage the parent 
plant. It is already used for Oncidium and 
Phalaenopsis but it needs to be further 
developed for other genera of orchids. 


Advantages and limitations of 
micropropagation 

The main advantage of micro- 
propagation over traditional propagation 
methods is that a large number of plants 
can be quickly produced in a small area all 
the year round. As mentioned above, 16 
million plants can be produced in one year 
from one plant stock. Also, only one 
square metre of culture shelf is required to 
produce 150,000 strawberries per year. 

Micropropagation is an ideal technique 
to capture a market. It is particularly 
important in horticulture where fashion 
dictates the market and a new variety is 
required in large numbers in a short period 
of time. 

The quality of micropropagated plants 
can be ensured by the careful selection of 
the mother plant (virus free, vigorous 
growth), continuous grading of plants at 
each subculture and the permanent main- 
tenance of aseptic conditions. 

In vitro conditions may also induce 
specific growth. Some plants (eg. roses) 
become highly branched after micro- 
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propagation. This aspect is very important 
for the pot plant industry. 

Furthermore, in vitro rooted material 
can be easily shipped overseas (reduced 
volume and weight). It may also ease 
some quarantine restrictions. 

In the early days of micropropagation, a 
number of abnormal plants were recorded 
(abnormal morphology or flowering). 
Now the causes of abnormalities have 
been determined. A well planned produc- 
tion, with regular in vitro initiations from 
healthy mother plants, limits the rate of 
mutant plants to the one obtained by 
tradtional techniques. 

The main limitation of micropropagat- 
ion is the high cost per plant produced, due 
to a high labour input and the high 
technicality involved. Mechanized sys- 
tems, which will reduce the labour, are 
slow to appear and a financial analysis 
shows that the cost of such equipment 
cannot be profitable unless the plant pro- 
duction reaches 18 million plants per year. 

The viability of commercial propa- 
gation companies rests on the choice of the 
plant to propagate. The plant chosen must 
be a unique and superior plant (e.g. new or 
recently imported variety, virus free of 
genetically engineered plants and awarded 
hybrids) or a plant difficult to propagate 
economically by seeds or traditional tech- 
niques. 

In any case, the plant propagation 
should be strongly supported by a well 
established marketing program and an 
efficient management. 

Nevertheless, micropropagation is just 
one of many tissue culture procedures. 
Several other technologies, such as so- 
matic embryogenesis and bioreactors, can 
be anticipated as having a very significant 
impact on micropropagation in the coming 
years. o

Dee 1938 the Editor made good 
use of his Editorials to scold and 
reproach, cajole and educate, encour- 
age and command his readers. When 
discussing ways of building up a 
collection, he recognises the human 
acquisitive instinct and forms his 
ideas around it. He recommends 
building up by exchange, and to form 
a bank of plants for exchange he 
recapitulates two of his hobby-horses, 
namely the use of native species, and 
the crossing of good orchids and 
subsequent raising of plants from 
seed. 

For those anxious to try new cul- 
tural methods or to modify old 
methods, the Editor has a caution: 
experiment by all means, but test 
first, observe over a long period 
before making changes, and above 
all, ‘hasten slowly’’. 

When discussing “‘the comrade- 
ship of orchid growers’’ the Editor 
supposes that one of its bases “‘has 
been the non-competitive exhibition 
of plants’? staged at meetings. It is 
rare today to find a Society which 
does not have some degree of compe- 
tition at its meetings. I would support 
wholeheartedly the Editor’s conten- 
tion, for it is my experience that most 
of the unpleasantness encountered in 
orchid societies all to often has its 
roots in some aspect of the plant 
competition. 

Administration concerns _—_an- 
nounced during the year included the 
introduction of continuous page num- 
bering for each volume, and acknow- 
ledgement to “‘De Orchidee”’ for the 
use of blocks, and the appointment of 
Messrs. Stevens & Brown Ltd. of 
London as agents for the A.O.R. in 
Great Britain.

The June issue carries an obituary 
of John Frederick Bailey who was 
Assistant-Director of Brisbane 
Botanic Gardens from 1889 until his 
appointment as Government Botanist 
of Queensland in 1905. From 1917 to 
1932 he was Director of the Adelaide 
Botanic Gardens. His name is closely 
associated with native orchids of 
Queensland. 

The expression pH, used to denote 
degrees of acidity or alkalinity, is the 
subject of two articles, one of which 
sets out the theory of hydrogen ion 
concentration, while the other gives 
the technique of assessing the pH of 
compost. The concept of pH is a 
difficult one to explain to the lay 
person, but the practical application is 
of vital importance in many aspects of 
orchid culture. The theoretical article 
recommends a figure of 4.8, attri- 
buted to Burgeff, but the technique 
for assessing compost pH suggests 
5.7 - 6.0, which is nearer to figures 
given by present-day authorities — 
although these do differ. 

Two shows were reported during 
the year: the Queensland Orchid 
Society’s display at the Brisbane Ex- 
hibition and Orchids at the Floralies 
Gantoises at Gand (Ghent) in 
Belgium. The report from the latter 
was written by Mr. E. Cooper of 
Sanders, who tells us that the show 
was founded in 1808 and is held every 
fifth year. I am advised by my 
Belgian Confrere, Joe Flere, native 
grower and flasker of Tully, that it is 
still held but is now.an annual event. 

It must have been a truly grand 
exhibition with the King of the 
Belgians presenting “‘the King’s prize 
for the most varied and meritorious 
group of orchids’’ to the Sanders

Group. The description of the hybrids 
displayed by both professional and 
amateur growers from the genera 


Brassocattleya, Coelogyne, 
Cymbidium, Cypripedium, 
Dendrobium, Lycaste, _ Miltonia, 


Odontioda and Odontoglossum reads 
like an excerpt from Sanders’ List of 
the period, while the species were no 
less in evidence, including some 
rarities such as Acacallis cyanea, 
Grammatophyllum papuanum and 
Neomorrea_ irrorata, which were 
among plants sent by Sir Jeremiah 
Colman. 


It might be thought audacious to 
couple the above with the modest 
show in Brisbane. Not a bit of it. 
While the Queensland Orchid Society 
was small in numbers, it was big in 
heart and the variety and quality of 
plants spoke well for the hard work 
and enthusiasm of members. 


Fifty-five years on Australia is in 
the forefront of the world’s orchid 
growers. In 1992 I visited the Chelsea 
Flower Show, where much of my 
time was spent at the orchid displays, 
which I enjoyed very much. I came 
away quite chuffed in the knowledge 
that every year at several centres in 
Australia one can see displays of a 
similar standard. That this is so is a 
direct result of those early days, when 
small numbers laboured with few 
plants, to advertise their hobby to the 
general public. 


May I put it to you, that over the 
years the A.O.R. has been respon- 
sible, in no small measure, for assist- 
ing Australia’s growers to assume 
their present place in the international 
orchid fraternity? |

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BOOK REVIEW 


Orchids of South-West Australia 


Noel Hoffman and Andrew Brown

Eight years ago, when the first edition 
was released, it filled a large hole in 
Australian orchid literature by providing a 
summary of the information then available 
about this unique flora. Since the publica- 
tion of that edition there has been a 
considerable amount of work done into the 
taxonomy of these orchids. The result is a 
much expanded second edition covering 
about 340 species in 27 genera compared 
to around 150 in 21 genera of the first 
edition. 

This book has already received several 
awards for design. 

The layout has been changed from 
double page spreads to a single page for 
each species. Subspecies and varieties also 
have a single page. The full page photos 
have been replaced by photos around 8.5 x 
9 cm — plenty large enough to show the 
details of the flowers. As in the previous 
edition the photography is excellent and 
clearly shows the subject. Each photo is 
accompanied by a distribution map, 
flower and plant dimensions, flowering 
time, common name and descriptive text 
with relevant information on habitat, af- 
finities and flower and plant descriptions. 
Natural hybrids are mentioned in the text 
but they are not illustrated. 

The text is not in scientific language 
and is easy for everyone to understand. 
The botanical descriptions, type locations 
and synonymy have been left for the more 
appropriate publication, Australian Orchid 
Research Vol 3. This book is intended 
more as a field guide for orchid observers 
— or to entice east-coasters to this region. 

As in the previous edition there is 
introductory text to each genus — there are 
several new ones in this edition — ac- 
companied by excellent line drawings. 
There is also the familiar section on 
Distribution, Structure and Growth which 
provides basic information not to mention 
the labelled drawings which show just 
which is the labellum and petals and sepals 
etc. of oddities such as Drakea livida. The 
very useful pictorial key to the genera is 
also retained. A short chapter on orchid 
photography provides useful hints and 
there is a glossary of botanical terms. The 
Bibliography shows clearly the lack of 
other literature on the orchids of this 
region. ' : 

Although there are many species which 
have been reinstated after a confusing 
history of name changes and some newly 
named species and subspecies. There are 
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still several complexes to be studied which 
shows the need for detailed, ongoing work 
into taxonomy which will keep botanists 
busy for sometime. A look at the photos 
shows why recognition of the unique 
forms is needed. Many have been known 
as a western form of an eastern species to 
which they are not that closely related. 
Others have been known as “‘poor’’ forms 
of a species but study has shown that they 
are unique and deserving of taxonomic 
recognition. This work begins to show just 
how extensive our terrestrial orchid flora is 
as south-west Western Australia has “*. . . 
the largest number of terrestrial orchids 
found in any state’’ (p11). 

The reader of this book will find bizarre 
forms amongst some more familiar ones. 


There are flowers ranging from familiar 
and unfamiliar Pterostylis, Caladenia and 
Diuris to the trickery of the Drakea and the 
unusual behaviour of the underground 
orchid, Rhizanthella gardineri. The 
colours cover the spectrum of orchid 
flowers with many the rare (amongst 
orchids) blue of Thelymitra, Epiblema and 
Cyanicula. There are also sun-soaked 
golds, pinks and deep reds along with 
fresh whites. Even unusual finishes such 
as the enamelled Elythranthera. There are 
large and showy single flowers of 
Caladenia species and stems of minute 
Microtis flowers. There is also discussion 
of pollination tactics which range from 
visual attraction to pheromone production 
to some self-pollinating species. 

This book shows how unique this 
ancient flora is. A look at the distribution 
maps shows many species are confined to 
a small area. There are relatively few 
species which are also found in South 
Australia or the eastern states. 

The ‘‘Orchids of South-West Australia’ 
is a must for anyone who has been 
contemplating a trip to this area — it is 
enough to make you pack your copy and 
book a ticket for September now. For the 
rest of us it is some compensation to be 
able to look through this book and contem- 
plate these wonders amidst the other truly 
remarkable flora of this region. 

Highly recommended for anyone with 
an interest in the orchids of Australia. Ml

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Sir, 

As an occasional reader of the A.O.R., 
an orchid grower of 30 years and a 
sometime economic entomologist, I am 
disturbed by some of the pest control 
recommendations made by _ Allan 
Merriman (Commercial Orchid Growing 
in Australia, A.O.R., Feb. 1993, pp37- 
39) Regular use of broad spectrum insecti- 
cides such as Supracide (methidathion) 
and Nuvacron (monocrotophos) will un- 
doubtedly lead to continuing problems 
with two spotted mite (TJetranychus 
urticae), soft scales (such as Coccus 
hesperidum) and mealybug. Broad spec- 
trum pesticides have a devastating effect 
on the natural enemies of the target pests, 
with the pest populations recovering more 
quickly from the effect of the pesticide 
than populations of natural enemies. Ad- 
ditionally most orchid pests eventually 
develop a degree of resistance to pesti- 
cides, necessitating higher concentrations 
of the chemical to get control. 

The most effective way of controlling 
two spotted mite is by use of the predatory 
mite Phytoseiulus persimilis which is 
available from commercial suppliers of 
biological control agents. Armoured 
scales, such as Diaspis boisduvallii, can 
be adequately controlled with white oil or 
a low viscosity oil at a rate of 1%. Soft 
scales require higher rates of white oil and 
often the addition of an insecticide with a 
systemic or penetrant action to the spray 
mixture. 

The use of preventative spraying in the 
spring when populations of pests are not

proven growing plan. They grow their 
plants in a structure with a clear fibreglass 
roof of the gabled type, they have erected 
glass on the western aspect to facilitate 
winter protection, other walls are covered 
with lathes to allow for plenty of air 
circulation throughout. The structure runs 
north/south and the dimensions are 4.5 x 
10 metres. 

50% Shade cloth is added late in 
October and is removed around mid 
March. The pots have ‘‘Osmocote’’ added 
when repotting is done and liquid fertilizer 
“‘Aquasol,”’ at half strength, is used once a 
week during the growing season and once 
every three weeks for the rest of the year. 
Ernie’s watering program is for twice 
daily watering during the summer period 
for about six minutes in the early morning 
and late in the evening. Ernie has an 
Automatic watering System to control the 
watering cycles (Anyone without a 
Sprinkler/ watering system is wasting a lot 
of time and should consider investing the 
$100.00 to purchase one.) 

Ernie and Alma use 8-18 mm bark for 
mature plants with peanut shell and heavy 
gravel added for moisture retention. 


History of Cym. Wallamurra

Ernie and Alma purchased The plant as 
a mericlone from ‘‘Wondabah Orchids’’ 
for the sum of $45.00 in 1986. They have 
flowered it for the last three years, with 
one spike in 1990, two spikes in 1991 and 
FIVE spikes in 1992, the flowers are up to 
115 mm across the petals. They have it 
growing in a 250 mm pot and are intent on 
leaving it there for another 12 months or

Phalaenopsis — 
Breeding for Colour

Though breeding records can not tell you it 
was used as it has to be registered under P. Iueddemanniana, the enamelled appearance and the 
bandy “legs” usually show through at least for the first generation.

Above right: A form fairly common in the north. Very often this has the very optimistic name on it 
of one of the worlds rarest Phalaenopsis, namely P. speciosa var. Imperatrix. Really it is a P. pulchra 
with a P. lueddemanniana lip and therefore probably has a component of each in its makeup. The 
flower shape and the flower habit are quite distinct for the two species mentioned. |

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VALE 
Fred Alcorn 


With great sadness I advise readers of the 
passing of Mr. Fred Alcorn on Sunday the 16th 
May, 1993. Fred has been in indifferent health 
for many years, however he was a determined 
man and kept growing his beloved Lycastes till 
the end. 

The funeral service held in the smallish [3% 
Carlingford Uniting Church saw a large circle of a 
friends attend the service and support the family 
at this most difficult time. Subsequently intern- 
ment took place at Northern Suburbs Lawn 
Cemetery after a Masonic Service at the grave side. 

Andrew Frederick Wesley (Fred) Alcorn was born at *‘Maybrook’’. Newrybar via Lismore in 
1906. He lived a full life, marrying relatively late in life to Doris May, with two children Jocelyn and 
Geoffrey subsequently making up the family circle, with grand children following later on. 

By trade Fred was a successful Builder, but had other varied interests. He was interested in sports, 
playing cricket in his younger days, and became a lawn bowler of note in later years. Apart from his 
sporting interests, politics were of interest, whilst Fred attained high office in the Masonic Lodge. 
Additionally Fred was a staunch church goer going back prior to the union of the two Churches that 
joined to form The Uniting Church of Australia. 

Some 40 years ago Fred became interested in orchid growing as a Hobby. However, with the 
passing of time his preference drifted towards the cultivation of Lycastes with their ‘‘different’’ look. 

Subsequently, the idea of Hybridising this genus came to life and a breeding programme was 
commenced. We all know that the successful mating of flowers depends on knowledge of the 
chromosome number so that a successful crossing may be made. 

In those days chromosomes were a mystery and hybrids of all types were made in the hope of 
achieving a successful union. This was trial and error hybridising, the only method available at the 
time. 

Being determined and also observant, Fred noticed that when he obtained seed, then seedlings, the 
flowering plants exhibited various traits. Strength of plant, dominance of shape, dominance of colour, 
free flowering and so a gene bank began to assemble — mainly because of observation and following 
through his knowledge of following blood lines in animals. 

Through trial and error some 280 crosses were made resulting in 170 seed capsules being 
harvested. All types of crossings were made. Modern hybrid cross modern hybrid, modern hybrid 
crossed back to species, Fred has done it all. 

Not all hybrids turn out a success, however the successes balance out the disappointments. There is 
nothing more exciting than going down to the flowering shelter and seeing new hybrids flowering for 
the first time, as the variety of colour from some of the crosses is just magic. 

Over the years Fred has gained numerous awards, including 2 x AM/AOC — NSW, 4 x HCC/AOC 
— NSW, in addition 3 x HCC/NSW, 2 x CC/NSW and the rare award of quality, awarded to a group 
of twelve plants raised from the same seed pod. At various times 3 silver and 3 bronze medals were 
awarded by the Orchid Society of New South Wales Ltd. 

On the World Orchid Conference scene Lycaste Macama crosses have gained recognition at 
various conferences. At the 10th conference at Durban Fred won two silver, two bronze medals and a 
special trophy for Lycastes. Various other world recognitions have also been gained. 

Fred was greatly sought after as a lecturer, speaking at the Durban and Tokyo conferences, and also 
the Hiroshima World Orchid Symposium. In addition several trips were made to the west coast of 
America to deliver a round of lectures to major societies. On the local and interstate scene Fred was 
very generous with his time and knowledge, giving many many lectures in and about the Sydney 
suburban area. 

A brilliant intergeneric hybrid, the result of crossing a Maxillaria and a Lycaste resulted in little 
seed and a few seedlings, however, one was a “‘cracker’’. This new hybrid was subsequently 
registered with The Royal Horticultural Society as Maxillacaste Fred Alcorn — a wonderful break 
through. 

For some time now Fred had been writing a book to record his experimental work and preserve and 
disseminate his knowledge to all growers who are intersted in growing and breeding Lycastes. The 
book is presently well on the way with proof reading commencing shortly. It will be finished and 
published. 

The book will by titled Lycaste Orchids, growing and hybridising and will be printed in Australia. 
Such a pity that Fred will not see his ‘‘Dream come true’’, but we must be thankful that this valuable 
knowledge has not been lost for all time. 

Fred was a splendid conversationalist, enjoyed company and talking to fellow growers on the work 
he had done, also with his thoughts on seedlings in the pipe line. Advice and encouragement was 
always willingly and freely given. 

Your writer has attempted in this memorial to record achievements during a long life time, 
covering personal activities and also the important orchid and associated activities. Fred, in the opinion 
of many, including overseas enthusiasts, achieved the ultimate accolade, being possibly the foremost 
world authority on Lycastes and their breeding. 

Over the years Fred had the unlimited love, support and encouragement given by his most 
charming wife Doris, who is personally known to many Orchid enthusiasts, both here in Australia and 
overseas. 

Sincere sympathy is extended to Doris and her family, who have lost a husband, father and 
grandfather. We, who are left have lost a wonderful friend and gentleman, who in his quiet way has 
made such a magnificent success with his Macama Lycastes. 

Well done and God Bless, Fred Alcorn.

CULTURAL NOTES 


Cattleyas 


Little can be done this time of the year. 
Keep plants under cover and only water 
when dry and then only on a sunny 
morning. If you have a heated house try 
and keep it around 10°degrees C during the 
night. BH 


Cymbidiums 


By now all flowering cymbidiums 
should be under shelter. If you do not have 
a glass house or lean-to type structure, 
place some polythene or solarguard on the 
roof and around the walls. This will stop 
the rain and wind coming in on your 
blooms. Watering should only be done on 
bright sunny mornings. A good soaking 
weekly should be sufficient. Try and keep 
your blooms dry. 

If you water on the Saturday, you may 
fertilize your plants on the Sunday. You 
may use Peters Blossom Booster or alter- 
natively use SPRYTECH’s K-D-L liquid 
potassium. Those growers who used it last 
season were very happy with the results. If 
you notice any aphids around on your 
flowering racemes, a quick spray with

GARDEN DOCTOR® will soon dispose 
of them. Give flowering plants plenty of 
light and air. Keep racemes staked and 
train them upwards with elastic pull or 
Nicorolls. Once plants are in place for 
flowering do not move them or you will 
get twisted racemes. 

I like to give my flowering plants a 
monthly spray with BENLATE® or 
SPIN® during the flowering season to 
keep Botrytis spotting away especially if 
the weather is unkind. 

All unflowering plants should now be 
separated into -the repotting kind, the 
throw outs, the swaps and the keeps. 
Clean up your shade house, repair bends if 
necessary. Then replace your plants in 
their relevant positions. 

Water when necessary. Fertilize with 
general purpose type such as GARDEN 
PARTY or PETERS ORCHID SPECIAL. 

If you grow seedlings keep them mov- 
ing. Plenty of light and air is the secret. 
Water when just starting to dry. Do not 
over do it. A weekly fertilizing pro- 
gramme is beneficial. Use alternately an 
organic and then an inorganic. GARDEN 
PARTY and Peter’s HiNite would be a 
good choice. a 


Masdevallia/Dracula 


As temperatures drop and the rains 
begin for most of us, it is time, if you have 
not done so, to move your plants out of 
their Summer/Autumn positions. 
Masdevallia/Dracula are no different 
from other orchids, in that they do not take 
kindly to being wet and cold for months at 
a time. Winter solid cover should be in 
place by now. Plants will begin to grow 
rather vigorously at this time, so ferti- 
lisers, albeit gentle, can be included at 
every watering. Watering frequently 
should be reduced, however. Shade cloth 
should be removed so as to take advantage 
of Winter light. No light, poor flowering! 
Should you be growing any species from 
the lower Andean altitudes, it is time to 
think about a little bottom heat to keep 
them going through the Winter. 8 to 10 
deg. C. absolute minimum is suggested 
for these cold sensitive orchids. The appli- 
cation of a Natriphene spray at recom- 
mended strength for orchids, may assist at 
this time. Sudden spotting or dropping of 
leaves at this time, suggests that it is too 
cool and this is the plant talking, to you, as 
well as advising that a little bottom heat, 
would be appreciated. Section Occillantes 
is at risk from the cold and many Dracula 
will spot their foliage rather badly if 
constant temperatures below 10 deg. C. 
prevail. It is time as well to think about 


dividing those plants which have become 
rather big, or perhaps, a fellow grower, 
has expressed interest in acquiring a piece 
of special clone. Air movement is as 
important now as at other times. 

Masdevallia and Dracula do not 
respond to tissue culturing, as a conse- 
quence, the best clones are only available 
through divisions. Never take or make 
divisions during the hottest time of the 
year. The middle of winter as well, 
dependent of course upon where you live, 
may not be the best time to divide the 
plants. I recommend Autumn through to 
early Winter, as being the best time of the 
year to do this work as growth of the 
division will immediately begin and for 
the southern most states, the divisions 
should settle down, before the really cold 
weather arrives. 

Do not be too mean with the size of the 
divisions and keep a few of the larger and 
best examples, to grow on as specimens. 
Masdevallia in particular, even the ones 
with the smallest flowers, can be spectacu- 
lar, and none will be seen at their best, 
unless grown on to a good size clump. 

It has in the past been recommended 
that a minimum of six leaves be taken as a 
safe division, the fact is, the bigger the 
division the quicker the re-establishment 
and the least shock will be suffered by the 
plant. A large plant contains many natural 
divisions and it is up to the grower to 
identify them and with care pull or other- 
wise entice them apart. A razor blade, as 
long as it is sterilised, makes a good clean 
cut. 

An important factor to consider when 
planning your divisions is the time of the 
year, in fact the season, a period during 
which development and re-establishment 
may take place, must lay ahead. Summer 
is not the time to do this work as the plants 
are not active, both Masdevallia and 
Dracula worked on during the Summer, 
may respond to being divided, by drop- 
ping leaves which will so weaken the 
plants that they may expire. The cooler, 
but not cold months, is the correct time for 
dividing Pleurothallids and those who are 
impatient and not willing to wait until the 
time is right, will discover, through a hard 
taught lesson, the consequences of that 
impatience! 

I have known and seen such greed, that 
three or four leaved divisions, I have even 
heard of one! have been taken from the 
rarest and most desirable species. Of 
course such pieces will struggle to survive 
at the best of times, but; when taken 
during the warmer months, mostly they 
die. 

How mean and thoughless can one 
person get? If only this grower had waited, 
we may ultimately all have had a piece, 
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and this was one of the rarest of the rare 
Masdevallias and as well I know, an 
endangered species. 

Once again I know of no better medium 
than Sphagnum for the establishment of 
divisions, a common mistake is to pack it 
to tightly. It is imperative that air reach the 
zone of root formation and it is surprising 
how efficient tightly packed Sphagnum 
can be, at excluding air. As has been 
previously recommended, the inclusion of 
a little rubbed polystyrene granules to 
20%, or even more, I am at present seeing 
excellent results with the ratio of 50/50, 
moss to polystyrene! This will assist in 
keeping the medium open to the air. 
Whilst I somtimes use Perlite as an 
addition to the mix for the larger plants, I 
never use it for division establishment 
when mixed with moss, as I feel it holds 
too much water. 

If you have been generous with your 
divisions, these Masdevallia should 
flower in their coming season. Dracula on 
the other hand, while they are a most 
vigorous orchid under temperate con- 
ditions, can not be divided into such small 
pieces. Not having coriaceous or thick leaf 
structures, water loss after division, will 
be more severe, it is therefore recom- 
mended that the minimum division be of 
ten leaves. 

If your plant is big enough, a few more 
leaves per division, may mean no set back 
whatsoever. Those all important flowers 
will then appear in their next season, with 
little if any reduction in quality, size, or 
colour. 

For the Dracula, moss is again used for 
re-establishment, the divisions can be 
placed alongside the Masdevallia on the 
hot bed if this accessory is available. If all 
goes well, the pieces will be ready for a 
normal potting on, or basketing, within a 
few months. The odd leaf may be seen to 
fall and this is of no consequence unless 
you have been mean, and have only 
produced, a two or three leaf division. 
These small pieces mostly die! 

Leaf loss, is usually caused by the leaf 
or leaves closest to the point of division, 
not having enough root to support them 
during establishment. The rubbing of a 
little Sulphur powder into the point of the 
rhizome split, should alleviate the possi- 
bility of fungal infection. 

Dracula are one of the most vigorous 
of all the Pleurothallids and it is rare to see 
them give trouble in culture. Flowering 
them of course is a different matter, 
observe cause and effect, and all will 
ultimately fall into place. They are cer- 
tainly worth the small amount of extra 
trouble and new techniques that may be 
required of them. Well flowered examples 
of D. vampira, D. wallisii, D. simia or D. 
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chestertonii, thats the one with the huge 
lip, are sights many people will never see 
unless they are grown, or should I say 
saved, by enthusiasts and conservation 
minded growers who are mindful of the 
rape and destruction of natural habitats. 
Because of the fact that many species 
may be endemic to areas of only a 
kilometre or so square, in the habitat, we 
may be witnessing the extinction of many 
species. Our responsibility as dedicated 
and concerned growers, is to acquire and 
cultivate as many of these plants as 
possible, lest they be lost for all time! 
There is no bringing them back from the 
dead and who knows, one day we, as the 
custodians of these orchids, may be asked 
to assist with their re-establishment in the 
natural South American habitat. Grow 
your plants big, and be generous with the 
divisions. That way, their future and 
survival, will be ensured. a 


Natives 


This is the coldest part of winter when 
plants are most likely to suffer damage 
from frosts if you live in a frost suscep- 
tible area. Make sure any sensitive plants 
— this includes most if frosts are heavy — 
are under cover. Water first thing in the 
morning but only when absolutely necess- 
ary and keep the plants on the dry side. 
Watering frost covered plants before the 
sun strikes them can also help although 
they will probably suffer cold damage 
anyway. Any damage from a heavy frost 
will show up in about two to three days. 
Cutting off badly burnt leaves will help as 
they will not recover. Make sure no fungal 
infection occurs in the damaged tissue. 

Many of our native orchids are frost 
resistant in that they can withstand light 
frosts with minimal damage and will not 
suffer in low temperatures of around -1°C 
or slightly lower, providing the frost does 
not settle on their leaves. Trees provide 
good protection for plants in gardens and 
extra protection for bushhouses. 

Over winter most of the cooler growing 
natives are preparing to flower. Some will 
have advanced racemes and the buds may 
already be differentiated. This year 
Dendrobium speciosum started rather early 
and it looks as if there is going to be a 
good flowering this spring to make up for 
last year. Dendrobium kingianum, D. 
melaleucaphilum, D.  gracilicaule and 
many Dendrocoryne hybrids will have 
spikes well developed by late winter. 
Others, such as Dendrobium falcorostrum, 
leave producing flower spikes until the last 
minute when the coldest weather initiates 
them in late July, at least in slightly 
warmer areas such as Sydney. To make 
sure your buds do not wilt and drop it is 


necessary that plants are lightly watered 
over winter. Over the last few years our 
winters have been uncharacteristically dry 
following unusually wet summers. Most 
cool growing species come from areas 
where the winters are usually cold and wet 
and the summers hot and dry so a little 
water over winter should not harm them. 
Be wary of water remaining in leaf axils 
particularly in uncovered bushhouses in 
cold areas. If there is heavy rain over an 
extended period this may result in flower 
spikes rotting. 

The Sarcanthinae species and hybrids 
will also have rapidly developing flowers 
over winter. Some may even be out before 
the end of winter. As these orchids have 
no food and water reserves it is important 
that they do not dry out too much. 

Fortunately, most pests are inactive 
over the colder months so the chances of 
the delicate racemes being munched are 
reduced. However, there are always snails 
and slugs and if conditions are too dry 
some of the sap suckers such as scale may 
appear. When the weather begins to warm 
up the pests arrive ready to feed on those 
flowers you have been nurturing all win- 
ter, so be ready. 

There should be no need for much 
repotting now unless you were unable to 
get it all done in the warmer months. 
Putting plants in new media now will 
mean that they can get a quick start once 
growth commences but it also means that 
there is a lot of media in the pot which has 
no roots through it to use moisture and 
nutrients so keep them on the dry side. 

Plants in flower over winter include 
many terrestrials such as Pterostylis 
species and hybrids. Keeping these plants 
out of the rain will help prevent the 
flowers being flattened and the tuberoids 
rotting in saturated mix. To keep the 
flower spikes from becoming too long and 
uncontrollable these orchids need plenty of 
light. 

In the hothouse, keep up the humidity 
as heaters dry the air very quickly. Use 
containers of water and mist well under 
benches if the pots are too wet for regular 
watering. If the humidity remains low the 
media in pots will dry and plants will 
dehydrate quickly. Rewetting the media 
can be difficult and plants may need to be 
immersed in a wetting agent before normal 
watering will have any effect. On the other 
hand, many of our warmer growing or- 
chids originated in the tropics where there 
is a wet season and a dry season. Although 
rainfall might be low it is still a tropical 
environment where humidity is high. The 
dry season corresponds to the southern 
winter so reducing water will help these 
plants as well as allow the reduction of the 
winter temperature by a degree or two. But 
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CULTURAL NOTES ; 


only do this if you are not growing other 
plants which require constant humidity. 
Place those which need drier conditions 
near the roof and water them only as 
necessary. | 


Paphiopedilum 

Paphiopedilum hybrids are well into 
their flowering season. Most of the whites 
and early greens will be in flower, to- 
gether with some of the coloured varieties. 
Many of the modern hybrids, particularly 
those with spotted flowers, will not flower 
until spring. Flower quality depends upon 
several factors; those under your control at 
this time of year are watering, feeding, 
staking and light. 

During winter paphiopedilums do not 
require frequent watering. Whilst the 
actual frequency will depend upon the 
weather, the type of housing and the state 
of the potting mixture, you must resist the 
temptation to pick up the hose unless the 
plants are moderately dry. When you do 
water, water early on a sunny day and 
water thoroughly. After every third or 
fourth watering allow the plants to drain 
for half an hour or so and then water with 
weak Aquasol (about half strength). 

Staking is important if you want to 
avoid asymmetrical flowers. Try to en- 


courage the stems to grow upright from the 
start. You will be able to support the 
growing stem with a loose tie a couple of 
inches or so below the bud. When the stem 
is fully grown and the bud about to open, 
lean the pot forward about fifteen degrees 
or so and keep it in this position until the 
flower has been open about a week; this 
will cause the flowers to ‘‘look up’? a 
little. 

Adequate light is very important for the 
quality flowers. If at all possible, the 
amount of shading should be reduced 
considerably from mid-May until early 
September. This will result in larger, 
brighter flowers and longer — yes, longer 
— stronger stems; the plants will also 
benefit by continuing their growth cycle, 
albeit at a slower rate, through the winter 
months. 

Although potting is best left until 
spring, any plant which is not doing well 
should be repotted into fresh mixture as 
soon as it is noticed, no matter what the 
season. If the roots have rotted away, dip 
the ‘‘bare rooted’’ plant in Fongarid and 
stake it firmly. 

As a general rule the green-leaved 
hybrids can be grown quite well in cold 
conditions provided they are protected 
from heavy frost. Those with heated

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glasshouses do not need more than about 
six degrees centigrade, although young 
seedlings will benefit from somewhat 
warmer conditions. Maudiae types are 
really warm growers and require about 
fifteen degrees to do well. | 


Phalaenopsis 


Watering:- Water only in early morn- 
ings every 3 or 4 days depending on the 
weather. If possible, water mainly in pots 
and not the foliage. Do not allow water to 
remain in the crown overnight as this can 
cause rot. Avoid watering at all on cold or 
bleak days. 

Light:- Still require more shade than 
other genera although can be reduced to 
70% during winter. 

Fertilizer:- Reduce fertilisation to once 
per fortnight, alternating between- 


(1) Inorganic low nitrogen — 
Campbells A, Aqua K_ or 
Phostrogen. 

(2) Wuxall, Field Pak or Fish 


Emulsion. 
Pest control:- Spray with fungicide 
every 6 weeks. e.g. 
Ridomil MZ WP or Mancozeb with 
Benlate. 
Use Diazanon or Pyrethrum to con- 
trol scale and insects. 
Keep a close watch for Phalaenopsis 
mite and treat with a miticide as required. 
| 


Vandaceous 


Watering:- Cut back on watering dur- 
ing cooler months. Depending on local 
conditions, a good watering every 3 days 
should be sufficient. Water only in the 
morning. Avoid watering at all on cold or 
bleak days. 

Light:- Strap leaf vandas and 
ascocendas require 50% shade. If you 
wish to move narrow leafed vandaceous 
plants (i.e. terete and semi-terete vandas, 
Mokaras, Arandas, etc.) from a shade 
house to full sunlight, then now is a good 
time to start moving them. 

Fertiliser:- Reduce fertilising to once 
per fortnight alternating between- 

(1) Inorganic low nitrogen — 
Campbells A, Flowfeed HP8, 
Aqua K or Phostrogen. 

(2) Wuxall, Field Pak or Fish 
Emulsion. 

Pest Control:- Spray with a fungicide 
every 6 weeks e.g. 

Ridomil MZ WP or Mancozeb plus 

Benlate. 

If insect or scale are a problem spray 

with Diazanon or Pyrethrum. 

Watch for mite damage (i.e. Red spider, 
false spider, etc.) and treat with a miticide

he much awaited 14th World Orchid 

Conference and Show, Glasgow, 

was heralded in glorious sunshine. 
The two weeks preceeding, found 
Glasgow and much of Scotland subject to 
showers and low temperatures. Walking 
down the banks of the River Clyde, to the 
magnificent and well appointed Scottish 
Exhibition and Conference Centre located 
on the former Plantation Quay and over- 
shadowed by that giant crane on Stobcross 
Quay, which once boasted the pride of the 
great ship building and engineering yards 
of the nation, I could not help thinking 
how very fortunate that this great event 
could enjoy such a wonderful day. On 
entering the Centre it was most encourag- 
ing to see the large queues forming outside 
to gain admission. A sight that would have 
pleased the organising committee no end. 


I am advised that nearly 1 ,600 delegates 
from 17 countries participated in this 
World event. This Conference scored its 
first major victory even before the Confer- 
ence opened. Igor Belitsky was the sole 
representative of the twenty member 
Moscow Orchid Society. It took Igor the 
equivalent of two years wages to get to 
Glasgow with his prize blooms. Igor was 
enjoying his time at the Show with the 
numerous friends he was making and the 
good food that was around. 


Once within the Exhibition Centre at- 
tention was drawn to the focal point of the 
Show, Celtic knot and Standing stones 
and then onto Loch nan Urach-bhallach 
(The Lock of Orchids). This, and many of 
the back drops to the displays was under- 
taken by City of Glasgow Parks and 
Recreation Department. 

The Eric Young Foundation had a very 
prominent position around the Loch. Their 
massive 1,700 square feet of display was 
breath taking. It included the more popular 
genera of Cymbidiums, Paphiopedilums, 
Miltonopsis, The Odontoglossums_ Al- 
liance, Calanthes, Phragmipediums etc. 
The display was well planned with plants 
positioned in such a manner to enhance the 
quality of the blooms. Large colonies of 
Miltonopsis were secured to trees so that 
their vibrant and varied colours were 
prominent throughout the display. Maid- 
enhair ferns were extensively used to 
soften the display. The Foundation was 
easily the most successful exhibitor of the 
Show, earning numerous ribbons and 
many Gold, Silver and Bronze Medals. 
There were many notable winners, Paph. 
rothschildianum ‘Mont Millais’ was 
Grand Champion of the Show and Gold 
Medal winner. The magnificent plant car- 
ried six flowers on a vertical spike. The 
flowers had broad sepals and petals and 
were very well displayed. Reserve Cham-

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pion and Best Hybrid was awarded to 
Odm. Auges ‘Jersey’ (Odm. Mont Sohier 
x Odm Pumistor) thus earning Silver and 
Gold Medals in the repective class. The 
plant carried ten well shaped white flowers 
with a delicate yellow labelum. An eye 
catching display of Phrag. Eric Young 
(Phrag. besseae x Phrag. longifolium) 
was the centre of much attention. This 
new hybrid in the South American genus 
has a delightful pinky-red and apricot 
colouring, a well shaped flower, inter- 
mediate in size, between those of its 
parents. I am advised that this hybrid grew 
from seed to flowering in less than three 
years and its progeny may be the stepping 
stone to something new in fast developing 
orchids. 

The task of packing and freighting this 
massive display to Glasgow was in itself a 
major operation and the Foundation is to 
be congratulated in bringing this to all. 
Not everyone is fortunate to visit the 
Mecca of Orchids. The Foundation could 
be well proud of their contribution to the 
Conference and it is sad that the ‘‘Great 
Showman’’ himself — the late Sir Eric 
was not there to share in his greatest 
triumph. To his Curator, Mr Alan Moon, 
“Welldone.””  ~ 


One of the displays that I made for very 
early was that of Robert Fuch (R.F. 
Orchids). Bob is a renowned hybridiser of 
Vandas and Ascocendas and has a great 
flair for display work. Bob’s display 
centered around a bicycle and baskets of 
flowers. Needless to say that this display 
carried away the majority of prizes in the 
VandalAscocenda Class. 1 expected the 
Champion Vanda to come from this dis- 
play. However, it was not to be. The 
winner, (Vanda Gordon Dillon x Vanda 
Madame Rattana) came from The Japanese 
Orchid Growers’ Association display earn- 
ing them a Gold Medal. However, R.F 
Orchids were not far behind, they secured 
a Silver Medal for (Vanda Gordon Dillon 
xX Vanda Bangkok Blue). How closely 
these two plants are related — Vanda 
Gordon Dillon is a crossing between 
Vanda Madame Rattana and Vanda 
Bangkok Blue and the two Vandas in 
question are Vanda Gordon Dillon mated 
back to each of its parents. Some 
Ascocendas of note were Ascda. South 
East Gold (Ascda. Madame Kenny x 
Ascda. Pralor) and Ascda Khun Nok (V. 
lamellata x Ascda. Madame Panni) both 
gaining Silver Medals. In addition the 
display won a Silver Medal. The 
Vandaceous section was well represented 
by cut flowers from South East Asian 
countries and amongst them it was pleas- 
ing to see a beautiful specimen plant of 
Rhynchostylis retusa exhibited by Bangsai 
Gardens, Thailand. This plant gaining a 
Silver Medal. The plant carried about nine 
or ten spikes and were of exceptional 


quality.

The Eugananthe (Soft Cane) 
dendrobiums were well represented in a 
fantastic Display by Yamamoto Orchids. 
The colours ranging from whites through 


to dark reds. The display earned a Silver 


Medal and carried some outstanding or- 
chids. Den. White Rabbit (Silver Medal) 
nice white flowers with pink tips. Den.

Fantasia (Silver Medal) large pink flowers 
with a yellow ‘‘eye’’. 

The Australian Orchid Council Display 
was of very high standard and won a 
Bronze Medal and many other prizes. 
Karen McFarlane with her Den. Autumn 
Fashion ‘Janine’ won a Silver Medal and a 
winner in its class whilst Stuart Heyden 
secured a second place with Den. Angels 
Edge ‘Queenslander’. Stuart also had suc- 
cess in the antelope section gaining first 
place. The A.O.C. display featured large 
mauve cattleyas laid out on maidenhair 
fern. Considering the distance that the 
blooms travelled they kept exceedingly 
well. In fact the Cattleyas showed little or 
no bruising at all. 

It is virtually impossible to cover the 
entire Show in a article of this nature. I 
have endeavoured to pick a few that I 
thought were deserving of mention. All 
genera were well represented at the Show, 
particularly the cool growing genera. 
Some Phalaenopsis and Paphiopedilums 
exhibited by the Commercial Growers 
from Taiwan were exceptional. One that 
caught my eye was Phal. Golden Poeker 
‘Brother’. 

I am glad I made it to Glasgow not only 
for the Conference but to see the re- 
surgence of a City from heavy industry 
decline to a City of cultural and artistic 


prominence. &

Commission (I.0.C.). 

Barry Collins organised a party from 
A.N.O.S. and we had a very good trip 
indeed. Who could ever forget the truly 
wonderful show in the Scottish Exhibition 
Conference Centre adjacent to the Moat 
House International Hotel where we 
stayed. Who would have believed that the 
first night of the conference was occupied 
with a free whisky tasting of almost 
unlimited malt Scotch which did wonders 
to renew old friendships, even with people 
we’d never met before.

| n April 1993 the 14th W.O.C. was held 
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that Alan Moon the foundations manager 
was far from well. We hope he has picked 
up now. Barry Collins created great inter- 
est with his Badge Collections and the 
Chalmers family flew the flag for our 
Stamp Club. I was so caught up, that I 
didn’t hear/see some speakers, so I’m 
waiting to read all about it in the proceed- 
ings that I’ve ordered.

Among the many happy recollections of 
the conference two stand out. 

One: At the final banquet I was the only 
Australian at the table with Rapee Sagarik 
and Kalya and about a dozen other friends 
when no one wanted to go home. 

Second: on another occasion, Stephen 
and Phil confused a chinese waitress with 
theirs and our wish to sample about eight

we need to know that the criteria used 
can be duplicated precisely by others 
anywhere in the world. In other words we 
need to standardise our method of meas- 
urement. 

Light levels and shadecloth values are 
often discussed by writers and growers but 
the values they use are not standard 
therefore they cannot be duplicated. 

I use a de facto standard which was 
published by the Agricultural Research 
Service of the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 

This method requires that the light be 
measured with a photographic exposure 
meter. An exposure meter is a light 
measuring instrument used by photogra- 
phers to calculate correct exposure. They 
do not calculate Foot Candles or Lux units 
but the values given can be converted to 
foot candles and/or LUX units using a 
fairly simply mathematical process. 


| n order that we may discuss the various 


The exposure meter will provide certain 
information which will vary with the 
prevailing light and it is this information 
which we need as a basis for further 
calculations. 

Before using a meter with which you 
are not familiar test it to make sure it is 
accurate. Some camera shops have testing 
gear and may test it for you, otherwise the 
best alternative is to use up a colour slide 
film (not a colour print film) taking 
pictures of the same subject, one at the 
setting the meter suggests and one at an 
aperture setting one-half an aperture and 
one full aperture setting either side of the 
aperture suggested by the meter. When the 
slides return note which shots were cor- 
rectly exposed and make any adjustments 
to the meter necessary. Of course you 
should make some notes so you know 
which shot was which later on. 

If the photo taken at the indicated 
settings are incorrectly exposed (i.e. the 
colours are lighter or darker than they 


Note that ‘‘A?’’ means ‘A’ js 
“‘squared’’, that is mulitiplied by itself 
(e.g. 11x11). 

Or, as a working example, suppose the 
aperture is found to be f11.0 (we use ‘‘f’’ 
as a symbol meaning lens aperture or 
“opening or stop’’) and we are using an 
ASA setting of 100 (which we get from 
the film carton) and we use a shutter speed 
of Yioo th of a second. 

We substitute the actual values for the 
variable names in our formula and our 
calculation would look like this:- 


20 x (112) 
Yioo x 100 


For those who have forgotten their 
basic maths the problem is solved thus:- 

Note that 11? means 11 is ‘‘squared’’, 
that is multiplied by itself (11x11).

A Growers Guide to 
Measuring Light 


Measuring the light levels under which 
orchids are grown is quite an easy matter. 
If you own either a photographic hand held 
exposure meter or a camera with a meter 
built into it then you need only a sheet of 
white paper. . 

Those with a spare $80-$90 dollars can 
actually buy a LUX METER, at some Dick 
Smith Stores, which will do the same job. 

The most common light measurement 
is FOOT CANDLES (or F.C’s). LUX units 
is another. The difference is that F.C.’s 
refer to light levels per square foot, and 
LUX units per square metre but we can 
convert one to the other. 

The term Foot Candles is defined by 
the Focal Encyclopedia of Photography as 
“A unit of illumination representing the 
light intensity over a surface one foot 
away from a standard candle. It is also 
known as one lumen per square foot’’. 

LUX is also defined as the illumination 
per square metre of a surface at a distance 
of one metre from a point light source of 1 
candela (10.764 foot candles).

As well as providing the formula with 
which you can do your own calculations, I 
have provided a computer calculated chart 
which will greatly simplify the process for 
you. See Table 1. 

For those who wish to create their own 
table, or do their own work, the math- 
ematical equation (formula) is:-

answer by 20. Note that this figure of 20 
never changes. 

Next do the multiplication below the 
line and then divide this figure into the 
answer gained from the first step. NOTE 
that the shutter speed is a VULGAR 
FRACTION of a second — the ‘‘1’’ is 
always over the figure e.g. Yiooth. 

For example:- 

Top Line: 20 x (11 x 11) ar 2640 


Bottom Line: (1 div. by 100) x 100 l 
Top line divided by bottom line: 2640 

divided by 1 = 2640 (foot candles). 

Try a few different measurements and 

check yourself against the chart which 

should be correct (if it isn’t then I need a 

new computer). 


TAKING LIGHT READINGS 
1.0 Witha hand held meter 


1.1. The first step in determining the 
Foot Candle measurement of the prevail- 
ing light intensity using a Camera meter is 
to set the meter’s ASA (film speed) setting 
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with a film speed to match any one of 
those in the column heading on the at- 
tached chart (e.g. ASA 100). It does NOT 
matter which ASA rating is selected so 
long as it is used constantly in all measure- 
ments and it is in Zable 1. attached. The 
purpose is to find the LENS OPENING 
(aperture, or ‘‘f’’ stop) size and shutter 
speed which the meter will indicate. 

1.2. The next step is to place a sheet of 





clear bright white paper with a matte 
surface (never glossy) in the area in which 
the light reading is to be taken. The paper 
must be placed so that it faces the light 
source and the light shines directly onto 
the paper — that is it must be at a true 
right angle to the light’s rays. Stand with 
your back to the light so neither you or the 
meter is casting a shadow on the paper. 
Bring the meter to approx 12 inches 








Conversion of Camera Meter Settings and/or Light 
Meter Exposure Values to Foot Candles 


(Copyright W.R. Johnson AFIAP 1993) 
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(300mm) trom the paper so that it’s angle 
of view is entirely filled with the paper 
otherwise on erroneous reading will result. 
1.3. Take a light reading with the meter. 
The meter needle will rest at a point 
somewhere on a numerical scale. The 
value it indicates is then used to provide a 
range of optional ‘‘f’’ stops and shutter 
speed combinations. Set this reading to the 
reference mark and find the aperture value 
opposite the shutter speed setting you have 
selected (it must be one of those on the 
CHART if you are using it). All meters 
work in steps equal to one third ‘‘f’’ stops 
as well as shutter speeds. 

1.4. You should now have both the 
aperture value and the shutter speed re- 
quired for your calculations. See section 3. 
for the next step. 

1.5. Some exposure meters use a LIGHT 
VALUE system. This means a number 
from 1 to 19 with sub-settings equal to 
one-third of a number. Other meters have 
their own indicator system and that too 
will be a number against which the meter 
needle will stop when the reading is taken. 
The chart provided provides for Light 
Values (far left column of Table /.). 


2.0. Using a camera’s meter 
2.1. First set the film ASA setting on the 
camera’s film speed dial then select a 
shutter speed from the camera’s shutter 
speed range — preferably one from the 
chart. BOTH MUST BE SET. 
2.2. Take a reading (as above in 1.2.) 
ensuring that the camera’s view-finder is 
filled with the paper and nothing else; but 
this time rotate the camera’s aperture 
selector until correct exposure is indicated. 
Usually this is by means of a needle 
stopping at a given mark in the view- 
finder. 
2.3. Note both the shutter speed and the 
lens aperture indicated on the camera. In 
some modern cameras both the aperture 
and the shutter speed values may actually 
be indicated in the view finder. 
2.4. If the ‘‘f’’ stop has to be read off 
the lens then note that all ‘‘’’ stop 
settings will not be marked, it may be half 
way between two values, or it may be one- 
third or two-third the distance between. 
Table 1. provides for ‘‘f’’ stop variations 
of one-third. In the event that the lens ‘‘f”’ 
stop steps are half settings then the result 
will be half way between the higher and 
lower value in Table J. 


3.0. Converting the light 
measurement information. 
3.1. Having found the shutter speed/ 
film speed combination use the above 
formula to calculate the Foot Candles if 
you wish to use that method.

4.1. The system can also be used to find 
the true shading value of your shadecloth. 
You will need to take two measure- 
ments, one in full sun and the other under 
the shadecloth. This time we need to find 
the reduction in light that has been created. 
Say the full sun reading indicated 
10,000 f.c’s and the shade cloth reading 
was 6,000.

In this example our shade cloth has an 
effective shade value of 40%. 
4.3. Try checking your shadecloth on 
dull days and sunny days every month of 
the year. You might find that the manufac- 
turer’s rating and the true rating disagree. 


Comments and Suggsestions 

The method described here may not be 
truly precise (mainly because of the limi- 
tations of photographic equipment) but it 
will give readings which are quite ad- 
equate for orchid growers. 

The attached chart provides data for a 
range of lens f stops (apertures) which are 
beyond the scope of most cameras, but 
some hand held meters will provide them. 

It is best if a constant shutter speed and 
film speed combination is used which will 
suit all light conditions, i.e. for dull or 
very bright light and a combination of 
Yi2s th of second shutter speed and a film 
speed of ASA 100 will do this nicely. 
Using this combination, all readings can 
then be converted using the attached chart. 

This method can also be used for 
checking light levels in tissue culture 
laboratories so that constant values can be 
provided. 

Next time you are out in the bush 
studying your favourite native orchid in its 
natural habitat, take some light readings 
— you may find the exercise interesting.

owards the end of April this year, 

when most of the Stanhopea 

species had finished flowering, our 
plant of S. florida suddenly thrust down 
two lusty, unexpected flower spears. 

The first of these opened up one 
morning in May showing off six hand- 
some flowers (13cms. across) coloured 
somewhere between ivory and pale buff- 
pink with a sprinkling of red-purple dots 
over all parts except the tip of the epichile. 

The chunky J-shaped hypochile was 
densely purple-spotted with two fuzzy 
purple ‘‘eye-spots’’ and a dark purple 
band across the inside of the cave. At first 
opening, a partial joining together at the 
base of the two major sepals caused a 
slightly cupped shape not frequent in

Stanhopeas. The narrow papery petals 
curled back between the sepals. 


This flowering was interesting because 
neither I nor any of the Stanhopea collec- 
tors I know had ever seen S. florida in 
flower. The plant has been growing into a 
big healthy one over five or six years 
without having previously shown any sign 
of flowering. 


In the wild, S. florida grows mainly on 
the eastern slopes of the Andes'in Ecuador, 
Peru and to some extent into Colombia. It 
was first described by Reichenbach in 
1879, and so named for the generousity of 
its flowering — up to nine blooms on an 
inflorescense. As far as I know, it has 
been rare in collections and rarely men- 





tioned in standard orchid manuals since 
then. 

Our plant grew from a division of a 
plant which York Meredith brought back, 
after seeing it in spectacular flower, from 
his last trip to Ecuador. He tells me it had 
been growing at 6,000 feet and this should 
have given the clue to growing it cool. 
But, (falling for the old trap of coddling 
precious things), I grew it in a warm 
glasshouse from 1987 until early 1992. 
Then it was moved outside and spent the 
whole of winter 1992 hanging under a tree 
in front of our house at Collaroy. That, 
apparently made all the difference.

he North Moreton Queensland Or-

Champion Specimen and 
Champion Species Orchid are both worth 
$300. The Reserve Champion earns $400 
and the $1000 in cash for the Grand 
Champion Orchid will be bolstered by 
several other prizes donated by sponsors. 

There will be three classes for displays: 
commercial, small society and large 
society. These will earn $100, $250 and 
$350 respectively and all other displays 
will also earn ‘‘appearance money’’. One 
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innovative idea is that a class has been 
included for a miniature flowered exotic 
orchid, species or hybrid, with flowers 
less than 10mm across. A full schedule 
will be available and will be widely 
distributed in about October.

2. Any individual registrant who belongs 
to a society which is not entering a display 
may enter plants which will be arranged in 
a composite display by the organisers. 

3. A registrant may enter cut flowers, but 
only if he or she resides more than 200 km 
from the Brisbane GPO. These will also 
be arranged in a composite display. 

4. Commercial sales stands may have a 
display area next to them and these will be 
judged as displays only. Plants may be

prizes. This rule is designed to prevent the 
judging task from becoming a nightmare!

Home Study 
Nursery Courses 


With the introduction of two new 
courses, the Australian Horticultural Cor- 
respondence School is now offering five 
study options specifically designed to train 
people to better run a nursery. 

The Advanced Certificate in Applied 
Management (Wholesale Nursery) is a 
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700 hour course, currently undergoing 
accreditation. Half of the course involves 
study specific to horticulture and produc- 
tion nursery operations, while the other 
half covers management, communica- 
tions, business, marketing and office 
practices. 

The Advanced Certificate in Applied 
Management (Retail Nursery) is very 
similar to the above course, but with the 
emphasis being on the retail nursery or 
garden centre. 

The Nursery Growers Course is a rela- 
tively short 80 to 100 hour course, aimed 
to introduce the beginner to the nursery 
industry, teaching them about basic horti- 
culture (e.g. plant identification, soils, 
nutrition, pest control etc), as well as how 
to be efficient in the running of nursery, 
even if it is only on a very small scale. 

The Nursery Hands Course was devel- 
oped in conjunction with the owner of a 
wholesaile/retail nursery, who had over 20 
years of industry experience. It is designed 
to train a general nursery worker in a wide 
variety of skills, ranging from propagation 
and plant maintenance to dealing with 
customers and despatching orders. 

Wholesale Nursery Management is a 
well established course having been stud- 
ied by more than 200 nurserymen over a 
period of 8 years. It deals with the things 
which make a difference to productivity 
and profitability of a nursery. For many 
established nurserymen, it has shown 
them ways to analyze their business, and 
simple methods of improving efficiencies.

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The Copper Based 
Fungicides 


n excellent article in the Australian 
Aortic Review in August 1989 by 

Bruce Taylor has to be a watershed 
in the field of orchid fungal control. 
Fungicides were carefully researched to 
find out which have the best effect on the 
leaf fungus Glomerella. He found 
‘Daconyl’’ and ‘‘Bordeaux’’ to be the 
most effective organic and copper based 
fungicide respectively. 

After a visit to Townsville by a promin- 
ent American Phalaenopsis grower, who 
strongly recommended one form of the 
copper based formulations, some troubles 
appeared. The formulation available as 
copper hydroxide worked very well for 
Phalaenopsis and is a wonderful prevent- 
ative measure against fungus attack. Per- 
sonally it is my method of choice for 
prevention and is complimented by lime/ 
sulphur for treatment of infected areas. 
Several growers reported disasterous ef- 
fects on dendrobiums using copper hy- 
droxide formulations. Over the past six 
months I have run a few tests at home and 
found no problems with this genus as 
such. Professionally I will be studying this 
fungicide and the other copper based 
forms using tissue culture experiments 
over the next twelve months. Only then 
will I be able to report exactly what is 
going on. At this time I would like to 
share with you some of my thoughts based 
on the scientific literature that I have read. 
Here I hope to identify the problem and 
suggest how you may prevent troubles in 
your own bush house. 

I have looked at all the copper based 
fungicides available from outlets in 
Townsville and they fall into two 
categories, namely copper hydroxide and 
copper oxychloride. Some people may 
suggest spraying with the very cheap 
copper sulphate. This is far too acidic and 
too open to the production of copper 
toxicity and acid burn for me to even 
consider it here. The big surprise to me 
when inspecting the brands available other 
than the uniformity of composition was 
the enormous variation in price. If you are 
buying well you would be paying fifteen 
dollars per kilogram for the active ingredi- 
ent, copper. If you are a less discerning 
shopper you could be paying up to four 
hundred and seventy dollars for the same 
amount. Raises some questions that need 
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answering but this is not what this article 
is about. 

Now for the chemistry. I think from a 
chemist’s point of view I would prefer the 
copper hydroxide formulation over the 
copper oxychloride form but with a little 
treatment they should be equally good. Let 
me define the problem as I perceive it. 
These fungicides are marvellous but they 
are made from a very toxic chemical so the 
concentration must be kept very low in the 
root region. Simply the problem could be 
pH. Dendrobiums are grown very much 
under potted and hence potting is in- 
frequent. Root masses are tight and media 
would have broken down producing humic 
and fulvic acids and the like. This lower- 
ing of pH solubalizes copper, poisoning 
the plant. Freshly potted plants like 
Phalaenopsis with less matted roots retain 
less acids. 

Shindler studied copper in natural 
waters in 1967, and I believe his findings 
support what I am on about in this article. 
This article was a theoretical paper, with 
no mention of orchids or fungus or tox- 
icity. I am interpreting the work from an 
orchid growers viewpoint. This researcher 
found that a steady level of copper carbon- 
ate occurs in well aerated systems contain- 
ing cupric oxide, over a great range of pH 
values. The calculations would indicate 
that at a pH values of 5 (acidic) or less very 


toxic levels of copper in the form of 
various positively charged species would 
occur. At pH values above 12 (alkaline) 
toxic levels of copper species with nega- 
tive charge are predicted. In the pH range 
where copper carbonate is the governing 
copper species the concentration of copper 
may even be considered deficient. With 
this knowledge we know we are not going 
to kill our plants with toxic levels of 
copper if the pH is maintained between 
these limits. 

The method I would recommend based 
on current knowledge is as follows:— 

(1) I would prepare my suspension days 
before I intended to use it to encourage the 
hydrolysis of soluble copper ions which 
may leach out of the so called insoluble 
copper oxychloride. If you are using the 
copper hydroxide formulation this step 
will have been done for you. 

(2) Mix some slaked (brickie’s lime) 
lime with the suspension just before you 
use it. This will produce a pH that will 
prevent copper from dissolving and be- 
coming toxic. If you have a fine jet on 
your spray you could strain the lime water 
through a stocking as you only need the 
clear solution to make the pH to about 
nine. ; 

(3) Water the plants thoroughly before 
spraying as once sprayed you want them 
unwatered for as long as possible.

(4) When the leaves have dried, folia 
spray the plants taking care that excess is 
not running into the pot. Avoid plants that 
are in old media. Repeat spray when dry 
rather than put too much on and having it 
run onto the roots. 

(5) Now for the very important step. 
Leave the sprayed plants without watering 
for a minimum of one and where possible 
up to four days. This gives time for the 
excess lime, you were asked to add, to 
take up carbon dioxide from the air, 
forming calcium carbonate. This is ben- 
eficial for two reasons. One is explained 
above (pH of the lime water is reduced to a 
suitable value) and the other is it binds the 
copper to the leaf. 

(6) After the long dry spell water the 
plants very well to wash any unreacted 
copper right out of the system. 

(7) Stongly alkaline or strongly acidic 
foliar sprays should not be used on treated 
leaves. Sulphate of ammonia and 
ammonia would be unsuitable fertilisers. 

The article by Bruce Taylor supporting 
Bordeau mixture as one one of the best 
fungicides for orchids now makes a lot of 
sense. The fact that my freshly potted 
Dendrobium seedlings are doing as well as 
my Phalaenopsis indicates to me. that 
Dendrobiums are quite tolerant to copper. 
If you read this article in conjunction with 
the 1989 article and follow the recom- 
mended spraying regime we should see a 
lot of healthier plants in our orchid houses 
next summer. In conclusion I would like 
to point out that this treatment is for the 
prevention of above ground infections. 
There is no reason to believe only 
Glomerella sp. infection should be pre- 
vented. Cercospora sp. causing leaf spot 
in dendrobes and the dreaded Pellicularia 
sp. Causing crown rot in Phalaenopsis in 
tropical areas should be prevented. Black 
rot in many genera caused by the fungi 
Phytophthera sp. and Pythium sp. may 
also be controlled. The latter fungi are 
more commonly associated with root rot 
so good plant husbandry associated with 
the potting must accompany the spraying 
regime.

n Volume 3 the A.O.R. once again 
has followed its practice of publish- 
ing articles on Australian orchids. 


Perhaps the most intriguing is one 
by Rupp on “‘The Genus Cleisostoma 
in Australia’’. The Reverend points 
out that the genus had become a 
dumping-ground for orchids of doubt- 
ful affinity and lists eleven Australian 
species all of which he suggests 
belong elsewhere. In the intervening 
period some have had more than one 
name and we now have new names 
for them all as follows:

some Reflections”’ is required reading 
for students of Australian orchid his- 
tory. There is much information in 
this article, from which only a few 
snippets can be quoted here. Rupp 
lists twenty new species for New 
South Wales found since 1930, in- 
cluding Dendrobium kestevenii which 
he declares had even then disappeared 
from the type locality due to vandal- 


ism. For native orchid lovers 
these were exciting times, as 
other newly described species 


include Bulbophyllum  weinthalii, 
Rhizanthella  slateri, Dendrobium 
carrii and D. fleckeri. Rupp’s appreci- 
ative recognition of his collectors 
includes words of praise for Kenneth 
Macpherson, to whom the orchid 
fraternity now pays homage on his 
receipt of the Award of Honour of the 
Australian Orchid Foundation. 

During 1938 there were more 
articles on Dendrobium bigibbum and 
its relatives. An article by G. Bates of 
Cairns on the Cooktown orchid (as D. 
phalaenopsis) tells us that it is com- 
mon around Cooktown, and that he 
has specimens from Laura, Maytown 
and the Mitchell River near Wrotham 
Park. A launch from Cairns to 
Cooktown, train to Laura and a day’s 
horse-ride brought him to Cooktown 
orchids in profusion. He reports that 
dendrobium beetles were active in the 
wild, an occurrence, here in the north, 
much less common that the on- 
slaughts against plants in gardens and 
bushhouses. Today the orchid is not 
common close to Cooktown although 
there are some populations around 
Cooktown if you know where to look. 
Those that know tend to keep such 
knowledge to themselves.

A two-part article by E.W. Bick, 
Curator of the Brisbane Botanic Gar- 
dens, describes a trip to Cape York 
and the Torres Strait Islands in 1910 
to locate “‘D. bigibbum and _ its 
varieties, generally spoken of in Bris- 
bane as ‘Cooktown’ or ‘Thursday 
Island’ orchids’’. Disgusted by their 
absence on Thursday Island, he 
nevertheless saw large numbers on 
various islands, ‘chiefly D. 
Phalaenopsis, also quite a good pro- 
portion of D. superbiens’’. He 
suggests that the latter is possibly a 
hybrid between D. bigibbum and D. 
undulatum (now D. discolor). 

An anonymous article cites Dr. 
Lyon of the Hawaii Sugar Experiment 
Station who writes that his crosses of 
D. undulatum with D. bigibbum have 
produced typical plants of D. 
superbiens. This does not surprise the 
author who points out that if the two 
parents are present together then D. 
superbiens also is present, but if one 
is missing then so is D. superbiens. 

In the last issue for the year, Eric 
Holttum, Director of the Botanic Gar- 
dens, Singapore, discusses the parent- 
age of D. superbiens and suggests 
that it is a hybrid of D. veratrifolium 
(now D. lineale) with D. bigibbum, 
or perhaps D. phalaenopis. In his 
book, ‘‘Flora of Maylaya, Vol. 1 
Orchids’’ (3rd ed. 1964), Holttum 
does not mention D. veratrifolium, 
merely stating that D. superbiens is a 
hybrid between sections 
Phalaenanthe and Ceratobium (now 
Spatulata). The origin of OD. 
superbiens as a natural hybrid be- 
tween D. discolor and D. bigibbum is 
now well recognised and accepted, so 
we refer to itas D. X superbiens. @

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BOOK REVIEW 


Alans Pest and Disease Handbook 


Alan Merriman

This is the companion to ‘‘Alans 
Fertilizer Handbook’’ which was released 
last year. It’s written in the same easy-to- 
read and understand language and pro- 
vides very valuable information. 

This new publication shows clearly just 
how complicated it has become to choose 
the right chemical to eradicate problems as 
they arise. The situation is simply no 
longer a dose of lime-sulphur or bordeaux 
end the days of drenching with DDT or 
crganochlorides have long passed. There 
are now a multitude of specialised chemi- 
cals for each pest and disease and these 
need to be chosen and used carefully to 
avoid problems such as resistance and 
phytotoxicity. 

The topics covered explain in simple 
terms how to choose the right chemical for 
the job. The problem of resistance means 
using chemicals of different types and this 
is explained. There are many hints on 
spraying — the correct gear to use, when 
and how to spray, correct dose rates and 
the legal situation. Surfactants or wetting

agents make spraying easier and ensure the 
spray goes where you want it. There is 
discussion on chemical compatibility if 
you want to save time and mix sprays 
while avoiding a lethal or deactivating 
chemical reaction along with an extensive 
chart of compatible/incompatible chemi- 
cals. Phytotoxicity is the reaction of a 
plant to a chemical on common causes and 
symptoms are discussed. 

A book on chemicals would not be

involved. There is a chapter on the insect 
pests that attack orchids and the sprays to 
use on them. Another on fungi and 
bacteria, which are usually less well- 
known, shows the need for them to be 
correctly identified as the chemicals are 
often very specific for treatment and many 
only have a preventative value! Every- 
one’s nightmare is the virus and there are 
more than 18 reported amongst orchids so 
far. They are untreatable and prevention is 
the only cure so the disinfecting solutions 
are of value to all orchid growers. 

Many sprays discussed here are avail- 
able commercially and their use is in the 
commercial area but there are also 
hobbyist packs for use on smaller areas. 
These are listed along with their uses. 

Biological controls are of immense 
value and the use of predatory mites is 
discussed along with other natural pro- 
ducts, including ‘“‘home brews’’, of major 
importance for growers in built-up areas or 
those with small collections who are 
looking for low toxicity alternatives. 

The section on herbicides may make 
some uncomfortable but how many 
growers have weed problems in their pots 
or under the benches? How herbicides 
work and what they kill are discussed as 
some are quite specific and can be used 
with other plants. A comprehensive list is 
provided. 


The second half of the book consists of 
tables providing easy access to much 
information.

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CULTURAL NOTES. . 


Cattleyas 


Watch for new root action. If your plant 
needs dividing, now is the time to do it. 
The starting of these new roots is the tell 
tale sign for you to start work. If your 
plant had been back cut there is no 
problem. It is just a matter of pulling the 
plant apart and repotting in your favourite 
compost. If you have to divide your plant 
keep it in as big a piece as possible. This 
way the plant has less stress. After repott- 
ing make sure you stake all of the 
pseudobulbs and tie securely. This stops 
the plant from moving whilst watering. 
After repotting water thouroughly and give 
the plant a food soak with HORMONE 
20,® AUXINONE or WUXAL. Once the 
plant has settled in a weekly application of 
GARDEN PARTY® gets the plant onto 
growing mode. 

All plants should have a good spraying 
with ANTI-SCALE®. For some un- 
known reason catts seem to attract scale 
over the winter months. 

If roots seem to be eaten a few pellets of 
your favourite snail bait should help. Do 
not over water this time on the year. Plants 
should still be kept a little on the dry side. 
If plants have flowers, remove when 
starting to die, or botytis spores will float 
onto other blooms. Growers have used 
BENLATE® to control botrytis spotting 
for many years.

Growers will have to resort to 
other fungicides to control flower spot- 
ting. 

If your bulbs start to go dark drench 
plants with AGRI-FOS®.

Cymbidiums 


By the time you read these notes most 
cymbidium growers will have at least 
flowered a few seedlings. Flowering seed- 
lings is one of the greatest thrills of 
growing cymbidiums. The quality of seed- 
lings from the major cymbidium 
hybridizers is getting better and better. We 
are finding that more growers are keeping 
their seedlings and discarding their old 
flowering stock. 

In the mail, one of the most asked 
questions is should I buy seedlings or 
mericlones? First I would always suggest 
seedlings as they will form the back bone 
of our collections for the future. Buy two 
or three of each cross from selected parents 
that flower at that time of the year when 
you require flowers, and don’t forget the 
colour that you desire. Mericlones are very 
handy for the commercial grower who 
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want blocks of a certain colour. The hobby 
grower must be very selective on what he 
wants. Make sure that the clone you want 
is reliable in its flower production. Do you 
require a heated house to get into full 
bloom by June or July? Is the clone 
susceptable to fungal rots? Do not buy it 
because the colour photo looks good. Ask 
around to get opinions from other growers 
who may have the clone. If possible try 
and see the parent plant in flower yourself. 

There have been many cymbidiums 
cloned over the last few years and most of 
them are only ‘‘nice’’ flowers. Don’t get 
me wrong, there have also been some 
excellent plants cloned. e.g. Cym. 
Cronulla ‘‘The Khan’’ and Cym. Maso 
Toya ‘‘Dolores, Cym. Hazel Tyres ‘‘Santa 
Maria’’, Cym. Via Del Playa ‘‘Yvonne’’. 
If you want to purchase some “‘clones’’ 
please ask an experienced grower or join 
your local cymbidium club where you will 
meet knowledgeable growers. 

The weather is now starting to warm up. 
Plants are in full bloom, and work for the 
cymbidium grower is about to start. Now 
is the time to sort out your collection. 
Plants not growing well, need to be looked 
at to see if they have any virus symptom, 
bulb rot or funny marks on leaves. While 
inspecting your plants look around the 
bulb area and under leaves for scale insects 
and if there are any active two-spotted 
mites. 

Segregate the non-flowering plants into 
those that need dividing, those that need 
potting on and those that do not need any 
attention at all. 

Wait for the weather to warm a little 
more before dividing. If you mix you own 
compost get your heap on the move. More 
and more growers are now using com- 
posted bark with a little additive. Most 
growers are adding either perlite or rice 
hulls. If in doubt on what to use drop into 
your local orchid nursery. Most orchid 
nurseries have competent staff that will 
assist you in your choice of compost. 

Remember when dividing your plant — 
never use a cutting instrument that has not 
been sterilized. You do not want to trans- 
mit virus do you? Never divide your plant 
up into divisions any smaller than three 
bulbs. Seal all cuts with a bitumous sealer 
or sulphur dust. Never over pot your plant. 
A little slow release fertilizer or a few 
pellets of DYNAMIC LIFTER around the 
top of the pot helps to give the newly 
potted plant a boost. Some of the 
professional growers always give their 
newly potted plants a soak with 
FONGARID® or FOLI-R-FOS® while 
others sprinkle a few pellets of RIDMIL 
50g® around the top of the pot. A few 
soak with HORMONE 20g® over the first 


few weeks after repotting helps to get the 
new roots on the move. 

Watering will have to be increased as 
the weather warms up. Your fertilizing 
programme will now top dress with the 
4-6 month release OSMOCOTE® or 
some growers use NUTRACOTE 
“‘Black’’. A weekly application of your 
favourite fertilizer helps. AQUASOL®, 
PETERS HI NITE® or GARDEN 
PARTY ® works well this time of the year. 

Watch out for your first infestation of 
two-spotted mites. If present use 
ROGOR® in conjunction _—-with 
CODACIDE OIL®. I used it last year 
with good results. If you still have blooms 
out you could possibly use GARDEN 
DOCTOR® to control your little pesties. 

Well this is all for now, but make sure 
you go out next weekend and buy a few 
seedlings. a 


Masdevallia/Dracula 


In Southern Australia, which includes 
the south of W.A. and S.A. the next few 
months are usually the coldest, wettest and 
dullest. Temperatures can go below freez- 
ing now and then dependent upon:exactly 
where you live, as well as where you are 
growing your orchids. 

The cool section of Masdevallia and 
specifically the Coccineae section will not 
be a problem with overnight temperatures 
going down to 5 deg. C. fairly regularly. 
Subjecting the plants to frost and sub zero 
temperatures will however, cause damage 
so, some form of overhead shelter, that 
will not admit frost, is necessary. 

A position where air movement is 
present is also most desirable, to assist in 
drying the plants and therefore, keeping 
fungal problems to a minimum. Full light 
at this time, is as well desirable, if a good 
flowering is to occur in the Spring, 
through to early summer months. 

Those growers with an expanded col- 
lection of species will need to check on 
country of origin as well as the natural 
altitude found growing as, those emanat- 
ing from lower down on the Andean 
slopes will require a little warmth at this 
time. All Masdevallia would benefit from 
a minimum of 8 to 10 deg. C. if possible, 
but, the intermediate growers demand it, if 
they are not to be stressed, to the point of 
dropping leaves and spotting foliage. Bac- 
terial as well as fungal infections can 
prevail at this time, if it is too cool, dull 
and constantly wet. 

I find Dracula should be included in the 
cool/intermediate section for the winter. 
An average prime temperature range for 
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Dracula year round, would have to be in 
the vicinity of 10 to 16 deg. C. They will 
suffer the colder temperatures but, foliage 
will be badly spotted. Flowering seems 
not to be affected by this spotting but, it is 
ugly. Spraying with a proven but, gentle 
fungicide can help. If using Physan®, 
follow the directions for dilution closely, 
as the burning and pitting of leaves can 
result from too strong a solution. 

Growers in southern and the higher 
altitude areas of Queensland, and northern 
N.S.W. will notice the plants do particu- 
larly well at this time. The climate in these 
parts, at this time, emulates closely the 
Andean habitat. 

Dracula, like Masdevallia, benefit 
from air movement during the Winter and 
as the Dracula must be under cover and 
enclosed, fans will be required. Air move- 
ment need not be as vigorous as required 
during the Summer, however stagnant air 
will cause problems. Humidity at this time 
of year will naturally be high, so the 
normal watering regime should be suf- 
ficient when combined with the natural 
moisture and humidity levels. Neither 
genus should dry out during this time, but 
constantly soggy mediums will cause a 
loss of roots. Dependent upon naturally 
prevailing conditions, and the type of mix 
used, many growers will only need to 
water once per week. Inspect the plants 
regularly however, as many winter winds 
can be dry enough to have a dessicating 
effect on both growing medium and air. 

This is also a good time to remove the 
build up of mosses, lichens and ferns that 
may have established upon the top of the 
medium, small pots appear to be very 
prone to this and it is amazing how 


efficient this covering can be at excluding 
both air and water. I often find seedling 
plants, in small pots, completely dry under 
the green covering of moss, even though I 
regularly water. 

When working on these plants, no 
harm is done at this time, if it is thought 
beneficial to move the plants on to the next 
sized pot. 

If Sphagnum is your medium, check its 
condition rather than just wrapping around 
with new moss and plonking the lot back 
into the next size pot. Moss that appears 
brown in colour must be replaced and 
check the centre of the moss/root ball for 
rotted off roots and remove them if 
present. Larger plants benefit from a more 
open medium so introduce polystyrene 
granules or stone to open things up a bit. 

Always only go up one size though as 
over potting with these plants, like most 
other orchids, is not recommended. The 
larger pots hold excess water which is not 
taken up by the small plant, thus, roots are 
lost. 

You can feed your Pleurothallids at this 
time albeit irregularly. A quarter strength 
at every watering should suffice and many 
growers reduce the nitrogen content at this 
time when many species and hybrids will 
begin to show evidence, through bud 
development, of the future flowering 
season. 

While pests seem not to be greatly fond 
of the family in general, the sugar rich 
flowering stems and buds, as well as any 
new growths, are often considered ‘‘better 
than nothing’’, by slugs and snails. Metal- 
dehyde powder, dusted or sprayed around 
the plants at this time, gives very effective 
control. I do not like pellets at any time 
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but in particular, the high humidity Winter 
environment causes a rapid breakdown of 
the material, with the unsightly moulds 
and fungi that accompany such a process. 

Slug/snail sprays, designed to be ad- 
ministered to the medium will also kill the 
small garlic type snails that will, if not 
checked, make holes in the flowers as they 
begin to open. These crafty critters will 
feed at night on your potentially award 
winning blooms, only to disappear from 
sight into the depths of the medium, 
during the day. 

Though I am sympathetic, I cannot as 
well, allow the native Leopard slug to live 
in my enclosures. Said to be carniverous, 
controlling the normal garden slug, the 
Leopard has a taste for deserts in the form 
of my best blooms. I have never observed 
this animal consuming foliage but flowers 
are devoured with great relish. Metal- 
dehyde is once again an effective control, 
if you are unable to make nightly inspec- 
tions. I try hard not to use any of these 
poisons out of the enclosures. The natural 
control for many of the molluscs are 
lizards, and in particular, Blue Tongues, I 
have them and encourage them. A build up 
of Metaldehyde in the lizards system from 
consuming slugs and snails, will ulti- 
mately cause them to die out. Other 
helpful predators such as birds, are also at 
risk, although, I could do without the 
Blackbirds that fossick around in my open 
growing areas, making a mess and pulling 
plants from pots. 

The fruits of all your effort will begin 
to show and be enjoyed over the next few 
months, so it is worth remembering, that 
attention to cultural details at this time, 
means the difference between a mediocre, 
or, sensational flowering, in the months 
ahead. | 


Natives 


This is the time of year that most native 
growers await as it is now that the peak 
flowering takes place. For the first time in 
months those who work long hours will be 
able to see their plants by daylight other 
than at weekends. This is the time to enjoy 
the display as it will not be too long before 
the hard work of repotting begins. 

Natives in flower now will include 
Dendrobium aemulum and D. teretifolium 
along with some hybrids in August. 
Dendrobium melaleucaphilum may also be 
out in many areas. Some sarcs will be out 
early as well. These include the tough S. 
Weinhart and the southern form of S. 
hartmannii. S. Southern Cross has been 
out over winter in our bushhouse. Over the 
next month or so_ the section 
Dendrocoryne species and hybrids will 
flower with their (usually) lovely perfumes 
and colourful blooms. (Species include D. 
kingianum, D. speciosum complex. D. 
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gracilicaule, D.  falcorostrum,  D. 
tetragonum, and the terete D. linguiforme, 
D. nugentii, D. teretifolium complex, D. 
schoeninum, D. mortii, D. pugioniforme, 
D. striolatum). The majority of sarcs 
flower slightly later. 

This is also a busy time for those who 
like to show their plants as most shows are 
in this early part of spring. A few ideas on 
how to prepare plants for the show bench 
might be of use. Natives are now judged 
by appreciation at all but ANOS shows. 
Plants are judged by the quality of their 
flowers. While the condition of the plant 
is not usually taken into consideration, it is 
a good idea to have them looking good. 
Firstly make sure to remove any dead 
leaves and pseudobulbs along with any of 
last year’s flower spikes. If you notice any 
unwanted wildlife remove it as its pres- 
ence will not be appreciated. If your plants 
have been sprayed and are covered with 
white spots it might be worth the effort of 
wiping them. Use gloves and some damp 
tissues. White oil has been used to give the 
leaves a glossy sheen. It will also help 
remove any scale but may result in 
sunburn if plants are returned to a sunny 
position with oil on their leaves. Water 
your plants well but leave time for the 
water to stop running out of the pots or 
you will have a wet car seat and leave 
embarrassing patches on the tidy benches. 
Watering is very important for those plants 
which are to be placed in displays lasting 
several days in air-conditioned shopping 
centres. Many people refuse to bench their 
good plants as they dehydrate. If you are 
concerned you could ask the Show Mar- 
shal or organisers what provisions have 
been made to mist or water plants during 
the show. During transport some large 
spikes may need to be staked. Some can 
remain staked on the bench but only do 
this if it is necessary — arching racemes 
are quite attractive — and be sure the stake 
does not come above the bottom flower on 
the spike. It is often better to leave the 
flowers display at the angle they formed 
rather than to artificially prop them up. 

When you have selected the plants to 
bench decide which sections or classes to 
enter them in. Show schedules are usually 
available well before the show from the 
show secretary and doing this now will 
save much time later. Be sure to enter your 
plant in the correct section or class or it 
may not be judged. Ask the show marshal 
if you are unsure. If you are benching a 
number of plants make a list and use it to 
help find your plants at pack-up time. 
Shows take ages to construct but disappear 
very quickly once closed and it can be 
difficult to remember just what plants are 
yours in the rush. 

If you do not wish to show your plants 
you can take them indoors to enjoy them 
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yourself. Remember to water them well 
first and try to find a position with plenty 
of light. 

While your plants are in flower it is a 
good idea to look at the quality to see if 
any can be culled to make room for new 
purchases and deflasked seedlings. It is 
always tempting to put these culls onto the 
sales table and often they are grabbed 
quickly by growers who are not interested 
in winning shows but there are some 
plants which are of very low quality which 
should not be passed onto someone else. 

Problems at this time of year will 
include the ever-present caterpillars, slugs 
and snails, which, along with aphids and 
assorted others can wreck your flowers. 
Other problems could arise from the grey 
spots of Botrytis on your pristine white 
flowers. This is a problem in damp 
weather or from heavy watering so the 
answer is to keep the flowers dry. 

The weather at this time of year can be 
unpredictable (isn’t it always of late!), 
with anything from the fierce, drying 
westerlies of August to cold snaps and 
extremely hot days. Water your plants as 
they dry out. Watering does not have to be 
really heavy at this stage as it will batter 
the flowers and lodge in any new growths 
possibly causing rot. It needs only to 
prevent flowers from dehydrating and 
dying prematurely. After flowering, when 
the new growths really get moving, is the 
time to feed and water well. 

In the hothouse it is time to check that 
the cooler is working and to get ready to 
replace the summer shading as soon as 
temperatures and light levels rise. Don’t 
unplug that heater yet. Warmer growing 
species and hybrids in flower will include 
D. canaliculatum and D. discolor along 
with some mixed parentage hybrids. 

With the abundance of flowers out there 
is the tendency for those with toothpicks 
or similar instruments to do some inter- 
fering in the hope of producing some 
spectacular progeny. The most important 
thing to remember is that you label your 
efforts clearly and make sure that tag will 
not fall off or become associated with the 
wrong pod. Also be aware that bees can do 
some pollinating for you and they may not 
produce the results you want. From our 
observations they tend to self flowers — 
particularly red D. kingianum — but do 
not rely on this. When making crosses 
think about the results. It is not wise to 
cross any flowers which happened to be 
out as the results could be very disappoint- 
ing and a waste of time and effort. Get to 
know similar crosses during the flowering 
season or design a breeding program to 
produce the results you like to see in 
flowers. 

Enjoy the flowering, for the hard work 
starts again soon. a 


Paphiopedilums 


Routine culture during late winter is 
much the same as for the previous few 
months. Plants should be watered only 
when moderately dry and given some 
weak Aquasol immediately after every 
third or fourth watering. Watch the 
weather — the westerly winds which 
characterise this time of the year can dry 
plants out quite quickly. Watering is best 
done during early morning. 

Paphiopedilums benefit greatly from 
annual repotting. The slight shock of 
repotting encourages the growth of a new 
crop of roots which may otherwise not 
appear. The best time for repotting is from 
mid-September until late November. 

The potting mix should be prepared a 
few weeks before use; this allows the bark 
to begin breaking down — a condition 
which your Paphs. will appreciate. 

Whilst Paphs. can be grown success- 
fully in a variety of materials, I have had 
best results using mixtures based on bark. 
A very good mixture consists of the 
following: 

Pine Bark (approx. 5-10mm)...... 80% 

Charcoal (approx. 5-10mm)....... 20% 
Add to this: 

Sel Grit (granular limestone) or bird 


pradejshellforit@eemseessses sc csssraces. 2% 
Hoof & Horn Meal (or, at a pinch, 
Blood & Bone) ...............-20e00 1% 


Wet the bark and charcoal with normal 
strength Aquasol, add the other ingredi- 
ents and mix thoroughly. The mixture 
should be kept damp (use water from here 
on) until ready for use and must be used 
fairly wet. If you cannot store the mixture 
in an area free from earthworms and other 
vermin, it may be better stored in open 
plastic bags. If available, about 10% 
coarse river gravel can be added; the 
weight of this helps prevent the pots from 
tipping over. 

If you have only a few plants, or all this 
sounds like too much trouble, your local 
Orchid nursery may be able to supply a 
similar mixture. Wondabah Orchids, in 
Sydney, certainly can. When buying pott- 
ing mixtures always make sure they do 
contain plenty of nitrogenous fertiliser 
(have a good sniff) as bark alone contains 
very little that the plants can feed on. 

Squat plastic pots are the most suitable 
for Paphiopedilums, particularly those 
with domed bottoms and plenty of drain- 
age holes — not only for drainage but for 
aeration. A pot should be chosen which 
will comfortably hold the roots. The plant 
should be potted firmly with its base about 
12mm below the surface. If the plant is 
wobbly, stake it. Do not use Osmocote or 
the like on Paphiopedilums. 

When dividing Paphiopedilums - I 
always try to leave two flowered growths 
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plus whatever newer growths are ahead of 
these. The older flowered growth can be 
‘‘back cut’’ and left in the pot during 
January. 

Newly repotted plants are simply placed 
on the bench and watered and fertilised as 
before. The plants do not need to be 
widely spaced. Incidentally, open bench- 
ing (say 3 x 1 Weldmesh) is far preferable 
and gives much better results than the 
solid benching once favoured. | 


Phalaenopsis 


Watering:- Water only in mornings 
every 3 days. Mist foliage on hot windy 
days. Increase watering if weather starts to 
heat up. Do not leave water in crown of 
plants. Water floor to keep up humidity if 
necessary. 

Light:- Leave shade at 70% until 
weather starts to warm up, then increase to 
90%. 

Fertiliser:- Fertilise fortnightly using 
Campbells A, Aqua-K or Phostrogen. 

Pest Control:- Continue to fungicide 
every 6 weeks. Use Diazanon or Py- 
rethrum to control scale and insect pests. 

Keep a close watch for mites and treat 
with a miticide as necessary. 

General:- Plants should be in full bloom 
during these months. Remember to stake 
the spikes for best displays. Do not spray 
flowers with water or fungicides and keep 
under cover as much as possible to avoid 
spotting. | 


Vandaceous 


Watering:- Water well in the morning 
every 2 to 3 days. Avoid watering on cold 
or bleak days. Root systems should be 
kept moist and may require misting on 
dry, windy days particularly if potted only 
in bare baskets or pots. 

Light:- Strap leaf vandas and 
ascocendas need 50% shade. Outside 
vandas need very little cover at this time of 
year. 

Fertiliser:- Fertilise once per fortnight 
during August using a low nitrogen ferti- 
liser. 

Increase to weekly during September, 
changing to a high nitrogen fertiliser and 
alternating over a 4 weekly period:- 

Wk 1.-Inorganic high _ nitrogen- 

Campbells B or Aqua-feed. 

2. -Foliar/Trace elements-Wuxall. 

3. -Inorganic high nitrigen-as for 
week 1. 

4. -Organic-Fish 
Nitrosol. 

Pest Control:- Continue to spray with 
fungicide every 6 weeks (e.g Ridomil MZ 
WP, Daconil or Mancozeb with Benlate 
W.P.) 

Spray with Diazanon or Pyrethrum if 
signs of insect damage. 

Watch for mite damage and treat as 
necessary. a

can now be seen in flower at almost every month of the 
year, they are very colourful and they have a delightful per- 
fume. 

Furthermore, Zygopetalums are easy to grow. They grow 
successfully under shade cloth in any region in Southern 
Australia which is frost free, and under suitable protective 
cover in frost prone areas. 

Those that flower in mid-winter will need to be grown under 
shelter to flower at their best. 

The Zygopetalum genus includes species which are either 
terrestial, both terrestial and epiphytic or exlusively epipythic 
and this causes problems when we use certain species when 
breeding Zygopetalum. 

Considerable confusion exists on the identity of the actual 
Zygopetalum species and Zygopetalum intergeneric hybrids 
and clarification is urgently required, especially now that their 
popularity is increasing. 

Modern literature does not provide us with adequate and 
precise information on the species and what information is 
available has been slow to filter through to hybridizers and 
growers alike. 

When some of the related species are reclassified and then a 
few years later that work is discarded in favour of a new classi- 
fication it is small wonder that confusion reigns. 

It does not assist we growers when, for instance, we inter- 
breed a Zygopetalum with a Pabstia only to find it is a Zygo- 
colax in Sanders but a Zygopabstia in other technical publica- 
tions, or, as we are informed by Dunsterville (AOS Bulletin 
1978 page 779) why the genus Galeottia is correctly Mendon- 
cella then have the Registration Authority notify us in 1992 
that it is once again Galeottia. 

Some blame for this confusion can be laid fairly and squarely 
with hybridizers and growers who do not research their parent 
plants, or they implicitly believe a catalogue or plant label. 

For instance, a clone being sold locally as Zygopetalum Elfin 
Jade is correctly Zygocolax Elfin Jade (or is it Zygopabstia?) 

In this article, I hope to clarify this situation somewhat, but 
don’t make any bets that further changes wil not occur, because 
since I began researching this article in 1991 several changes 
have been made which required at least three rewrites. In fact I 
would not be surprised if further changes are made before this 
is published! 

Certain species which are sold as Zygopetalums are not 
Zygopetalums but are either Zygosepalums or Mendoncellas 
(now Galeottia). The three genera will freely interbreed which 
means that some so called Zygopetalums are in fact intergener- 
ic hybrids. Zygopetalums will actually interbreed with other 
genera, however the main theme of this article is Zygopetalums 
and I do not intend to discuss the intergenerics in detail beyond 
isolating the now reclassified Zygopetalums. 

Many also seem to have difficulty in correctly identifying 
some of the species, especially Z. mackayi. Tables 1 to 7 will 
clarify this situation somewhat, but future revision may affect 
their accuracy. 

For some reason growers can’t tell a Z. mackayi from a 
Z.intermedium and most spell its name incorrectly. (I have seen 
Z. mackayi spelt Mochayu in one catalogue). 

Many growers may find it difficult to distinguish between Z. 
intermedium and Z. mackayi. Both species are described in 
Hawkes Encyclopedia and we should have no excuse for con- 
fusing the two. 

Z. intermedium has petals which are the same length 
(approx.) as the dorsal (top) sepal. If the petals are considerably 
shorter than the dorsal petal its a Z. mackayi, but there are other 


Te genus Zygopetalum is rapidly gaining favour with 
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clues. Z. mackayi has a smooth labellum whereas Z. intermedi- 
um has erect hairs on its labellum. These hairs can be easily 
seen if the labellum is held up to the light and then inpected 
with a small magnifying glass. It also has less flowers than Z. 
mackayi. 

A further test is to inspect the face of the column. Press the 
labellum downwards to expose the column face. If it is fuzzy 
(furry) then the plant is a Z. intermedium. If it is smooth 
(glabrous) it is a Z. mackayi. 

Z. mackayi also produces approx. 10 flowers, Z. intermedium 
rarely more than 6. 

Because of this confusion between-Z. intermedium and Z. 
mackayi the true identity of hybrids sold as being by Z. mackayi 
one must expect that there is the possibility that they are not 
true to name, unless the original hybridizer can produce the 
“alleged” Z. mackayi plant. 

I have been seeking a true Z. mackayi for 15 years and 
haven’t found one yet! 


The Zygopetalum Species 

The following is a list of those species which are currently 
classified as Zygopetalums. This list may not be complete and 
is only as accurate as the recent published information. 

Z. acuminatum. No accurate information available. The only 
reference I could find to this is in Orchid Travels by Air — a 
pictorial safari. It is somewhat similar to a Zygosepalum. 

Z. bolivianum. (Classified as Syn. Intermedium var. Peru- 
vianum by some). This is similar to Z. intermedium, having a 
different lip information, less flowers which are about 830mm 
and waxy and few deep maroon blotches. It is winter flowering, 
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Z. Artur Elle “Plum Purple”. 





endemic to Bolivia and Peru, and requires intermediate to hot 
conditions. Growing altitude not known. 

Z. bracypetalum is a desirable species because it carries 
between 6 and 10 flowers and grows at moderately lower 
temperatures. It is endemic to Brazil’s higher mountainous 
areas. If we are to breed colder tolerant Zygopetalums, this 
species will be a welcome addition to any breeding program. 
Actual growing altitude not known, but it is possibly around 
1500 metres and higher. 

Z. crinitum. Flowers in early autumn. It has smaller flowers 
than Z. intermedium, and its shape is only fair. Its colour is a 
little weak. Plant habit is smaller. Cool growing and very easy 
to grow. 

Z. graminifolium is a summer flowering species which 
produces up to 10, 50mm fowers on a 450mm raceme. It is 
endemic to Brazil and likes intermediate to hot conditions. 

Z. ghillanyi. Apparently endemic to Brazil. No accurate 
cultural details or illustration available. 

Z. lamellosum is quite different from other Zygopetalums 
and some may wonder why it has been included in this family. 
It produces a single yellow flower on a raceme which appears 
from the base of the pseudo bulb. It’s only attribute for breed- 
ing would be its colour. 

Z. mackayi. This has some confusing aspects to its name. 
Many use the incorrect form Z. machayii, and some suggest the 
name is correctly Z. mackaii. Because the Registration Author- 
ity uses “mackayi”, we have little choice but to use that 
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spelling, but there is possibly a very good argument for the use 
of “Mackaii”. Endemic to Brazil, flowers Autumn — Winter. 
Large growing plant and apparently not so easy to grow. Warm 
to Hot. 

Z. maxillare produces up to 8, 60mm flowers on a 350mm 
raceme in winter and spring. Its flowers are waxy, fragrant and 
long lived. The plant habit is rhizomous (creeping) with bulbs 
often well apart and it has a tendency to climb. It requires 
intermediate to hot conditions and is endemic to Brazil and 
Paraguay. This species provide a deep blue lip lips to its 
progency. 

Z. mosenianum has a monopodial growth habit (like a 
Vanda), and it is proving difficult to survive the importing 
process. It produces 3 to 7, 50mm flowers and grows in inter- 
mediate to hot swampy areas of Brazil. This will grow to 2 
metres tall, defoliating the older growth areas. 

Z. maxillare produces up to 8, 60mm flowers on 350mm 
raceme in winter and spring. Its flowers are waxy, fragrant and 
long lived. The habit is rhizomous (creeping) with bulbs often 
well apart. It requires intermediate to hot conditions and is 
endemic to Brazil and Paraguay. Grows on tree fern trunks in 
wet humid conditions. 

Z. pedicellatum. No accurate cultural details or illustration 
available. 

Z. reginae. This recently reached Australia, but little is 
known about this species, as yet. It appears to tolerate fairly

potting medium. 

Z. Rhombilabium. No accurate cultural details of illustration 
available. 

Z. triste. endemic to Brazil and grows lithophytically at 
approx. 1500 metres (4500 feet) in fissures in the rock face 
where water seeps and humus has collected. Approx. 4 to 5 
flowers. A fairly recent arrival in Australia, has been used little, 
as yet, as a parent, but I suspect that state is about to change. 
This species has good colour, not unlike that of Z. maxillare. 
Flowers are in the range of 50 to 60mm. 


Cultural conditions. 

The most common species grown are Z. intermedium, and Z. 
crinitum. They, and hybrids bred from them, are the easiest to 
grow and are therefore the best for new growers to experiment 
with. 

Generally I have found most of the common species, includ- 
ing seedlings from Z. maxillare will grow very well in a very 
open mixture consisting of pine bark. Some of the Z. maxillare 
hybrids may tend to climb (e.g. Z. Helen-Ku). 

Most seem to prefer cool, moist air around their foliage and 
will accept reasonably strong light, providing the air is not hot 
and dry. This is difficult to provide because at sea level tem- 
peratures the air is denser and that means hot foliage. At high 
altitudes the air is thinner and the air temperature is cooler. The 
only answer is to provide adequate shading to keep the foliage 
cool during summer. 

A well balanced nutritional program is essential. They 
respond well to heavy feeding as soon as the new growths are 
appearing. This genus, unlike others, produces its racemes 
from an immature new growth hence the need to feed heavily 
as the new growths initiate. 

Good levels of magnesium (Mg) and iron (Fe) are essential 
to provide satisfactory chlorophyll levels. And watch the 
potting medium pH levels — keep above pH 5.6. Grown 
correctly, Zygopetalums can produce massive root systems, 
and if grown well some will flower more than once a year and 
produce up to 3 spikes to a growth. Z. John Banks “Purple 
Lips” has performed like this for me. 

While Zygopetalums grow naturally in countries close to the 
equator that does not necessarily mean they require heat. What 
is important is the altitude at which they grow and the weather 
conditions and air temperatures that prevail at that altitude. 

For instance, air temperature decreases at a certain rate per 
1000 feet/300 metres. That rate will depend upon whether the 
air is dry or moist. The rate of temperature decrease is known 
as the “lapse rate”. Hot air rises and cold air sinks. Hot dry air 
rises faster than hot moist air. 

During the night, warm air can rise up ammount hills 
while colder air can drop to the floor of a valley. Cloud can 
form from cooling moist air and during the night this can pro- 
vide all the moisture a plant will need during the day. 

If we know the sea level temperatures we can easily calcu- 
late the probable minimum/maximum temperature for other 
altitudes. 

If, for example, the maximum sea level temperature is 35 
deg. C. then, using a lapse rate of 1.5 deg. C, the temperature at 
1500 metres would be approx. 27.5 deg. C. depending on the 
state of the air. Table 8. sets out the approximate temperatures 
for other elevations. 

In order to grow Zygopetalums successfully we need to 
know the altitude at which they grow, the prevailing weather 
conditions and the light intensity levels they receive. However 
this detailed information is just not available and we must 
resolve the deficiency by experiment.

Leaf spotting is a very common disfigurement associated 
with the genus. It occurs in most countries where they are 
grown. The cause may be due to several interlinked factors, one 
of which is fungal attack. Another is foliage which is overheat- 
ed. 

The fungal infection may be caused by the environmental 
conditions because since I have moved all my plants under 
heavy summer shade the spotting has been reduced to almost 
zero. 

Confirmation of the heat being related to the spotting came 
during December 1991 when I was travelling to central 
Victoria to lecture at a country Orchid Society. I took several 
samples of Zygo. plants with me. The weather was very hot and 
the interior of my van was very hot. In spite of the plants being 
free of spotting on departure two days later the foliage was 
heavily spotted. 

The only conlusion I could reach was that being broad leafed 
plants they require lower light levels, and that means a lower 
leaf temperature. At higher temperatures foliage would be 
stressed and the stomata would be working overtime and 
during that period the stomata may be prone to fungal attack. 

In any event prevention seems to be the only answer and that 
means keeping the foliage cool. Once spotting has occurred, it 
is irreversible. 

New growers need to be aware that foliar spotting is not a 
fatal or infectious disease, only a disfigurement. 


Hybrydizing Zygopetalums. 

Once we know the characteristics of the species we can 
interbreed the species to create hybrids which are tolerant to 
various environmental conditions. 

But breeding Zygopetalums is not as easy as some might 
believe. The right plant must be used as the female parent. 

Beware of hybrid seedlings which have Z. mackayi as the 
female parent — it is said to be parthenogenetic. 

Put simply, that means its diploid cells are formed by fusing 
two sets of the female haploid cells, NOT one set from each of 
the male and female as is normal. The pollen cells from the 
male parent are somehow blocked from fusing with the female 
cells, hence the progency from a true Z. mackayi used as the 
‘female’ parent should always be exact replicas of itself. 

Z. mackayi may be successfully used as a male parent, as it 
has been to create the hybrid, Z. B.G. White “Stonehurst”. 

If a hybrid is bred to a species then expect the species to 
dominate with the result that all progency will be similar to the 
species parent. 

Zygopetalum breeding is still in its infancy and many are still 
using species as one of the parents. This will be necessary for 
some time yet if we are to produce a diversified base of stud 
plants, but at the same time we need to be aware of the potential 
outcome. 

Those species which are more difficult to grow are Zygo. 
graminifolium, Z. maxillare and Z. mosenianum. The latter two 
grow epiphytically on the trunks of small tree ferns (spp. 
Cyathea and Dicksonia) and are reputedly difficult to re-estab- 
lish on other media. 

We can make use of the species that are not so easy to grow 
providing we breed them to the easy to grow species. 

The colour range to which we have become accustomed, 
namely the brown on olive green petals and a purple striped lip 
is no longer the norm. 

A cross I made a few years ago using a green Z. Helen-Ku 
has been flowered and has produced a yellow shade. Z. Warrin- 
gal Wonder is also producing some new shades. This signals 
the probability that we can produce a wide range of colours. 

This breakthrough has come about by the flowering of (pos- 
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sibly) albino varieties of Z. Helen-Ku. I have four of them and 
others also now have them. I have flowered normal coloured 
flowers from them (as I would expect) but the first generation 
will now carry that factor and once we cross two carriers the 
variations will occur. 

One factor that is now a problem is the ploidy of available 
breeding stock. Already I have located 2n, 3n, 4n and possibly 
6n plants in both species and hybrids. I have used stomatal 
measurements to segregate the various groups, not chromo- 
some counting, but other evidence exists to support my 
measurements. 

The appearance of plants with a ploidy higher than 2n means 
we will get larger flowers with heavier substance, better flower 
shape, thicker flower racemes, but fewer flowers at first. 

Until 1990 few new hybrids were being registered, but in the

past two years the list has increased substantially and we can 
expect to see many more. 

Demand for Zygopetalums is increasing — their perfume 
and colour is seeing to that. 

The accompanying photographs are a small sample of the 
colour range which can be used in my future breeding program. 
When seedlings from the likes of Gerald McCraith’s Z. Arthur 
Elle “Essendon” appear then the future of Zygopetalums will 
be exciting.

ncidiums are widespread through- 

out Florida, Mexico, Central 

America to Northern Argentina 
and Columbia from sea level to over 3000 
metres. The stamp issuing authorities of 
29 countries have produced 140 stamps 
depicting Oncidiums. 

St Vincent, an island in the West Indies, 
issued a stamp in 1955 of Oncidium altis- 
sium (1). This orchid was first introduced 
to Kew Gardens, England in 1793 by Cap- 
tain Bligh and again brought to England 
in 1829 from Martinique. A few years 
later it was imported by the Loddiges 
nursery of Hackney, London. 

Amongst the many orchid stamps 
issued by Guyana in 1985 was Oncidium 
ampliatum magus (2), discovered in 1832 
in Costa Rica and subsequently collected 
by various orchid hunters. Magus is the 
largest form of Oncidium ampliatum and 
is distributed from Guatemala to Panama 
and Trinidad. 

In 1985 Guyana released orchid stamps 
depicting Oncidium concolor (3) and 
Oncidium macranthum (6). Oncidium 
concolor was found in 1837 by Gardener 
in the Organ Mountains, situated 60 miles 
north of Rio De Janeiro. He sent it to 
Woburn Abbey for the Duke of Bedford’s 
Collection. Large quantities were import- 
ed from Rio De Janiero in 1876 by Veitch 
and Sons for their Royal Exotic Nursery, 
Chelsea, London. 

Costa Rica has issued some fine orchid 
stamps. In one set, released in 1975, was 
Oncidium kramerianum (4) depicted. This 
orchid was found by Warscewicz, a Polish 
botanical traveller and collector, in 
Equador in 1852 and was grown in 
Europe in a garden in Hamburg owned by 
Mr Jerisch, whose gardener was named 
Kramer. It was subsequently found in 
Costa Rica, Panama and Colombia. 

Many orchid stamps have been issued 
by Surinam and amoung these is one 
depicting Oncidium larceanum (5). 
A.J.H. Lance introduced Oncidium 
lanceanum from Surinam in 1834 and it 
was also found by the Schomburgk Broth- 
ers in Guyana. It has also been found in 
Columbia, Venezuala and Trinidad. 


Spanish Botanists Ruiz and Paron had a 
plant Oncidium macranthum (6) in flower 
in about 1780 which was found in 
Ecuador. It was rediscovered by a number 
of collectors in and after 1838 and was 
first flowered in England in 1868. It has 
also been found in Peru and Columbia. 

Oncidium prionochilum as shown on a 
stamp issued in 1982 by the British Virgin 
Islands (7), is a native of the Virgin 
Islands and grows on shrubs near the 
coast. Plantlets develop on the flower 
spikes and the wind carries them to near- 
by bushes. 

In 1977 Surinam issued a stamp under 
the name Oncidium pusillum (8) and in 
1992 Belize issued a stamp of Psyg- 
morchis pusilla (9). In the same set Belize 
issued a stamp depicting Oncidium sphal- 
celatum (10). Carl von Linne in 1753 
described Oncidium pusillum as an 
Epidendrum. It was renamed Oncidium 
by H. G. Reichenbach, but then separated 
by Robert Dressler into Psygmorchis. It is 
distributed from Mexico to Brazil, Bolivia 
and Trinidad. 

Also in 1992, in the same set as men- 
tioned above, Belize issued a stamp show- 
ing Oncidium sphacelatum. Oncidium 
sphacelatum was collected in Southern 
Mexico in 1840 by Karl Theodor 
Hartweg, who collected orchid plants for 
the Horticultural Society of London. A 
merchant, George Ure Skinner, who trad- 
ed with Guatemala, sent this orchid to Mr 
Bateman as well as other amateur growers 
in about 1842 

In 1985 Monserrat issued a stamp of 
Oncidium urophyllum. Oncidium urophyl- 
lum was first cultivated by Messrs, Loddi- 
ges in 1840-41, who informed Dr. Lindley 
that it had been imported from Brazil, 
which, however, was not true, as the 
species is endemic to the West Indian 
Islands. It has been found on the islands of 
Antigua, St Vincent and Martinque.

Conservation 
of Native Orchids

or several years there has been a lot 
fF: talk in the Australian Native 

Orchid Society about conservation, 
but, despite good work by some dedicated 
people, it must be conceded that the idea 
hasn’t caught on. I was quite taken 
unawares when asked to speak at this cul- 
tural weekend in conservation, but after 
giving it some thought I became rather 
enthusiastic. What I propose to do today is 
to set out, as I see it, why we want and 
need conservation, and what must be 
done, and to suggest some action that we, 
here in Queensland, can take beginning as 
of now. 

First of all we must understand what is 
meant by the verb “to conserve”, so here 
is a definition from two sources. The 
Shorter Oxford English Dictionary gives: 
“to keep safety, or from harm. decay, or 
loss; now usually to preserve in its exist- 
ing state from destruction or loss”. The 
Macquarie Dictionary gives: “to keep ina 
safe or sound state, preserve from loss, 
decay, waste or injury; keep unimpaired”. 
It is worth noting here that both sources 
ascribe all but identical meaning to the 
words “preserve” and “protect”. For our 
purposes I suggest the following as a fair 
definition: conservation of native orchids 
means to preserve them unimpaired in 
their natural state. 

The earliest attempt to conserve an 
orchid that I have uncovered comes from 
central Europe of the 18th-19th centuries. 
Orchis maculata was thought to have 
medicinal properties and to be a charm 
against witchcraft. Forbidding legends 
surrounding the Mandrake were trans- 
formed to the orchid to conserve this valu- 
able plant for the use of the upper class. 


WHY DO WE WISH TO CONSERVE 
OUR ORCHIDS? 

There is a simple answer: because we 
wish to see our favourite orchids flower- 
ing now, and we wish also that our 
descendants may be able to see them in 
the future. 


WHAT THREATENS THEIR 
WELL-BEING AND COMPELS 
ACTION TO PRESERVE THEM? 

(1) alterations to their habitats which 
can be either total destruction or modifi-

cation in a way which is disadvantageous 
to the orchid. 

(2) excessive collecting resulting from 
the growing interest in native orchids; col- 
lecting either solely for hobby purposes or 
for commercial purposes, when some- 
times any or all, sometimes selected 
species only, are collected. 


HAVE ANY QUEENSLAND ORCHIDS 
SUFFERED FROM HABITAT 
INTERFERENCE OR EXCESSIVE 
COLLECTING? 

The answer of course is yes. I am sure 
that we all could relate an instance to sub- 
stantiate this. I shall give only one exam- 
ple here. I am compiling a paper on Den- 
drobium canaliculatum, in which I assert

that in an area of 200,000 hectares 
between Bowen and Bloomsbury form 
5,000 million to 15,000 million plants 
have gone as a result of destruction of the 
environment for agricultural and pastoral 
purposes. 


WHAT HAS TO BE DONE? 
HABITAT INTERFERENCE 

(1) Appropriate habitats possessing 
viable populations must be conserved by 
the establishment of inviolable reserves of 
sufficient area. These reserves should be 
readily accessible to the public including 
the physically handicapped. 

(2) Unoccupied Crown Lands encom- 
passing orchid habitats should not be 
leased for development. 

(3) Landholders controlling orchid pop- 
ulations should be encouraged to appreci- 
ate, enjoy and protect their orchids. 

(4) Local Government authorities 
should be made aware of the value of 
orchids to their areas, and their aid should 
be enlisted to prevent rezoning and devel- 
opment of areas containing significant 
orchid populations. 

(5) Owners of land being cleared 
should be encouraged to permit collection 
of orchids for re-location in suitable areas 
such as botanic gardens, parks, etc., or for 
donation to tuber banks. 





COLLECTING 

The worst excesses of collecting for 
commercial purposes should be eliminat- 
ed when the regulations provided for in 
the new act are promulgated. Orchid nurs- 
eries should be encouraged not to buy or 
sell bush-collected plants. The establish- 
ment of cheap alternative sources of 
plants must be continued and the existing 
seed bank, protocorm bank and tuber 
banks must be extended and augmented. 

Research should be undertaken to elab- 
orate reliable methods of cultivation for 
orchids presently regarded as difficult to 
grow, e.g. jewel orchids. 


HOW CAN WE HELP? 

The very first thing to be done is to re- 
educate ourselves. We must fairly and 
squarely confront the fact that our orchids 
are in danger — indeed some are in great 
danger. We must realise that if we act 
together and act quickly — now!, then 
something can be done. I sincerely hope 
that many of you here today will take up 
the challenge. My orchids have given me 
much over the years and now I am pre- 
pared to give something back. Are you? 

Our main object must be to ensure, as 
far as possible, that depredation of orchid 
habitats is halted and that adequate 
reserves are proclaimed. To achieve this 
we must be vocal, we must link our 
groups in Queensland so that we speak 





Australia-wide when necessary. Individu- 
ally or in groups we must lobby M.P.s and 
local government, and must talk to land- 
holders, service clubs, S.G.A.P., garden 
clubs, and to anyone who will listen. We 
must arouse local feeling in support of the 
orchids. The Australian Orchid Founda- 
tion will always support conservation 
causes, and in certain cases it may be pre- 
pared to assist with finance, e.g. fencing 
of orchid populations. 

In the meantime we must press ahead 
with measures to reduce the pressure on 
the bush by providing alternative sources 
of supply for growers. We must increase 
the conrtribution of seed to the A.O.F. 
seed bank and of mother flasks to the 
A.O.F. protocorm bank, and we must 
establish more tuber banks and give our 
spare tubers to stock them. 

For some time there has been talk of a 
proposal to flask seed of endangered or 
sought-after species and for A.N.O.S. to 
make the plants available cheaply to 
growers. I believe that within five years 
this scheme has the potential to provide 
growers with most, if not all, the plants 
they require thus relieving pressure on the 
wild, and I wish to see a start made on it 
here and now. To help get it off the ground 
I volunteer to be the project co-ordinator 
for Queenland north of Rockhampton, 
and I’m sure this meeting can find two 
more co-ordinators for central and south 


What each of us can do to help 


Join your local A.N.O.S. Group 


OR Get together with colleagues and set up an A.N.O.S. Group in your district 
Get to know the local species in your area 


Get to know your local forestry and national park officials and discuss orchids 


with them 


Lobby state M.P.s and local government members 


Talk native orchids to local garden clubs, horticultural societies, orchid 
societies, S.G.A-P., service clubs, tourist organisations 


Contribute articles to local newspapers — perhaps a monthly column 
Talk to local farmers and landowners and get them interested 


Refuse to buy bush-collected plants 


Don’t patronise nurseries who buy or sell bush-collected plants without a 


licence 


Be on the lookout for private land-clearing or forestry tree-felling and try to get 
permission to relocate orchids 


Seek out sites for orchid relocation 


Talk to your local university in regard to studies on culture of “difficult” orchids 
as possible honours or masters projects 


Set seed for A.O.F. seedbank 
Set seed for A.N.O.S. flask project 
Donate some tubers to tuber bank 


OR Get together with some colleagues and set up a tuber bank in your district 
Donate surplus mother flasks to A.O.F. protocorm bank. 








Queensland. The job of a co-ordinator 
will be to get the seed set, the capsule to 
the flasker and the flasks to A.N.O.S. 
Details of costs and distribution proce- 
dures should be linked as A.N.OS. 
Queensland Branch. 

At this point I wish to propose a small 
digression. I would like all present to 
examine the people around them in regard 
to height, weight, build, colouring and 
facial features. 

Now that we have examined these cri- 
teria it is quite obvious that there is con- 
siderable variation, nevertheless there can 
be no doubt that we are one species. I 
have created this diversion to enable me 
to make a point to back up my previous 
statement that reserves must possess 
viable populations and be of sufficient 
area. What we are preserving is a whole 
range of individuals with all their varia- 
tions, so that they may interbreed, mix 
their genes, perhaps experience an occa- 
sional mutation, and evolve by natural 
selection without human interference. 

It is obvious that man-made plants have 
no place in the wild. Indeed those who 
attempt to introduce man-made hybrids or 
so-called “superior clones” of species into 
the wild, or who attempt to introduce 
plants into areas where they do not occur 
naturally, are doing a great dis-service to 
prosperity. These practices are to be dis- 
couraged through education and example. 

However, this is not to say that 
hybridists and line-breeders do not make a 
contribution to conservation. By making 
available line-bred species and a vast 
array of hybrids they fulfill the show- 
bench aspirations of many growers thus 
reducing pressure on plants in the wild. 

Re-introduction of plants into the wild 
is always a contentious issue. Those in 
charge of reserves are reluctant to agree to 
these schemes for fear of contamination 
of their environment, and I can sympa- 
thise with their concern. Be that as it may, 
there are situations where re-introduction 
can be quite appropriate when done prop- 
erly. Any such scheme should be dis- 
cussed with the custodian of the area, who 
will be found to be co-operative toward 
bona-fide propositions. 

Our colleague Dr P.S. (Bill) Lavarack 
has the responsibility of drafting the Reg- 
ulations under the Act which will refer 
specifically to orchids. These are to be 
finalised in the near future and he will be 
giving a report in his paper at the 
A.N.O.S. Conference at Toowoomba on 
Saturday 18th September. 


Appended hereto is a page of sugges- 
tions for ways in which all of us can help 
our orchids. I trust all of you, in some way 
however small, will help.

Potting Mix 
Standard Revised 


A newly-revised edition of the standard 
for potting mixes has just been published 
by Standards Australia. The new standard, 
which take into account results of recent 
research, allows for greater regional vari- 
ations around Australia in both climate 
and local materials, and incorporates sev- 
eral major and minor changes. 

One of the major changes is the 
increase in wettability required for all 
mixes covered in the standard except 
seedling mixes. Wettability of a potting 
mix is the ease with which it may be rewet 
once it has dried out, and the standard pro- 
vides a method for testing this characteris- 
tic. The result is that potting mix users 
should find it easier to water their plants 
effectively. 

Another change to the standard relates 
to storage times of potting mixes neces- 
sary before carrying out tests such as pH, 
electrical conductivity, soluble nitrogen 
and nitrogen drawdown index. This is to 
ensure that potting mix materials are suit- 
ably composted so that the mix performs 
adequately after purchase. 

Those areas of Australia which have 
salinity problems in both materials and 
water have been accommodated in the 
new edition of the standard by increases 
to the levels of electrical conductivity and 
chloride ions (all except seedling mixes), 
potassium, calcium and sodium (orchid

Other changes included in the new 
standard cover nutrient requirements and 
physical characteristics of mixes such as 
air-filled porosity and total water holding 
capacity.

feature of volume 3 is the number 

of contributions from outside 
Australia, no doubt an indication that 
the A.O.R. was becoming firmly estab- 
lished. 

A three-part article by F.C. Atherton 
of Honolulu, entitled “Orchid Growing 
as a Hobby”, tells of his introduction to 
his hobby and then sets out broad prin- 
ciples of orchid culture as understood at 
that time. He goes on to deal with seed 
germination at some length and these 
comments are interesting to compare 
with present-day methods. After a very 
brief history of orchid growing in 
Europe and U.S.A. he gives some inter- 
esting particulars of larger collections in 
the Hawaiian Islands. It is pleasing to 
read of his obvious satisfaction with his 
hobby, and his closing remark, that 
these Islands should in time be known 
for fine blooming orchids, has certainly 
come true with vengeance. 

Writing from Rio de Janeiro, C.F. 
Wallace describes the cultural methods 
he employs. His descriptions of pot and 
slab culture are much like those we use 
today, but the idea of Cattleyas, Laelias, 
Epidendrums and Oncidiums growing 
and flowering after having been nailed 
onto a mango tree, makes one rather 
envious. 

Two contributions from E.P. Firth 
describes species of Ansellia and 
Angraecum he has encountered in 
Kenya. These reviews afford a perfect 
illustration of the difficulty growers 
have in coming to terms with the activi- 
ties of the taxonomists, as the four 
Ansellia species have been reduced to 
either two or one species (depending

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which authority you accept) and the two 
Angraecum species have each been 
shifted to Aerangis. 


An offering from an orchid collector 
in Burma contains the remarkable infor- 
mation that the tender new canes of 
dendrobes are a favourite food of 
pythons. 


A very different piece is a narrative 
of a trip to Bali and Java by Wilhelm 
Schmidt. His accounts of the orchids 
seen from a car or train make one’s 
mouth water. While many Australians 
visit Bali today for other purposes, 
orchid lovers should not ignore the 
treats to be enjoyed in the orchid-rich 
vastness of our northern neighbour. 


On a different plane again is an arti- 
cle entitled “Dendrobium Phalaenop- 
sis” translated with permission from the 
original by H. Voss in the journal 
“Orchis”. It concerns D. phalaenopsis 
var. schroderianum and describes how 
the author took up a post in a nursery in 
Berlin to care for the “newly imported 
4,500 plants”. This must have been a 
substantial part of the total population 
of this plant, which is native to the Tan- 
imbar Islands and perhaps other groups 
between New Guinea and Timor. 
Despite our grumbles about C.I.T.E.S. 
and its attendant paper work, charges 
etc., it is reports such as this that enable 
us to appreciate the necessity for such 
controls. 

On several occasions I have request- 
ed information from readers on some 
poser which has arisen in the course of 
compilation of these notes. It pleases 
me to report that people have taken the 


trouble to get in touch and enlighten me 
on several issues. 

My old friend Jack Trezise of Kirri- 
billi remembers the old-time sprays. He 
has used Volck, which was a similar 
preparation to white oil, used against 
scale insects. He suggests that Pysect 
was a pyrethrin-based insecticide, and 
regrets the loss of nicotine sulphate, as 
I’m sure many do. 

Mario Russo of Machans Beach 
when a lad mixed with many of the old- 
time collectors of Cairns. He has been 
able to fill me in on many of the locali- 
ties mentioned in the early reports. 

A request for information on Alf 
Glindemann produced more than I had 
bargained for. Bob Thompson of Upper 
Stone had recollections of the man at 
Mt. Fox, and Tom Hobden of Ingham 
supplied a Cairns telephone number at 
which his son, Jim Glindemann of 
Frankston, was holidaying. Jim has now 
prepared a detailed account of his 
father’s life and times, and has given 
permission for me to use extracts for 
publication in the A.O.R. In the A.O.R. 
volume here under discussion, Alf 
recorded a trip to the Herbert River 
Gorge to search for Phalaenopsis rosen- 
stromii. Several other orchids were 
reported, some in large numbers, but the 
one being sought eluded the party. His 
next contribution, a fascinating account 
of a pack-horse trip from Mt. Fox to 
Cooktown, appeared in the A.O.R. the 
following year, and will be dealt with in 
1994 when it is proposed that the 
A.O.R. will carry a feature in “Looking 
Back” on this outstanding bushman and 
pioneer of the north. |

BOOK REVIEW 


100 Years of Orchids. 
The Orchid Review Centenary Year 
Book 1893-1993. 


Compiled and edited by 

Wilma Ritterhausen. 

Bardfield Books, Essex. 1993. 
144 pages, hardcover. Colour and 
Black and White.

The Orchid Review is the oldest orchid 
journal in the world and this book has 
been put together to mark its centenary. It 
is a bit different to the usual orchid book 
in that it is not about a particular genus or 
part of the world, nor is it about cultiva- 
tion but rather it is a biography of this 
publication. It has been compiled by the 
current editor, Wilma Ritterhausen and 
provides much interesting information 
from a historical point of view. It traces 
the development of the Orchid Review 
from its beginnings under founding editor 
R.A. Rolfe, to the present in a series of 
chapters each covering one decade. 

These chapters contain extracts from 
articles on topical subjects of the time. 
There is perhaps a little too much reprint- 
ing the praises of the editors, but they

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have made the Orchid Review what it is 
today. Some of the subjects are the 
auctions and the process fetched in the 
early days when large nurseries were the 
mainstay of the orchid world. They were 
responsible for sponsoring collectors who 


100 YEARS OF 


roamed the world looking for new orchids 
to introduce to cultivation — and botany. 
There are concerns about areas being 
denuded of plants and species becoming 
extinct almost 100 years ago! Stories on 
taxonomy such as the reprint of Rolfe’s 
account of the name Paphiopedilum and 
why it was replaced by Cypripedium in 
1912 are interesting reading. They show 
the emotion behind name changes is 
nothing new and in this case we are told 
“.. horticulturists will never use it, owing 
to its incurable ugliness.”’ Of course, the 
name is now in regular use having been 
reinstated in the 1960’s. 

What else has affected the lives of 
orchid growers and been reported in the 
Orchid Review? There were the World 
Wars which meant rationing so heating 
became all but impossible and the work- 
force of nurseries shrunk, the discovery 
and development of artificial propagation, 
the problem of viruses and even pollen 
thieving at shows which meant that 
diplays in 1914 were behind wire. We 
read about some of the awards given over 
the years by the RHS and shows which 
were staged. The formation of the Ameri- 
can Orchid Society and The Orchid 
Society of New South Wales saw the 
spread of orchid growing to other 
countries. 

Reflected throughout the book is the 
changing scene of orchid growing in 
Britain. When the Orchid Review began 
there were huge collections with a large 
staff of growers owned by the entrepre- 
neurs. Over the years there has been a 
constant change to the smaller collections 


of amateurs and smaller nurseries. Plants 
for sale are now largely bred whereas the 
plants offered for auction in the early days 
were wild-collected. We read about the 
bitterness resulting from Australian 
quarantine regulations which resulted in 
the trade falling from what appears to 
have been a major source of income for 
many nurseries to almost nothing 
overnight. 

Hybrids have been the subject of many 
articles and the progress in breeding has 
been followed from the start in many 
genera. Hybrids are now very much a 
major part of orchid growing although the 
species are regaining their rightful place 
in the world which seems to have been 
dominated by hybrids since the 1950’s. 
Hybrid raising meant that techniques for 
artificial propagation had to be developed 
and this has benefited the species as well. 
It is the Orchid Review where the monthly 
listings new hybrids are first published. 

The historical accounts are intermixed 
with other chapters which appear disjoint- 
ed until considered in the context of their 
association with the Orchid Review. The 
subjects of these include; A story of 
Cymbidium Hybrids and Those Who 
Created Them, A story of Cattleya 
Hybrids and Those who Created Them, 
Amateur Orchid Grower — Then and 
Now and The Eric Young Foundation, 
where the history of this collection and its 
founder are introduced. The Story of the 
Sander’s List of Orchid Hybrids is rather 
disappointing considering the major 
importance of hybrids. A chapter on one 
of the great nurseries is compiled from 
accounts published in 1914 and 1964. It is 
the story of James and Sons where the 
first hybrid, Calanthe Dominii was bred 
and flowered. This orchid was followed 
by thousands more in many genera as the 
program continued under Black and Flory 
who bought the orchid part of the nursery. 
Joseph Arditti and Robert Ernst have 
provided the chapter on contributions 
from America to the development of 
Orchid Science. Many American dis- 
coveries have influenced breeding and 
cultivation of orchids and findings have 
been mande available to growers through 
the Orchid Review. 

All of this is illustrated with photos of 
awarded plants, historically important 
plants and hybrids such as Cymbidium 
Alexanderi ‘Westonbirt? FCC/RHS, 
personalities of the orchid world and 
many reproductions of colour drawings. 

This book is definitely not for anyone 
looking for information about cultivation 
or the latest scientific findings. Recom- 
mended for the serious orchid-book 
collector or anyone interested in the 
history of the world’s oldest orchid 
journal.

Composting is one of those gardening 
subjects that some people shy away from. 
They think that its a smelly, distasteful

process of rot and decay better hidden and 
definitely not seen of talked about. Others 
see it for what it really is — natures way 
of recycling nutrients and the very best 
way of enrichening soil and reducing 
garbage volume. Today many people are 
aware of the inherient problems of landfill 
waste diposal — toxic runoff, gas and the 
scarcity of land to fill as our cities expand. 
Composting offers a friendlier way to 
reduce our household garbage output by 
as much as 30%. 

The guidebook is written in a friendly, 
easy to read style and contains numerous 
line drawings, informative sidebars and 
tables. It starts by tracing the life cycle of 
a compost heap and explains in straight- 
forward terms just what is going on at the 
various stages of decomposition. Next the 
authors discuss the various methods of 
composting and provide a decision table 
to help the reader choose which systems 
best suits their needs. A description of the 
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various types of do-it-yourself and ready- 
made Australian bins follows. 

The most important chapters of the 
book are on starting a compost pile and 
caring for it. They cover topics like where 
to site a bin or pile, how to build it and 
what to feed it to produce balanced 
compost. I found the caring chapter 
particularly useful for explaining how to 
balance the carbon to nitrogen ratio (C:N) 
for good compost and the lists of 
compostable materials. 

Another very useful chapter is on 
Troubleshooting: Problems and Solutions. 
What to do if you get “stinky” of ammo- 
nia smelling compost, how to fix slow 
composting and what to do about the 
numerous pests that are attracted to a 
compost pile. It also contains a section on 
commonly asked composting questions 
and their answers. 

The uses that compost can be put are 
varied from a slow-release fertilising 
mulch through to a rich brew of compost 
tea. How much compost do you need to 
add to a sandy or heavy clay soil to make 
it productive? Read the chapter on using 
compost to find out. 

Vermicomposting or worm composting 
is not for the squeamish. It is however a 
very space efficient way to compost

kitchen scraps and is ideal for people who 
live in flats or townhouses. A vermicom- 
post bin the size of your average council 
recycling bin will handle most if not all 
the organic kitchen scraps for a family of 
four. Plans for building a bin are included. 
The best breeds of composting worms 
(Tiger of Red worms) are discussed and 
where to get them. Caring and feeding of 
your hardworking new pets is also 
covered in detail. 

The final chapter of this very useful and 
informative book is about Composting for 
Kids — how to involve and educate chil- 
dren in the right way to compost and 
recycle. An excellent glossary and source 
reference section are also included. 

Composting can be a lot of fun as this 
book illustrates all too well. It is also a 
cost effective and rewarding way to 
recycle your own garbage. Watching 
Allison — my wife, turn impoverised, 
sandy soil into a productive vegetable gar- 
den by using compost is probably the best 
proof I can offer for using this marvelous 
material. This book is a must for anyone 
interested in composting and improving 
their gardens by the oldest and most 
natural method available. Highly recom- 


mended.

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fter the death of A.B. Porter in 1988 I 
was asked to be the award photogra- 
pher for the Orchid Society of N.S.W. Ltd. 
I have been taking orchid photographs 
at home and various shows over the years, 
but award photography was a totally 
different matter. Award winning orchids 
had to be photographed to their best 
advantage as the photographs are sent to 
the Australian Orchid Council and State 
bodies, for viewing, for the granting of an 
AOC or National award. 

One of the factors which detracts from 
good photographs, having to use flash or 
flood lighting, is shadows which fall on 
the backdrop. To eliminate this problem, I 
obtained velveteen in black, royal blue, 
blue, grey and cream. The velveteen then 
had to be placed behind the orchid subject 
on a frame, so that it was easy to transport 
to shows and meetings. A stainless steel 
box measuring 120 cm x 30 cm x 30 cm 
was constructed with the front and top 
hinged. The pieces of velveteen were then 
placed on holland blind rollers, so when 
not in use could be rolled up and kept 
neat and tidy. To keep the velveteen taut, a 
vertical rod was hinged in the centre of 
the box. 

Orchid inflorescences do not always 
grow perfectly, so taking photographs is 
simple. To get the inflorescence to point 
in the right direction a tripod was modi- 
fied to hold the pot in any position. This 
was achieved by mounting a flat plate 
onto the ball and socket joint of the tripod 
and four arms on the plate, which could be 
adjusted to hold the orchid plant in its pot. 
Springs also held the pot in position. 

The camera I use for taking photo- 
graphs is a Minolta XD7 with a macro 50 
mm lens and rim flash. For very close-up 
shots a set of bellows is attached to the 
macro lens. 

I find that the above equipment, which 
I have built, make the taking of award 
photographs much simpler. jaa

The talk “My Interest In Orchids and 
My Favourite Orchid Genus” was deliv- 
ered by Alick Dockrill. To hear Alick’s 
life story, and interest in the genus 
Pterostylis was a treat for everyone pre- 
sent. During question time, Grant Smith 
of “Orchidaceous” asked Alick how long 
it takes to do the line drawings of 
Pterostylis that Alick used in his lecture. 
The Answer; “I’m getting much quicker 
now, but it takes between 8 and 24 hours 
for each drawing, depending on it’s com- 
plexity.” 

Ken McPherson talked on Dendrobium 
discolor, and when he started his lecture 
with “With seventy years on admiration 
and experiences of seeing this orchid in 
most of its habitats, I consider it a treasure 
of our national heritage...” everybody was 
listening intently. Ken went on to deliver a 
very informative talk on Den. discolor 
and it’s use in hybridisation. 

Dr Jim Gage talked on Orchid tissue 
culture, and all participants benefitted 
from his knowledge and slides. 

Dr Peter Adams, with the use of slides 
of Den. speciousum gave an informative 
lecture on “Demysitfying Orchid Taxono- 
my” and the lively question time that 
followed, spoke volumes for the interest 
of all participants in this subject. 

Dr Bruce Taylor talked on diseases in 
orchids and with the help of some excel- 
lent slides, covered cymbidium mosaic 
virus, cymbidium ringspot virus, Tobacco 
mosaic virus and odontoglossum ringspot 
virus. Bruce also covered Glomerella. 

Ross Maidment presented an informa- 
tive lecture on line breeding of Dendro- 
bium bigibbum for shape and colour. His 
lecture included the various varieties of 
Den bigibbum, and he presented a range 
of flowers to highlight what can be 
achieved. 

A Barbecue on the Saturday evening 
gave everbody a chance to mingle and 
talk orchid talk. 

On the Sunday, participants had the 
chance to work with Ross Maidment, Bob 
Scully, Don Rollason, Jim Gage and 
Naoki Kawaguchi in a ‘hands on’ day that 
covered flasking and tissue culture. 

Delegates who chose not to participate 
in the hands on day were taken on a bush 
outing to Great Sandy Straits National 
Park where a morning of walking led to 
the discovery of 8 different groundies and 
a number of epiphytes.

Cattleyas 


Plants are now moving into growth. If 
plants are showing new roots and the 
plant is moving out of its pot — repot, or 
divide. When repotting cattleyas make 
sure all bulbs are staked and tied. That 
means tied at the base of the bulb and also 
where the leaf joins the bulb. Plants 
grown in DEBCO® bark seem to do well. 
Cattleyas seem to do well after repotting 
if the plant is given a good soaking with 
WUXAL® . Use 2ml in one litre of water. 
The plants start to come into active 
growth a weekly application of GARDEN 
PARTY® is beneficial. Watch for scale on 
plants. If plants are infected spray with 
ANTISCALE®. Two applications may be 
necessary. 

If plants have been in a glass house all 
winter, a change of environment helps to 
get plants moving. They seem to do better 
during the spring — summer periods in a 
shade house, about 60 — 70% shade 
seems to suit. Ga 


Cymbidiums 


By now most growers should be busy 
repotting their plants. 

A lot of growers leave their flowering 
racemes on the plant too long. It is nice to 
bring your flowering plants into the house 
to admire their lovely blooms. It is wise to 
only leave the raceme on the plants for a 
maximum of ten days. After this time cut 
the raceme off, cut the raceme cleanly on 
a diagonal and then place the raceme in a 
vase of clean water. A couple of drops of 
Hormone 20 helps to make the flowers 
last longer. Change the water at least 
weekly. 

If you leave the flowers on the plant too 
long it retards the plants growth pattern. 


It's time! 


October/November 


Now to the repotting. Don’t water the 
plant for a few days. It is easier to divide a 
dry plant than a wet one. Take out of pot. 
Cut 50mm off the end of the root ball with 
a clean sterilized sharp knife. After cut- 
ting the end off, try and divide the plant 
into a minimum of three bulb division. 
Place a few handfulls of potting mix in the 
bottom of the pot, place the plant in pot, 
then place your mix around the plant. 
Pack firmly, but not too hard. Keep bulbs 
above the compost. Make sure that the 
bulbs are not covered. Keep the plant in 
centre of pot. The bulbs of the plant 
should’be approximately 25mm below the 
rim of the plant. Once plant has been pot- 
ted a teaspoon of slow release fertiliser 
such as OSMOCOTE® with an N.P.K. 
ratio of 19-2.5-10. This product has a 5-6 
month release. If your plants are prone to 
bulb rot a good drench with 
FONGARID® or sprinkle a__ little 
RIDOMIL® 40G around the top of the 
pot. A good soaking with water and your 
plant is ready to go back into your shade 
house. 

While repotting your plant check for 
scale insects, virus and fungal problems. 

Remember, do not use any cutting 
implement before sterilization. Most 
growers either soak their cutting imple- 
ment in a bleach or tri-sodium phosphate 
solution or flame the blade. 

Do not over water newly divided 
plants. Mature plants out in the growing 
house should be watered every two or 
three days. Top dress with O9N¢MOCOTE® 
or DYNAMIC LIFTER®. A liquid fer- 
tiliser such as GARDEN PARTY® keeps 
your plants moving. 

Check plants regularly for two-spotted 
mites. If you see an outbreak spray with 
OMITE® or ROGOR®. If you can not 
control these little pests maybe you 
should try an intergrated biological pest 
programme. ;

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Masdevallia/Dracula 


Under adverse conditions, we mostly 
do very well with our culture of Masde- 
vallia and Dracula. I have recently trav- 
elled to areas within the Andean regions 
to view these plants in the habitat. The 
natural conditions that these plants grow 
under are impossible to exactly duplicate. 
Even city growers in the plants’ natural 
countries have problems because of the 
many micro climates, caused by the steep- 
ness of the natural terrain. 

Not all within the Pleurothallidinae 
will be successfully cultivated, but, with 
care many of us enjoy both success and 
satisfaction. 

In the north of Australia, those growers 
giving the Pleurothallids a try, will have 
been enjoying their flowers for some time. 
In the south, the season is well underway 
and the rewards for the last 12 months are 
now being enjoyed. 

Snails and slugs are still a major prob- 
lem at this time. If control is not imple- 
mented, complete blooms can disappear 
in a nights feeding. My experience indi- 
cates that Metaldehyde dust, not legal in 
some states, is an effective control, sprays 
such as Mesurol® provide an alternative 
where the powder is not available. Hard 
baits such as Baysol® or Defender® give 
moderate protection, but after exposure 
for a short time, the pellets and powders 
become soggy and soon after, begin grow- 
ing unsightly moulds and fungi. Not 
exactly what you need! 

Nothing, of course, takes the place of 
nightly inspections for pests before retir- 
ing. Snails and the smaller slugs are also 
active at this time destroying new growths 
and thus, next years flowers. During rainy 
periods is the best time to spot the pests 
and a quick whip around before retiring, 
on a rainy night, usually nets a good haul 
of these slimy critters. 

While not a major pest, caterpillars can 
sample Masdevallia leaves if nothing else 
is on offer, I recommend Orthene® as a 
broad spectrum insecticide but Carbaryl® 
and other wettable powders, should pro- 
vide good defence. It is most important to 
avoid liquids as the petroleum bases of . 
many, can burn new growth. 

In the north, shade should be well in 
place by now. 70% is the minimum for the 
South of the continent while those under 
glass in the North will require an applica- 
tion of glass house paint as well. If you 
are growing these plants in those areas 
with hot dry Summers, by now you should 
be considering what will be necessary to 
keep temperatures down and humidity up. 
S.A., N.S.W., Q’LAND where it is not 
humid, and W.A. will benefit from water 
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CULTURAL NOTES 


coolers while VIC. and TAS. may just 
stage the plants outside and low on the 
benches, in a protected situation amongst 
ferns and other leafy plants. Air circula- 
tion in any position should be noticeable 
while maximum temperatures must not 
exceed 30°C with 25°C being the ideal. 

Keep an eye on Masd. coccinea, if the 
conditions are too hot and dry, the tips of 
leaves will begin to blacken and new 
growths shrivel, before hardening. 

I know of many enthusiasts in the north 
who are now fitting refrigerated air to 
their enclosures. Take care with refriger- 
ated air that the environment does not dry 
out and dehydrate leaves. 

Dracula with their thinner leaf struc- 
tures, are particularly prone and upset by 
dry air. If cultural conditions are correct, 
red spider will not be a problem. 

This is the latest chance before the hot 
weather arrives, to take divisions. Split- 
ting plants during mid summer nearly 
always fails. Those growers wishing to 
create spectacular specimen plants may 





repot into the next largest container at this 
time. Add extra drainage holes to new 
pots and add stone, to the bottom, as both 
a crock and as ballast, necessary, as the 
big specimens can be quite top heavy. I do 
not recommend the addition of slow 
release chemical type fertilisers. After all 
these years, I still fancy good old hoof and 
horn but only in small amounts, mixed 
through your mix. 

As the weather warms up, watering 
may be on a daily basis with weak fertilis- 
er through a proportioner, being applied 
one or two times per week. Masdevallia 
and the Pleurothallid group are not heavy 
feeders. Solutions that are too strong will 
burn delicate roots and tips and the rest of 
the growing season will be in jeopardy as 
the plants repair the damage. Your grow- 
ing Sphagnum as well, does not appreciate 
heavy fertiliser applications. 

Thick accumulations of moss, liver- 
worts and algaes atop the medium should 
be removed and at this time, loosen up the 
top layer to both aerate and allow better 
water penetration for the summer. 
Replace soggy, dead brown moss, with 
fresh. Try to repot into moss without com- 
pressing the material too much, as this 
effectively excludes air. Do not allow 
water to remain in the centre of new 
growths as they rot off easily during warm 
weather. Blow out any water caught in 
new growths with a drinking straw. Grow- 
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ers with small collections, can spot water 
with a small watering can, so avoiding 
water in wrong places. 

On those nights when temperature 
remains high and humidity low, a fine 
misting either by hand or automatically, 
will be appreciated by the plants. a 


Paphiopedilums 


A little care is necessary during spring 
as the weather can be quite variable. We 
generally have nice warm days and cool 
nights — ideal conditions for paphs. to 
begin their main growth cycle. 

Repotting was covered fairly compre- 
hensively in the notes for July/August, 
however a few points are worthy of repe- 
tition: 

Paphiopedilums thrive on repotting. 
It should be done every year for best 
results, no matter how happy the plant 
appears or how good the mixture looks. 
You can only see the top of it. 

Don’t overpot. Use a pot which will 
comfortably hold the roots. ‘Squat’ 
pots (height about equal to diameter) 
are best and drainage must be adequate. 
The base of the plant should be just 
below the surface of the mixture. 

‘Wobbly’ plants should be staked. 

Don’t use osmocote. It is just great 
for most orchids but paphs, will not 
grow a good root system when it is 
used. 

Repotting can be continued throughout 
this period — in fact, right up until about 
mid December, or later if you have effec- 
tive cooling. 

Watering should be done as required. If 
the weather is hot and dry you may need 
to water every couple of days; if cool and 
cloudy, once a week may suffice. It is par- 
ticularly important to water in the morn- 
ing if you possibly can. The object is to 
keep the soil temperature up; you can’t 
achieve this if you water late in the day. 

Fertilizer should be given regularly, 


particularly toward the end of this period. 
It is not too much to water with about half 
strength fertiliser every second or third 
watering. I find it very convenient to use a 
“Hyponex siphon mixer’, which plugs in 
at the tap end of the hose and sucks the 
concentrated fertiliser out of a 20 litre 
bucket. These are cheap and foolproof but 
they won’t work against a lot of back 
pressure; I use a ‘Gardenia’ water breaker, 
screwed well out, on the end of a 20 metre 
hose and have no trouble. 

I have always used Aquasol, supple- 
mented with extra iron, a bit of magne- 
sium now and then and Nitrosol which, 
apart from its value as a fertilizer, I 
believe acts as a wetting agent. Whilst I 
never really measure anything, the pro- 
portions are probably about 2 teaspoons 
of Aquasol, 1 teaspoon of Nitrasol, a 
pinch of Iron Chelate and a few pinches of 
Epsom Salts all dissolved in about 20 
litres of water. This is pretty weak, but I 
use it frequently. s 

About the only pests which trouble 
paphs. are scale and mealy bug. These 
become active around early November 
and it is not a bad idea to spray the collec- 
tion during this month as a preventative 
measure. Malascale will clean these up 
fairly effectively. If you feel really heroic, 
Supracide is very effective. Whatever you 
use, take the appropriate precautions oth- 
erwise you may clean up the family dog, 
or even yourself. 


Natives 


Now that the peak flowering is over for 
most of the native dendrobiums it is time 
to start the hard work of repotting and 
general maintenance of your collection. 
Repotting can of course be done at any 
time but now is usually the best as plants 
are just starting the new growths and will 
grow actively to fill the new pot with 
roots. Take care not to damage these 
growths as they are very brittle and losing 











warm conditions.

them will set the plant back a year in its 
growth — something we don’t really want 
to happen. Just what potting mix you use 
is dependent on a number of things — 
your environment, availability of materi- 
als, time to prepare mixes, type of pot and 
personal likes. There are a great many 
combinations of materials and it is best to 
use what suits your conditions best rather 
than the latest craze. 


If your plants don’t need repotting they 
will probably need a cleanup. 

Removal of the spent flower-spikes and 
any dead leaves and canes. This is also a 
good opportunity to backcut plants to 
encourage more growth and/or to make 
the plant easier to divide next year. 

With repotting and new growth comes 
the need for feeding. If you have a 
favourite fertilizer now is the time to start 
using it. If you are thinking of trying 
something new, do it now, but a word of 
caution don’t apply a new fertilizer (or 
potting mix) to the whole collection at 
once if it is radically different to what you 
normally use — just in case something is 
not to the plant’s liking try it for a year on 
a few plants you are not greatly attached 
to. Any fertilizer used now should have a 
high nitrogen (N) content to boost growth 
and some trace elements might also be 
useful. 

It is still a good time for deflasking now 
before the weather gets too hot and dry in 
most areas. There are many arguments as 
to the best way to treat the seedlings once 
out of the bottle. Plants can be carefully 
separated and potted up individually or 
put in a community pot. (Place the pot at a 
45° angle and plant them in rows). Other 
growers will never separate the plants just 
planting the whole clump and letting them 
fight for space before separating at a later 
time. Community pots have the advantage 
of not needing too much space but they do 
make an easy snack for any marauding 
snails or caterpillars. Individual pots 


mean that plants will not have to be dis- 
turbed for a while but they do have a ten- 
dency to let the seedlings dry out too 
much or the media can become water- 
logged as the root system is unable to 
cope. Use of fine grade seedling media is 
best. Treated pine bark is the most com- 
mon constituent and other additives 
include perlite, vermiculite and Sphag- 
num. What to do with the plants once out 
in their pot(s)? Some growers swear that 
they must be kept in a terrarium environ- 
ment and these have been created in a 
number of ingenious ways ranging from 
placing pots in a fish tank where they are 
suspended over water on a frame to plac- 
ing plastic bags or cut off drink bottles 
over the pots. Others just put them in the 
bush-house with the rest of the collection. 
No matter what you do, remember that 
they will dehydrate quickly until they 
“harden”. Keeping them moist with a 
mister is a good idea. Plants should be 
hardened quickly and they may not need 
the terrarium if your bushhouse is not too 
hot and dry. 

With the growth season pests are ram- 
pant. Choose your sprays carefully if they 
are necessary and don’t spray just for the 
sake of it. Dendrobium beetles were 
around in large numbers at the end of last 
autumn and will make a mess of new 
growth if left. 


In flower now will be many of the Sar- 
canthinae species and hybrids. Enjoy 
these delights while they are out. Take 
care that the flowers do not get wet as they 
are particularly susceptible to Botrytis 
spotting. It usually rains at this time in 
Sydney and many a beautiful S. hartman- 
nii is ruined. Keep them under cover! 

Terrestrials out now will include some 
Diuris and Thelymitra’ species and 
hybrids. Most of the others will now be 
dormant and this is the time to unpot and 
repot in fresh mix. Leave watering for a 
couple of months. |

Watering: Water on the mornings 
every second day. If weather really starts 
to warm up then water daily. Damp down 
floor every day. 
Light: Shade should be increased to 
90% until after the end of summer.

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hile most growers readily 
recognise the showy species 
such as Sarcochilus hartmannii 


and S. fitzgeraldii there are many other 
Sarcanthinae species which are relatively 
unknown and the subjects for specialist 
growers. These have exquisitely beautiful, 
and uniquely interesting flowers but most 
are small and need to be magnified before 
they can be fully appreciated. 

Most of these species give rise to the 
brightly coloured novelty hybrids. Many 
of these species are not used in 
hybridising as yet although they have 
potential. 

This group of orchids comes from the 
eastern parts of the eastern states. They 
are found in a range of habitats including 
rainforest and dry, open scrub. They are 
usually epiphytes and many grow on the 
thin outer twigs of small scrubby bushes. 
Although their habitats often appear very 
dry they are frequently growing with their 
roots running through mosses and lichens. 

The humidity is often maintained by 

semi-permanent creeks. 

A number of these species have proven 
time and again to be impossible to 
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habitat. This is a particularly large. ai 
» plant with a lot of flowers. 2, * 
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Sareochilus olivaceus itrits natural. 


maintain in cultivation for any length of time. 
Determined efforts by very experienced 
growers have failed and the only hope of 
retaining these species lies in the preservation 
of their natural habitat. In the natural habitat 
many plants do not reach large sizes, with the 
majority being relatively small. This raises 
the question of just how long do these plants 
survive in the wild? A small comfort is that 
some species, such as Sarcochilus australis 
and Papillilabium beckleri, quickly 
recolonise areas which have been logged or 
otherwise damaged. Populations of some 
species are quite dense but the colonies are 
well separated. 

The species which are successful in 
cultivation grow best on mounts of 
weathered hardwood or similar material. 
They need good air movement and high 
humidity but do not like to be kept wet. 
They are drought toughened but are by no 
means able to withstand prolonged dry 
periods. The light requirements vary 
between species, but the cooler conditions 
of lower light levels means that the 
humidity is slightly higher. Some have 
been grown successfully on garden trees 
such as citrus which offer protection. 











Most of these species flower in spring 
or early summer. 


Sarcochilus australis 

This species has a very wide range, 
from northern Tasmania to southeastern 
Queensland. It is more common in the 
southern part of the range and grows on 
small trees. Common habitats are dry- 
looking gullies where there is shelter and 
often high humidity from the permanent 
water in small creeks. Plants grow on 
most parts of trees and are often seen 
close to the ground. 

The plants are the typical shape for 
Sarcochilus. The leaves are about 8 cm 
long and around 15 mm wide. There are 
usually up to ten on a mature plant, 
although some ancient plants are much 
larger. The leaves are slightly tough, due, 
no doubt to the preference for dry habitats. 


The flowers 

The flowers are open with the petals 
upwards beside the dorsal sepal. The 
colour ranges from a dark green to 
brownish green. The labellum is 
prominent, large and white and has the 
typical Sarcochilus shape. Flowers are 
about 15 mm across. 2 to 14 or more are 
borne on pendulous racemes which can be 
as long as 16 cm. The flowers are 
fragrant. Small seedlings will produce a 
couple of flowers. 

Flowering is from October to 
December. 


Cultivation 

This species has proven to be 
impossible to maintain in cultivation. 
Plants grow for a short time then die, no 
matter what host or treatment they are 
given. Flask raised seedlings have been 
more adaptable. Live hosts in garden offer 
some hope of this species being cultivated 
long-term but its real hope lies in the 
preservation of its natural habitat. 


Breeding 

There are 7 registered hybrids with S. 
australis as a parent. The most well 
known is S. Southern Cross (with S. 
hartmannii). The hybrids are usually quite 
easy to grow and live long enough to 
become large specimen plants. The colour 
of hybrids appears to be enhanced and 
new combinations may appear. 


Sarcochilus borealis 

This species is often known as the 
northern form of S. olivaceus. It has a 
distribution quite separate from S. 
olivaceus coming from the tropics around 
the Atherton and Evelyn plateux and the

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ranges where the Mossman River rises. It 
has also been found in the Eungella 
Range. Plants are smaller than those of S. 
olivaceus and the leaf margins are rough 
and slightly serrated. 


The flowers 

It is the flower colour which readily 
distinguishes this species. The flowers 
have broader segments and the sepals and 
petals are darker and blotched or 
completely coloured dark red-brown. The 
labellum is distinctly different. 

Flowers in spring, September. 


Cultivation 

The regions where this species is found 
are cool rather than tropical and, like many 
other species from this region, this species 
will grow side-by-side with S. olivaceus. 
S. borealis is not common in cultivation. 


Breeding 

Until recently this species has been 
known as a variety of S. olivaceus and 
any hybrids which may have been made 
with it would have been registered under 
that name. Due to it being uncommon in 
cultivation it is unlikely to have been used 
in much breeding but the shape and 
colouring suggest it may be worth using. 


Sarcochilus dilatatus 

This species comes from the area 
between the Richmond river in 
northeastern New South Wales to around 
Bundaberg in Queensland. It grows in 
drier rainforest on slopes and can be 
found quite some distance inland around 
the Border area. The plants are often 
confused with S. australis but they are 
smaller. The flowers are also quite 
different with the lateral sepals downward 
facing rather than splayed. 


The flowers 

The flowers are similar in shape to 
those of S. australis but at the same time 
distinctly different. They range in colour 
from greenish brown to dark brown and 
red-brown. The labellum is prominent. It 
is white with gold and red markings. 
Flowers are about 20 mm across on short 
racemes (7 cm) of up to about 12 flowers, 
usually much fewer. 

Flowering time is September and 
October. 


Cultivation 

Another species which is difficult to 
maintain in cultivation for any length of 
time. We have two plants which are still 
doing well after almost 5 years on dried 
bamboo. It is important to maintain good 
air movement and high humidity for these

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orchids. Our plants are in a shady position 
where they only get a few spots of 
sunlight a short time. 


Breeding 

There is only one registered hybrid with 
S. dilatatus (S. Aussie Dawn = S. dilatatus 
x §. hartmannii). The unregistered cross 
S. ceciliae x S. dilatatus was flowered a 
number of years ago by Neil Finch. S. 
dilatatus appears to greatly enhance red 
colours of the other parents and produces 
attractive hybrids. The hybrids are 
relatively easy to grow. 


Sarcochilus hillii 

This miniature species comes from 
southeastern New South Wales to central 
eastern Queensland (Nowra _ to 
Rockhampton). It grows in a range of 
habitats including the drier rainforest edges 
and scrubby but humid gullies. It is very 
closely related to S. minutiflos and the 
plants are indistinguishable when not in 
flower. It is usually an epiphyte but plants 
growing on rocks are not uncommon. 

The plants of S. hillii have long thin 
leaves, somewhat like a small, thin S. 
ceciliae. 


The flowers 

The flowers of this species are rounded 
and filled in, making it a species of the 
Classic type. It is included here as it is a 
miniature. The flowers are white and 
crystalline. There are usually only a few 
on a short raceme. The labellum is hairy 
and tends to project forward. There are 
gold and pink markings. 

Flowers October to December. 


Cultivation 

Another difficult subject to maintain in 
cultivation. Live hosts offer a reasonable 
alternative. Plants will grow if in a humid 
environment with plenty of air movement. 
Like S. dilatatus, high light levels are not 
needed. Plants are best not kept too wet 
but left to dry thoroughly between 
waterings and kept a bit on the dry side. 
We have some plants which have been 
thriving on near neglect for five years. 


Breeding 

There are two registered hybrids S. 
Confettii (with S. ceciliae) and S. Minuet 
(with S. hartmannii). Both have small, 
rounded flowers of the classic type. The 
diminutive size and lack of bright colouring 
of S. hillii means it is not so good as a parent. 


Sarcochilus hirticalcar 

A very attractive species which comes 
from the Mcllwraith Range of northern 
Queensland. The plants are small with

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leaves which may reach 12 cm in length 
but are usually shorter. This orchid grows 
on trees in rainforest and in more open 
habitats along creeks. 


The flowers 

The flowers of S. hirticalcar are very 
distinctive. They are bright green with a red 
band at the base of each segment. The 
labellum is green and very broad at the end. 

Flowers in November and December. 


Cultivation 

Although not widely grown this species 
is supposedly easy to grow. It does come 
from tropical areas and therefore needs 
the protection of a glasshouse and high 
humidity. The main difficulty is that it 
also needs a lot of air movement so it 
would be best hung where the fan or 
cooler creates some constant movement 
— but not a gale-force wind. 


Breeding 
There are four registered hybrids with 
S. hirticalcar as a parent. 


Sarcochilus minutiflos 

This tropical species is very closely 
related to S. hillii. It comes from the area 
between Cooktown and Rockhampton. 
The plants are indistinguishable from S. 
hillii and this species comes from similar 
habitats — dry rainforest. 


The flowers 

The flowers are quite different to those 
of S. hillii. The labellum is not as thick and 
does not project forward. It is less hairy 
and the sidelobes are more prominent. 

Flowers November to January. 


Cultivation 

This species is relatively unknown in 
cultivation although a few growers have 
managed to flower it. It would need 
conditions similar to S. hillii with care 
that winter minimums do not get too low. 


Breeding 

We are unaware of any hybrids with this 
species. As it would be expected to have a 
similar influence to S. hillii there has 
probably been no reason to breed with it. 


Sarcochilus olivaceus 

A close relative of S. borealis, it comes 
from a wide area between Batemans Bay 
in New South Wales and southeastern 
Queensland. This species grows in a 
range of habitats. Large plants are found 
in or near rainforest usually growing 
epiphytically but sometimes plants grow 
on rocks. 

S. olivaceus has broad leaves which are 
usually tough to touch. The edges may be

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slightly wavy. Leaves can be around 15 
cm long but are often smaller. 


The flowers 

The flowers are green to brownish- 
green widely opening. There are some 
yellow-brown markings on the labellum. 

Flowers September to December. 


Cultivation 

This species can be difficult to 
maintain long-term in cultivation with 
plants which were healthy suddenly 
dying overnight for no apparent reason. 
S. olivaceus grows in slightly brighter 
positions than S. dilatatus. Like S. 
dilatatus, it appears to appreciate drier 
conditions with high humidity and good 
air movement. 


Breeding 

There are three registered hybrids with 
S. olivaceus as parents. They are novelty 
hybrids with widely spaced segments. S. 
Canary (with S. hartmannii) is an 
attractive lime green with red markings. 
The segments are slightly fuller than those 
of S. olivaceus. 


Sarcochilus serrulatus 

In the past this species has been 
confused with S. borealis. It is, however, 
distinctly different. It has the same range 
as S. borealis but prefers the shadier and 
moister environments of the dense 
forests. 

The leaves are to 10 cm long and have 
wavy, Serrated edges. 


The flowers 

The flowers have a similar shape to S. 
dilatatus but the segments are broader at 
the tips. The colour ranges from rich dark 
red-brown to greenish brown. 

Flowers August to October. 


Cultivation 

This species needs very low light levels 
coupled with good air movement and high 
humidity. The plant needs more frequent 
watering than many of these species. In 
temperate areas S. serrulatus is usually 
grown in the hothouse, particularly over 
winter. 


Breeding 

Sarc. Colonial Rose (with S. 
hartmannii) is the only registered hybrid. 
This hybrid has dark red colouring. 


Sarcochilus spathulatus 

This species is from southeastern 
Queensland to the Hunter River in New 
South Wales. Plants look a bit like small 
Sarcochilus falcatus or S. australis. They 
often have dark spots on the leaves and

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the leaves are broader than those of S. 
australis. The leaves are dull green and 
may become red in bright light. The 
habitat is along creeks and rivers where 
the humidity is very high and there is 
plenty of air movement. Plants grow on 
small twigs of shrubs and trees. 


The flowers 

The flower colour ranges from brown to 
bright green. There is a red line around 
the base of the segments. The labellum is 
large and white with some gold and 
mauve markings. 

Flowers from August to October. 


Cultivation 

Another species with a reputation for 
being difficult in cultivation. We have 
found plants like similar conditions to S. 
dilatatus — humid and very shady with 
plants drying out between waterings. 


Breeding 

There are four registered hybrids with S. 
spathulatus as a parent. Parachilus Perky 
(with S. hartmannii) is an apt description of 
these hybrids — bright and colourful. The 
unnamed hybrids S. falcatus x S. 
spathulatus and S. Pinkhart x S. spathulatus 
are very attractive. They have well filled-in 
segments and are an attractive light green 
with some of the former cross being pink 
with red spots. This orchid offers much 
potential if bred for its capacity as a novelty 
parent. The flowers are a good size even on 
small seedlings. 


Papillilabium beckleri 

This tiny orchid is relatively unknown. 
It has a wide distribution — from 
southeastern Queensland to southeastern 
New South Wales. Plants hang from thin 
twigs on shrubs over small creeks and 
rivers in dry gullies. These situations are 
quite humid and there is usually very 
good air movement. The plants are quite 
small with leaves reaching 5 cm on large 
plants and are easily missed by even keen 
observers. 

P. beckleri is the only species in this 
genus. 


The flowers 

The flowers are about 7 mm across and 
brown or greenish in colour. Like so 
many of these tiny orchids they are very 
fragrant. It is the strong fragrance which 
alerts one to their presence in the bush. 

Flowering is in September and October. 


Cultivation 

This subject has proven difficult in 
cultivation but knowledge of the natural 
habitat suggests it needs lots of constant 
air movement and very high humidity —

from the surroundings rather than 
frequent watering — coupled with shady 
conditions. 


Breeding 

Not surprisingly, there are no 
registered hybrids with P. beckleri but 
the labellum could add character. 


Peristeranthus hillii 

Found from northeastern Queensland 
to northern New South Wales it is grows 
on coastal lowlands at the south and in 
the ranges in northern parts. In northern 
New South Wales we have seen this plant 
growing on Melaleuca species on the 
coastal swamps near salty backwaters. It 
shares this habitat with Dendrobium 
melaleucaphilum, D. linguiforme and D. 
teretifolium. Plants of P. hillii are larger 
than those of the other species covered 
here but the flowers are small. The leaves 
are broad and floppy, to about 4 cm wide 
by 25 cm long. The veins are quite 
prominent. The habitat of this species is 


dry but humid. Light levels in the denser 
parts are quite low. 


The flowers 

The flowers are quite small, about 7 
mm across, but there are large numbers 
on the racemes which can be 25 cm in 
length. The flowers are pale green- 
brown with bright crimson spots. The 
flowers are consistent throughout the 
range. 

Flowers in September and October. 


Cultivation 

This species will grow under 
bushhouse conditions in Sydney 
provided there are no long cold periods 
with very heavy frosts. It also needs 
protection from very hot dry conditions. 
Good air movement and high humidity 
— but not necessarily frequent watering 
— are essential. 


Breeding 

As yet there are no registered hybrids 
with this species, although we know that 
there have been attempts made to cross it 
with species of Sarcochilus. The 
advantage this species could offer are the 
colours and the large numbers of flowers. 


Plectorrhiza brevilabris 
Found from the Mcllwraith range to 





Noosa River in Queensland growing in 
shrubs and small trees in rainforest. In 
the tropics it grows at high altitudes but 
further south retreats to the lowlands. 
Plants hang from the small twigs and 
branches of both large and small trees. 


The flowers 

The flowers are about 1 cm across and 
open widely. There is a long spur. The 
colour ranges from green to brown and 
the flowers are fragrant. 

Flowers from November to February. 


Cultivation 

The protection of a glasshouse in 
cooler areas is necessary. Plants grow 
mounted on suitable thin branches and 
should hang where there is good air 
movement and high humidity. They 
prefer lower light levels. 


Breeding 

There are no registered hybrids to date 
but with larger flowers than P. 
tridentata and the interesting spur, P. 
brevilabris has potential. 


Plectorrhiza erecta 

Restricted to Lord Howe Island 
(which is politically part of New South 
Wales) this species grows in coastal 
scrub. Unlike the other two species of 
this genus it has upright stems. Stems 
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can branch at the base forming a tangled 
clump and may reach 45 cm in length. 


The flowers 

The flowers are small and cuppy and 
reddish brown to yellow brown. 

Flowers from October to December. 


Cultivation 

Needs protection from the cold of 
temperate regions and plenty of air 
movement and humidity. It appears to be 
quite hardy in cultivation but is not 
widely grown. 


Breeding 

There are no registered hybrids and 
this species appears to have little to offer 
apart from the upright growth habit. 


Plectorrhiza tridentata 

This is the most well-known species 
of this genus. It is widely grown in 
cultivation. P. tridentata is found 
from north eastern Queensland to 
Victoria. It can be found growing in 
steep dry gullies or in rainforest on 
the outer branches. Plants hang by the 
tips of a few roots and look as if they 
are about to fall from their host. 
Branching to form clumps does occur. 
The stems of this species can reach 
lengths up to 30 cm on hard, old, wiry 
plants. 
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The Flowers 

The flowers are small and usually 
brown although bright green forms are 
common. The flowers are small — to 8 
mm across — but very fragrant. 

Flowers from September to December. 
There are some plants which flower 
consistently early and others which 
flower later in the season. 


Cultivation 

Fairly easy to grow if given good light 
levels (but not too bright) lots of air 
movement and high humidity. Plants 
will move away from their mounts and 
hang precariously, but this is the nature 
of these orchids. 


Breeding 

There are three registered hybrids the 
most well known being P. Kilgra (with 
S. falcatus). This hybrids comes in 
shades of icy green to reds and pinks, 
depending on the parent used. It is a 
lovely hybrids and the future of breeding 
with P. tridentata shows promise.

Yhen Andree Millar rang me a 
few weeks back, asking me to 

’ speak at this gathering, she 
said to me “what about something on 
mixing the Dendrocorynes with some of 
the warmer growers” and like a fool I said 
yes. 

For starters, I am a species freak, and 
on top of that I have never done a great 
deal about mixing the orchid groups; pre- 
ferring just to try and improve what 
nature has given us. I think we owe her 
this as partial repayment for the way we 
have so rudely interrupted her life’s work 
in this fair land. 

As most of you know I come from the 
Manning-Gloucester area on the Central 
Coast of N.S.W. where the climate is 
much more like that of Newcastle or Syd- 
ney than that of Maryborough. So I guess 
that it was only natural that I grew up 
involved in cool-growing orchids. 

I would like in ‘the following lines to 
give just a few details of what we have 
done in the field of miniature orchids 
from cool to warm and a few thoughts on 
what will happen in the field in the near 
future. Personally I think there is a whole 
world out there waiting for miniatures in 
one field that is as yet virtually untapped. 

For starters, who would think of mating 
Dendrobium aemulum with Dendrobium 
canaliculatum.Don’t look at me, but one 
of my friends did down south at least 25 
years ago. Whether by good luck or good 
management, he got the best of both par- 
ents, as a result with tidy compact plants 
that carried their blooms way above the 
foliage. These flowers were mostly white, 
and exactly half way between the parents; 
nice and open on long upright spikes and 
with lasting qualities far superior to D. 
aemulum. 

As I said earlier this field was not one 
of my fortes, so I just watched those 
plants grow and flower for years ‘til one 
day John Mewburn saw the thing in 
flower at my place and of course this is 
John’s field and when he returned home 
and had the opportunity he remade the 
cross. Won’t it be interesting to see what 
comes out of this remake in a year or two 
when the seedlings begin to flower? 

I think in the making of miniature 
orchids we have one of the most poten- 
tially valuable of parents sitting here 
looking at us in Queensland, and that 
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by Ted Gregory

plant is Dendrobium speciosum var. 
pedunculatum. Having experimented with 
D. speciosum var. pedunculatum for a few 
years, I can talk on its future with a little 
more authority than I could on D. aemu- 
lum. 

Mixing a D. speciosum and D. 
kingianum, the first thing I used to do was 
make D.x delicatum with any new clone 
of either that I intended to use for breed- 
ing at a later date. D.x delicatum has been 
made by man for years and we have a 
good idea of what to expect from the 
progeny in way of habit, flower count, 
colour etc. Imagine the surprise when the 
seedlings started to flower 20 months 
from flask compared to the normal 36 to 
40 required for D. x delicatum. To com- 
pound the surprise, these plants of less 
than 4 inches of height carried their flow- 
ers a foot or more above the foliage in 
colours not seen before in D. x delicatum; 
whereas D. x delicatum made with other 
varieties of D. speciosum usually flower 
in whites or shades of pink, we ended up 
with a deep pink or red flowers first time. 

To prove it was no fluke, we have 
remade the hybrid quite a few times and 
each time we have achieved dwarf plants 
with long flower scape carried well up out 
of the plant. 

A funny side issue with D. speciosum 
var. pedunculatum is the fact that almost 
all of its hybrids produce much larger 
flowers than I would have expected. 
Since proving to my satisfaction that D. 
speciosum var. pedunculatum can control 
plant size to a great extent, we have made 
quite a few hybrids with it that we hope 
will be worthwhile. 

The only hybrid we have made to date 
with D. speciosum var. pedunculatum that 
has not been up to scratch is D. Yellow 
Venture. These have the typical dwarf 


habit that we want but the little so and sos 
just don’t want to flower. D. Yellow Ven- 
ture is D. speciosum x D. adae. 

In my conditions D. speciosum vat. 
pedunculatum, either selfed or sibling, is 
slow to flower but we hope to break the 
ice with some of the seedlings this com- 
ing season; even when not in flower, they 
are such beautiful fat little plants. 

I’m sorry to say that I have never made 
it to D. speciosum var. pedunculatum ter- 
ritory. I guess I can blame it on being a 
dairy farmer and contractor for 50 years. 
This alone kept my nose too close to the 
grindstone. Over the last 30 years, I have 
begged, borrowed and traded and now 
have a collection of about 20 plants all of 
which I value highly. 

I have always loved dwarf plants and 
the interest increased when the late Jim 
Rentoul remarked at one stage that he 
thought there could be a red gene hiding 
in those little devils; somehow I think he 
may have been right. 

I am sorry to say I have reports quite 
regularly of D. speciosum var. peduncula- 
tum being over-collected in the wild. If 
this is true, it is rather a tragedy as it will 
be a battle for it to regenerate in such a 
harsh environment. 

Another orchid that I think has great 
potential in cool-warm breeding is D. 
kingianum var. pulcherrimum. We selfed 
it some years ago and are now confident it 
is a definite dwarf form in its own right. 
All the seedlings we grew are dwarf with 
all canes less than 3 inches long as adults. 
Knowing what we do now we can go 
ahead over the next few years and make a 
great variety of hybrids that will be really 
miniature. 

D. Pee Wee and D. Susanne are two 
already famous inter-group hybrids that 
have introduced the famous D. bigibbum 
mauve and purple into the cool-growing 
section with great results. Who knows 
where the field will end over the next few 
years? I will not dwell on it and its suc- 
cessors here, as people most likely know 
more about these than I do. 

After all this on dwarf plants, I think 
for a change I will say a few words on one 
of my pet hybrids in this cool-warm field 
— D. Manning. 

The beginning of this line was when 
Willensdorf registered D. Willowie Gold 
(D. discolor x D. tetragonum var. gigan- 
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teum) in 1970. This might only be a pretty 
fair orchid really only a mother could love 
it, but to me it had one great ability; that is 
it could grow cold. One of my pet aims 
has been to produce a twisty-type orchid 
that would grow cold and flower at least 
twice a year. Up here one gets used to a 
profusion of flowers in the autumn, but 
down where I come from the bush house 
could be rather bare at that time of the 
year and life seems so much better when 
there are flowers about. 

Our first venture was to cross D. Wil- 
lowie Gold with D. speciosum, the aim 
here to induce more cold tolerance and 
hopefully thicken up the flowers without 
losing the ability to flower twice a year. 
We did the cross each way and grew the 
resulting seedlings separately at first. The

difference between each batch was 
incredible for the first year, one side 
appearing to throw right back to D. dis- 
color in growth habit, the other side the 
opposite way completely; yet by the time 
the plants were two years old you could 
not tell one lot from the other. 

Quite a few flowered in their first sum- 
mer and to our surprise we ended up with 
very nearly what we had hoped for. On 
plants only 9 to 10 inches high we saw 
spikes of up to 60 flowers, some like large 
D. Hilda Poxon, some like D. Our Native, 
AND EVEN ONE THAT THREW 
RIGHT BACK TO OD. speciosum. 


Colours ranged from whites, greens, yel- 
lows and the odd beautiful freckled brown 
and ranged in size from 2 inches to almost 
4 inches. A great feature to come out of 
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this hybrid is that the flowers will last for 
2 months and longer which is great for me 
as one of the failings of the Dendrocoryne 
group is lack of lasting quality in the 
flowers. 

Another feature unusual in mixed up 
hybrids is the fact that almost every clone 
is fertile which makes it so much easier to 
work on the next generation of hybrids. 
Hopefully, we will soon flower the next 
generation which includes D. Manning 
crossed with the following: D. speciosum, 
D. kingianum, D. Sunglow, D. Hastings. 

As the plant of D. Manning have 
matured, most continue to flower both 
spring and autumn, and a few cannot 
make up their minds and flower all the 
year round. What a shame to have flowers 
all the time. 

As you all know at Merrellen we are 
almost completely in the selling trade and 
rely heavily on feed-back as to where our 
breeding programme is going and with D. 
Manning we have been very lucky in that 
we have reports of better clones than 
those we kept having flowered in almost 
every State. 

As I often say to friends the Australian 
Native Orchid field in the way of hybri- 
dising and improving the straight species 
is hardly even scratched and what marvel- 
lous improvements we are going to see in 
the next few years. 

As a parting shot I would like to make 
a point to all orchid breeders out there, 
both current and potential. This is — if 
you are breeding hybrids O.K., but if 
you are breeding species, please make 
sure you are using fine species as par- 
ents. We must make sure we keep the 
species pure or within a short time the 
botanical chaos will be unmanageable, 
even unimaginable. |

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The Case of a Missing 
Dendrobium Description

ecently I had the opportunity to 
Res upon certain Australian 

Dendrobes, and have noted an 
apparent discrepancy by authors in citing 
the date and the place of publication of 
Dendrobium bairdianum Bailey. Ferdi- 
nand Mueller in his Census, Appendix I, 
p.3 gives the place and date of publication 
as “Synops. Fl. Queensland, 1884. This 
citation is repeated by Kraenzlin in his. 
Monograph of Dendrobium in Pflanzen- 
reich 45:275, 1910. Bailey himself in his 
“A Synopsis of the Queensland Flora, 1st. 
Supplement, 1886” on page 53 gives the 
place of publication as “suppl. to Sypno- 
sis of the Flora of Queensland” without 
any date. As a matter fact, all subsequent 
citations quote this last cited reference as 
the actual place and date for D. bair- 
dianum. I mention but a few: Nicholls, 
Orchids of Australia Complete Edition, 
1964; Upton, Dendrobium Orchids of 
Australia 1989; and Clements, Catalogue 
of Australian Orchidaceae in Australian 
Orchid Research vol. 1: 1989. 

In my personal library, however, there 
is an original copy of the publication of 
Dendrobium bairianum Bailey, dated 
November 1884. It is a single page article 
and is printed only on one side. In the past 
librarians must have regarded it as some 
kind of a reprint, and as such it never 
became properly catalogued. Because of 
its rarity, this one page paper is repro- 
duced here in a slightly reduced size for 
future bibliographic reference. |

Tafe Offering 
Vocational HSC 
in Horticulture 


A new horticulture HSC course will be 
offered by a number of TAFE colleges 
and campuses in NSW new year. 

The new course is one of five in the 
TAFE HSC Pathway program, which has 
been developed to allow young people with 
a strong vocational interest to complete 
their HSC at a TAFE campus/college. 

Graduates of the new program will be 
able to add either a Horticulture Concepts 
Certificate or a Horticulture Operations 
Certificate to their HSC and TER. 

Mr John Rowell, Industry Specialist for 
Rural & Mining Industry Training Divi- 
sion, said the new program will provide 
young people with an exciting new oppor- 
tunity to begin their career training while 
they gain their HSC. 

“Some young. people develop and 
maintain their interest in horticulture very 
early and by the time they complete their 
School Certificate they are committed to a 
career in the industry,” he said. 

“For these young people this program 
will be ideal.” 

The horticulture program may be com- 
pleted over two or three years of study 
and work experience. 

Young people who successfully com- 
plete the TAFE HSC Pathway in Horti- 
culture will get credit transfer towards 
TAFE’s Horticulture Trade Certificates 
and a range of Associate Diplomas, short- 
ening the time normally taken to complete 
these courses. 

“With an HSC and TER, graduates 
might also decide to continue with univer- 
sity degrees, and this course will form a 
good basis for further studies.” 

“The Horticulture Operations Certificate 
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and the Horticulture Concepts Certificate 
are for people who want to learn the basic 
skills they need to work in horticulture. 

“The Operations Certificate includes 
240 hours of work experience which will 
give young people a good insight into the 
industry,” Mr Rowell said. 

The TAFE HSC Pathway in Horticul- 
ture is being offered at 6 TAFE colleges 
and campuses in NSW in 1994.

- A tan is not a sign of health, it is a sign 
that the skin has received enough UVR

than dark-skinned people, but people of 
all skin types are at risk. 

¢ If detected early, skin cancer has a 99% 
cure rate. 

* 60% of the day’s UV radiation occurs 
between llam-3pm (daylight saving 
time) so you will burn a lot more quickly 
during these hours — try to stay out of the 
sun during this time, if this is not possible 
make sure you are protected. 

* Consult your doctor if you have a new 
spot or one that has changed. 

¢ Early detection programs seem to have 
prompted Australians to report skin can- 
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cers, especially melanomas, at an earlier 
stage than ever before. 

¢ In Australia the mortality rate from skin 
cancer is rising at a slower rate than 
incidence, due to the success of early 
detection and treatment. 

¢ Clothes which are made from tightly 
woven fabric and medium to heavy 
weight are ideal because they provide 
protection against UVR getting through 
to the skin. 

¢ There’s no such thing as windburn. The 
last time you thought you were wind 
burnt, you were actually sunburnt from 
unrecognised UVR. Wind mainly dries 
the skin; it does not burn the skin. 

¢ The risk of sunburn is much greater high 
on a mountain slope than at sea level 
because the air is thinner and there is less 


atmosphere to filter out harmful rays. 
Research shows that ultraviolet radiation 
increases by around 15% for every 1000 
metres above sea level. 

* Don’t be fooled by cool temperatures. A 
cool day may contain the same UVR 
levels as a hotter day. You may become 
more burnt on a cool or cloudy day than 
on a sunny day because you tend to stay 
out longer. 

Sitting in the car with the windows open 
can lead to sunburn if the sun is shining 
on the skin. Apply sunscreen if going on 
long trips.

1. Changes in registration procedure 

Following recommendations made by 
ORAC at its Meeting on 2 May the fol- 
lowing changes in registration procedure 
will apply from 1 January 1994: 

(a) The Registrar will retain the origi- 
nal copy of the application form and 
return a photocopy to the registrant. 

(b) When a registrant has received no 
reply from the originator to a request for 
permission to register a new grex, the reg- 
istrant must enclose a dated copy of the 
letter to the originator when submitting 
the application form to the Registrar. 

(c) As processing time for a new appli- 
cation was now minimal, postponed 
applications would only be retained for a 
period of 6 months. 


2. Report from the International 
Registrar 


(a) Applications had now reached a 
plateau of c300/month of which c275

(b) Further progress was reported in 
adding registrants’ names and addresses to 
the database, but the incomplete nature of 
many early records, combined with errors in 
the early volumes means that further addi- 
tions would take longer to be incorporated. 


3. Naming plants after well-known 
individuals 

When naming a plant after an extant 
individual it is generally considered to be 
courteous to request permission in advance. 
At least one case has come to light recently 
where such permission had not been sought 
and considerable embarrassment had been 
caused as a result. Whilst the International 
Registration Authority cannot require evi- 
dence that permission has been granted in 
each case, the Registrar will, in potentially 
sensitive cases, request a copy of any letter 
indicating approval from the individual 
concerned. 


4. The Orchid Database Co. 

Version 2 of the CD-ROM was 
released in late March and contains up- 
dated information on registered grex 
names as well as a wide range of data on 
awarded orchids, further coloured illus- 
trations and related orchid texts. A range 


of hard copy reports from the database, 
based on generic groupings, are also now 
available from the American Orchid Soci- 
ety. Work is already well advanced on a 
further enhanced version 3 which will 
provide even more useful information for 
the orchid enthusiast. Promotion of the 
system is now being further assisted by 
the German Orchid Society and the All 
Japan Orchid Society, from whom details 
can be obtained. 


5. The Handbook on Orchid Nomencla- 
ture and Registration 

The fourth edition of the ‘Orchid Hand- 
book’ (as mentioned on reverse of appli- 
cation form) was published on 14 April 
1993. It can be bought (non-USA resi- 
dents) from RHS Enterprises Ltd (RHS 
Garden, Wisley, Woking Surrey, GU23 
6QB, England) and (USA residents) from 
the American Orchid Society (6000 South 
Olive Avenue, West Palm Beach, Florida 
33405, USA). 

The major changes in this new edition 
are detailed in a leaflet obtainable from 
the Orchid Registrar (PO Box 1072, 
Frome, Somerset, BA11, S5NY, England) 
who is currently the chairman of the 
Handbook Committee of the International 
Orchid Commission.

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[° Volume 3 once again it is the 
articles on various aspects of orchid 
growing that form the backbone of 
the journal. Details of glasshouse 
construction indicate that principles 
have varied little, though materials 
used today are very different. An- 
other note reminds us that the coating 
of iron water pipes with lampblack 
will increase considerably the radia- 
tion of heat. A description of a sim- 
ple and economical glasshouse heat- 
ing system utilising a kerosene 
heater gives food for thought in these 
days of high energy costs. For those 
interested in the design please send 
an S.A.E. plus another 45c stamp and 
I will forward a photocopy of the 
article. Surely a sign that orchid 
growing has “arrived” is an adver- 
tisement for orchid house gas-fired 
heating. 

Dr. J. Cuthbert Hall in a discourse 
on pots and rafts available in those 
times writes that “spotted gum” 
(Eucalyptus maculata) timber is good 
for rafts. This tip should be worth try- 
ing as teak baskets are now hard to get 
and quite expensive. 

Pests and their control are again to 
the fore. A two-part contribution by 
A.N. Burns treats at some length the 
life-cycle of various common pests 


and recommends the following 
treatments: 

Thrips — nicotine sulphate or 
blackleaf 40; scale — white oil or 


methylated spirit or, for severe infesta- 
tion, fumigation with cyanogas; mealy 
bugs — white oil or fumigation with 
strong tobacco fumes; aphis — nico- 
tine sulphate or blackleaf 40; caterpil- 
lars lead arsenate; red spider — lime 
sulphur; slugs and snails — bait of 
bran, calcium arsenite and molasses, 
or lettuce leaves wet with lead arsen- 
ate solution and allowed to dry. 

The author cautions that white oil 
preparations damage orchid tissue and 
must not be sprayed onto plants, but 
instead applied to the insect with a fine 
brush. Many old-timers regret the 
passing of these useful poisons. A lot 
of the present-day replacements are 
extremely toxic to humans, are readily 
absorbed into the body, and are so fid- 
dly to us that one wonders if the orchid 
grower was not less threatened in the 
good old days. Have we taken the 
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Fifty-five Years Ago 


wrong turning? Burns concludes with 
a tip worth trying: a ring of cotton 
wool placed around the stem of any 
budding pseudobulb will protect 
blooms from snails and slugs, for they 
will not cross this barrier so long as 
the cotton wool is kept dry. Another 
note advises of the introduction of 
metaldehyde as a snail and slug poi- 
son. Here is something that has stood 
the test of time! 

Our old friend Hermon Slade sup- 
plied a comprehensive description of 
seed-raising both by the “direct 
method” on sterilised towelling cover- 
ing sphagnum and by the “sugar 
method” on an enriched agar medium 
in sterile flasks. 

The Secretary of the Orchid 
Society of N.S.W., T.H. James, began 
in Volume 2 a series entitled “Cool 
House Culture”. It is rather satisfying, 
in perhaps a perverse way, to learn 
that the problems of yesteryear are 
much the same as our problems of 
today. Worth repeating is his comment 
“A dry plant will survive cold condi- 
tions that will kill a wet one”. He ham- 
mers home his point that orchids are 
temperamental, and stresses that the 
success of particular conditions can be 
determined only by experiment. He 
lists genera that are amenable to bush 
house cultivation, except in southern 
parts and elevated districts, and gives 
cultural notes for them. 

His series continues through Vol- 
ume 3, and further, as “Cool House 
Culture and Notes for Beginners”, and 
is more or less a calendar for the bush 
house. His comments deal with water- 
ing, fertilising, repotting and harden- 
ing off, the importance of air move- 
ment, ventilation, and light levels, and 
division of plants and potting of back- 
bulbs. A warning is given against the 
use of Volck on orchids, and a men- 
tion made of Clensel, for years my 
favourite, and in fact only, insecticide 
— alas, no longer obtainable. 

Of the articles on the culture of 
individual genera, we find one on 
Calanthe, two on Vanda coerulea, 
and no less than four on Cattleya. Dr. 
Carl Jaede’s article “The More Popu- 
lar Cattleyas” is described as “rather 
a free digest” of an article in Die 
Orchideen by Schlechter. Thirteen 
species and two varieties are 








described and much cultural informa- 
tion is given including compost, 
watering, repotting and resting. Men- 
tion is made of “the well known and 
wide topped Cattleya pot”, of which I 
have never heard — can any reader 
enlighten me? 

Mrs. M.P. Campbell of Brisbane 
produced a comprehensive article 
“Repotting Cattleyas”, in which she 
describes her method from start to fin- 
ish. In the next issue she has a shorter 
article “Watering Cattleyas”, which 
sets forth not only how she waters but 
also how she keeps her plants clean. 
W. Plowman from Sydney sets out in 
detail his method of cultivation. He 
deplores the practice of drying out 
until the pseudobulbs shrivel and 
declares that cattleyas and _ their 
hybrids cannot be grown and flowered 
without heat in the winter months, 
around Sydney. |

On Saturday, 23rd October, the orchid world was saddened by the sudden 
death of one of its long standing members, Les Peaty. 

Unfortunately, not much record is available of his early years except to say 
that he received his education at Drummoyne Boys High School in Sydney. As a 
young man, Les took a keen interest in sport and joined The Drummoyne Row- 
ing Club in 1930 and also played Rugby League for a Gladesville Club. By 
about 1940 he became a Free Mason. 

During World War II, Les served with the Australian Forces in New Guinea 
and was wounded by shrapnel. On being demobilised he joined The Bank of 
New South Wales (Westpac) as a Securities Officer and it was about this time he 
joined The Orchid Society of New South Wales. 

As a Free Mason he excelled himself and took on the various degrees of 
progression through the Order and eventually secured 31 out of 33 degrees a 
member could achieve. He served The Lodge for in excess of fifty years and was 
a Past Assistant Grand Master of The Grand Lodge of New South Wales. 

However, Les will be most remembered for his contribution to orchids in New 
South Wales and Australia. Les served The Orchid Society of New South Wales 
in many capacities and held the office of Treasurer, Vice-President and Registrar 
of Awards. He became a member of the Judging Panel in 1952, even before Aus- 
tralia enjoyed a Judging System under The Australian Orchid 
Council. At the time of his untimely death Les was the longest serving active 
member of The O.S.N.S.W. Judging Panel. As a Judge, he had a wealth of 
knowledge and was quick, accurate and objective in his assessments. He had an 
independent mind and yet was able to assess the merits of others’ opinions. A 
few years ago he was appointed an Emeritus Judge. For his long and dedicated 
contribution to orchids The Orchid Society of New South Wales conferred on 
him Life Membership. 

Les also served The Australian Orchid Council as Registrar General of 
Awards from 1981-1987. He took over the position as a “care-taker” Registrar 
General, consequent of the sudden resignation of his predecessor, and had no 
intention of doing more than a clean up of a back log of applications until the 
appointment of new Registrar General. However, Les found a new challenge and 
a desire to serve the A.O.C. was born and he continued to be the incumbent for a 
record term. 

My early association with Les was in the early 1980’s, when he invited me to 
serve on the Workshop Committee. Here I found a man with plenty of initiative 
and drive and a glutton for work. He was able to get the maximum out of those 
who worked with him. As the Chairman of Workshop Committee he inaugurat- 
ed the concept of the Shows at The Royal Botanic Gardens and The Royal East- 
er Show. The wonderful shows that we now enjoy at these two venues will 
remain as a lasting memorial to him. Les was also a member of St. George 
Orchid Society and Sutherland Shire Orchid Society. He served as President of 
both Societies. 

In latter years, Les drifted away from orchids and involved himself with The 
Dural Country Club, where very soon he proved his capabilities and was elected 
Secretary of The Bowling Club and to the Board of Selectors. 

To his wife, Mabs, son John, and daughter Lesley and other members of his 
family, orchid growers all over extend to them their sympathies in there sad loss.

This Book, recently released, is an 
easily read and assimilated record of one 
man’s love and interest in the breeding 
and development of hybrid Lycastes to a 
high standard of excellence, perhaps 
unequalled in the orchid world today. 

Branching out from growing and tra- 
ditional range of orchids, the author was 
fascinated by the introduction of Lycaste 
Koolena, a great step forward by the late 
John Ezzy in the 1960’s. The purchase of 
two mature plants and two seedlings, 
saw Fred transfer his attention to 


Lycastes. 

At this time there was very little hybri- 
dising being carried out either locally or 
on a world wide basis. From the simple 





start with four Lycastes the author, 
through determination, perserverance and 
astute observation, using knowledge of 
animal genetics, was able to build up a 
gene bank of top class stud plants. 

Over some twenty-five odd years, Fred 

was to make many, many crosses in pur- 
suit of improving colour, shape an 
florescence. Many disappointments were 
over-shadowed by the overall excellence 
of the successful hybrids that have seen 
Macama Lycastes achieve world wide 
acclaim, appreciation and recognition at 
world conferences, with the author 
becoming the foremost world authority 
on this genus. 

Orchid lovers generally, and Lycaste 
growers and breeders are fortunate the 
written record of the years of experiment, 
failures and successes has been made.

Nothing 
has been held back including a section on 
the mechanics of breeding, deflasking, 
pests etc.. 

Under the heading of Hybridisation we 
are given much information and know- 
ledge gleaned by the author during his 
endeavours to improve his Macama 
strain. Genetics, Polyploidy and Inter- 
Generic breeding is also discussed. 

Here then is a splendid book of one 
man’s quest for perfection with this 
genus, and also his wish that the results of 
his work, observations and achievements 
were recorded in a single volume and so 
become available to all. 

The book is a credit to the author, Fred 
Alcorn, who unfortunately passed away 
in the late stages of finalising the manu- 
script. In finishing the work Michael Hal- 
let has produced a splendid book, a fitting 
memorial to the determination of Fred 
Alcorn. 

This book is highly recommended to 
all orchid growers and Society librarians 
as a splendid addition to a personal or 
Society library. It is an ideal Xmas gift 
for an orchid grower, details of availabil- 
ity are included in the accompanying 
advertisement.

: CULTURAL NOTES 


Cattleyas 


Cattleyas should now be removed out 
of the glass house and hung up in a shade 
house with approximately 60-70% shade, 
depending on your climatic position. 

Overgrown plants should now be 
divided. I have been using DEBCO bark 
with great success. With seedlings I have 
been using a little PERLITE in with the 
bark. After repotting give plants a good 
soaking to settle the bark down. A little 
sphagnum around the bulbs helps to start 
the new roots off. The New Zealand 
pellitized seems to work well. The plants 
can be fertilized alternatively with 
WUXAL® and GARDEN PARTY®. 
Use weekly. 

Plants can be watered every three or 
four days depending on weather 
conditions. Watch for scale insects if 
present spray with ANTI-SCALE®. If 
plants gevelon bulb rot, soak plant in 
FOLI-R-FOS~. | 


Cymbidiums 


Summer time is critical for the growth 
of cymbidiums. Those plants that were 
divided during the spring need to get their 
roots quickly established so as the plant 
can go on developing their new bulbs. 

Next years flowering racemes are now 
being developed so what you do now will 
show up next flowering season. 

Watering is very important during the 
summer period. A good soaking every 
second or third day with a light misting 
during the evening after a hot day. This 
programme must be modified if the 
weather is cold or wet, especially in the 
southern states of Australia. 

Fertilizing varies from grower to 
grower. If you are using a particular 
brand of fertilizer and your plants 
respond to it - do not change. On the 
other hand if you are not satisfied, trial a 
bench or two and see how they perform 
compared to your old fertilizer. Over the 
years many orchid growers have been 
using CAMPBELLS YELLOW or 
PETERS BLOSSOM BOOSTER on their 
plants this time of the year with good 
results. PHOSTROGEN also work 
extremely well when used during the 
summer-autumn period. 

Grace-Sierra Australia Pty Ltd have 
just released two new _ soluble 
formulations. These have been called 
PETERS EXCEL CAL-MAG HI-K and 
CAL-MAG HI-N. The use of the Hi-K 
would be recommended for use on 
cymbidiums this time of the year. 
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December/January 


Remember when fertilizing - water pots 
before use. Only fertilize early morning 
or late in the afternoon. 

Now is the time that two-spotted mites 
are usually active. If jot have a small 
collection use ROGER™ at the label rate. 
Larger growers can use OMITE™~, 
TORQUE® or KELTHANE®. If you do 
not want to use chemicals on your plants 
you can use NATRASOAP® mixed with 
CODACIDE OIL®. This works very well 
if you apply it very thoroughly all over 
the plant - both upper and lower sides of 
all leaves. Two or three applications five 
to seven days apart. Another trick is to 
water your plants with a strong squirt 
under the leaves late in the afternoon. The 
mites do not like the high humidity and 
naturally a few drown along the way. 

Plants are prone to fungal infections 
during the summer period. Leaf spots can 
be controlled with MANCOZEB™. If the 
bulbs start rotting use FONGARID or

SUMMER CULTURAL 
REMINDERS 

WATERING: If they predict above 
normal temperatures water thoroughly 
early in the morning. 

A very fine misting just on dusk is 
beneficial. 

FERTILIZING: Use a high P-K half 
strength twice weekly for better results. 
If the weather is very hot apply 
magnesium sulphate weekly. Mix half 
gram in a litre of water.

Masdevallia Dracula 


I hope you have your shade in place by 
now. Our summer, all over Australia, is 
the most stressful time of the year for the 
Pleurothallid family in general. 

Unfortunately many Dracula flower at 
this time and this potentially exciting time 
for these orchids can change rapidly to 
disappointment as blooms either abort, 
fail to open properly, or last only a day or 
so, before shivelling. 

At this time of year, the answer to the 
problem is not easy to achieve as both a 
decrease in temperature, combined with 
an increased in humidity is called for. 

Those growers with farsight, who have 
installed evaporative cooling systems, 
will see the success of their labours mani- 
fested in the fantastic shapes and colours 
that only Dracula can provide. 

Masdevallia and particularly those 
within the section Coccineae, will also 
appreciate the softer conditions. Remem- 
ber: desiccating and blackening leaf tips 
indicate the environment is far too arid. 

Other problems are also noticed at this 
time. Firstly, any new growths that fill 
with water will have a tendency to rot off, 
make sure therefore, that after watering, 
these tender new shoots have the water 
removed from their centre, blowing 
through a drinking straw is an effective 
way of achieving this. These new growths 
when mature, will support the next crop 
of flowers, so, the loss of new 
growth/leaves means a reduction in 
flower production next season. A plant is

also weakened by new growth loss. 

Often, Masdevallia and Dracula flower 
tails or sepaline tips, may be found to 
have shrivelled during extremely warm 
spells. The message here is that the air is 
too dry and the plants vascular system is 
unable to keep up the supply of moisture 
to the flowers extremities. Overcome the 
problem, by increasing humidity, as well 
as reducing temperature. Move the plants 
to an outside fernery situation or re-stage 
the plants closer to, or even on the moist 
enclosure floor. Maintain effective air cir- 
culation but NOT warm dry air. 

Other genera within the Pleurothallidi- 
nae, such as Restrepias and Dryadellas, 
revell in the warmth. 

In general, do not make divisions at 
this time, 6 to 8 leaves taken in the 
Autumn, will establish quickly. Summer 
divisions usually perish. Evaporative 
water coolers, as used in the Southern 
states, may make supplementary misting 
at this time, unnecessary, however may I 
remind you that refrigerated systems dry 
the air to such an extent, that extra humid- 
ity must be provided. To do it properly, 
you need a relative humidity meter. Aim 
for a minimum of 60% with maximum 
temperatures of just under 30 Deg. C., if 
at all possible.

Some growth continues at this time, so 
feeding, still at the weakest rate of around 
one third to one quarter recommended 
strength, can be regularly applied. Flush- 
ing or watering with pure water every 
other application can assist in preventing 
salt build up. 

Watering/fertilising should be finished 
as early in the morning as possible, so that 
all surface liquid, has dried by the hottest 
time of the day. 

Red spider mite, which can rapidly 
establish in hot dry conditions is unable to 
establish if the humidity is kept high and 
temperatures moderate. If you see the pest, 
there are good products available such as 
OMITE but take care, as this is quite toxic 
and should you have introduced the more 
desirable control of predatory mites, they 
will also be eradicated. 

Fungal/bacterial rots at this time, are 
only a problem, during warm wet condi- 
tions with poor air circulation and a stag- 
nant atmosphere. 

Watch out for aphids on new growths 
and developing flower buds. As the 
aphids are sap suckers, you may achieve 
eradication and control with one of the 
proven systemic insecticides. Many 
growers just hose the pesky little critters 
off, but, with a large collection or fear of 
damaging emerging blooms, the insecti- 
cide may be the only way. Do not use liq- 
uid/petroleum based preparations as 
bloom damage will result. Only wettable 
powder based products can be recom- 
mended. 

Always keep in mind, that the care you 
give your plants at this time, will have a 
great bearing on how they perform next 
season. a 


Natives 


We've already had a taste of hot weath- 
er to remind us of what summer can hold 
in store. Many of our native dendrobiums 
are heat and drought resistant and will not 
suffer greatly exposed to the heat of day 
provided they have protection from direct 
full sunlight. They will, of course, look 
much better if they have plenty of water 
and food and not have to draw on their 
stored reserves. So, if you want them to 
look their best for shows keep up the 
humidity over summer. Be wary of water- 
ing plants directly in the heat of the day as 
water remaining on leaves can result in 
burn marks. It is better to mist heavily 
under benches and wait until the cool of 
evening or early morning to water. Keep 
up the fertilizer in the not-so-hot days 
until those new growths harden. 

Repotting can be done now if really 
necessary but the growth of many plants 
is slow and they will not be able to estab- 





lish until autumn. The advantage is that 
the mix will not be waterlogged unless 
there is a lot of summer rain. The rain last 
year caused some problems as plants did 
not stop growing and some put out new 
growths which were not mature before 
winter and are stunted. The main problem 
of summer rain is that the warmer temper- 
atures make ideal conditions for fungal 
and bacterial infections to run rampant. 
One way of reducing this problem is to 
ensure good air movement over the 
plants. This also helps with cooling on hot 
days. Use a fan if you need to. 

While many of the Dendrobium species 
and hybrids are able to cope well with 
summer heat the Sarcanthinae on the 
other hand have no pseudobulbs for stor- 
age and cannot tolerate really hot, dry 
weather. Remember that most species are 
found growing naturally near rivers and 
creeks where the permanent water keeps 
humidity high so it is not surprising that 
they will die quickly if too hot and dry. 
These orchids will need shadier condi- 
tions and careful attention to humidity. 
Their leaves are also susceptible to burn- 
ing from water left on them in the sun. As 
many of these orchids are to be mounted 
it is vital to keep up the misting, maybe 
several times a day on really hot days. S. 
cecillae and S. hartmannii are the tougher 
species when it comes to surviving dry 
conditions. 

Seedlings are best not deflasked now 
unless you have cool, moist conditions for 
them to acclimatise in. The risk of fungal 
problems is also much higher so you 
should use a suitable spray. 

Your hothouse should have had the 
shade put in place months ago. Remem- 
ber that the problems of overheating and 
fungal attack are often greater in the 
enclosed environment. Open roof vents, 
keep the fan and cooler running to keep 
the air moving and your plants should be 
happy. Alternatively, move some to the 
bushhouse if you have room so they can 
benefit from any summer rain. 

By now most terrestrials will have 
retreated below ground to a dormant tuber 
leaving a pot of dirt. Now is the time to 
repot, but don’t start watering until the 
end of January or they will shoot and it 
may still be too hot for them. 

Over summer there are many pests 
which come just to destroy those lovely 
new growths. There are caterpillars, 
grasshoppers, crickets, aphids, mites and 
the ever reliable snails and slugs, among 
others. If you live north of Sydney in the 
eastern part of the state you will probably 
have Dendrobium beetles as well. Not 
only will these orange gold and black nui- 
sances munch the leaves of the 
Dendrocoryne and spoil them for shows 
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but they lay eggs in the pseudobulbs and 
the larvae destroy them. They are very 
partial to Cymbidium madidum flowers 
and can chew bits from every flower in a 
short time. They are tough and not many 
sprays are effective against them. We had 
one in s small plastic container on our 
kitchen window sill over winter. It was 
collected for a portrait photo in early 
May and was still quite alive at the end of 
August after no care at all. Research is 
being done on this pest, which appears to 
thrive in collections once present. If you 
find one it is best squashed immediately, 
but take care as they have a tricky habit 
of dropping to the ground and disappear- 
ing once disturbed. 


Paphiopedilums 


Any outstanding repotting should be 
attended to early during this period as 
paphs. really do not like very hot weather 
and there is no sense in adding the stress 
of repotting to the stress caused by heat. 

The early part of this period is the time 
to attend to shading. Look for areas of 
clear glass and spots where the sun shines 
through open vents. The best conditions 
are really obtained when extra shade is 
added during summer and largely 
removed during winter. If you follow this 
practice the shade should be in place by 
now. If, however, you just add a bit extra 
shade during summer this is the time to do 
it. Overlong leaves which tend to hang 
over the side of the pot are a sign of too 
much summer shade; short, upright, yel- 
lowish leaves indicate too little. 

Regular watering and fertilising is the 
routine for this period of the year. Don’t 
overdo it, even when the weather is hot. 
If the plants don’t need water, and you 
feel you must do something, simply give 
them a misting with a fog nozzle. It is a 
good idea to get to know the weight of a 
pot when wet and when dry; this way you 
won’t keep the plant too wet. The experi- 


enced grower can tell by the look of the 
plants when he needs to water — the 
leaves droop ever so slightly. Another 
good trick is to run your hand over the 
top of the leaves; when they are turgid 
they rustle when they need water they 
don’t. 

During very hot weather it is good 
practice to water during the evening. This 
helps drop the night temperature; it also 
allows the plant to take up and retain 
water so that it is better prepared for the 
heat of the next day. 

If you strike a plant which is droopy 
and dehydrated, even though the mixture 
is obviously moist, the odds are that it has 
no roots. Maybe it has been kept too wet. 
In any case it should be repotted into fresh 
mixture, no matter what the season. 
Repotting is usually sufficient but if you 
feel there is a major problem, a swim in 
Fongarid for twenty minutes or so (the 
plant, that is) will do no harm. 

Keep an eye out for mealy bug and 
treat it early if you find it, as it can spread 
like wildfire. The only other problem you 
may strike is a fungal infection which 
appears in hot, humid weather and seems 
to affect only green-flowered paphs. This 
appears as small brown spots which 
quickly turn to holes through the leaves. 
The effect is almost as though somebody 
has fired a shotgun — from some distance 
— at the plant. This does little harm but it 
is unslightly It is easily cleared up with 
Ciba Geigy Rose spray. | 


Phalaenopsis 


There is basically little change in cul- 
ture from November except that now is 
the time to remove old flower spikes and 
repot. When repotting larger plants I just 
remove the old mix, cut off any rotten 
roots and pot the plants down in the same 
size pot or one slightly larger if necessary. 

Watering: Water daily in the mornings 
and damp down the floor in the afternoon

if necessary. Try not to get too much 
water in the crown of the plants. 

Light: 90% shade is required during 
summer. 

Fertiliser: Fertilise weekly alternating 
between 

High nitrogen (Campbells B, Aqua 
Feed, etc.) 

Foliar/Trace Elements (Wuxall or Field 
Pak) 

Organic (Fish Emulsion, 
Maxicrop) 

Phostrogen 

Pest Control: Fungicide every 6 weeks 
with Ridomil MZ WP, Daconil or Benlate 
W.P. plus Mancozeb. 

Use Diazanon or Pyrethrum every 4 
weeks to control insect pests. 

Keep a watch for mites and spray with 
a miticide as necessary. | 


Vandaceous 


Potting: Potting on of small plants can 
be done at any time. Top any large plants 
which have become leggy, leaving at least 
3 roots on the top. If possible some leaves 
should be left on the old stem to encour- 
age keiki growth. 

Watering: Water daily. Keep root sys- 
tem moist with additional misting if nec- 
essary. 

Light: Strap leaf vandas and ascocen- 
das need 50% shade. Outside vandas
